PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


“And Jesus came to them and spake unto them, saying, All authority hath 
been given unto me in heaven and on earth. Go ye therefore, and make disciples 
of all the nations, baptizing them into the name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Spirit: teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I com- 
mand you: and lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the world’ 
(Matt. 28:18-20). 

It is necessary for the church from time to time to re-examine and re- 
acquaint herself with the command under which she is working. These words 
of Christ are so familiar. They are heard at every baptism. They are repeated 
in catechetical instruction and emphasized when servants are ordained for the 
ministry at home and abroad. It might therefore seem commion-place to call 
attention to them. We need to be reminded again and again of the obligation 
that Christ has laid upon His disciples and followers. It should be evident 
that He depends upon His disciples to make known His work to men and 
His will concerning them. God sent His Son into the world, “not to save 
His Son but to save the world.” Christ has placed His church in the world 
to carry out His work by His grace and His power. 

On the day He gave this parting command it might have seemed to His 
disciples an impossible task, but He added to that command two things: “All 
authority hath been given unto Me in heaven and on earth,” and “I am with 
you always, even unto the end of the world.’’ These words contain the secret 
of the growth and increase in the Christian church. Power and authority is 
from Christ. He directs the peoples and the nations and maketh even the wrath 
of men to praise Him. 

We sometimes fear the power that individuals assume in the world. Over 
all of them, over all the universe, is the Omnipotent Christ, with power in 
heaven and earth. No wonder the Apostle cried, “I can do all things through 
Christ, who strengtheneth me.” If we lay hold on Him by faith we receive 
power so that His strength is made perfect in our weakness. 

The Apostle, alone, facing opposition and hostile groups in his travels, 
was not afraid. Back of him was the authority of Christ and with it the promise 
that the Living Christ was with him. 

We need to reassure ourselves of this very thing today. His church is 
attacked on all fronts and many are falling away. To many of His followers 
there comes a sense of hopelessness and despair and yet, coming down to us 
today, is this word: ‘All authority is mine and I am present.” The great thought 
is that Christ lives and He is present with each and every one of His children. 
Should we not then set our hope in God and our faith and confidence in Him, 
that He who hath begun the good work will also finish it! Should we not 
look unto Jesus, the Author and Finisher of our faith, and “run with patience 
the race that is set before us!” 

A sense of power, of triumph, of victory, should fill the heart of the Christian 
even in his darkest moments. His church should ever chant, “I know that my 
Redeemer liveth.” This thought should grip us so mightily that we would go 
forward to every task in His name. 

In His parting statement Christ says, “Go ye therefore and make disciples 
of all nations.” Remembering that He has the authority and that He adds His 
benediction—‘I am with you”—we are to disciple the nations for Him. 

The means He places in the hands of the disciples, baptism and the Word. 
were all He gave them for.the task. Through the Word and the Means of 
Grace they founded and built the Christian church. They were guided by His 
Holy Spirit—grace and power coming from Him. 

Today we often are tempted to seek new ways and new means. We have 
these same Means of Grace in our midst that changed the world two thousand 
years ago.. We need no other instruments or agents to make disciples of all 
peoples. Faithfulness in keeping and making use of the Word and the Sacra- 
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ments will, by the grace of God, accomplish the same today as it did for Peter, 
Paul, James and John. It must be what He has commanded. It must be in 
the name and the fellowship of the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit, and 
not in strange and wandering ways of our own. 

This command of Christ embraces all the work of the Christian church. 
It is fundamental. It includes the work of building the church in the home- 
land, of planting the Cross in foreign lands, of caring for the ch Idren in His 
church through Christian education, both in the home and in institutions, and 
of caring for those who are unfortunate. 

Where the church has not advanced it is because she has not been zealous 
and faithful in heeding this last command. Where there has been increase, 
growth and strength—to God’s name be the glory—it has been through hap- 
tizing and teaching, and that alone, that the fields white unto harvest have been 
garnered. AG 

Our church is approaching the celebration of the one hundredth anniversary 
of organized church work in this country. God has given us many blessings 
during these one hundred years. The greatest blessing of all is this, that the 
same message is heard today as was sounded out in pioneer times in the early 
struggling settlements. We have the same baptism, the same Lord’s Supper 
and the same Catechism in the instruction of our children, “teaching them to 
observe what He has commanded.” If one of the pioneer fathers could return 
to our churches and congregations of today he might find the language 
changed but the preaching of sin and grace, the teaching of what Christ has 
commanded, baptism and the Lord’s Supper, our Catechism and the content 
of our hymns, by God’s grace and not through merits of ourselves have been 
kept the same. Reaching back nearly two thousand years, through the blessings 
of God, we have this connection with that Mount of Ascension. Through that 
fact we claim the assurance that He is with us in our church today, with each 
one that loves and serves Him. Back of every messenger, every ambassador, 
every pastor and every teacher rings that statement which will never die: “All 
authority is given unto Me.” It is by His authority and in His holy name 
that we dare to undertake the work in His church. 

We are gathered as a small sector of this army in our convention. From 
the beginning to the end of this meeting we would seek to know His com=- 
mand. With heart and soul we would pledge our loyalty to continue to make 
disciples by baptizing and teaching what He has commanded. We would 
humbly claim the promise, even at our convention, that He is with us. The 
sense of the nearness of the Living Christ should fill our deliberations with 
humility and earnestness. It should make each one of us seek not our own 
but that which God’s spirit shows us is best for His Kingdom. When we say 
farewell to one another may it be a group going out, reconsecrated and re- 
dedicated to carry out His wish and His will, who is with us unto the end! 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION — 


During the past biennium the work of Higher Christian Education has 
been carried on through the agency of the Theological Seminary, the colleges and 
secondary schools. In this connection should also be mentioned the Christian 
training many of our young women receive at certain hospitals conducted under 
the auspices of our church. 

It is indeed reason for thanksgiving to God that our young people in such 
numbers annually turn to our own institutions for their training, The time 
spent by them at our schools will in many cases bear rich fruit in years to 
come, for themselves and for the church. 

The responsibility of influencing this group of young people by our church 
is a serious one. Not only is it necessary that they receive the regular in- 
struction required in Christianity, but—that which is often determining, the 
background and atmosphere created by faculty and student body must be 
of a decisive Christian character. We extend our sincere and humble gratitude 
and thanks to the teachers at our different institutions. who in faith and life 
have contributed their part in the building of Christian character for these 
young people. The position of a teacher in one of our schools is not. given 
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today the consideration and understanding that it was in bygone times. Our 
sincere hope is that our people will again appreciate and understand the service 
that Christian teachers are giving to their children in this way. 

In addition to the students found on the campuses of our own church in- 
stitutions, our church is also seeking to do its part for the spiritual care of 
the Lutheran students in state schools. The American Lutheran Conference, 
through its representatives, has called the Rev. F. A. Schiotz of our church 
to become director and secretary for this student movement, to assist our 
Lutheran pastors in organizing and caring for those who come to these in- 
stitutions from our congregations. The Department of Education, through 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus and Miss Hortense Hage, has given a great deal of thought 
and assistance during these years to this part of the field, 


LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


During the last two years our seminary has graduated and presented to the 
church thirty-one candidates in theology. Nearly all of these men are now in 
the active service of the church. Several of the present year’s class of twenty- 
Os aaa have received calls that will give them their place in the vine- 
yard. 


Internes. The arrangement of students spending one year in practical work 
as internes has been faithfully carried out. Nearly all the students report great 
practical benefits from this arrangement. It has, of course, lengthened their 
period of study another year and will probably make it difficult for some of 
them financially. It might be well for congregations, from which some of these 
young men come, to keep in mind their needs and probably render them some 
genuine assistance also in a material way. I can assure our people that as I 
have become acquainted with most of these young men, I find they are all 
worthy of this understanding. 

Theological Professor. Because of the special situation at the seminary, the 
last General Convention requested that Dr. J. Tanner continue two years be- 
yond the specified retirement age. In justice to Dr. Tanner, who has earned 
his right to retirement, as well as to the principle applying to members of the 
faculty who will come up for this consideration as the years pass, the church 
should at this convention elect and call a successor to Dr. Tanner at our 
seminary. 

Dr. M. O. Bgckman. We extend our deep and sincere sympathy to Dr. M. 
O. Bgckman, whose wife passed away May 26, 1937. We realize in part the 
assistance and help she gave him during the many years he labored as presi- 
dent and professor in our seminary faculty. To him in his retirement we ex- 
tend a greeting and thank God for his presence among us up to this time, with 
faculties and mind alert and vigorous. His personality and example will be an 
inspiration to teachers and students at our seminary, while God still permits 
him to be with us. 

Dr. O. E. Brandt. To Dr. O. E. Brandt and his good wife we also extend 
our heartfelt greetings and appreciation of the service he was permitted to 
give our seminary up to the time of his retirement. May God’s grace and love 
shine upon them in the years still before them. 

Library. One of the projects of the Centennial Appeal is the erection of 
a needed library for our seminary. Students must be. given the opportunity 
to learn the use of the library. The limited quarters in the one building do 
not give the opportunity needed for this training and for this development. 
Books have to be stored away in all parts of the building and only the most 
necessary and needed ones can be placed on shelves where they are accessible. 


The seminary also receives from time to time valuable documents and books; 
many documents and papers from our early history in this country, as well as 
rare books that scarcely can be replaced. An investigator, working under the 
auspices of the university, some years ago found a larger percentage of such 
material in proportion to its size at our seminary than in any other institution 
in the Twin Cities. It is imperative that a fireproof building be erected where 
such material can be properly safeguarded and possibly also the older historical 
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records of our church could. be taken care of. The last convention placed the 
maximum sum to be expended at $200,000.00. It does not mean that this 
amount necessarily need be expended for a building but such an amount as 
the convention, through its properly appointed representatives and committee, 
may find necessary and adequate for this branch of the work. 


COLLEGES 


At our four colleges there has been a general marked increase in attendance 
during the past year. Some aid has been given through federal and state ap- 
propriations for student work, based on the percentage of total enrollment. This 
has been of invaluable help to many of our young people. 

At Concordia and St. Olaf new dormitories for women have been, erected 
during the past year. These buildings have not been erected on the basis 
of solicitation of funds but from the point of view of investment of funds al- 
ready in possession of the college. Interest and amortization of the cost of 
these buildings will be taken care of through the rental of rooms to the students. 

At Augustana College the basement gymnasium building was completed 
through the co-operation of the city of Sioux Falls, former students and alumni. 
This fine building is completed without any indebtedness. 

Last year Luther College celebrated its diamond jubilee, or seventy-fifth 
anniversary. On that occasion friends and former students of the college pre- 
sented the institution with a jubilee gift of approximately $75,000.00. 

Our colleges are earnestly and energetically seeking to give our young people 
a training that will fit them for the life of today and make them useful, not 
only to themselves but to others, in the state and in the church. The church 
is deeply grateful to teachers and administrators for the great part they have 
had in building for the future of our church, 

In addition to our seminary and colleges, the church has been interested in 
the educational work carried on at Pacific Lutheran College, where we are 
seeking, jointly with other Lutheran groups, to maintain a Lutheran educa- 
tional institution in the Pacific Northwest. 

Augustana Academy, Canton, through the energetic leadership and work of 
Rev. R. E. Hofstad, has been of blessing to many young people’in that im- 
mediate vicinity. 

Waldorf College at Forest City has continued its work under the able 
supervision of a good faculty, which has meant a great deal to many of our 
young people in northern Iowa. 

Gale College has attempted to conduct academy and some junior college work 
the past year. Financial and economic situations have made it increasingly 
difficult. As we look back upon the years of their service, whatever may be in 
store for them in the future, we realize they also have given their contribution 
to the training of many of our young people. 

Pleasant View Luther College was discontinued a year ago as an educational 
institution and opened this fall as a home for the aged, under the care of the 
corporation that previously had conducted the school at that place. Rev. T. J. 
Knutson was elected as superintendent and is now charged with this responsibility. 


CANADIAN SCHOOL SITUATION 


Because of continued droughts and crop failures, the Junior College at Out- 
look, Sask., was compelled to close two years ago. The enrollment of students 
was so small that the continuing of the school at that time was not justified. 
The Canada District voted to return the institution to the association which 
had formerly transferred it officially to the Canada District. As to what will 
be the future of this institution, it is difficult to say at this time. ‘There are, of 
course, always people who are interested in such an institution. Whether means 
and attendance can be found that will justify reopening, is something that the 
future alone can reveal. 

A committee met last year and considered the whole Canadian situation and 
brought its recommendations to the district meeting held in Saskatoon last 
summer. The sum and substance of this recommendation is that Camrose 
College, which has always had fair attendance, shall be made a standard Junior 
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College and receive assistance from the Board of Education of our church 
toward attaining this accreditation. In consideration of such assistance and 
arrangement, the necessary courses shall be arranged in order to make it a 
preparatory school for the study of Theology. 

If the work in Canada is to be continued, it will be necessary to secure 
regularly the necessary candidates for the ministry in that field. It has be- 
come evident that it is practically impossible to secure the young men needed 
from the States to develop new fields up there and to take the places of the 
men who die or retire. At the most, one or two candidates are secured some 
years and their stay is somewhat indefinite. To remedy this situation and if 
we are to build the church in Canada and strengthen it, it becomes necessary 
to establish and organize a theological seminary in Canada, based on such re- 
quirements and needs as the local field predicates. In view of this, the Canada 
District comes to the General Convention with thé request that a seminary 
be established in Canada for the training of men for the work up there. This 
would be on the basis that the men, at least for the present, would finish a 
two year junior college, with such language and other requirements as are es- 
pecially needed for a seminary training, and then receive a three year training 
at the seminary. Such men, of course, would be used in Canada. Our require- 
ments here have reached four years of college and four years of seminary train- 
ing. If such an arrangement were made about a seminary, it would have to be 
with the distinct understanding that these men are trained definitely for the 
Canadian fields. The thought is that two professors would be necessary and 
the work would be carried on in a careful and economical way, giving the 
students that which they especially need for their work in the Dominion. 

As this is an attempt to furnish home mission pastors—practically the entire 
field with very few exceptions being a home mission field—it is recommended 
that the Board of Home Missions be authorized to grant a subsidy of $7,000.00 
a year to such a seminary. Because of its home missionary character as well 
as the fact that the educational department of our church could not enter into 
such a commitment without possibly incurring a deficit from year to year, 
this is the recommendation of the Home Mission Board and the church council. 
As to future changes in this arrangement, that will have to be determined as 
we see it is needed. It is earnestly recommended that this request be approved. 
Unless something of this kind is granted, it is difficult to foresee that we will 
be able to continue our work in Canada. 

May God give to the Canadian brethren and to ourselves wisdom, patience 
and sympathy in seeking solutions to some of the problems that arise in this 
new day. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The work of making the Christian training of the child more and more 
effective has been vigorously carried on by the board charged with this re- 
‘sponsibility, as well as pastors, teachers and many members of our congrega- 
tions. Teacher training classes are conducted in a number of congregations 
and Weekly Training Institutes for larger fields have been organized and carried 
through with considerable success. There is a growth in interest and under- 
standing, that our church must deepen and strengthen the religious life of the 
child if we are to build for the future. A careful study is being given to new 
material for use in our Sunday schools. Many capable teachers have made 
valuable contributions in this field, 

Again I wish to emphasize the need of reviving, and continuing where there 
is already in existence, the summer Vacation Bible School. In some way it 
must be possible in nearly every congregation to make use of at least a part 
of the summer vacation for more intensive training of the children in their 
Christian faith. 

Another problem before the Board of Elementary Christian Education and 
many friends of child training is the question of the Week Day School in states 
where school boards and the law permit the setting aside of certain hours 
during the week for religious instruction. The problem becomes difficult in 
larger cities where church membership is scattered among those of other de- 
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nominations and also in smaller places where our people are in a minority as 
compared with some other group. Every effort should be made to think through 
this possibility and make the most use of this great opportunity. 


HOME MISSIONS 


The program of Home Missions as accepted in our church is becoming more 
and more understood to be the definite sending out of men into different fields 
for the preaching of the Word and for organizing new congregations and 
parishes. Each district in our church is sensing this responsibility more and 
more. We realize that mistakes will be made. We are human and can not always 
foretell the value for the future of every field entered. Great care is being 
exercised in the beginning of new work in nearly every case. The past year there 
were 204 pastors serving &1 congregations who received this home mission aid. 

One of the problems which faces the Home Mission Board and will un- 
doubtedly be remedied as the funds permit, is that of increasing the amounts 
allowed our home missionaries. In nearly every place they have served with 
a minimum salary. When it is remembered that in addition to their living 
expenses they have to maintain automobile and travel with a car sometimes 
great distances every week, we can realize the need for added income is not 
only necessary but justifiable. That applies not only to home mission pastors, 
but also to pastors in so-called self-supporting congregations. Many of our 
pastors showed understanding over against their congregations by accepting 
reductions in salary and today, with the increase in cost of living, we must 
not forget them in thinking about this problem. It is respectfully urged that 
congregations carefully consider their financial responsibility toward their pastors. 

According to the arrangement in our church, we have a superintendent of 
home missions in each of the nine districts. At least one-half of the time and 
attention of the district president is to be directed in the field of home missions 
in his territory. No one should be better qualified and better informed in re- 
gard to this work than the district presidents. They also are advisory members 
of the General Home Mission Board, which deals with the general problems of 
Home Missions. Through this arrangement our church has an intimate and 
direct contact constantly with the work of home missions in the respective 
territories. 

It may be necessary also for the seminary to give added practical training 
in methods and technique of home mission work, as applied to rural and city 
work. Often men who are well trained and have good gifts, are handicapped 
because they are at a loss to know the use of practical methods in facing the 
problems on the field. Enough experience and background should have been 
collected by this time to be able to give a great deal of direction, advice and help 
in the practical problems that face a home missionary. If our church is to 
continue to grow and sink deeper and deeper roots into the American life, the 
attack will be on the home mission front. The increase in-membership in our 
church from year to year is comparatively small. When it is distributed over 
some 2500 congregations, there is not much of an increase. I wonder if we 
should be satisfied with this—if there should not come to us a new urge to 
go out in the highways and byways, urging men and women to come to the 
wedding feast of the Lamb. 

We are planning to celebrate the one hundredth anniversary of the beginning 
of our church. A part of this celebration should be a substantial thank-offering 
through our contributions. Probably more than even the money side of this, 
there should be a definite home missionary, evangelistic attempt to bring many 
more persons into the membership of our congregations. In many places our 
Sunday schools could be greatly increased. There are numberless children every 
Sunday morning who do not put their foot inside a Sunday school. Our youth 
and adult confirmation classes should be made an open door for additional in- 
creases in the field of usefulness in the Kingdom. Through the contacts of 
our workers, the meaning and importance of membership in the Christian 
church, its responsibility and its blessing should constantly be brought home 
to those on the outside. By the grace of God and with His help, let us make 
the years between now and 1943 productive years in our home mission en- 
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deavor. Not only in the outlying fields in Montana, Canada and the Pacific 
Coast, but in every congregation, large or small, in city or country, let us do 
our part to be messengers of the King to those who are still outside. 

In Minnesota, including Roman Catholics and Protestants, a little over 
one-half of the population are members of some Christian congregation. In 
the Protestant group, which is slightly larger than the Roman Catholic group 
in the state of Minnesota, the Lutheran church is by far the largest denomina- 
tion. In that group the Norwegian Lutheran Church is the largest of the 
Lutheran groups. There is work to be done for our church in states like Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Iowa and Illinois. Let us begin to think soberly and prayer- 
fully of the very waves of population in our own community that beat against 
our church doors, without Christ and without the church. 


HOME MISSION INSTITUTIONS 


_ Bethany Indian Mission. The Indian Mission, under the care of Rev. E. W. 
Sihler and Miss Helen Frost, directed by a conscientious and able supervising 
committee, has done good work at Wittenberg among the Winnebago and 
Oneida Indians. A summer vacation boarding school has been conducted. 
Through gifts of food and willingness of teachers to give their time, it has 
been possible, at a small expense, to continue this good work. We are deeply 
grateful to all who have assisted in this work. 


Eskimo Mission. Rey. and Mrs. O. E. Skavian, having fulfilled their time 
of service, are now returning home. This has necessitated a change and Rev. 
and Mrs. Klyve have been stationed at Teller. Miss Helen Frost, who spent 
a number of years in the mission, has been recalled to take charge of the work 
at Igloo, which was her staticia before she returned to the States. 


Institutions. At present the Board of Home Missions is responsible for the 
Seamen’s Mission at Seattle, the Fishermen’s and Sailors’ Home at Ketchikan, 
Alaska, the Norway House, which is an immigrant and transient hospice, at 
Brooklyn, and a reading room and mission in San Francisco. During the past 
biennium the Home Mission Board has paid the indebtedness for which it was 
responsible on the Norway House. The total amount of indebtedness paid by 
the Home Mission Board for this institution is $50,822.26. In addition to this 
amount, the Home Mission Board has retired the indebtedness on the Ketchikan 
and other home mission institutions to the amount of $74,852.72, so that today 
the only indebtedness of the Home Mission Board, for which it is responsible, 
is a mortgage held by our church at the Seamen’s Mission property at Seattle 
of $30,545.62. This is being liquidated at the rate of $3,000.00 a year. The 
property in this place, of course, is worth a great deal more than the amount of 
money involved. However, these items have in the past required interest pay- 
ments out of the income of the board. This at least has been stopped now in 
all of these cases. 

To our people who have so generously and continuously assisted the work 
by their means and their prayers I wish to express my sincere and heartfelt 
thanks. 

As we discontinue the institutional work in home missions, we will be 
able to place more and more workers in the home mission fields for the es- 
tablishing of congregations. To me it seems that this is the right principle 
of home missions. The day is past when we need to conduct boarding homes 
and hotels, either for seamen or immigrants. There are enough fine places 
where lodging can be secured at a reasonable price. These places could be in- 
vestigated by a city missionary, and then the church retire from the lodging 
and rooming proposition. This is the unanimous attitude of the Home Mission 
Board. The Board plans to employ the necessary missionaries in these places 
to bring individual advice and help but not to cumber the work with the waiting 
on tables. 

At this time the Board has three such institutions remaining, namely the 
Norway House, the Ketchikan Home and the Mission at Seattle. To all those, 
whether in institutions or in the home mission field, who have given faithful 
and sincere service, the church extends her sincere and deep gratitude and 
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thanks. Above all, we thank God for the strength and grace He has given our 
workers to be faithful in their calling. 


‘CHURCH EXTENSION 


During the past two years a special effort has been made to strengthen and 
reorganize the Church Extension Fund. Through the efficient attention given 
to this part of the work by Mr. C. L. Nasby, the Board of Home Missions is 
able today to report that practically every joan is alive and in nearly all cases 
interest has been paid to date. During the past biennium the sum of $57,613.64 
was paid on the principal and $8,846.14 was paid on interest. These amounts 
have again been loaned to mission congregations, in most cases the sums be- 
ing limited to a few hundred dollars. The loans are being repaid by monthly 
payments so that others again can get the benefit of it. Outside of a few older 
loans, the sums are kept down to the smallest amount possible, so as to make 
the money reach as many individual units as possible. We are deeply grateful 
to Mr. Nasby for the contribution he has made by his understanding efforts in 
the Church Extension Fund. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


During the past biennium new missionaries have been called and sent to our 
three fields. The Board of Foreign Missions will give the details about the 
outgoing missionaries as well as those who are at home on furlough. To those 
who have gone out from our midst, to bring the Gospel of Jesus Christ to China, 
Madagascar and Africa, we lift our hands in blessing and prayer, asking that 
they too may ever know the presence of the Living Christ, with His power and 
authority in their work. 

China has become a household word during the last two years because of 
the struggle carried on between Japanese and Chinese in Chinese territory. It 
has made the work of our missions more difficult. It has necessitated the moving 
of families to points of greater safety and has hindered the going out of as 
many missionaries as were ready to enter the work. More encouraging news 
is received at this time and it is our hope and prayer that we may be permitted, 
es the protection of Almighty God, to continue our work among our Chinese 
brethren. 

The mission in South Africa has continued with faithful and earnest work 
by our missionaries and their families. One thing of special significance in 
connection with South Africa is our own Centennial. On May 10, 1843, Schreuder 
was ordained by the Bishop of Christiania as a missionary for South Africa. 
He finally reached the country on January 1, 1844. At the same time as we 
in 1943 celebrate the beginning of our work here, we will be celebrating the 
one hundredth anniversary of the beginning of Norwegian foreign mission 
activity. Another incident in this story is the fact that Clausen had planned 
to go with Schreuder to South Africa but was induced by friends in Drammen 
to take up the work in America. “‘God moves in a mysterious way, His wonders 
to perform.” Now one hundred years later South Africa and Muskego, Schreuder 
and Clausen, meet in our memories as we approach this jubilee. It would be 
entirely proper in this connection to invite the friends of foreign missions in 
Norway to join with us in 1943 to celebrate this part of our Centennial, and 
especially as the Schreuder Mission today is under the care of our church. 

This year Madagascar is celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of its organization 
as a mission. The work began in 1888 with the arrival at Ft. Dauphin of Rev. 
J. P. Hogstad of the former Norwegian Danish Conference. Dr. M. J. Stolee, 
who was a successful missionary and superintendent there from 1901 to 1909, 
was selected by the Board of Foreign Missions as its representative. It was 
fortunate that we had a man who was able to remember the language of the 
native church. I know it will be a great joy to the native Christians, especially 
the older ones, to meet their former pastor and father in God. It was especially 
fortunate that Dr. Stolee was able to take Mrs. Stolee with him. It will mean 
a great deal for the women of the native church to also meet her. We are 
thankful to them that they were willing to undertake this long journey and, 
at least as far as Mrs. Stolee was concerned, to try to provide the funds from 
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their own means. It will be proper that the church and the convention assembled 
send an official greeting and cable to the missionaries and the native church 
at this time. As to the fruits of the work these fifty years, you are referred 
to the message of the Foreign Mission Board and to its publications. 


CHARITIES 


One of the responsibilities to which all our people in this country have be- 
come more awake during the past four years is that of caring for the aged and 
dependent children. The intense and increased attention of both federal and 
state governments to these two classes has brought home to American citizens 
their responsibility to those who are in need. The National Security Act, through 
mothers’ aid, provides for the care of dependent children. It seeks to do some- 
thing for crippled children and also for those who are blind. It has provided 
a pension system by which it hopes in the years to come to add to the social 
security of men and women who have been employed throughout their life- 
time and will then be able to retire at sixty-five with enough to care for their 
daily needs, 

Atall times the church has sought in a humble way to care for the aged 
and for the little children. She has realized this is a responsibility Christ has 
laid upon her. She has also realized that if it is to be a blessing it must bk 
done in His name. It must be a vicarious service for Him, that we stand in 
Christ’s stead when we administer and bring this aid. If that thought would 
fill our hearts and minds we would feel a sense of holy responsibility when 
we approach this task, regardless of the attractiveness or personality of the 
individual whom we seek to help. As we think of the many institutions and 
activities touching the life of our church in this field we are filled with humility 
realizing how much more we should have put into this work if we had had 
more of the mind of Christ and His compassion. Through His loving kindness 
He has blessed our efforts so they have become a far greater blessing than we 
dared to hope. 

Our Homes for the Aged and our Children’s Homes have been faithfully 
and sympathetically administered by the people working in them. To all those 
who have contributed their part we are deeply grateful. May God bless every 
one. 

We are mindful of the other institutions, such as Rescue Homes, Hospitals 
and similar institutions of mercy that have contributed their part in trying to 
lift the fallen and cheer the faint. May God’s blessing be upon them. In due 
season may His reward come to all. 

In the states of North and South Dakota, Minnesota, Illinois, and Wisconsin 
the finding of homes and placing of children is now carried on through State 
Lutheran Welfare Societies. It is evident that this problem which has to 
deal, not only with our own people but with the courts and public administrators, 
must be made a common Lutheran problem. We have our full share of rep- 
resentatives in all these societies and it is just as directly our work now as 
years ago when we were each seeking in our own limited field to carry on this 
work, 

The best place for a fatherless and motherless child, under normal circum- 
stances, is a good Christian home. It is remarkable how many such homes 
open to these homeless children as investigations are carried on. To the many 
men and women, who in the spirit of Christ have opened their hearts and 
taken such children in, we ask God to bless them richly as He undoubtedly 
has blessed the children they have received. To the men and women working 
in the Welfare Societies, we assure them that we feel the same responsibility 
and the same relation to them as our representatives as those in other parts of 
our Christian social service. 


LUTHERAN DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL 


On the basis of the recommendation of the Board of Directors of the Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chicago, the Rev. Martin Norstad is nominated 
as rector of the institution. Sister Marie Rorem is nominated as Sister Superior 
for the same institution. The confirmation by this convention, according to 
the constitution, is respectfully requested bf the official board. 
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PENSIONS 


By making pensions a fifth department of our church, there has been an 
increased attention by our congregations to this need. To the many congregations 
that have given their contributions during the past biennium, the church is 
deeply grateful and sincerely hopes that the sum may increase from year to 
year. We must not forget these veterans of the Cross, many of whom have 
labored under hardships and difficulties in laying the foundations of our church. 


AUXILIARIES 


Among the other activities of our church may be mentioned the Young 
People’s Luther League, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, the 
Brotherhood, the Women’s Missionary Federation and the Choral Union. Each 
of these organizations and activities has found its place in our church life. 
Today they are contributing their part in building the Kingdom of God among 
us. The men and women who are the leaders in these respective organizations 
are giving much time, study and effort that the real needs of the church may 
be served by them as opportunity is given. To each one of these organizations, 
its officers, its boards and its workers I am deeply grateful and thankful for 
sympathetic co-operation and help. 


AUGSBURG PUBLISHING HOUSE 


Through Augsburg Publishing House our church is also carrying on a great 
and valuable mission among our people. The publications that are sent out 
each week and month, both for old and young readers, are silent missionaries 
of the church. Through the efficient and careful supervision and management 
of Mr. Randolph Haugan and his helpers our Publishing House has been con- 
ducted in an efficient and businesslike manner. It ranks with the best of the 
‘commercial houses in its management and methods. The entire management 
is at all times keenly alive to the spiritual interests that must be served. 


BOOK MISSION 


The Book Mission, which is also an activity of our church, has continued 
to send out printed tracts and booklets for free distribution. Many are grate- 
ful for this help and we commend this type of missionary work to the members 
of our church. 


BIBLE SOCIETIES 


During the past bienniuin our church has given a modest support to the 
American and British Bible Societies. Without such societies it would be prac- 
tically impossible to carry on a wide distribution of the Word of God, not only 
in the English language but in the many missionary languages in which our 
church is working. To these societies we extend our thanks and pray God’s 
grace and blessing upon them in their work of distributing the Scriptures. We 
urge our people to also remember this type of work for the Kingdom with 
their material gifts. 


ZION SOCIETY FOR ISRAEL—SANTAL MISSION 


Among the independent missionary societies in our midst are the Zion 
Society for Israel and the Santal Missionary Society. Both of these missions 
have won friends in our church and many have been interested in them from 
their early beginnings. To the friends and workers in these missions and 
societies we extend our greetings and prayer for God’s blessing on their efforts. 


MISSION ON FAITH AND LIFE 


During the past year the churches represented in the American Lutheran 
Conference organized a Mission on Faith and Life. A group of pastors visited 
a number of our Lutheran centers and brought a message and greetings from 
our church. The cities visited were Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Fargo. 
Sioux Falls, Omaha, Spokane, Seattle and Tacoma. In all these places they 
were received with joy and gladness. Our people are asking that such a joint 
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testimony of our church, bringing the fundamental truth of the Gospel in its 
application to this present day world, be continued. Our church was represented 
by Dr. J. A. O. Stub and Dr. Martin Anderson, and the mission was in charge 
of Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker. 


LUTHERAN TERCENTENARY CELEBRATION 


During the month of June the three hundredth anniversary of the coming 
of the colonies from Sweden to the banks of the Delaware will be celebrated. 
Great preparations have been made by the groups especially interested be- 
cause of their background but also by the respective states where these settle- 
ments first took place. I am happy to call the attention of the convention to the 
fact that through the activity of the Lutheran Augustana Synod the Lutheran 
character of this immigration has been recognized in the celebration. On 
Tuesday June 28th, a special session will be set aside for the Lutheran celebra- 
tion. It will mean a great deal to emphasize the fact that the Lutherans, through 
our Swedish brethren, were among the first settlers in America. Through the 
courtesy of the president of the Augustana Synod we have received an in- 
vitation to be represented on this day. It would also be fitting in our congrega- 
tions to remember this festival in a proper manner. 


WCAL 


The St. Olaf College station has been given a new wave length (760 K. C.) 
and has completed a more powerful sending station. The power is increased 
from 1000 to 5000 watts. The station is assigned the entire Sunday time from 
8 o’clock in the morning until 5 o’clock in the afternoon and a number of ad- 
ditional hours every day during the week. It is our intention to make as much 
use of this station for broadcasting as we possibly can. Augsburg Publishing 
House has arranged a studio so that broadcasting can be carried on from Min- 
neapolis. The Norwegian service will be on the air from 8:15 to 9:30 A. M., 
as usual. From 10 to 11 o’clock a foreign language service will be given. The 
first and third Sundays of the month the service will be in Swedish; the second 
Sunday of the month in German; the fourth Sunday of the month in Danish; 
and where there is a fifth Sunday this will be assigned to our Finnish brethren. 
From 11 o’clock to 12:30 services will be broadcast from one of our city churches. 
With the increase in the power of the station and the new wave length all 
our people should be reached in Montana, North and South Dakota, southern 
Canada, Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois and Nebraska. There will be 
individual parts where it will probably be difficult to get the station but this 
will be due to local conditions over which we have no control. A careful survey 
shows that the sending power of the station will reach the greater portion 
of our members. The best possible use should be made of the radio for bringing 
information to our people about the work of the church. 

In addition to this central sending station we have a number of pastors who 
are doing this same work in local stations, reaching a number of people in 
their own territory. Many have secured the opportunity to broadcast their 
Sunday morning services. Others are speaking Sunday evenings and during 
the week. There is no question but that through the radio we are reaching 
homes and hearts where doors are closed to congregations and pastors. God 
will in His way use His message, coming through the air, to accomplish that 
which is His purpose with the hearts of men. The radio is here to stay and 
our church should make the best possible and most efficient use of every radio 
opportunity for Christ and His Kingdom. 


THE BUDGET 


It would hardly be expected that I should address the convention without 
some mention of our financial situation. Through the efforts of Dr. Bergsaker, 
especially, as well as the many men and women who have given him support, 
there was raised for the budget of the Norwegian Lutheran Church the sum 
of $841,567.89 in 1937. The percentage and increase during these years is given 
as follows: 

1933—68.7% 1934—79.9% 1935—81.2% 1936—84.9% 1937—83.7% 
$661,498.71 $769,125.04 $711,074.94 $742,848.28 = $841,567.89 
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You will note that there has been a steady increase in the actual amount of 
money received. This is indeed encouraging. We still have quite a ways to 
go as we have reached only about 85% of the total amount. We are deeply 
grateful and thankful to Dr, Bergsaker for the efforts and energy he has put 
into this work. He has done the work of many men, never thinking of him- 
self, night or day. We sincerely hope and pray that he will be given the strength 
and health to continue in this leadership in our church, which has proven such 
a blessing to us these years. 

Since 1933 and up to the 3lst of January, 1938, budgets have been balanced 
every year and the sum of $296,457.94 has been paid on advances and deficits, 
reducing the indebtedness of the church by this amount. 


AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The American Lutheran Conference has continued its work as indicated by 
its constitution and resolutions of the respective bodies. It seeks to cultivate 
the fellowship and understanding between our groups and to be ready to give 
such advice and help as the different bodies may desire. No attempt has been 
made to impose itself in any administrative or directive way on any of our 
synodical groups. 

A joint convention of the young people of the American Lutheran Conference 
groups was held in Minneapolis last summer. It was a source of joy and in- 
spiration to the many who could be present. It gave to our young people added 
strength and understanding of the scope of our church. We commend the 
American Lutheran Conference to the prayers and interest of our people. 

There is a monthly journal published by the conference which every well 
informed church member should have. The price has been placed at $2.50 
and the reading matter under the joint board of editors will richly repay the 
subscriber. It gives also the reports and actions from time to time of the 
commissions, committees and work of the conference. Dr. J. Tanner is our rep- 
resentative on the staff. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The National Lutheran Council touches in many of its fields the practical 
representation of our church in dealing with the public and our government. 
Through it we are able to present a strong united front. Some of these matters 
are the problems arising in CCC chaplains’ work; chaplains in the Army and 
Navy; the religious census where representation has been made in regard to 
the statistics needed, and problems arising from social emergencies. We need 
to stand together if we are to make our influence felt. In the National Lutheran 
Council we have this agency and it is contributing daily to these needs of our 
church. 

At the request of the respective groups the council decided to organize a 
Department of Christian Social Service to be of direction and help to the large 
Christian Social Welfare interests of the Lutheran church in this country. 
This department is not to be administrative nor seek to direct the work of 
any individual group or institution. It will seek to gather the statistics, study 
the policies both of secular and religious organizations, and to keep the church 
informed as to the developments in this field. As our country is more and 
more entering into this form of service, it becomes of great importance to have 
a united agency that can keep constantly in touch with the developments and 
bring the results to our respective Christian social service groups. 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


The Lutheran World Convention seeks to do for the Lutheran church through- ° 
out the world that which in part we are seeking to do through groups like 
the National Lutheran Council in this country. The Lutheran churches, scattered 
in many lands and among many churches, using the Lutheran World Convention 
as a point of contact, seek to find each other and to know each other as brethren. 
Many of the groups are in great need and distress. They are struggling mi- 
norities in countries where restrictions are placed upon them by political 
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majorities. There is also the physical and bodily suffering of our Lutheran 
brethren caused by economic conditions. There is need for a united testimony 
of the faith of our church today. The Lutheran World Convention seeks to 
make this articulate and evident. 

Conditions in European countries show the great and necessary need for 
the members of our church to be thinking of each other in terms of brotherly 
understanding and sympathy. We need each other’s prayers. We need each 
other’s sympathetic tears. We must know that the brethren of the Augsburg 
Confession, whatever the language they use, whatever some of their own strange 
backgrounds may be, are one with us in the faith of our fathers. We think of 
the children of these Lutherans scattered the world over. In connection with 
these children we think of Luther’s Catechism, that remarkable document which 
has united Lutherans throughout the generations. 

If conditions warrant, the 1940 World Convention will be held in this country. 
At that convention there wili be representatives from the Lutheran countries 
the world over. This World Convention is not of a legislative character. It 
is a conference where each group is free to testify and to make its own con- 
tribution and at the same time not bind the consciences of each other in any way. 

Two larger conventions have been held, one at Eisenach in 1923 and the 
other in Copenhagen in 1929. A smaller convention was held in Paris in 1935. 
If this convention is realized in 1940 our church will especially be glad to 
welcome representatives from the Scandinavian countries. 

Our share for the World Convention expenses, as a fair estimate, will be 
$2,700.00, which should be included in our budget for the next two years. We 
have taken our part from time to time in the former work of the World Con- 
vention. 

Three men, intimately connected with the National Lutheran Council and 
the Lutheran World Convention movements, have departed this life during the 
last biennium. Dr. J. A. Morehead, who became an outstanding leader in world 
and national Lutheranism, died June 1, 1936. He was known and loved in the 
Lutheran Church of the world as probably no other man in our generation. He 
brought sympathy and understanding to our brethren in Europe who were suf- 
fering bitter agonies because of the late war. In his work he touched the depen- 
dent and needy foreign mission societies in the foreign fields. At home he was 
a welcome counsellor and friend to all our churches. God used him as His 
servant and instrument in a time of great stress and need in our Church. May 
God bless his memory for us. 

Dr. C. C. Hein departed this life April 30, 1937. He was the president of the 
American Lutheran Church and was an active and vigorous leader for true and 
sound Lutheranism in our country. 

Dr. G. L. Kieffer, known as the statistician for all the churches of America, 
and especially in our National Lutheran Council, died April 25, 1937. 

We pause to pay respect to the memory of our departed brethren and pray 
God that He will give to the Church men who will carry on the work to His 
glory and according to His will.

Attention is called to the resolution of the Landsforbundet that they have 
rescinded the resolution regarding membership in the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church as adopted in 1923. In compliance with the above decision, the Lands- 
forbundet as an organization will no longer be regarded as a part of the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America. 


PASTORS AND CONGREGATIONS 


No message to the church would be complete and right without a mention of 
the work of our pastors and congregations. As I travel through our church I am 
impressed with the earnest, sincere and faithful work of our pastors. I know 
there are exceptions in every profession and every calling and we have pastors 
also who are negligent and careless, but the rank and file are anxious and eager 
to serve their Lord and Master in their chosen vocation. They are struggling 
under handicaps and difficulties in many places. One thing that should be 
remembered is the scant incomes many of them have. I am not thinking of home 
mission pastors only but also of pastors in self-supporting congregations. It should 
be the special care of the District Presidents, in a wise and careful way, to point 
out to Boards of Trustees and official councils their responsibility in this matter. 
Many pastors have spoken to me about this and wondered why no one interested 
himself in their financial problem. Brethren, we must seek to be thoughtful in 
this matter. Sometimes men who say the least are the ones who are in the greatest 
need of our help. A careful study and investigation through visitation, and not 
a hurried and an incidental statement by some individual, should give our District 
Presidents a background and a foundation on which they could make good their 
reasonable representations to the official boards of the congregations in this mat- 
ter. We must not break down the morale of our clergy by harassing financial 
situations where they can be avoided. 

The church is deeply indebted to the many pastors who have faithfully served 
their Lord and Master. We thank God for their lives and their contributions. 
To our congregations who have faithfully supported not only their local work 
but the general work of missions, charity and education, our church is in a great 
debt of gratitude. God has been good to us as a church. He has given us, in spite 
of all our shortcomings and sins, a faithful group of people whose desire it is to 
build the Church of God for themselves and for their children and children’s 
children. There are undoubtedly many things that should be different in our 
congregations. There is the temptation to worldliness; to the use of improper 
means for the raising of the money needed for the Kingdom of God; strife and envy 
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and often probably formal and superficial lip service. We ask God, by His Holy 
Spirit, to bring about a change inthe hearts and lives of men in these things. 
We remember the earnest, sincere and personal followers of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, that are found in our church. May God bless each and every one 
of them. He knows them; we do not. May He strengthen them in their faith, 
in their hope, and in their life for Him. 


THE CENTENNIAL 


During the past month the ingathering for the Centennial Appeal has been 
carried on in all parts of our church. The reports from those who have been 
engaged in this work are encouraging and heartening. They have been met with 
sympathy and understanding by our people. Pastors and congregations have 
given generously of their time and money to make this part of the Centennial 
program a success. The greater part of the work is completed but a full report 
can not be given of the campagin until all the congregations have pe Fe their 
part. Our thanks are due Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, who has directed this Appeal with 
energy, understanding and ability, and also to the large group of men and women 
who have aided him. We can not name them individually but we are grateful 
to each and every one who has taken a part in this call of the church. 

The ingathering of these funds, however, is but one part of the program in 
preparation for the Centennial festivities. Naturally, there should be a thank- 
offering from the means and goods God has given us, but our church should seek 
to make this part of the thank-offering an earnest testimony of the joy and grati- 
tude in our hearts for the blessings of God through these 100 years: gratitude to 
God that He kept His hand in love and mercy over our pioneer fathers and that 
He through His grace gives us today the same Word and the same Sacraments 
that sustained them in their hardships and in their trials. The years in preparation 
for the final year should be used to make our people realize what the church 
should mean in their lives. This church that Christ loved and gave Himself for 
should become more and more precious to our people as we consider the mercy 
and the favor of God. Every congregation should seek during these years to bring 
into the fold many who are now on the outside. There are many in whose hearts 
is the cry, “We would see Jesus.” Through intensive, sacrificial labor and prayer 
we should bring them in from the byways and highways. The Family Altar should 
be re-established in the home. During these years, if the Centennial celebration 
shall mean for our church what under God it may accomplish, there should be a 
re-dedication and a re-consecration of our individual lives in the service of the 
Lord and Master. Our prayer should be that God would make us conscious 
of our task, our opportunity and of His nearness with power, strength and 
grace to meet the issues of the day. 

The preparation for the jubilee should fill our lives with joy and gladness 
to serve Him in His Kingdom. Our concern should be that our children might 
know God, set their hope in Him and keep His commandments. The task is 
great. The call is imperative. In our own strength we would fail, but “our 
sufficiency is from God.” This is our assurance. May God bless the prepara- 
tion during these years so that it will be to His honor and glory, for the 
strengthening of the faithful and for the ingathering of many in His church.

DISTRICT PRESIDENTS’ SALARIES 


A resolution from the Eastern District Convention held in May, 1937, at 
Madison, Wisconsin: 

“Be it also resolved, that the Eastern District memorialize the convention 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in 1938 to the effect that salaries 
of all District Presidents be set at $3000 annually.” 

In submitting this resolution permit me to state that this was the salary the 
District Presidents received until the reductions were made. For a time their 
salaries were lowered to $2500 and later increased to $2750. It should be 
remembered that free house or residence is not provided in addition to the 
above amount. The resolution of the Eastern District should receive fair 
and careful attention, and the question faced if the time has not come to 
restore the salary of the District Presidents to $3000 a year, an increase of 
$250 over the present salaries. 


BOARD AND COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


At the last General Convention the following resolution was adopted: 

“Be it resolved: That the Committee on Elections at the future conventions 
does not re-nominate any member of any board that is non-remunerative who 
has already served two complete consecutive six-year terms.” 

In order to clarify this for the Committee on -Elections, the convention 
should decide whether this should be made to apply to boards and committees 
that have charge of local institutions or activities. I think our work will be 
best served if this resolution is understood to apply only to the General Boards 
of the church, namely the Church Council, the Board of Trustees, Board of 
Education, Board of Home Missions, Board of Foreign Missions, Board of 
Charities, Board of Publications, Board of Pensions and Board of Elementary 
Christian Education. In the case of the Church Council, of course, it would 
apply to the lay constituency of the council. 

In local boards we have men who assist the superintendents and the managers 
and who are practically unpaid helpers in doing a great deal of the work of 
the church. In such cases it should be purely on the basis of individual ef- 
ficiency and usefulness. 

Even in the case of General Board nominations it is understood that those 
who have held two terms can be nominated by members of the convention 
and then, if elected, are entitled to serve. 
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GENERAL SECRETARY’S REPORT 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


As General Secretary and Statistician may I be permitted to place before 
you the following report: 


I. ANNUAL REPORT 


The Annual Report contains the Official Reports afid Resolutions of all 
Departments of the Church, the contributions by congregations, circuits and 
districts for the previous year, a detailed financial report, the Convention Journal, 
Convention Resolutions, elections, statistics, Candidates’ vitae, the Clergy Ros- 
ter, etc: 

The Annual Report is sold at cost in order to make it available for as large 
a number of our church people as possible. Anyone who wants to know about 
the Church, its work and how the money is spent should secure a copy of the 
Annual Report and study it carefully. The material contained in it is valuable 
information that every church member ought to have and we would like to 
encourage the purchase of the Annual Report. 


II. PAROCHIAL REPORTS AND STATISTICS 


Some of our pastors have a wrong understanding of these reports. They 
send them if they feel like it, otherwise they let it go. Some are very careless 
and indifferent in making out the report. Some take the records with them 
when they move and the new pastor has no records to go by. 

There has been some improvement, but we are far from having 100% results. 

The report should be sent as soon after the Congregational annual meeting 
as possible. There is much delay and this means we have to write the pastors 
several times before we get the report. By decision of the Church there will be 
no complete statistical report printed until 1946, but the General Secretary must 
send a complete, detailed report every year to the National Lutheran Council, 
the Government and others. We would ask our pastors to observe the rule of 
the Church in regard to sending their Parochial report correct and complete. 
The report has been so simplified that if accurate records are kept by the pastor 
it should be a very easy matter to send such report promptly, 

Two copies are sent to each pastor. One for the General Secretary and the 
other to be kept with the regular parish records of the congregation. 


III. CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Changes of addresses cannot be made in the Annual Report after July first. 
In the Complimentary Calendar after October 15. Kindly send such correction 
to the General Secretary.

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Resolutions Based on the President’s Message and 
the General Secretary’s Report 


I. CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


1. The church rejoices in the large number of young people attending the 
various educational institutions of the church and thanks God for the positive 
Christian influences at work in these schools. We commend these institutions 
of the church to the earnest consideration of both parents and young people as 
they consider the choice of a school. 

2. Internes 

a) The church notes with satisfaction the results of the year of interne- 
ship for seminary students. We recommend that this plan be continued over 
a period of years until it can be more fully tested and evaluated. 

b) Inasmuch as the addition of the fourth year required for graduation 
from the seminary creates serious financial problems for some of the students, 
the church calls to the attention of the congregations, from which these young 
men come, that they consider the possibility of rendering them financial aid. 
We also suggest to the several districts that they consider the advisability 
of devising some plan by which the congregations of a district can give financial 
aid to needy theological students from the district. 


3. The church extends sympathy to Dr. M. O. Bgckman in the loss of his 
wife and prays that God’s all sufficient grace may comfort and sustain him 
and make the evening of his life serene and beautiful. 


4. The church rejoices in the prospect that Luther Seminary in the not 
distant future will have a modern fireproof library building. We urge the 
congregations to support the Centennial Appeal liberally so that this long 
needed building as soon as possible may be a reality. 

5. Theological Professor 

The Church Council, the Board of: Education, and the Theological Faculty 
place before the convention the name of Dr. George Aus, Brooklyn, New York, 
as Theological Professor. 

6. Colleges and Academies 

a) The church notes with much satisfaction the increased attendance at 
our four colleges during the past year. We appreciate the financial help given 
to some of our young people through federal and state appropriations for 
student work. 

b) The church is happy to note that much needed dormitories for women 
have been erected at Concordia and St. Olaf; that Augustana College, through 
the cooperation of the City of Sioux Falls, former students and alumni, has 
been able to complete the gymnasium building; and that Luther College re- 
ceived a jubilee gift of approximately $75,000 at its Diamond Jubilee. 

c) The church gratefully commends the teachers and administrators of 
our colleges for the earnest Christian training they are seeking to give our 
young people so that they may become useful servants of God both in church 
and state. 

d) The church also commends the educational work which is carried on 
jointly by the Lutheran groups at Pacific Lutheran College. 

e) The church hereby expresses its appreciation of the work done for the 
Christian training of our young people at Augustana Academy, Waldorf College, 
Gale College and Clifton College, and urges our people in the respective com- 
munities served by these schools to cherish and support the institutions. \ 

7. Camrose College 

The church approves the recommendation that Camrose College be made 
a standard Junior College; that the Board of Education of our church give 
assistance toward attaining that accreditation and that in consideration of this 
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assistance and arrangement, the necessary courses shall be established to make 
it a preparatory school for the study of Theology. 

8. Theological Seminary, Canada 

The church also approves the plan to establish a theological seminary in 
Canada for the training of men for the ministry there, and in view of the 
missionary character of the work of our church in Canada, the convention au- 
thorizes the Board of Home Missions to grant a subsidy of $7000 a year to such 
a seminary. 


9. The Church Adopts the Following Rules Governing the Seminary in 
Canada: 


a) The seminary as a Home mission institution shall be under the super- 
vision of the Board of Home Missions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. 

b) Professors: 

1. For the time being the Seminary shall have two professors. One of 
these is to serve as president. Salaries and terms of employment are to be 
determined by the Board of Home Missions together with the committee on 
Home Missions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada. 

2. The professors shall be nominated by the Board of Home Missions 
together with the Church Council and the Board of Education. They are to 
be elected by the convention of the Canada District. Should the men nominated 
fail to be elected, new nominations shall be made by above mentioned nominat- 
ing committee. Only candidates thus nominated shall be considered. 

c) Students: 

1. Students who have at least a junior college education according to 
Canadian standards, including such subjects as the faculty deems essential 
for the successful study of theology, may be admitted to the seminary, pro- 
vided they otherwise are found qualified for the pastoral work. Exceptions 
to the educational requirements can only be made by unanimous consent of 
the committee on admission. 

Applications for admission shall be passed upon by the faculty and the 
district president. 7 

3. The course shall, for the time being, be of three years’ duration. 

4. In consideration of the fact that the students of the seminary receive 
a gratis education at the expense of the church, they shall, upon entering, 
sign a pledge obligating themselves to serve at least five years after graduation 
on the Canadian Home Mission field, under the direction of the Home Mission 
Committee of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada, if the committee re- 
quires their services. 

d) Relationship to the Saskatoon Seminary: 

In view of the fact that our seminary, according to the decision of the 
Canada District, is to be located at Saskatoon, Sask., and also in view of the 
fact that our seminary will have an inadequate teaching staff, the church deems 
it advisable that an agreement be sought with the Saskatoon Seminary of the 
Lutheran Manitoba Synod, whereby our students may take such courses at 
the Saskatoon Seminary as our faculty may deem desirable and under in- 
structors that are approved by our faculty and the Church Council of the 
Canada District. The like privileges should be granted the students of the 
Saskatoon Seminary at our school. Thereby some of the advantages of a 
larger seminary may be secured for students of both institutions. 


10. Elementary Christian Education 


a) The church notes with satisfaction that the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education, pastors, teachers and many members of our congregations, are 
very zealous in their efforts to make the training of the child more and more 
effective. There are now Teachers’ Training Classes in most of our con- 
gregations. Weekly Training Institutes for larger fields have functioned with 
considerable success. There is an increasing understanding of the importance 
of deepening and strengthening the religious life of the child in the building 
of the church. Much careful study has been given to the preparation of new 
material for use in our Sunday schools. We commend these earnest efforts 
and valuable contributions in the field of Elementary Christian Education. 
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b) The church urges the reviving of the Summer Vacation Bible School 
wherever it has been discontinued, and would encourage its continuation where- 
ever it is still functioning. We urge that every congregation use a part of 
the summer vacation for more intensive training of the children in their Christian 
faith. The question of Week Day School, where such is permitted by school 
boards and state laws, should be given serious consideration, that this op- 
portunity for religious instruction may also be used to the best advantage. 


II. HOME MISSIONS 


1. The church expresses sincere thanks to Almighty God for the blessings 
He has bestowed upon us through the work of Home Missions. 

2. The church is of the opinion that the most effective way to extend the 
work of Home Missions is to place more workers directly into the fields. There- 
fore, in order to have more money available for home missions, the church 
recommends that we definitely discontinue the maintaining of boarding homes 
and hotels as soon as possible. 

3. The church regrets that in several of the midwestern states where the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church is established and definitely responsible, only 
half or less of the population has any church connections whatever. There- 
fore, the urgent necessity confronts us of doing more effective work in all 
home mission fields and more especially in strategic centers of population. 

4. The church urges renewed Home Mission activity in the fields im- 
mediately surrounding our old and established congregations, where we often 
find large unchurched groups. This may be our most challenging and fruitful 
field today. 

5. In view of the fact that eight years of schooling after high school are 
required to prepare for the ministry, necessitating large expenditures of money, 
and demands are so many for effective workers out in the field today, the 
‘church recommends that salaries of home mission pastors be increased as soon 
as possible. This must be done soon in order to save the morale of.our pastors 
and to insure efficient work. 


III. FOREIGN MISSIONS 


1. The church expresses thanks to Almighty God who has held His hand 
over our missionaries and the churches in our foreign fields and made it pos- 
sible to continue our work without serious interruption, even under the dif- 
ficult conditions prevailing in China. 

2. The church calls upon the members of her congregations to be instant 
in prayer for all our missions and missionaries, and especially for the mis- 
sionaries and our fellow Christians in China, that in face of danger and dif- 
ficulty they may be enabled to carry on, exalting the crucified and risen Savior 
and proclaiming Him Who is the only hope of every individual and nation. 

3. The church rejoices over the fact that our mission in Madagascar is 
this year able to observe the fiftieth anniversary of its organization and thanks 
God for the blessed fruits of a half century of Christian testimony in word 
and in deed. We pray God to keep Dr. and Mrs. Stolee upon their long voyage 
and to make their visit a source of inspiration and encouragement to our church 
in Madagascar. We pray God through the anniversary festivities to encourage 
and strengthen the missionaries and the Malagasy Christians, to establish the 
latter in the faith, and help the church to go forward during the next half 
century to greater conquests for Christ our Lord. 


Greetings to the Malagasy Church 


Dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ: 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church in America greets you in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ! : 

We recall that it is this year fifty years since our church in America was 
permitted to begin organized work for the proclaiming of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ among you. We count it a joy and a privilege to have been per- 
mitted to share with you the blessed Good News of God’s love and salvation 
through Jesus Christ. We know that He is the Savior of us all, and that apart 
from His Name there is no other Name by which we must be saved, 
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To convey to you our greetings and our best wishes for the continued 
growth of the Church of Jesus Christ aniong you, we have sent to you your 
old friends, Dr. and Mrs. Stolee, and pray that their hearts may be made joyful 
by the progress which the Gospel has made among you. 

We thank God for the thousands among you, young and old, who during 
fifty years, by baptism and the Word, have been grafted into Christ, and who 
in Him have found forgiveness of sin, peace, joy and eternal life. 

It is our prayer that you may be kept steadfast in the faith, preserved from 
the many dangers which beset the children of God everywhere, also among 
you, and that you may be made strong to witness for Christ our Lord and be 
used by God to bring ever increasing numbers of your own people into the 
Kingdom of God. 

“The God of all grace, who hath called us unto His eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffered a while, make you perfect, stablish, 
strengthen, settle you. To Him be glory and dominion for ever and ever. Amen” 
(1 Peter 5:10-11). 

4. To our missionaries on furlough, those who are detained at home be- 
cause of the war in China, as well as those who have recently arrived, the 
church extends a warm welcome. May you be built up and strengthened, in 
spirit and in body, during your stay among us, and in due time be able to 
return to your blessed task in our various foreign fields. 


IV. CHARITIES 


1. The church recognizes and rejoices in the growing sense of responsibility 
among the people of our country for the care of the aged, the unfortunate, 
and the dependent children. In the increased attention of both federal and 
state governments to these social problems we see an outgrowth of Christianity 
at work among us and wish in every way to encourage those in authority in 
the state to continue their efforts to attain the greatest possible measure of 
social security and well-being for all. 

2. At the same time as we recognize and commend the efforts of the 
federal and state governments in the field of social amelioration, we wish to 
impress upon our people that the church’s charities must not be discontinued 
or allowed to languish. The church must continue to exemplify the spirit of 
Christ in deeds of mercy, and in all her charities labor not merely for the 
bodies but also for the souls of men. The church must proclaim Christ by 
means of her charities and aim to use as workers in the field of charities only 
men and women filled with the compassionate spirit of Christ. 


V. PENSIONS 


1. The church again goes on record as favoring the inclusion of pastors 
among the beneficiaries of the National Security Act, reiterates its resolution 
of 1936, and urges that everything compatible with Christian principles be 
done to bring about such inclusion of pastors under the Act. 

2. The church notes with joy that the change whereby Pensions was made 
a fifth department under our budget system has resulted in increased income 
for the Pension Fund. We express thanks to the congregations which during 
the biennium have made their contributions and also express the hope that 
the number of such congregations and their contributions may increase from 
year to year until the veterans of the Cross, who often under hardship and 
self-denial have laid the foundations of our church, can be adequately cared 
for in the declining years of their life. To this end we urge all pastors and 
congregations to remember the Pension Fund with contributions. 


VI. AUXILIARIES 


The church expresses appreciation of the contribution toward the building 
of the Kingdom made by the Young People’s Luther League, the Women’s 
Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, the Brother- 
hood and the Choral Union, and wishes to encourage them to continue their 
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good work, always bearing in mind that they fulfill their purpose only in as 
far as they remain conscious that they are of the church and exist for the 
church, 


VII. AUGSBURG PUBLISHING HOUSE 


The church commends the work of Augsburg Publishing House in making 
Christian literature attractive and available to our church people, quickening 
their interest in spiritual matters; and further, we express our gratification that 
the management, Mr. Randolph Haugan and his helpers, have conducted this 
enterprise in an efficient an economical manner. 


vill. BOOK MISSION 


_ The church commends the activities of the Book Mission under the direc- 
tion of Rev. Olaf Guldseth, which has placed so much desirable reading 
matter among our congregations for distribution without charge. 


IX. BIBLE SOCIETIES 


The church recommends the continued support of Bible Societies which 
place Bibles, in many languages, in the hands of many who could not other- 
wise possess the Book of Books. Private gifts for this work are recommended. 


X. ZION SOCIETY FOR ISRAEL—SANTAL MISSION 


The church notes the work being done by the Zion Society for Jewish 
people; also the work done by the Santal Mission. Both these efforts deserve 
our prayers and our gifts. Their continued support by interested persons is 
encouraged. 


XI. MISSION ON FAITH AND LIFE 


Churches represented in the American Lutheran Conference participated 
in a Mission on Faith and Life, speakers visiting churches in Chicago, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, Fargo, Sioux Falls, Omaha, Spokane, Seattle and Tacoma. 
The church commends this expression of Lutheran solidarity in such joint tes- 
timony of the truth of the Gospel in a much disturbed world. 


XII. LUTHERAN TERCENTENARY CELEBRATION 


The church takes cognizance of the Tercentenary of the establishment of 
the Swedish Colony on the Delaware in 1638. We note that a celebration 
of national and international scope has been planned in commemoration of 
this historic event. In view of the fact that the Delaware settlers were Lutherans, 
who brought with them to this country the heritage of the Lutheran reformation 
and made a note-worthy contribution toward the spiritual upbuilding of our 
country, we note with particular satisfaction that the Tercentenary program 
includes a Lutheran festival under the auspices of the Augustana Synod, thus 
affording occasion to call the public attention of America to the distinguished 
historic place of Lutheranism in American life. 

The church requests our General President, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, if possible, 
to personally represent the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America at the 
great Lutheran mass meeting to be held in Convention Hall in Philadelphia 
on the 28th of June. 


XIII. WCAL 


Reviewing the changes being made in Radio Station WCAL, St. Olaf 
College, Northfield, Minnesota, the church commends the plan which increases 
the power of the sending station so that Lutheran programs may be available 
Sundays and week-days, from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M., to an area including Montana, 
southern Canada and the North Central States where 90% of our people live. 
The decision to use radio to the fullest extent possible for bringing information 
to our people is heartily endorsed by the church as a desirable means of ex- 
tending and building the Kingdom.

XIV. BUDGET 

The church is glad to note the increased collections for the program of the 
church. Since 1933, both the amount collected and the percentage realized 
of the needs budgetted have steadily improved so that it has been possible 
to annually pay some part of the accumulated deficits. Especially do we com- 
mend the men and women, pastors and laymen, led by Dr. Bergsaker, who 
have so persistently worked to make these results possible. No deficits have 
been incurred since 1932 and we heartily endorse the policy adopted’ of paying 
as we go. 


XV. AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The church heartily endorses the splendid work of the American Lutheran 
Conference and commends its leaders for faithful adherence to the principles 
laid down for their guidance. We urge continuation of the plan of holding 
occasional joint young people’s conventions. In order that our people may 
be better informed regarding the work of the conference, a special effort should 
be made to create interest in the monthly journal it publishes. 


XVI. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The National Lutheran Council has thoroughly justified its existence as 
an agency through which the church may present a united front in dealing 
with the public and our government. The new department of Christian Social 
Service should prove of great value in keeping the various groups in constant 
touch with the rapidly changing developments in the social service field, and 
in many other ways. We recommend a continuation of interest and support 
on the part of our church body. 


Pan XVII. LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


Never since the inception of the Lutheran World Convention has there been 


' greater need for Lutherans of the world to stand together in united testimony 


to the faith of our church. We need to stand together in brotherly understanding 
and sympathy. We should be glad, as a church, to take care of our small share 
of the expenses of the World Convention. We sincerely hope that world con- 
ditions will be such that the 1940 Convention can be held in this country.

XIX. BISHOP JOHAN P. LUNDE 


Bishop Johan P. Lunde, until last Easter, Bishop of Oslo, has recently passed 
away. In his death the Church of Norway has lost a noble, faithful, and eminent 
Christian leader. His memory is blessed, not only in the Church of Norway, 
but also in our own church. His brief visit here in 1925 was an event which 
left a deep and lasting impression. Bishop Johan P. Lunde’s day of labor 
is ended, but his works and his memory will continue to be a benediction. 


XX. CENTENNIAL CAMPAIGN 


The Centennial Appeal has taken form and is being vigorously carried ‘on 
among the congregations of our church. The church commends those in charge 
for the thoroughness with which the work has been organized and the sacrificial 
giving evident among laymen and workers in the church. It is our hope and 
prayer that the objectives may be reached and exceeded. 
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XXI. TEMPERANCE 


We note with concern the increasing laxity in moral conditions in city and 
in country. Tacit approval is being given in wide circles to activities and 
institutions that are breaking down moral and spiritual standards in our country. 
We are especially mindful of the temptation presented through the sale and 
distribution of intoxicating liquors. We warn our people to realize that the 
success of this traffic is at the cost of morality and spirituality for our citizens. 
We exhort our members, young and old, by the grace of God to do all in their 
power to counteract, as members of the congregations and as law abiding 
citizens of their communities, the influence and extension of the liquor traffic. 
In keeping with these sentiments we commend to our people the efforts that 
are made by different organizations to increase respect for law and order, 
temperance and sobriety. May the wise counsel of the Apostle Paul, not 
to give offense to those who are weaker, govern our own lives and conduct. 


XXII. GENERAL SECRETARY’S REPORT 


1. Annual Reports 

Realizing how important it is that our members be informed as to the work 
of their church, the church urges much more general use of the Annual Report, 
which is published at cost, and encourages district, circuit and other officers 
to make use of every opportunity to call attention to its purpose and value. 

2. Parochial Reports 

The church notes with satisfaction that Dr. Bergsaker reports an improve- 
ment in the sending in of Parochial Reports but regrets that it is again neces- 
sary for him to call attention to the fact that some pastors are lax in the matter 
of sending in Parochial Reports. Complete and accurate statistics are of great 
importance both to our own church and to statistical agencies, including the 
Census Bureau. Carelessness in making out reports and delay in sending them 
add to the work in the secretary’s office. We again ask all pastors to respond 
promptly to the calls from the secretary’s office, in order that in this field of 
work there may be order and the greatest possible efficiency. It is self evident 
that correct local records shall be kept by the pastor and that such records must 
be left with the proper officer of the congregation or delivered to the new 
pastor when a pastor leaves.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Since the Board of Education made its report to the General Convention 
two years ago our schools have carried on normally and successfully. 

Two general observations may be made with regard to our educational in- 
stitutions. during the past two years. First, with one exception, the enrollment 
has been very satisfactory, several institutions registering new all-time high 
records. Second, the financial situation is slightly improved, owing to contin- 
ued economies. Salaries are still low and many badly needed improvements con- 
tinue to be postponed. 

The Board of Education, and no less our colleges, is looking forward with 
hope to the near future when the interest load of the department of education 
shall have been removed and the money thereby released, added to the appro- 
priations to our educational institutions. In the meantime the teachers continue 
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to bear too large a proportion of the burden caused by the reduced income of 
the church. 

It is true that during this period two of our church schools have closed their 
doors: 

Pleasant View Luther College which for a number of years had been operat- 
ing as an academy was forced, because of lack of students and consequent finan- 
cial difficulties, to suspend operations. The property has been taken over by a 
local group of our church people, and is being used as an old people’s home. 

Outlook College, Outlook, Saskatchewan, has been discontinued for the time 
being. It lies in the heart of the drought area of the Province of Sask. Because 
of successive crop failures the attendance dropped to a minimum. The Board of 
Managers no longer felt justified in asking substantial financial support for an 
institution which no longer served a reasonable number of students. 


Observations on Our Schools 


Luther Seminary is serving the Church with constantly increasing efficiency. 
The care with which admissions are made, the careful checking of character re- 
quirements as well as scholastic records, together with insistence upon thorough 
work in residence and a successful theological internship, would seem to war- 
rant the statement that the church is and will be receiving from its theological 
seminary the highest type of theological candidates which our church is cap- 
able of producing. 

This year Dr. Jacob Tanner joins Dr. Bgckman and Dr. Brandt in the 
ranks of the professors emeriti. Dr. Tanner will devote his time to the completion 
of the proposed new “Explanation” known as “My Faith.” 

The Board of Education, together with the Church Council and the theologi- 
cal faculty, presents the name of Dr. George Aus in nomination for a theological 
professorship in the chair of Dogmatics. . 

Building Projects. None of our schools is planning a program of expansion 
at this time. Nevertheless, several building projects have been carried out in 
order to take proper care of increased enrollment. 

Augustana College has at length been enabled to dedicate its Gymnasium- 
Chapel. This practical and excellent building is the result of the efforts of the 
alumni association reinforced by the citizens of Sioux Falls. The facilities afforded 
by this building will contribute greatly toward the spiritual as well as the physical 
well-being and development of the students. 

Augustana has been most fortunate in maintaining a high rate of income 
from its endowment. Conservative investment and constant watching has been 
the keynote of the investment committee. Several larger gifts from the Home- 
stake Mining Company have also served to ease the pressure of inadequate in- 
come, 

Concordia College has also realized its dream of a new dormitory for young 
women. The beautiful structure was put into use at the beginning of the second 
semester. This forward step will help relieve the congestion so keenly felt on 
the part of young women students. The attendance record at Concordia is most 
remarkable. In spite of continued drought and crop failure throughout the 
greater part of North Dakota and in the face of increased tuition, the college 
has this year enjoyed the record-breaking attendance of 513. 

Luther College has altered and equipped the old residence known as “Sunny- 
side” so as to accommodate a goodly number of girl students. Similarly the 
Campus House has been further improved, making it possible to house more 
girls on the campus. Luther’s entrance into the field of coeducation appears to 
have caused no serious repercussions either locally or in the church at large. 
Necessary adjustments are being made gradually as the needs arise. A com- 
parison of the present financial report of this institution with that of two and 
four years ago will show that there has been a marked improvement in its 
financial status. 

St. Olaf College is just completing the construction of a much-needed dormi- 
tory for girls. This project has been carried out in conformity with resolutions 
passed by the last general convention. The building which will accommodate 
180 young women is a structure of which any educational institution might 
justly be proud. The enlarged power house is also completed. 
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St. Olaf’s greatest need is for a library building. The Church would no 
doubt approve almost any feasible plan to make possible in the near future 
the construction of a suitable library building. 

The Board of Education again calls attention to the continued sickness in 
Dr. Boe’s family and prays that our heavenly Father will give faith, strength 
and courage to him and his loved ones, that they may carry the burden with 
Christian fortitude and patience until such time as He in His wisdom shall 
see fit to alter the conditions. 

Camrose College hitherto an academy, is adding a year to its program in 
order to qualify for operation as a junior college. With the passing of Outlook 
College, temporarily or permanently, Camrose College has become our only . 
institution in Canada. Having in mind the contemplated establishment of a 
theological seminary at Saskatoon, Camrose College will become not only a 
junior college in the ordinary sense, it will become a pro-seminary, preparing 
young men for the study of theology. To meet the new requirements, Camrose 
will need an increased appropriation, The proposed establishment of a theologi- 
cal seminary at Saskatoon is discussed in the annual report of our General 
President. 

Clifton College has had a gratifying increase in enrollment. This institution 
celebrated its 40th anniversary last October. For several years Clifton College 
has received no regular appropriation from the Church. The neighboring con- 
gregations which originally established the institution have supported it these 
past years with liberal contributions—but at the expense of the general church 
treasury. It is very desirable from every angle that the income of the church 
to the department of education should be sufficiently increased to enable the 
Board of Education to subsidize all the schools worthy of a place in the edu- 
cational program of the church. 

Gale College has had considerable difficulty the past two years, both finan- 
cially and as regards student attendance. Looking forward next school year the 
commercial club of Galesville is financing a campaign for students for the junior 
college department. The institution operates as an academy-junior college and 
will continue provided it has an enrollment of 75 next fall. 

Pacific Lutheran College has reared the shell of its new library building 
and hopes in the near future to be able to finish the first floor for use. The Board 
of Education takes cognizance of the serious accident suffered by Dr. Tingel- 
stad on Armistice Day, November 11, last, which confined him to the hospital 
for nearly four months and which still keeps him moving about the house on 
crutches and is the cause of constant suffering. On the recommendation of Dr. 
Tingelstad’s physician the Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College has 
relieved him of all responsibilities connected with the school until Sept. 1, 1938. 
Naturally the loss of the services of Dr. Tingelstad has been a blow to many 
of the activities and plans of the institution. It is our prayer that the Lord in due 
time will restore Dr. Tingelstad to complete health and make it possible for 
him once more to-serve the institution of which he is the head and the church 
which he loves. 

The American Lutheran Conference continues to cooperate in the main- 
tenance of Pacific Lutheran College. At a significant meeting of the presidents 
and other representatives of the American Lutheran Church, the Augustana 
Synod, and the. Norwegian Lutheran Church of America held in Chicago, Feb- 
ruary 2, 1938, a plan for further formal cooperation was agreed upon. This 
plan has more recently been acted upon and approved by the Board of Trus- 
tees of Pacific Lutheran College. At their request it is being submitted for 
consideration and probable favorable action by the three synods concerned. Its 
adoption will mean a decided step in the direction of greater stability for Pa- 
cific Lutheran College. The proposal follows: 


Chicago Conference on P. L. C. 
Chicago, Illinois 
February 2, 1938 
At the invitation and request of Rev. Alf. M. Kraabel, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College, the following unofficial group, 


representing their respective church bodies, met in Chicago on February 2, 
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1938: Dr. E. Poppen, Dr. Henry F. Schuh, Dr. Wm. D. Sodt, Dr. G. P. Krebs, 
of the American Lutheran Church, Dr. P. O. Bersell, Dr. Emil Swenson, Dr. 
Victor Spong of the Augustana Synod, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, Mr. J. G. Norby, 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

The problem of Pacific Lutheran College was placed before the group which 
recognized the importance of this college in the progress of Lutheranism on 
the Pacific Coast. 

In the discussion within this unofficial group it became evident that there 
is no record of a basis for official cooperation between the three supporting 
bodies. It therefore becomes necessary, in order that an accredited institution 
may be maintained, to present to the respective synods a certain basis for said 
cooperation. The following statements adopted after serious consideration of 
the need of such an institution are recommended to the Board of Trustees of 
Pacific Lutheran College for their consideration with the understanding that 
the decisions of said Board in regard to these respective points be sent to Dr. 
J. C. K. Preus for transmission to the respective groups for eventual considera- 
tion and action by the synods concerned. 

1. a) A closer cooperation in the operation of Pacific Lutheran College to 
be evidenced by the appointment of a committee as hereinafter provided to 
carry out such policy. 

2. b) An advisory Committee is hereby appointed with power to represent the 
three cooperating church bodies in approving matters submitted by the Board 
of Trustees in regard to policy, finance, courses, budget and staff. 

This Committee shall consist of the Dr. Victor Spong, Dr. Henry F. Schuh, 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus. The three synodical presidents shall be advisory members 
of this committee. : 

3. c) That adequate subsidy for the support of the same be equitably distrib- 
uted among the cooperating bodies. 

a) Above subsidy to be contingent upon the resolutions of the N. L. C. A,, 
to-wit: 

From Annual Report 1934, page 337. 

“Whereas, The Report of the Board of Education (page 38), calls atten- 
tion to the increasing indebtedness of our educational institutions, necessitating 
the closing of some and threatening the security of others, therefore, 

“Be It Resolved, That the Church request all departments to ascertain the 
financial status of their respective institutions and that the Board concerned be 
given full power to prevent further accumulation of debt even if it should 
mean the closing of institutions.” 

From Annual Report 1936, page 88 

“Resolution 11. Resolved, That at the close of their respective fiscal years 
each of the colleges shall submit to the Board of Education detailed reports 
covering finance, reductions in tuition, registration, and religious affiliation in 
addition to monthly financial reports and such other reports as shall be requested 
by the Board of Education. : 

“Resolution 12. Be It Further Resolved, That no further payment of appro- 
priation shall be made to any college until the required reports have been re- 
ceived. 

“Resolution 14. Resolved, That where reports show that a college is increasing 
its indebtedness, the Board of Education must take steps to see that the insti- 
tution can continue to operate in the future without violation of the regulations 
of the Church. To this end the institution must submit its plans for meeting 
the situation the following year and have them approved by the Board of Edu- 
cation.” 

b) No capital investment to be made unless cash is on hand and approved 
by said committee. 

c) All general solicitations for funds to be approved by above committee. 

d) An annual and fixed amortization of indebtedness charge to be adopted, 
which shall be a prior lien upon all income. 

e) The Board of the College to set up a Budget Committee to establish 
the annual operating budget and to administer the same.

Acting Secretary. 
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_ Waldorf College continues to carry on along three lines: a liberal arts 
junior college course, a two-year normal course and a commercial course, Its 
consistently high enrollment and its continued good record educationally brought 
it an offer to move to the city of Des Moines and take over at no cost the ex- 
cellent and well-equipped plant of the former Highland Park College. For 
reasons that probably are obvious the offer was declined. Waldorf will con- 
tinue its present program in Forest City, among and for the people who main- 
tain it, who love it and will give it support also in the future. 

Canton Academy has made remarkable progress during the last biennium. 
Its enrollment has reached 125. The building and equipment have been re- 
paired and renovated to such an extent that it has changed the whole aspect of 
the institution. The academy which is receiving an appropriation of $2,000.00 has 
made a settlement of its obligations to Augustana College by assuming a 
$5,000.00 bank loan made in its behalf by the college. The Academy will pay 
off $500.00 a year plus interest until the obligation is liquidated. 


4 Closed School Properties , 
/-te Red Wing Seminary property has been kept intact. The buildings have 
een kept in repair and the grounds maintained. Some of the furniture and 
equipment has been transferred to Luther Seminary. Each summer a spiritual 
life conference has been conducted on the campus, gathering for study and 
meditation a group of former students and intimate friends of the institution. 

It is the opinion of the Board of Education that the Church should at an early 
date decide either to use the plant for some purpose within the church, or seek 
to dispose of the property by sale. Even with constant supervision by a resi- 
dent caretaker the buildings are deteriorating, suffering from wind and weather. 
and changing temperatures. The present caretaker is the Rev. O. J. Nesheim.,~ 

Lutheran Normal School, Madison, Minnesota, has been closed for a num- 
ber of years. Former president A. K. Feroe is looking after and caring for the 
property. The remarks made about the Red Wing Seminary plant are equally 
applicable to this institution. The church might well give instructions with au- 
thority to act to the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees in both 
these matters. 

Spokane Junior College is in operation under the management and control 
of a private local corporation. The property is in good condition, having been 
repaired and improved in many respects by the present occupants. There is 
reasonable prospect that the property may be taken over by the city of Spokane 
as the state of Washington expands its junior college program. Another year or 
two may perhaps be required for the carrying out of this plan. 

The present junior college, which is not affiliated with any church body, 
has had an enrollment this year of 165 as compared with 137 last year. The 
school is accredited and appears to be rapidly gaining favor with the people of 
Spokane. 


The Strickler Property 


Off and on for several years negotiations have been carried on for the pur- 
chase of the Strickler property adjoining the Luther Seminary campus on the 
southeast. By cooperation of the St. Anthony Lutheran Church and Luther Semi- 
nary through the Board of Education this property has now been acquired. The 
total purchase price for the lots and residence was $11,700.00. Of this the Board 
of Education in behalf of the seminary assumed four-sevenths, which has been 
paid in full. 

The Strickler house becomes the parish house and pastor’s residence for the 
St. Anthony Park Congregation. It has also become the Lutheran student cen- 
ter for the University Farm School. The vacant lots form an extension of the 
seminary campus. The value of this purchase to the seminary as well as to 
St. Anthony Park congregation is beyond question. 


Lutheran Student Camp 


The second Lutheran student camp was sponsored by the Board of Edu- 
cation in the month of August, 1937. The camp was conducted at beautiful 
Fair Hills Resort, Detroit Lakes, Minnesota. 
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Seven of our schools were.represented by 73 students. These spent the 
week in serious study of the Word of God, and its application to the life of the 
young Christian, especially the student. Discussion of campus life and problems 
was part of the daily routine. 

Plans have been worked out for a similar camp for August this year. 
The camp enrollment will be increased to 150 permitting each school to send 
a larger delegation. A careful selection is being made from students and 
organization officers on the various campuses, in order that the spirit and the 
message of the camp may make its influence effective in all spheres of college 
life. 

At the request of the students in last year’s camp the program and dis- 
cussions this year will deal largely with the various activities and the general 
working program of our church.

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STUDENT SERVICE 


True to its mission of bringing spiritual nourishment to its people wherever 
they are, our Church is endeavoring to serve the thousands of Lutheran young 
men and women studying at non-Lutheran colleges and universities. 

Our pastors and congregations in the vicinity of state institutions of higher 
learning have at all times gladly offered Lutheran students the benefits of the 
Church. If all of the students came from positively Christian homes and natu- 
rally made immediate contact with the college-town congregation and pastor, 
the problem of Lutheran Student Service would be a comparatively easy one. 

The fact is, however, that many students need the encouragement of fre- 
quent pastoral calls as well as congregational and upper-class Lutheran student 
visitation in order to make a satisfactory transition from home church to col- 
lege church. For the pastor already carrying a full load of congregational duties, 
the ministering to a large number of students is an added duty and privilege 
to which he yearns to give time and strength but for which he cannot neglect 
the local congregation. Should he do so, the students also would suffer inas- 
much as what they need above all else is participation in normal congregational 
life. 

Early Developments 


Recognizing this problem the Home Mission Boards in several districts of 
our church have granted varying amounts of financial assistance to encourage 
college-town and university-city congregations in their ministration to Lutheran 
students. In one locality where the church is situated more than two miles from 
the campus, the grant has been and is used to furnish bus transportation. In 
another it helped the congregation build a larger church than would have been 
needed without the student attendance. In still another it helped the mission 
congregation secure a full-time pastor. 

As college attendance grew numerically our Church became more and 
more aware of the seriousness of the problem of caring for its youth at state 
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colleges and universities. The Young People’s Luther League included in its 
1926 resolutions and two-year project budget the support of a full-time stu- 
dent secretary to be appointed by the Board of Education. Believing that such 
a project should be a permanent service of the Church as a whole, the Church 
did not act on the Young People’s Luther League offer. 


Student Service Inaugurated 


_ In 1934 our church appropriated $1,000 a year for the following biennium to 
inaugurate Student Service under the direction of the Board of Education. Dur- 
ing the 1934-35 school year Miss Edith Okerlund served the church as Student 
Secretary, dividing her time between Student Service and the office work in the 
Education Department. A $500 gift from the Lutheran Daughters of the Refor- 
mation increased the 1935-36 budget to $1,500. 

When in the summer of 1935 Miss Okerlund accepted a call to our mission 
field in China, Miss Hortense C. Hage succeeded her as Student Secretary, giving 
one-third time to that work, one-third to the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education, and one-third to the Board of Education. This division of time was 
necessitated by the fact that the Student Service appropriation was insufficient to 
maintain a full-time secretaryship. Nevertheless the results proved the effective- 
ness of even so small an amount of time and money expended. 


The Lutheran Student Association of America 


A national Lutheran student fellowship already in existence, organized in 
1922 and known as the Lutheran Student Association of America, afforded a 
natural and effective medium through which to reach all Lutheran students. 
Its campus aims are in hearty accord with the church’s program: “to stimulate 
and sustain students in using the Bible privately and in groups, in prayer, in 
regular church attendance, and in frequent reception of Holy Communion; to 
encourage students in the study and appreciation of the church’s message and 
in loyal participation in the church’s work by personal activities and gifts; to 
develop healthy social life and strong Christian friendships; to develop a con- 
scious need of Christ in facing modern life and problems.” 

Of the nine geographic regions of the L. S. A. A., the Land O’ Lakes and 
Northwest (northern Wisconsin, northern Iowa, northern Michigan, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana and Manitoba) are predominantly N. L. 
C. A. Hence Miss Hage’s work during the school years 1935-36 and 1936-37 
dealt mainly with those two regions. 

Campus groups for Bible study, student forums, and social fellowship were 
developed at the great majority of the colleges and universities therein. Annual 
fall conferences in both regions provided the stimulus of inter-collegiate fellow- 
ship and training for greater Christian service on the local campuses. The 
Northwest and Land O’ Lakes Regions had the largest regional conferences 
in L. S. A. A. as well as the largest regional representation at the national 
Lutheran student camps known as the L. S. A. A. Ashram, the first at Oconomo- 
woc, Wisconsin, September, 1936, and the second at Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania, 
August, 1937. 


Cooperating in American Lutheran Conference Student Service 


Our church expressed its interest and confidence in Student Service when 
the Biennial Convention of 1936 increased the appropriation to $2,500 a year. 

That same year the American Lutheran Conference authorized the establish- 
ment of a Student Service Department to commence work in 1937. Our share 
in the joint budget is $1,643 a year which has been paid since January 1, 1937. 

The Rev. Fredrik A. Schiotz, called as Executive Secretary of this newly- 
created department, could not take up his duties until June 1, 1938. Hence the 
Student Service Commission of the American Lutheran Conference invited 
Miss Hage to inaugurate the work. The Board of Education of our church 
released her for two-thirds time in that field. 

During the school year 1937-38 Miss Hage has worked in the Ohio Valley, 
Land O’ Lakes, Northwest, Pacific Northwest, Pacific Southwest, and Midwest 
Regions (see accompanying map). When the Rev. F, A. Schiotz takes .charge 
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of American Lutheran Conference Student Service June 1, 1938, Miss Hage 
will continue to give part time to student work, especially in the regions where 
our church constituency predominates. Student centers such as the University 
of Minnesota (2,000 Lutheran students), the University: of Wisconsin (1,700), 
North Dakota State College (500), the University of North Dakota (400)—to 
say nothing of the numerous others—demand increased attention if we are to 
keep our Lutheran students in Christ and His church and develop their poten- 
tialities for service in the Kingdom. 


The Students’ Home Church 

Gives students the foundation for their spiritual development while at univer- 
sity or college. 

Fosters a loyalty to and an understanding of the church and its program. 

Does its utmost to interest and aid students in attending one of our church 
colleges. 

Urges students to be regular readers of church periodicals. 

Reports to the Student Service Department, 408 Fifth Avenue South, Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, the names of all students in the congregation who are 
enrolling in a college, university, business college, or nurses’ training group. 

Urges students to become part of the worshipping congregation in the college 
town, in Student Bible Class and Luther League, and the Lutheran Student 
Association of America. 

Introduces students to the pastor in the college town church by personal 
letter. 

Holds a special Communion service for going-away students and their families. 

Arranges an annual service, in which students and graduates may speak from 
experience on the importance of Christian influence in higher education. 

Plans an informal affair—perhaps out-of-doors—to strengthen the bond of 
friendship between the going-away students and those with whom they have 
been working in the home church. 

Puts students on the mailing list for pastoral letters and church bulletins. 

Provides, through the local Luther League, or other society, means for keep- 
ing in touch with students through periodic letters, 

Sponsors a Yuletide gathering for students and others home for the holidays. 

Offers definite opportunity during vacations for students to teach Sunday 
school or Daily Vacation Bible school and to help in Luther League and 
Brotherhood. 

The Church at College 


Sends a personal letter to every Lutheran student before he comes to college. 
(Names are sent to the college church pastor by the Student Service Department 
from the home church report.) Letter contains welcome, information about 
church services and Lutheran homes open to boarders and roomers. 

Helps the Lutheran Student Association membership committee (who have 
returned to the campus before college opens in order to be ready for this service) 
meet freshmen Lutheran students at the depot and assist them in getting happily 
settled. 

Makes a personal call on every new Lutheran student by LSAers, church 
members, or student pastor during the first week. Calls are continued until 
contact is actually established. 

Invites students to an informal reception at the church, affording an oppor- 
tunity for Lutheran students to get acquainted so they will know fellow Lu- 
therans in the halls and on the campus and feel at home in church. 

Arranges for transportation to church the first Sunday, “All Out to Church 
Sunday.” This free transportation is continued if the church is far from the 
campus. 

Invites students to the homes in the congregation. 

Offers a Student Bible class at the regular Sunday school hour, led by a 
competent teacher. 

Encourages students to affiliate with the Lutheran Student Association on 
the campus and to attend Luther League at the church, 

Affords the student pastor time to attend the Lutheran Student Association 
meetings and to counsel students individually. 
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Assists students through sympathetic contact with college administrators 
and faculty, 

Enlists for the Lutheran Student Association the active cooperation of 
Lutheran faculty members. 

Helps students get the inspiration of attending Regional LSA inter-collegiate 
conferences by assisting with transportation. 

Introduces to students and college administrators distinguished church leaders. 

Includes students in special church occasions such as synodical meetings, 
conventions and conferences. 

Commends graduating students to the church in the community where they 
will begin their work.

AUGUSTANA COLLEGE 
President’s Annual Report 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

The young people who are now approaching manhood and womanhood are 
approaching life unsettled and adrift. It would be difficult to maintain that they 
are any worse or any better than the young people of a decade ago. It is quite 
evident that the problems they must face are much more acute. Wherever they 
turn their faith is assailed. Constantly and on every hand, they meet forces 
which subject their faith to the severest tests. No wonder, then, that in the 
thought life of many young folks religion is as good as dead and moral concepts 
have been badly shaken out of position. 

The general shake-up of religious and moral ideals is of little concern to 
many individuals. However, with young people who are thinking individuals 
the negative outlook on life offers no satisfactory foundation upon which io 
build character. It is said of Swami Vivekanada, the great sage of India, that 
he travelled about asking two questions: “Have you found God? Can you tell 
me how I might find Him?” Thinking young people are confronted with these 
questions today. The answer will determine for them whether or not they can 
face life with courage and cheer and consistency of purpose. 

The need for Christian education is felt more keenly when we realize the 
extent to which the sublime faith of the American people in education has in 
recent years broken down. We are becoming less confident of the power of edu- 
cation to solve our complicated national and social problems. We are spending 
more money for education than any other nation in the world. In spite of this 
fact we lead the world in crime; we have an abundance of corruption in public 
life; we see the family life breaking down in the divorce courts; we face the ever 
increasing disproportionate distribution of wealth. These facts cause us to 
pause in our confident belief that democracy can solve all our ills, As a nation 
we are less certain that mere knowledge can save our social system from cor- 
ruption and disintegration. 
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The Christian college is in a strategic position to render a signal service to 
the thinking young people. Until very recently the emphasis in education was 
on the material rather than the spiritual values. We are happily getting over 
this rather warped emphasis. We are growing in the conviction that unless 
’ education succeeds in inculcating ideals and attitudes it has failed in its purpose. 
We are beginning to see the overshadowing importance of the spiritual in the 
program of education. Youth needs contact with living souls rather than attend- 
ance upon information factories. The Christian college is especially equipped 
to meet this new emphasis. 

“Youth wants news, not advice,” said a certain writer. There is more truth 
than poetry in this statement. When the missionary forces returned from the 
foreign fields at the close of the 19th century and brought home the “good news” 
of the marvelous spread of the light in heathen lands it resulted in a world-wide 
enlistment of youth in the missionary movement. In spite of what critics may 
say the Christian college has contributed much to the advancement of the king- 
dom of God on earth. We need to spread this “good news.” 

Social institutions and ideals are precious. They have been built out of the 
lives and hopes of people. These institutions and ideals have become a part of 
the very lives of these people in direct proportion to the sacrifices they have 
made for them, 

Each school year that passes brings to our attention the loyalty of the 
friends whose high faith and unselfish devotion have made Augustana College 
possible, To the thousands of earnest Christian people out here on these prairies, 
who have stinted themselves to build and maintain this institution, the building 
of Augustana College has come to mean an expression of their deeper faith in 
God’s presence in life. Its meaning, therefore, lies less in its buildings and 
campus than in the human associations out of which it was born and to which 
it, by the grace of God, is giving content. To many it has become a place of 
precious memories, of growing minds, and kindling aspirations. For these rea- 
sons we labor with joy that Augustana College might live and prosper and 
continue to give meaning and purpose to the lives of both young and old.

The Physical Plant 


The new. Gymnasium-Chapel, which was dedicated last spring, has become 
the very center of all campus activities. The completion of this building has 
made possible the expansion of many activities which before were limited be- 
cause of lack of facilities. 

However, the steady but consistent growth of the institution, even in these 
difficult times, faces us with the ever increasing demands for more equipment. 
Our library should be housed in a fireproof building and more reading room 
space provided; we are in need of more class rooms and laboratories to take 
care of the increased registrations; the growing emphasis of a student guidance 
program more than doubles the demand for faculty offices and conference 
rooms. 

An acute need, more apparent to the disciplinary forces on the campus 
than to others, is the completion of the social rooms and lunch rooms in the 
sub-basement of the Gymnasium-Chapel. Students will lunch even though they 
are short of cash. It is natural for them to congregate around luncheonettes 
after games and other campus events. But many of the eating places surrounding 
the campus and elsewhere serve intoxicating liquors. Therefore, students are 
faced with temptations which were foreign to the majority in the prohibition 
days. I realize that it is impossible to hedge students about so that they are 
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free from temptations. Nevertheless, the equipping of adequate social rooms 
and lunch rooms on the campus would provide places where the students might 
congregate, and would considerably lessen the problems which the present 
situations create, A lunch room on the. campus would also be a source of 
considerable revenue. 


Faculty 


Dr. W. P. Hieronymus resigned at the end of the first semester to become 
Director of Elementary Christian Education in the American Lutheran Church. 
We wish him Godspeed in his new field of activity and express our sincere 
thanks to him and his family for the many years of fine Christian fellowship we 
have enjoyed with them. Dr. Hieronymus will be missed by his many friends 
both on the faculty and in the student body. Prof. Gustav Carlson, of Wisconsin 
University, has been appointed to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the year 
and the summer session. We are happy to announce that Prof. R. W. Kraushaar, 
who for many years has served as state high school inspector, has accepted 
the call extended to him to become professor of education. Professor Kraushaar 
will assume his new work in the fall of 1938. 

Miss Karen Boe has been teaching in the department of English since the 
resignation of Dr. John Scheffer last summer, The vacancy in the English depart- 
ment has been filled by the election of Prof. Herbert Krause, who is now 
studying at Iowa University and expects to complete his work for the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy this summer, 

Prof. M. L. Cole returned to the campus this fall after spending a year of 
study in Iowa University. Professor Cole has now completed his residence 
requirements for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy and expects to finish his 
thesis this summer. Other additions to the faculty for the school year 1937-38 
are Miss Ruth Mannes, Dean of Women and assistant supervisor in the Training 
School, and Rev. Stanley Olsen, associate professor in religion. 

The increasing registrations call for the addition of two new faculty members 
to the staff. These additions will be required in the fields of economics and 
mathematics. 


Gifts 


Augustana College, together with the other church colleges of the state, again 
participated in a gift from the Homestake Mining Company. A Christmas pres- 
ent in the form of a check of $2,000.00 was received from the above company. A 
sum of $22,000.00 has been received from this company in the last four years. 
These substantial contributions have helped materially to reduce the financial 
strain upon the institution in these days of economic stress. We join with the 
other church colleges of the state in voicing our appreciation to the Homestake 
Mining Company for this expression of generosity.

President’s Annual Report 


To the Board of Education of The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
Gentlemen: 

I hereby submit the president’s report covering the forty-seventh academic 
- year of Concordia College, Moorhead, Minnesota. 

Preparations are already well under way for a worthy observance of the 
one hundredth anniversary of our synod. We look backward over these years 
with gratitude to God for the blessings bestowed upon us as individuals, fam- 
ilies and a people, through the spiritual ministrations of the church. We have be- 
come a mighty spiritual force in America. We are equipped for the accomplish- 
ment of still greater achievements in the future, if we but permit the Holy Spirit 
to guide and direct us individually and as a church in faith and humility. Our 
church colleges have played an important and illustrious part in shaping the his- 
tory of our synod during the first century of its existence on American soil. From 
their halls of learning have come practically all of the pastors and host of lay- 
men and laywomen who have played a prominent part in the activities of our 
church. They have sounded a ringing challenge to infidelity and have been a 
potent factor in the preservation of the faith once delivered unto the saints. The 
facts will be portrayed graphically in a pamphlet published this year by our 
synodical Board of Education. Read it carefully. It will provide abundant ma- 
terial for sermons and addresses on Christian Education. 

Concordia College was founded in 1891, particularly to serve that section of 
the church which we now know as the Northern Minnesota, North Dakota, Rocky 
Mountain and Canadian districts. A single building, known as the Bishop 
Whipple School, was purchased from the Episcopalians and this building housed 
the institution during the first year. The college enjoyed a rapid growth from 
the beginning and more buildings were added, from time to time, until today 
we have a physical plant valued at $548,629.00. 

The institution was greatly strengthened in 1917, when the church decided 
to merge Park Region Luther College, located in Fergus Falls, Minnesota, with 
Concordia College at Moorhead. The academy and commercial departments were 
eliminated shortly thereafter and today only music and the four-year liberal arts 
college courses are being offered. 

The union of these colleges has given to Concordia an inviting field of ser- 
vice. More than one fourth of the membership of our synod reside in the terri- 
tory which naturally would be served by the college. Since no other Lutheran 
synod operates a senior college in this territory, our institution has been privi- 
leged to serve a large number of young people from the various Lutheran 
synods. According to the United States census figures there are 315,000 Luther- 
ans of our synod in the three districts located most closely to the college and 
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243,654 Lutherans of all synods within a radius of 150 miles of Fargo and Moor- 
head. The organization of the American Lutheran Conference in 1930 has thus 
increased greatly the actual and potential constituency of the college. Truly an 
inviting field for a Lutheran college. It is of interest to note that Concordia has 
the highest percentage of Lutherans in its student body of any Lutheran col- 
lege in America. 


The Current Year 1937-38 


The faculty of the college has consisted of 46 members of which number 9 
are in the administrative.department; 9 are part-time instructors (6 of these are 
employed full time) and 5 are student assistants. The following members of the 
faculty began their work with us last fall: 

Ernest M. Espelie, librarian; Paul J. Christiansen, director of the School 
of Music; Norman Nordstrand, Dean of Men, English; Sigvald Thompson, 
theory of music, cello: Joseph E. Rognstad, coach, economics; Howard M. 
Nelson, radio; Maude M. Rosenquist, history of music. 

Clara J. Paulson has resumed her duties in the department of English and 
as resident head of Fielstad Hall after spending the past two years in graduate 
study in Syracuse University. 

Sigurd Mundhjeld, formerly business manager of Waldorf College, who has 
spent the past two years in graduate study in the University of Nebraska, will 
become treasurer of the college and part-time instructor in the department of 
mathematics this fall. 

Two of our faculty members anticipate receiving their Doctor of Philosophy 
degrees this spring. 

The gradual,increase in the attendance at the college, even during depres- 
sion years, has been a source of encouragement to all friends of the institution. 
Also this year, we enjoyed an increase of 28 over the enrollment of last year. The 
following tables showing the enrollment by classes, geographical distribution 
and church membership has been prepared by our registrar:

Only one who deals daily with the students is able to realize the sacrifices 
made by many parents and by the students themselves, in securing a college 
education. This year the Federal Government has again rendered valuable and 
appreciated service to our needy students by granting NYA assistance to 98 
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students. The college employment bureau has found part-time employment on 
our campus or in the cities of Moorhead and Fargo for 117 additional students. 
We appreciate the cooperation given us, year after year, by the local merchants 
and professional men. We likewise owe a debt of gratitude to the W. M.-F. of 
the districts of North Dakota and Northern Minnesota for four $75.00 scholar- 
ships granted worthy students this year. 

The erection of Fjelstad Hall is the outstanding event of the present college 
year. This building is a modern, three-story, fire-proof dormitory for women, 
and has been dedicated to the memory of Miss Helga Fjelstad, who served the 
institution for 33 years as matron. It constitutes the first unit of a new campus 
plan. Built of warm and hospitable Kasota stone in the English Gothic of the 
Tudor period, the building provides a home for one hundred and thirty-four 
girls and includes quarters for off-campus women, suites for the dean of women 
and resident head, two large parlors, a spacious recreation and assembly hall, a 
small dining and committee room, ample storage space, laundry, drying and iron- 
ing rooms, etc. Costing approximately $200,000.00, Fjelstad Hall is one of the 
most beautiful and serviceable structures of its kind in the Middle West. 

The boys’ dormitory has also been completely renovated. Each room has 
been replastered and retrimmed with new woodwork. 

The departments of music and physical education have been reorganized this 

- year. The addition of one instructor in the physical education department has 
made it possible to offer a minor in this department. Several new courses have 
been introduced and the general participation of all students in the field of 
physical education has been stressed. 

For the first time the college is offering courses leading to the degree of bache- 
lor of music. The curriculum for those majoring or minoring in music has been 
enriched. The college is now in a position to offer superior musical advantages in 
theory, applied music, and orchestra, band and choir. The studios operated in the 
city of Fargo have been brought under the direct supervision of the School of 
Music on the campus. Both the band and the choir have taken extensive tours this 
year and won the approval of music critics and large audiences. 

Health conditions have been unusually good. The conduct of the students 
has been commendable. The faculty has rendered loyal, able and consecrated 
service. We are grateful to our constituency for their loyal support, especially to 
the Ladies’ Aid for furnishing the student rooms in Fjelstad Hall, and to our 
many friends for contributions to the building fund. 

The religious organizations have been active throughout the year and meet- ~ 
ings have been well attended. We are especially indebted to the Rev. H. G. 
Randolph for the Tuesday evening Bible Hours during the first semester. 

Spiritual Emphasis Days were observed during the second semester. The 
Rey. R. A. Oefstedal of Valley City, North Dakota and the Rev. Harold S. 
Strand of Detroit Lakes, Minnesota were the guest speakers. Ten graduates of 
the college expect to begin the study of theology this Fall. 

Baccalaureate services will be held on Sunday, June 5. Professor Herman 
Preus, Ph. D., Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul will bring us the message. 
Commencement exercises will take place Monday, June 6, at which time 93 will 
receive the degree of bachelor of arts and 3 the degree of bachelor of music. The 
commencement address will be delivered by the Right Reverend J. A. Aasgaard, 
D. D., president of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. In the after- 
noon of the same day Dr. Aasgaard will dedicate Fjelstad Hall. 

As we look back upon the present year, we do so with gratitude in our 
hearts to God and to the church which we serve. It has been a year rich in 
temporal and spiritual blessings. Still we realize how much more could be ac- 
complished if our people could be made to realize more fully the significant con- 
tribution of the Christian college to the work in the Kingdom. A large percent- 
age of our parents should prayerfully consider the supreme need of the spiritual 
growth and development of their children during the impressionable years de- 
voted to securing a college education. We would ask the pastors, members of 
our congregations, and particularly our Lutheran parents to direct the atten- 
tion of our gifted young people to our Lutheran colleges, in selecting an insti- 
tution in which to obtain their training for life. We are grateful for the equip- 
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ment given us to work with, but we realize how much more could be accom- 
plished if definite needs could be supplied. We are especially in need of a library 
and physical education building at Concordia College. When our church body 
has completed the subscriptions to the Centennial Fund, we trust that our people 
will be willing to supply these needed buildings by the time our college observes 
its 50th Anniversary in 1941. The continuous growth in enrollment—this year 
we passed the 500 mark—creates increasing demands for more equipment and 
a larger physical plant. We are confident that a better understanding of the 
services of the college to the church will result in the needed funds to meet these 
demands. 

Six members of our faculty have contributed their time to the Centennial 
campaign during the spring months. The president has served as a member of 
the Synodical Worker’s Committee and devoted several weeks to the work of 
organization. The members of the faculty have contributed generously of their 
means to the church’s appeal for funds. 

May we as a church be given a renewed vision of the open doors of oppor- 
tunity which are placed before us as we are about to enter the second century 
of service on American soil!

LUTHER COLLEGE 


President’s Annual Report 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Commencement exercises at the close of the 1936-37 school year were held 
on June 1, 1937. The commencement speaker was the Hon, Hanford MacNider, 
of Mason City, Iowa. The baccalaureate sermon was delivered on Sunday, 
May 30, by the Rev. Dr. L. M. Gimmestad, Orfordville, Wisconsin. The degree 
of Bachelor of Arts was conferred on 62 graduates. 10 received certificates 
of having completed the two-year course prescribed for teachers in the elementary 
schools. 

The total attendance this year has been 443, distributed as follows: seniors, 
79; juniors, 92; sophomores, 97; freshmen, 167; special students, 8. 
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The work has been carried. on by a faculty of 32 teachers, 26 men and 6 
women. The members of the staff have carried on their work with faithfulness 
and a consciousness of the importance of this work in the training of future 
pastors and lay leaders for the church and nation. While the salaries have 
been raised very materially above the low level of the depression, many are 
still far below the normal level. It is heartening to note that our teachers are 
conscious of having a part in the work of the church, that they are working for 
a cause and not simply holding a job. Taking this attitude they are satisfied 
to accept such remuneration as the church is able to offer and give their best in 
the training of our youth. 

Last summer Dr. C, R. Waldeland studied at the State University of Iowa, 
being the recipient of the stipend which the University for a number of years 
has given to a member of our staff toward summer graduate study. Prof. 
18lp E. Peterson has received a similar appointment for the coming summer 
session. 

The following also spent part of the summer in graduate study: Dr. W. L. 
Strunk, at the University of Minnesota, Professors Rolfe A. Haatvedt and 
Sherman Hoslett at the University of Michigan. The two latter are now com- 
pleting their work on their doctors’ theses. 

Miss Carrie Anderson of Chicago was last year added to the staff as Dean 
of Women. She is a graduate of Northwestern University, has done graduate 
work at the Biblical Seminary in New York, and has had several years of ex- 
perience as Dean of Women at the Lutheran Bible School, Chicago. She is 
eminently qualified for the important post to which she has been called. 

The students have not only in general evinced a commendable spirit to- 
ward their regular work but they have shown considerable interest in religious 
activities on the campus. Last summer two representatives attended the Ashram 
of the Lutheran Student Association of America at Susquehanna University, 
Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania. A group of 14 attended the Lutheran Student Bible 
Camp at Fair Hills, Minnesota. About 50 attended the annual convention of 
the Lutheran Student Union at Augustana College, Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 
During the religious emphasis week, which was observed in September, the Rev. 
Lloyal Tallakson of Sioux City, Iowa, spoke at the daily chapel exercises and 
at special evening meetings. A second religious emphasis week was observed 
during Lent with the Rev. Waldo Ellickson of Taylor, North Dakota, speaking 
at chapel and using much of his time in personal conferences with the students. 
The Rev. Clarence Lee of Caledonia, Minnesota, gave a series of Lenten ad- 
dresses to the students and faculty during Lent this year. 

A friend of the college has given $1,200.00 toward a new antenna for the 
radio station at the college. As soon as additional funds needed for the erection 
of the structure is available, this splendid improvement will be made. We are 
very grateful to the donor who does not wish to have his name mentioned. 
We are grateful also to the Rev. T. A. Hoff for his Norwegian services every 
Friday and to Dr. W. L. Strunk for directing the radio programs. 

Mr. Arthur Andersen, Chicago, Illinois, has again remembered the college 
with a substantial addition to his former gifts to the Koren Library. This 
latest gift is in the form of a beautiful, well-selected, and very valuable collection 
of books for the art department. 

The Hon. Wm. H. Klemme, Ridgeway, Iowa, has during the past year 
presented the college with a 320 acre farm near Kimball, South Dakota. The 
farm is in good shape, with excellent improvements that have cost the donor 
an estimated amount of $10,000.00. 

Among gifts received for Student Aid Funds during the past year, totaling 
more than $2500.00, I wish to mention the Willmar Seminary Memorial Fund 
for Student Aid in the amount of $1704.58. 

Several bequests have been announced but not yet received due to the natural 
delay of probate. Mrs. Rachel Johnson, Decorah, Iowa; Christian N. Smedsrud, 
Lansing, Iowa; and Ben Bear, Decorah, Iowa, all remembered the college in 
their respective wills with substantial gifts, the two former making Luther 
College residuary legatee, in the case of Mrs, Johnson’s will, jointly with the 
church and the Aase Haugen Home, 
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There has also been a substantial gift from the Gardner-Cowles Foundation 
of Des Moines, Iowa, to the Endowment Fund. 

A new health program, under the direction of Dr. W. L. Strunk, has been 
in operation this year. It involves a great deal of additional work for Dr. 
Strunk, Dr. T. Stabo, the college physician, and Miss Loyes Henningsgaard, 
the college nurse, but they have given of their time and strength unstintingly 
and have done much to improve sanitary and hygienic conditions. It may be 
due partly to these measures that health conditions have been remarkably good 
this year. The most serious health problem we have had this year has been 
a number of cases of septic sore throat. We are grateful to God for His blessing, 
protection and care, without which our feeble efforts would avail but little. 

The personnel work has also been reorganized under the direction of Dean 
M. O. Nilssen. The registrar, Prof. R. Haatvedt, has cooperated valiantly as 
has also the Dean’s Committee and the Dean of Women, Miss Carrie Anderson, 
and others, in making this service effective. 

A number of problems are more and more definitely pressing for solution. 
The number of volumes in the library has increased until more stack room is 
absolutely necessary if the books are to remain in shelves. The heating plant 
will soon be too old and too small to carry the load imposed on the two present 
boilers. The influx of girls emphasizes the need of a girls’ dormitory. The 
increased enrollment in the science departments calls for additional laboratory 
facilities. A science hall seems to be the ultimate solution. The music hall 
is adequate for studios and present requirements for practice rooms. But it is 
hoped that some day the college will have a Chapel and Music Hall which 
will provide the atmosphere appropriate to our daily chapel exercises and 
also the necessary facilities for that handmaid of theology and Christian wor- 
ship, music. 

One family in the faculty circle has again this year been-saddened by the 
death of a member of the family, namely the Speratis. Dr. and Mrs. C. A. 
Sperati, who last school year lost their oldest son, Carsten, this spring lost their 
youngest son, Sigvald. He died Easter Sunday morning of a heart attack, 
just when his mother called him to go with his father and the band to play 
at the sunrise service in the church. Sigvald Sperati was born and raised in. 
the shadow of Luther College. For years he has assisted his father in the 
work of training and directing the Luther College Concert Band. May God 
give comfort and strength to the sorrowing family. 

And may God give us at Luther College grace to prepare ourselves and 
those who come to sojourn with us as students not only for life here but for 
death and for eternity.

ST. OLAF COLLEGE 
President’s Annual Report 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Due to the fact that the secretary of the Board of Education, Dr. J. C. K. 
Preus, is publishing a rather complete report covering the work of the four 
Senior Colleges this year, the report from St. Olaf will be very brief. We plan 
to make use of the September College Bulletin for the publishing of a series 
of reports covering the work at St. Olaf, which will supplement the general 
report of Dg. Preus. 

The school year 1937-1938 has been a good year. There have been 81 
members on the faculty, practically all of them teaching full time. Student 
enrollment has reached 1070, 584 men and 484 women, 1043 the first semester, 
and 1022 the second semester. There are 180 candidates for graduation in 
June of this year, 100 men and 80 women. Seventy per cent’ of the students 
are members of the Norwegian Lutheran Church, fifteen per cent come from 
other Lutheran bodies, and slightly less than fifteen per cent from non- 
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Lutheran denominations. A little more than half of the non-Lutherans are 
of Lutheran ancestry and come from communities where there is no Lutheran 
church, or because of inter-marriage have joined other churches. Fifty per 
cent of the students are of pure Norwegian ancestry, and about thirty per 
cent of mixed Norwegian ancestry. An increasing number of students of German, 
Swedish, and other racial strains are coming to St. Olaf, but they are in the 
main from our own Norwegian Lutheran congregations. This is stated so that 
there will be no disposition to interpret the change that is taking place in racial 
strains as an indication that the college is getting away from the church. 

The important work in a college is of course that which is carried on in 
class, and judging by reports, uniformly solid work is being done by the 
students. Good and substantial work also characterizes the students along 
extra-curricular lines. The choir made a very successful trip to the Atlantic 
Coast. In debate and dramatics outstanding records have been made this 
year. On the evening of Monday, June 6, the choir will give a 25th anniversary 
concert, commemorating the first trip to Norway in 1913. Two or three hun- 
dred of the old members expect to return to take part, which will make it 
a rather unusual concert. The student societies and clubs have contributed 
much to student life. The religious associations have given expression to a 
strong Christian interest among the students. Special mention should be made 
of the fine leadership furnished by the Student Body, Officers and Boards. The 
students have uniformly selected their strongest and best men and women as 
officers and leaders, 

There has been very little sickness among the students and teachers. One 
faculty member, however, died very suddenly during the school year, Pro- 
fessor H. M. Thompson, who had taught in the Department of Religion for 
many years. He was in the midst of his day’s work, had attended chapel and 
on the way back to the classroom fell dead from heart trouble. Professor 
Thompson had had a long day’s work in the church, both as pastor and teacher, 
and we mourn his passing. Our sympathy goes out especially to his wife and 
two daughters to whom the shock of his very sudden and unexpected passing 
is heavy to bear. A student also died very soon after the opening of school, 
Donald Bergman, who had come to us from Montana. He was taken sick 
the second day after school started. Everything was done that could be done, 
but he died at Fairview Hospital a few days later. Our sympathies go out to 
his family who mourn the death of a dear son and brother. 

The college has been busy this year with building operations, completing 
the power plant and erecting the new dormitory for women. Dr. Aasgaard, 
the President of the Church, will dedicate the new dormitory at Commence- 
ment time, the 5th to the 7th of June. Indications are that there will be no 
difficulty in filling the new pbuilding. Perhaps the outstanding event of the 
college this year is the increase in facilities offered to the radio station of the 
college, WCAL, which will not only afford us a greater opportunity for service 
to the college and the church, but will lay upon us a very heavy responsibility, 
heavier, perhaps, than we are able to carry successfully at this time. We are 
very glad that Augsburg Publishing House has stepped in to extend to us 
facilities that will make it possible to use Minneapolis as a center for broad- 
casting. The station has such wonderful mission possibilities that we could 
not afford to say no when the offer came for extra time and enlarged facilities. 

There are two outstanding needs at the college today, one is a library 
building, and the other a chapel. The gymnasium is used for chapel exercises, 
but is of course not satisfactory in any respect. In spite of it the students have 
been faithful in attendance which of course makes it possible for us to con- 
tinue until a real chapel is built. The library building, however, is a need that 
must be met very soon. On account of the Centennial Appeal it has been 
necessary to lay aside all thought of gathering money at the present time. 
The number of books is getting so large that we do not have room for them. — 
We have had to box up many and pack them away until a better day. Nor 
do we have room for the many students who must make use of the library 
for their class-work. There is real danger of a lowering the scholastic standing 
of the college if something can not be done soon. I am simply stating the 
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need. At the present time I have no solution, but after the Centennial Appeal 
is Obs we shall have to face this problem constructively in order to meet the 
need. 

Since March 9, when the first meeting for the Centennial Appeal took place, 
the undersigned has not spent much time at the college, but has been steadily 
out in the field. St. Olaf has been so well treated by the church in every way 
that when the call came, we could do nothing better than lay aside what- 
ever work could be laid aside for the time being in order to help reach the 
goal. The students gathered $850.00 in cash for the appeal as their contribution 
in appreciation of what the church has done for them. The college family, as 
such, the members of the faculty, the workers, and the students have together 
subscribed over $9000.00, as their contribution. We have no higher aim than 
to serve the church, and our gift is both a thank-offering for the blessings of 
of the past, and a prayer for God’s blessing in the future. 

Very few changes will take place in the faculty. The terms of the follow- 
ing members of the board will end this year, and election should take place 
to fill the vacancies: S. C. Eastvold, Jos. G. Norby, and F. W. Mathison. 
They have given such splendid service that it is our hope that they will all 
three be re-elected. 

Dr. P. O. Holland, the Director of Finances and Treasurer, submits financial 
report covering the school year September 1, 1936, to August 31, 1937. The 
fiscal year ends on August 31, so report for the present school year can not be 
submitted at this time. Li W. BOE.

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PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
“As thy days, so shall thy strength be’—Deuteronomy 33:25 


As most of you know, our beloved president, Dr. O. A. Tingelstad, on 
November 11, last, had the misfortune to fracture his hip, and was confined to 
the hospital in a cast for more than five months. Though he is now at home 
ae relieved of the cast, he is still very weak and unable to resume his customary 

uties. 

In the hope of hastening his recovery the Board of Trustees, at its De- 
cember meeting, granted him a vacation until September 1, 1938. To carry 
on his work the board appointed an administrative council, composed of Rev. 
Alf. M. Kraabel, chairman of the Board of Trustees, Mr. Theodore Nelsson, 
Business Manager, and the undersigned, with Rev. Kraabel as chairman and 
the undersigned as point of contact in matters pertaining to the college as an 
educational institution. 

The enrollment has for many years shown a healthy growth. The present 
year’s enrollment is 363. The graduating class numbers 75, of which 51 are 
from the Normal Department, 16 from the Liberal Arts Department, and 8 
from the High School Division. 

Of last year’s graduating class, all the graduates of the Normal Depart- 
ment, 48 in number, were placed in teaching positions. Of the 37 graduates 
of the Liberal Arts Department and the High School Division 27 are con- 
tinuing their studies in some educational institution. 

Several changes have been made in the personnel of the faculty. The 
Reverend Mikkel Lono has been added as Vice-President in charge of con- 
gregational field service in the Pacific District. Mr. Elvin M. Akre is the new 
Dean of Men. Mr. Gunnar J. Malmin has replaced Mr. Joseph O. Edwards 
as Director of Music, with Mrs. Malmin as his assistant in’ piano. With the 
resignation of Mr. Ludvig Larson as Business Manager, Mr. Theodore Nelsson, 
was appointed to assume the responsibilities as Business Manager. 

On February 2, last, an unofficial group composed of Dr. E. Poppen, Dr.

COLLEGE CONFERENCE REPORT 


To the Board of Education, Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 


Esteemed Sirs: 

Our General Convention of 1936 decided: (Report p. 86 and p. 350) 

A) There shall be a College Conference constituted as follows: etc. 

B) The function of the College Conference shall be: 

1. To co-operate with the Board of Education of the church in building an 
organization which shall be placed at the disposal of the Field Superin- 
tendent for the purpose of stimulating interest in education as well as 
the other three activities. 

2. Such Conference shall institute a survey of the curricula and problems 
connected therewith. 

a. To effect economy. 

b. To increase efficiency. 

c. To stimulate the exchange of lectures and exchange of professors among 
the various colleges. 

3. Such Conference shall review the business management of the four insti- 
tutions for the following purposes: 

a. To provide a uniform method of accounting. 
b. To determine economies in operation. 
The organization meeting of the College Conference was held on October 
20, 1936. 

The membership divided itself into four standing committees: 

Public Relations 

Finances 

Religious and Academic Objectives 

Agenda é 

Following formal organization the Conference addressed itself at once to the 

question of ways and means whereby the colleges might assist in the raising of 
the General Budget of the church. 

Out of this meeting came an interesting series of published articles on Chris- 

tian Education and a special appeal sent direct to each congregation urging sup- 
port of the church’s activities and specifically Higher Christian Education.

The second meeting of the College Conference was held in the parlors of 
Fairview Hospital, Minneapolis, December 21 and 22, 1936. 

Dr. Bergsaker was present by invitation to discuss possible methods of aiding 
the ingathering. 

A thorough discussion of student fees and tuition charges took place. 

Dining hall rates were also discussed and actions looking to greater uniformity 
in financial matters were taken. 

Exchanges of professors between the institutions were recommended. 

Preparation of a booklet was initiated for use in religious courses at the 
Colleges, setting out the Synodical activities of our church that students might 
know the scope, purpose and importance of each activity to the welfare and 
progress of the church. 

A uniform policy on scholarships and grants in aid was approved. 

The Conference met again on April 2, 1937, at Luther Theological Seminary, 
St. Paul. 

Joint publicity and student solicitations were the principal subjects for dis- 
cussion. 

The fourth meeting of the Biennium was held at Sioux Falls, S$. D. on 
October 8, 1937. The question of correlating the work of the L. S. U. and the 
L. S. A. was discussed, Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker*as well as Dr. J. C. K. Preus being 
present. 

A standard system of uniform financial reports was recommended. 

Refund of college tuition to theological students was discussed. The Con- 
ference voted that the church provide for such refunds, if made, outside of the 
college budget allowances. 

The desirability of an annuity and retirement plan for college faculty mem- 
bers was expressed. Further committee reports in this matter are forthcoming. 

A deputation from the Centennial Committee headed by President Aasgaard 
presented the Centennial Appeal. 

The spring meeting, for which plans were under way, was cancelled due to 
pressure of extra responsibilities upon many members of the Conference during 
the Centennial Appeal. 

No formal report endorsed by the Conference as a whole could therefore be 
submitted to your Board. 

This organization has given opportunity for joint approach to a number of 
problems confronting our educational system. Meetings have in the main been 
too hurried and members too harried by other responsibilities to reach their 
objectives. 

The Conference respectfully awaits any further word from your Board or 
from the Convention as to possible services for the church and the cause of 
Christian Education.

During 1937 the Commission engaged in two activities. In the spring of the 
year it arranged for a series of articles pertaining to Christian education. These 
were published in the church papers of the synodical groups constituting the 
American Lutheran Conference. 

In November the third Lutheran College Faculty Conference was held at 
Decorah, Iowa. The two-day conference was attended by more than 160 faculty 
members from 21 Lutheran colleges of the Middle West. 

The value of this conference lies in a measure in the Christian fellowship 
of likeminded workers in an important field of labor in God’s kingdom, and 
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more specifically in the opportunity afforded faculty members of Lutheran 
Colleges to discuss and deal with problems and work peculiar to the teachers 
at such institutions. 


Christian Education Through Twenty Years 
Prepared by the Executive Office 


Christian education is a foundation stone in the Christian church. From the 
very beginning, elementary and higher Christian education have been an integral 
part of the church’s program. Our church has always had a strong Christian 
education program, and in that program has resided much of the strength of 
the church. 

Since the church union of 1917 there have been many readjustments in our 
educational program. Nevertheless, in the fundamental issues we find that we 
have adhered to two basic principles: first, that the church shall have a broad 
educational program and an adequate number of standard educational institu- 
tions; second, that the needs of the church are best served by the type of educa- 
tion usually termed liberal arts, or character education. 

It has frequently been suggested that the church withdraw altogether from 
the field of higher education, or at least confine itself to the field of theology, 
the preparation and training for the ministry. It is natural that this suggestion 
should come from sources outside of the Christian church. It is more sinister 
when such a course is urged from within the church itself. Such a suggestion 
finds ready response when times are hard and it is difficult to maintain the 
work of the church. 

Yet it is the profound conviction of most thoughtful leaders of our church 
today, as it was the conviction of the fathers of our church before us, that a 
program of sound Christian education is of the utmost importance. It is a bul- 
wark against error, but it is also the church’s system of recruiting, training and 
equipping that great force of workers, lay and clerical, which is to carry on 
the warfare of the Spirit, and by their labors build and extend the walls of 
Zion. , 

Why then is the church in higher education? I shall give only four reasons. 
But these are vital to the true development and progress of the Christian church. 

First reason. It makes it possible to give to the young people receiving a 
college education a Christian point of view of life. Remember, the church col- 
lege tries to maintain a genuinely Christian community on the campus. It strives 
to create a Christian atmosphere. It offers a Christ-centered curriculum. It 
teaches directly and indirectly the Word of God. By these means it helps the 
students to interpret life in terms of Christianity and to solve life’s problems 
in harmony with God’s will and purpose. 

Second reason. The church is in education for the purpose of developing 
character. 

Education as such devotes itself to the training of the mind. Its purpose 
and plan is to work with the intellectual side of man. 

There has been a tendency in late years in public education to return and give 
more thought to character education. Still we find, as reported in the Minneapolis 
Journal, April 15, 1938, that an educator like Carroll R. Reed, superintendent of 
Minneapolis public schools, gives approval to the point of view expressed in 
the report of the Carnegie foundation to the effect that “the real purpose of 
the school is to increase people’s knowledge and that character and personality 
training are incidental.” 

The church holds to the conviction that character building alone gives to 
education its true meaning and value for life and for eternity. The Christian 
college looks upon character building as one of the chief reasons for its existence. 

Third reason. The church is in higher education because it is convinced that 
thereby alone can it hope to train properly a sufficient number of men and 
women. for Christian service in the church. Our ministers, our missionaries, 
our Christian teachers in the past as well as in the present are the product 
almost exclusively of our church colleges, and academies. A host of laymen

and women, well-trained and consecrated, are today scattered throughout our 
church rendering a service of inestimable value to the Kingdom. A large per- 
centage of the most capable have received their education and training at our 
Christian schools. 

On this point Dr. L, W. Boe said in his address on Christian Higher Educa- 
tion at the organization meeting of the American Lutheran Conference in 1930: 
“Tt is my firm conviction that, humanly speaking, the future of our church is 
bound up in the efficient maintenance of the senior liberal arts college. Without 
this type of institution no major Protestant church has been able to face the 
proposition of producing its leadership and maintaining a continuity of character.” 

And to quote Dr. Boe further, “A well-informed educator states that there 
are about an equal number of students attending the liberal arts departments of 
the universities of the land and the denominational colleges and that 85% of 
the candidates for the ministry, for the mission field, and for other related 
positions, come from the ranks of the denominational college. An objective study 
of the whole situation will force us to conclude that the church for its own 
future and development must maintain this type of institution.” 

Fourth reason and finally, the church must engage in higher education be- 
cause we are living in a day of multiplied educational opportunity and of endless 
propaganda, religious and otherwise. Only through Christian higher education 
can the Lutheran church maintain that continuity of spirit, of sacred principles 
and cherished practices, which are essential to the performance of its God-given 
mission in the world. 

These are, I believe, the four fundamental reasons why the church carries 
on an extensive program of Christian higher education. And therein we also 
see the reason why the church consistently has limited itself to that which in a 
broad sense is included in the term character education. 

In its colleges, junior colleges and academies, the church has largely struck 
from its program vocational and professional education. The training of teach- 
ers is the one big exception, and quite naturally so. It has confined itself largely 
to the field of liberal arts, that is the courses which most deeply influence a 
person’s thinking and character development. Due largely to this tested con- 
servative policy our church schools have continued to be spiritual towers of 
strength in our church. Without reflection on other institutions or other types 
of education it may truly be said that from these there has flowed a steady 
stream of young, energetic Christians, carrying the red blood of an intelligent, 
vital, Christian faith into every section of our church. 

Many are the difficulties that beset the truly Christian colleges today. The 
devil himself would no doubt look upon the elimination of the Christian college 
as a major victory in his warfare against God and His church, 

Secular forces of various kinds (and perhaps not least the secular educa- 
tional forces) are constantly crowding the Christian college, denying its right 
to a place in the sun, often conveying the impression that it is an inferior 
institution scholastically, un-American in spirit, and generally superfluous. 

This threat to the existence of our church colleges is being met by the 
administrations and faculties of these institutions with faith, vigor and intelli- 
gence. But they can not meet the situation successfully alone. They need the 
support that only Christian faith on the part of our church membership can 
give. 

Three things our colleges ask for and have a right to expect of our church 
in all parts of the country. 

1. They have a right to expect the support of constant, earnest prayer. The 
whole cause of Christian education, each and all our schools, with their faculties 
and students, should be the object of our daily prayer. 

2. They have a right to expect that every effort will be made by Christian 
parents, by pastors, by superintendents and teachers in our Sunday schools, and 
especially by graduates and close friends of our schools, to direct and send to 
our colleges select, intelligent young people from our congregations. These are 
the men and women who in a few years must assume the leadership in our 
church. 

3. Our colleges have a right to expect that we give liberal financial support 
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to our Christian educational work, by contributing directly to the regular educa- 
tional work of our church, but also by making our colleges the beneficiaries of 
bequests, memorials, and special gifts. 

Christian higher education has contributed tremendously to the building of 
our church through the past century. He who understands the trends of our 
day is convinced that Christian higher education is destined to play a far more 
important part in the life of the church through the century we are preparing 
to enter. In fact many keen observers are of the opinion that without a strong 
and aggressive program of Christian education the church of the future will be 
fighting a losing battle. 

By giving whole-hearted support to our program of Christian education we 
are strengthening our church for the conflicts that lie ahead: we are supplying 
the man-power that in faith will lead her on to victory and glory.

TRENDS AND DEVELOPMENTS IN THE CURRICULA 


The most significant development within our educational program these 
20 years is the shifting from the academy to the Junior and Senior College. 

The 1918 report shows that at that time there were within our church 25 
colleges, seminaries and academies. These reported a total of 232 teachers and 
3,304 students. Of these 715 were college students while 2,589 were enrolled 
in the academies. At that time we had no junior colleges. The comparatively 
low enrollment in our colleges 20 years ago was due in a measure to the war. 
It should also be noted that Augustana had no college students at that time. 
Concordia had but recently entered the field of college education, while St. Olaf 
and Luther were just entering the period of larger “college enrollments. 

Ten years later, in 1927, the picture had changed materially. The nineteen 
schools then in operation showed the following enrollments:

Of the last group it is estimated that 713 are Junior College students while 
only about 210 are academy students. 

The Christian academy which for many years served the church well is 
today practically out of the picture as far as our church is concerned. 

Another strong development in our church colleges is that in the direction 
of preparing liberal arts college graduates for teaching in the public high school. 
By far the largest single group within our colleges is that preparing for entrance 
into the teaching profession. 

Pre-professional and highly specialized courses are not encouraged. 

There appears to be a slight increase in the emphasis on art, music, and 
physical education. 

Though the foreign language requirements are somewhat less than 20 years 
ago, there is today much emphasis placed on the study of both ancient and 
modern languages, especially of German. The last decade has shown an increased 
interest in Norse language and cultural courses. 

The sciences, and perhaps especially the social sciences have come to occupy 
a more prominent place in the curriculum. 

The wide open elective system so prevalent early in the century has been 
brought within reasonable control. Proper sequences and groupings of courses 
have been worked out and are in a measure insisted upon. General education 
has been coming to the fore, especially in the freshman and sophomore classes. 

It is with some satisfaction that we make the statement that our four senior 
colleges and most of our junior colleges have in a degree rarely found today 
maintained their character as distinctively liberal arts colleges. 
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TRENDS AND DEVELOPMENTS IN THE CURRICULUM OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF RELIGION 


There has been no fundamental change in the curriculum of the Department 
of Religion. The Bible and Christian doctrine are at the core. The life and 
teachings of Christ and the history of the Christian church loom large in the 
offerings of all the colleges, There has been no reduction in the requirements. 
On the other hand, this department offers a greater variety of courses than 20) 
years ago. 

Two trends are in evidence: first, a greater emphasis on fitting the students 
for practical service in the local congregation and in the church at large. An 
effort is made to lead the student into a fuller understanding of his own church 
its functions and program, its activities and institutions. Furthermore, special 
emphasis is placed upon the preparation of students for work in the Sunday 
school, the Luther League, and other organizations in the church. 

The second trend is seen in the effort to relate certain religion courses tc 
the work done by the student in other departments. For instance “Christianity 
and Nature” is a course designed to serve the needs of students specializing in 
sciences, “Christ and the Social Order” is a course stressing the social implica- 
tions of the Gospel for social science majors. 

The general trend appears to be toward a greater emphasis on religion applied 
to the life of the student today. 


RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES 


The religious activities on the campuses of our schools are many, including 
the usual youth organizations of our church such as the Young People’s Luther 
League, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, special mission societies, 
prayer and Bible study groups. Most recently much emphasis has been placed 
on the activities of the Lutheran Student Union and the Lutheran Student Asso- 
ciation on the campus as well as in larger conference groups. Religious emphasis 
week inaugurated a few years ago has come to be an institution. The tendency 
today seems to be toward the freer discussion groups and toward better plan- 
ning, promotion and control by a Board of Religious Activity. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


The extra-curricular activities at our colleges are many and varied. Even 
_when they are classified and grouped the list is impressive. These are the usual 
activity groups: religious, musical, forensic, literary, dramatic, athletic, journal- 
istic, departmental, social, and student-governmental. 

There has in the last twenty years been a very noticeable expansion in these 
activities. Today the talk is of curtailment or limitation. 

One happy development is seen in the joint student-faculty management 
and control in many fields of activity. There also ‘seems to be a new inter- 
relationship, and close coordination between the strictly curricular and some of 
those activities which are termed extra-curricular. Statements are sometimes 
made to the effect that in a broad sense all the extra-curricular activities belong 
to the curriculum of a school. 

There appears a distinct trend toward greater emphasis on intramural sports. 
The development is more rapid among the women; no doubt for the reason that 
for them inter-collegiate athletics virtually do not exist. But also among the 
men intramural athletics are gaining ground with the very desirable result that 
a high percentage of the students now participate in some form of sports or 
athletics. Winter sports have marked a real advance during this period. 

Of inter-collegiate activities the greatest advance has perhaps been made in 
the field of forensics. In general our colleges seem to more than hold their own 
in this field. 

At a number of colleges there has been a marked development in departmental 
clubs, At times they appear to be crowding out larger and more general societies. 
The former is closely coordinated with the work of the department. The latter 
emphasizes more the social and general cultural side of college life. 

In a few instances student cooperation in school government is well estab- 
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lished and appears to be functioning to the general advantage of the institution. 
Other institutions would probably find it profitable to develop further some plan 
of student government. 


THE RADIO IN THE SERVICE OF OUR COLLEGES 


The radio has come into the life of our schools within the last twenty years. 
Today it occupies an important place at most of our colleges. By means of the 
radio the colleges today keep in close touch with their constituencies and with 
a large number of their alumni. Through the broadcasts the parents of students, 
the members of the churches, and other friends of our colleges, are able to share 
regularly the life and activities of our schools. 

Through the enlarged facilities and expanded program of WCAL at St. Olaf 
this institution is now in a position to render a new and important service to 
the church at large. It has been estimated that with its increased power WCAL 
reaches into the homes of about 80% of our church membership. 

KWLC at Luther College is a valuable asset to that institution and to our 
church in Northeastern Iowa, Western Wisconsin and Southern Minnesota. It 
keeps the college and its activities close to the hearts of the people in that terri- 
tory. 

Concordia College has for many years broadcast its daily chapel services 
over WDAY, Fargo, North Dakota. Concordia also broadcasts an annual Christ- 
mas Radio Party, and beginning last November serves the Northwest with a 
very fine radio program in “The Concordia Radio Hour,” thus keeping in close 
touch with its large constituency in North Dakota, Northern Minnesota and 
Canada, Concordia is also offering courses entitled “Radio Practice” and “Radio 
Program-Building and Presentation.” 

Augustana, Waldorf, Pacific Lutheran, and Clifton make occasional use of 
commercial broadcasting facilities in their localities. Augustana and Waldorf 
have rather definite plans for expanded radio service in the near future.

Clifton College—Administration Building. 

Gale College—Central Power Plant, President’s Residence (Purchase). 

Pacific Lutheran—Chapel, President’s Residence, Library Building. 


It should also be noted that most of our colleges have renovated, improved 
and enlarged various buildings. Only the major building operations have been 
listed above. 


GROUNDS 


Anyone visiting our colleges in the spring of the year is impressed with the 
beauty and neatness of the campuses. It is also noticeable from year to year 
that improvements and expansions are made when needed, as far as funds 
permit. : 

During recent years our four senior colleges have been provided with athletic 
fields. Funds supplied by individual friends, by alumni associations, or local 
business organizations have made these improvements possible. They have 
been and are real assets to their respective institutions.

TRENDS IN COST TO STUDENTS 


From the partial reports received it is evident that there has been a fairly 
steady and uniform upward trend in the cost to students. This is true particu- 
larly of charges for tuition and fees, and in a less degree of the cost of board 
and room. Today the tuition at our four senior colleges is $150.00. Board, room 
and fees are practically uniform. The total minimum costs at these institutions 
range approximately from $400.00 to $450.00. 

The minimum costs at the junior colleges are naturally somewhat less. 

The general trend seems to be to increase the student charges in order to 
lessen the per student cost to the church. Emphasis is placed on the fact that 
the student derives the chief benefit of this education. Furthermore, in compari- 
son with most other standard colleges of liberal arts, the charges at our institu- 
tions are very reasonable. 

At this point the church must constantly face the choice of two alternatives. 
If it is desired that the student costs shall be kept low in order to provide the 
opportunities of a Christian education for the sons and daughters of the poor as 
well as the more well-to-do, then it follows that the church must increase its 
appropriations to these institutions. I'acing the constant curtailment of appropria- 
tion, the Christian college has no other recourse but to increase student costs.

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EDUCATION TODAY 


We look at our colleges as they are today. We-think of them as they have 
been operated through the last twenty years, and as they have carried on since 
they were founded. We try to evaluate them and appraise their service. It is not 
easily done. 

Two features, or fundamental characteristics, in the life of our colleges stand 
out: Their purpose to be truly Christian colleges and their obligations to be in a 
deep and full sense liberal arts colleges. The administrations and faculties of our 
colleges are well aware of this two-fold obligation. No one understands better 
than they the difficulties involved in operating a high grade liberal arts college 
in the service of a conservative Christian church. : 

We would not say that the problems involved have all been solved. It may 
be impossible to find a complete solution to some of them. Nevertheless, a 
careful examination of the work of our colleges over a period of half a century 
convinces us that our colleges have succeeded at least in approaching a solution 
to this problem. They have succeeded in retaining their character in serving effec- 
tively the Lutheran ‘Church which maintains them, and at the same time in 
developing the character of true liberal arts colleges. 

The reason for this lies both in the colleges themselves and in the church 
which they serve. The college administrations have always desired first of all to 
serve the church in a broad way. They have held to the conviction that this may 
best be done through a Christian liberal arts education. 

On the other hand the church has had confidence in its educators. It has 
recognized that .their first love is for the church. It has trusted them, confident 
that they would be true to the Christian principles upon which the institutions 
were founded, and devoted to the purposes for which they are maintained, _ 

The college administrations and boards have at all times been in full agreement 
with our church that the church supports and maintains colleges only so long as 
they are truly Christian in character and so long as they serve the purposes of 
the church which mothers them. Should religion become incidental in the life of 
our colleges they would very soon pass out of the life of the church. 

In times of difficulties—and there have been very real difficulties in recent 
years, both for the colleges and the church as such—the colleges have never 
sought to break away from the sponsorship and control of the church. Nor has 
the church ever yielded to the temptation of setting her colleges adrift, throwing 
them back upon their own resources. 

The colleges and the church have patiently sought to understand one another, 
Therefore they have also walked together, labored together, met their problems 
together, gone forward together. 

The colleges have built up their student enrollments largely within the Lu- 
theran constituency. Many others have come. They have been welcomed and 
served well. The appeal for students has not been based on social distinction, 
athletic supremacy or professional advantage. Nor have liberal scholarships been 
made an inducement. 

Our colleges have made their appeal on a Christian and scholastic basis. They 
have stressed thoroughness and excellency in all scholastic departments, modera- 
tion and wholesomeness in all college activities, but above all they have empha- 
sized what we today might term the Christian totalitarian spirit on the campus— 
an all-embracing and all-pervading Christianity. 

At this very moment our colleges are again demonstrating their unswerving 
devotion to our Church. When workers were needed in our present campaign, 
the Centennial Appeal, the presidents of our colleges laid aside, for the time 
being, all other duties and gave their services to the director of the appeal. Fur- 
thermore, the faculties of the colleges have subscribed proportionately very large 
sums to the Centennial Fund which the church is raising. 

There are many excellent colleges in our country today, colleges perfectly 
equipped, staffed by superior faculties, richly endowed; but we are convinced that 
our colleges belong to the rather small but distinctive group which have succeeded 
in serving well the high spiritual purpose of their respective churches by being 
truly Christian institutions and at the same time genuine liberal arts colleges, 

We are well aware that grave difficulties lie ahead for any church that carries 
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on a purposeful program of Christian higher education. Our colleges are not 
looking forward to a period of unhampered development and uninterrupted 
Christian service. But neither are they dismayed. 

With faith in the Lord of the church and with Christian optimism and con- 
fidence our church and its colleges face the future together. In their unity of 


spirit and oneness of purpose lies the promise of great achievements in the King- 
dom of God. 


A STATEMENT OF EDUCATIONAL POLICY AND OBJECTIVES 
Prepared by the Commission on Higher Education 
Approved by the American Lutheran Conference, November 14-16, 1934 


“The Lutheran College exists for the purpose of providing a general higher 
education centered in and integrated by the Christian faith and for the purpose 
of interpreting and perpetuating definitely Lutheran principles and ideals in that 
society in which the college is functioning. 


General Objectives 


“The general aims of the Lutheran college are: 

a) “To transmit to the student a body of knowledge in the liberal arts field, 
such as religion and history, literature and languages, the sciences and the fine 
arts. ; 
b) “To train the powers of the mind so as to develop the student’s ability to 
think and reason, and thus to stmiulate intellectual maturity and independence. 

c) “To prepare the student for the pursuit of professional studies and for 
successful work in the field of advanced scholarship. 

d) “To develop and foster in him appreciation of the deeper cultural and 
spiritual values.” 


Specific Objectives 


The distinctive aims of the Lutheran College grow out of the history, life, 
spirit, needs and responsibilities of the Lutheran Church. 

Such aims are: 

a) “To recruit and train young men who shall be equipped both mentally and 
spiritually to enter upon the study of theology and eventually into the public 
ministry of the Lutheran Church. 

b) “To encourage and train young men and women for Christian life service 
in other fields. 

c) “To keep before the young men and young women who enroll as students, 
whatever their chosen future calling may be, the distinctive teachings, life and 
mission of the church, so that there will be begotten in those students a true 
willingness to work in the church and community. In order that this may be 
achieved, the church college should not only have a definite Christian spirit 
throughout, but also have specific courses which will train men and women for 
intelligent and useful service in the church and community. 

d) “To develop habits of unforced Christian conduct, and to produce mature 
Christian personalities, for whom the truths: of sin, grace, the providence of 
God and the mission of God’s children are fundamental in their character and 
their thinking.”

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 
Report of the Board 


“Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord” (1 Cor, 15:58). 

The apostle faced hardships which are difficult for us to even understand and 
visualize today. He was engaged in the work of planting the Church of Christ in 
a heathen and indifferent world. There were no mother congregations. There 
was no large group to give him aid, comfort and help. As he exhorts his fellow 
believers to be steadfast and immoveable, he speaks to them about those very 
qualities which sustained him. Regardless of opposition or suffering, he was 
steadfast and immoveable in the Lord. As expressed in the letter to the Romans, 
’ he was not ashamed of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. He knew of no other remedy 
for the condition of the world than Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 

To bring to men this knowledge of Jesus Christ, to gather them in small 
fellowships for the strengthening of each other and for the spread of the Gospel, 
he founded and organized these Christian churches. One thing comforted him 
and this is the comfort that he brings to the Corinthians. “Your labor is not in 
vain in the Lord.” It might seem vain to men; it might seem of little account, 
but Paul knew that the grace of God abounded exceeding much. He clung to the 
promise, “Lo, I am with you even unto the end of the world.” 

Because he continued steadfast and immoveable and because his fellow Chris- 
tians, depending on the grace of God, did the same, we are today blessed with the 
Christian Church in our midst. We have received this great inheritance from the 
saints of old. 

Today our work calls for the same steadfastness, for the same unwavering 
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reliance on the Lord in the work that we are called to do. In the planting of the 
church in the homeland we will often feei that so little is accomplished. The 
fruits are so few and scarce that there are men who are inclined to ask whether a 
great deal of this work is worth the sacrifice, the attention and interest which it 
is given. Let us remember that our work in the Lord is not in vain. If it is a work 
that is done in the Lord, keeping ever in mind His will and His purpose with the 
bringing of the Gospel to men, then it is not in vain. It may seem vain to men 
but God has declared that He will add His blessing to it. 

In Home Mission territory the congregations are often struggling groups. 
They call for love, sympathy and help that sometimes seem beyond our means and 
ability to give. Let us remember that they are a part with us. They are our 
brethren and our labor with them shall not be in vain. 

As we look back upon our history these one hundred years, it should teach 
us not to despise the day of small beginnings. Who could have forseen.that the 
small struggling pioneer congregations would grow and increase in number as 
well as in strength and influence in this midwest during these one hundred years? 
Again, because the fathers in the church remained steadfast and immoveable, the 
history of the church records that their work in God was not in vain. Let us lay 
our hands to the task, remembering that it is the work of the Lord and not ours 
that we are doing. In all our deliberations and in all our decisions we should seek 
to know, not what might be our work as we would plan it, but that which is the 
work of the Lord. As we learn to know that, we can cling to the promise that 
it shall not be in vain. 

The church has placed a varied responsibility on the Board of Home Missions. 
It has entrusted to its care not only the work of founding, organizing and further- 
ing home mission parishes, but it has also laid on this Board the care of the 
Indians in our mission at Wittenberg, Wisconsin, the Eskimo in Alaska and 
institutional work conducted for immigrants and sailors, as well as sending out 
evangelists and caring for the Book Mission. These are all worthy causes and 
call for our love, our prayers, and our interest. 

The most important and the most necessary is the carrying on of the work of 
sending out pastors and organizing and developing home mission groups into 
sustaining, responsible parishes. This work is done through the nine districts of 
our church, with the District President using half of his time as Home Mission 
Superintendent in his district, supported and aided by a Home Mission Com- 
mittee in the district. Reports received from the District Presidents show that 
there is in general a note of encouragement, that the mission pastors are faith- 
fully and vigorously carrying on their work also in the Lord. We know their work 
shall not be in vain. 

A large number of our mission congregations are included in the area that has 
suffered from drought and crop failure these many years. Southern Canada, 
western North and South Dakota and eastern Montana are included in this area. 
It has made the work hard and difficult. It will be a strain on the Home Mission 
treasury because so many of the congregations are not in a position today to even 
‘supply the small amounts that they voted in years past to contribute towards the 
pastor’s salary. We can but pray the Lord of the Harvest that He will send the 
early and the latter rain so that again there will be sustenance for man and beast. 
Through this will come new hope and new willingness to bear the burdens. 

In the meantime we should not give up these places. When the time comes, if 
we have cared for our people, they will remember with gratitude that we did not 
forsake them. It will give us the added strength and advantage of building on 
that which we already have had before. It may be necessary to combine some of 
these parishes and congregations for the time being and care for them with one 
pastor or an itinerent missionary, but we should not forget them. We should 
always remember that our work among them in the Lord will not be in vain. 


CANADA DISTRICT 


Dr. J. R. Lavik closed a two-year term as Acting President of the District on 
the first of January. He gave up his congregations for the time being in order 
to help the district, which he knew so well and loved so much. The work he did 
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during these two years was of such a nature that it was and will continue to be 
a distinct contribution to the solution of some of the difficulties in that territory. 

On January 19, 1938, I installed Dr. Iver Iversen of Maplebay, Minnesota, 
as the newly elected president of the district. He took up the work on April 18th, 
but previous to that had paid extended visits to some of the congregations and 
pastors in the territory. The following is quoted from his review of the situation: 

“There are some encouraging signs. There are many consecrated pastors who 
work faithfully and devotedly, trying to live on a very small income and often 
under conditions that most of us would rebel against. Let us thank the Lord who 
gave us these men. In addition to their other burdens, they have to carry the 
burden of an unsympathetic criticism from people who have no conception of 
the difficulties they are up against. 

“In many places in the district there is evidence of spiritual awakenings, per- 
haps more so than in many other sections of our church. These movements may 
sometimes have certain erratic features. But let us nevertheless thank the Lord 
for them, and pray Him to give us men of spiritual wisdom and understanding 
who may guide these people. These people can be guided by men who have the 
proper sympathy with their aims. With a stolid indifference, nothing can be done. 

“Many of our ministers in Canada show an increasing understanding for 
the necessity of working toward an indigenous Canadian Lutheran Church. A 
large number of the lay members, however, desire to maintain connection with 
the church in the States. This is natural, as most of them have come from the 
States and wish to maintain connections back home. It need not have a mercen- 
ary motive. Time will solve this problem, and by and by most of them will see 
that an American church in Canada is just as unnatural as a Norwegian church 
in the United States. 

“There are many difficulties and problems connected with the work in Canada. 
The first one that I shall mention is of recent origin. The depression, followed 
by a period of unprecedented drought, lasting eight to nine years in some 
localities, has reduced the membership in our congregations in southern Saskatch- 
ewan and southern Alberta and brought about poverty and distress to such an 
extent that these formerly prosperous and self-supporting congregations now 
have become home mission charges. There are yet large numbers of people left 
in these localities. We dare not desert them in their need. They need spiritual 
ministration now more than ever before. The hardship they have experienced 
has developed a spirit of hopelessness and even bitterness in many. The only 
antidote is the gospel of victory in Christ. Christian love manifested in these 
trying times will produce an abundant spiritual harvest for the future. Because 
of this condition, we are compelled to ask for an increased home mission appro- 
priation for Canada. There are many places where new work should perhaps be 
taken up. But even with an increased appropriation we can at present do nothing 
but hold our own.” 

He calls attention to the spread of fanatical and super-spiritual movements 
which are affecting our congregations, especially in the distressed section. This 
situation calls for men of the highest capacity and the best possible training; 
men who have a firm grasp of the Lutheran fundamentals, not only from the 
doctrinal side but also the practical; men who are open minded and sympathetic 
so that they can appreciate what these misguided souls are seeking and be able 
to show them that they may get this in a much truer and fuller way through the 
old doctrine of justification by faith, which we are preaching. 

He also emphasizes the decisions of the convention in Canada last year, that 
the only solution for the necessary men is a separate theological school for Canada 
where young Canadians may be trained for service in their native land. The 
less advanced stage of the language question in Canada, together with consider- 
able groups here and there of people who have come directly from Norway, makes 
a bilingual ministry necessary for a time in Canada. 

It is earnestly recommended that the church at this time will place on the 
budget of the Home Mission Board for the next two years the sum of $7,000.00, 
as an aid toward establishing a modest theological seminary in Canada, providing 
the General Convention approves this recommendation. It is an absolute neces- 
sity and it is sincerely hoped that the entire board, with a view to the realization

that we are members of the same body, will give an earnest and compelling state- 
ment in regard to this fact. 

The following resolution was passed by the Convention of the Canada District, 
to be submitted to the Board of Home Missions: 

The School Committee of Canada District wishes to bring to the attention 
of the Board of Home Missions of the Norwegian Lutheran Church the following 
resolutions bearing upon the seminary problem in Canada, which were adopted 
at the Canada district meeting last July: 

1. Be it resolved that this convention strongly recommends to the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America that a theological seminary be established within 
the District as soon as possible. 

2. Be it further resolved, that this convention instructs the School Committee 
for the district to place the matter before the proper administrative officers or 
boards of the church, and, if necessary, before the next general convention of the 
church; and that the same committee be authorized to cooperate on behalf of 
the district in working out and putting into effect detailed plans, in case the 
project is authorized by the church. 

3. Be it further resolved, that it is the sense of this convention that any semi- 
nary establishsed in Canada should provide sufficiently for the instruction in 
Norwegian, so that the pastors trained there will acquire the necessary proficiency 
in the use of this language. 

4. Be it further resolved, that it is the sense of this convention that the most 
desirable location for such a seminary would be at Saskatoon. (Pages 80-81, Part 
I, Annual Report, 1937, adopted, page 381, Part II.) 

Because of the drought, as it has prevailed in the southern prairie provinces 
these eight or nine years—and that the last year was the worst of all—it will be 
necessary to give greater aid than otherwise. Support by the congregations in 
many places is practically wiped out. We can not and must not let the men, whom 
we have called into the work, suffer for want of daily bread and necessities 

. of life: 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN DISTRICT 


The report of the District President states that the church has supported 
' twenty-three home mission pastors in the district during 1937, but most of them 
have had too small salaries. He is asking that this be taken into consideration in 
caring for the work in the next biennium. In some places, because of continuous 
crop failures, temporary assistance will have to be given to former self-supporting 
parishes. Some of the pastors have taken on extra work to relieve the situation 
in neighboring parishes and to financially assist the home mission work. The 
eastern part of Montana has had a good deal the same situation to cope with as 
southern Canada. 


NORTH DAKOTA DISTRICT 


In western North Dakota conditions have been somewhat the same as already 
touched upon in the preceding paragraphs. The District President states in his 
report: “If we have another crop failure in the western half of our district, the 
situation will be so serious that I hardly dare to think about it.” In the eastern 
part of the state the work has been carried on with increased interest. 


RELIEF 


In addition to the money support given in these districts the past year, there 
has been a large and generous help through the contribution of used clothing. 
Tons of used clothing have been sent into these districts. It has all been re-sorted 
and repacked by girls working in my offices. Clothing for men, women and 
children, bedding and other articles have been distributed. In some cases as 
many as twelve to fifteen large boxes have been sent to individual parishes. The 
Canadian Pacific railroad generously consented to transport all these shipments 
in Canada free of charge. It may give you an idea of what this contribution 
means when it is stated that for just one series of shipments we paid the Soo 
Line $165.00 for freight on this side of the border. The Canadian Customs Office 
at Ottawa has given free entry to all such goods on my certificate. It is a work 
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that represents a contribution running into thousands of dollars and has given to 
these people good and substantial clothing, which will be of help to them. 


SOUTH DAKOTA DISTRICT 


The South Dakota District has the same situation as the North Dakota 
District. The western part of the district has been visited by the same drought 
condition. District President Pierson says: “Conditions have been so uncertain 
in about two-thirds of our district that it is difficult to give a true picture of the 
field. We have had 57 congregations in our district with only temporary service. 
Many others have been in most uncertain circumstances. Nearly every week we 
have been informed of another pastor leaving us. It is impossible to estimate but 
we fear that of our people, several hundreds, if not thousands, have left some 
of our fields. We have been facing the problem of seventeen vacancies and the 
importance of rearranging calls in many places.” He adds, however, “that through 
the help of Almighty God and the friends, we begin to see better days ahead. We 
have some very good prospects of getting regular pastors for about thirty of the 
fifty-seven congregations mentioned above. Some may have to wait until another 
crop comes before permanent arrangements can be made. We are in the midst of 
an extreme emergency and ask for whatever help you feel can be given. We know 
we will more than appreciate all the help the church feels justified in giving us. 
We do not want to be selfish at the expense of other districts but we are facing 
situations where we must ask for the prayers and help of our friends.” 

On October 17, 1937, Rev. Lester A. Pierson, who had been elected last 
summer as District President, was installed in office at First Lutheran Church, 
Sioux Falls, S. Dak. 

These statements from four of our districts should bring to our people, who 
are better situated, a deep sense of humility as well as gratitude to God for what 
they have been permitted to receive through His bounty during these last years. 
It should move us to greater willingness and eagerness to bear each other’s bur- 
dens and thus fulfill the law of Christ. 


PACIFIC DISTRICT 


The president of the Pacific District reports the work progressing but that 
unsettled labor conditions have taken the courage out of many of our people and 
will cause difficulties in some of the parishes. He says: ‘We are indeed happy for 
the progress that has been made in general. I have brought constant pressure to 
bear on pastors and congregations to assume a larger share of financial respon- 
sibility. No cuts are made without first meeting with the congregations. In this 
way it has been possible to encourage the pastor as well as the people by dividing 
the amount the congregations would add between the home mission and the 
pastor. Thus it has been possible to raise the pastor’s salary where needed. At the 
same time the home mission load was eased. The greater number of mission 
supported congregations are dependent, in the main, on industry. The past year 
has been most trying because of continual strikes in almost every line of activity. 
At the present time the situation is very much unsettled and this has a tendency 
to unnerve our people, willing as they are otherwise to do their best for the 
church. If employment becomes somewhat steady we may look for larger savings 
for the mission in present supported congregations for 1939.” ; 

He reports that in a number of parishes there is steady progress and splendid 
work evidenced by increased interest and growth in membership. In some 
parishes there is a change to entire self-support during the recent biennium. 
There are, however, many places where possible mission work could be begun 
if there were more men and more means at hand. 


IOWA DISTRICT 


The president of the Iowa District reports that missions in Sioux City and 
Pringhar are making progress. At Clarion, the county seat of Wright County, a 
mission has also been begun. There seems to be a genuine interest in the 
establishment of our work there. At one place the congregation has become self-

supporting. An arrangement has been made to take over an old established con- 
gregation at Oklahoma City, which will eventually grow into what may become a 
strong parish. There are also other places included in his report as prospective 
mission stations. However, some of these places now depend on comity and 
intersynodical relationship. This, of course, is one of the things we have to 
consider. Sometimes a small group belonging to another synod, which does not 
care for them nor the Lutheran needs of the city as it should be done, will 
protest against other groups beginning more active work in a field. These situa- 
tions will have to be handled with understanding, patience and wisdom, 


NORTHERN MINNESOTA DISTRICT 


One of the districts that is carrying on a vigorous and wide-flung home 
mission activity is the Northern Minnesota District. A large number of parishes 
are home mission congregations. In most cases President Aastad reports encour- 
aging situations. In some of thern fine progress has been made, as to reduction in 
home mission aid and in the payment of church extension loans. 

One of the situations in this district is the Port Arthur parish in Canada. This 
is at present vacant and is served temporarily. The question before the district 
is how to adjust its relations with another synod that has a small congregation 
in the neighboring city. 

At Staples a firie church has been erected. In Wadena a sizeable basement, 
36x60, has been finished and the congregation is enthusiastic and interested in 
the work. 

Several of the mission parishes have secured parsonages for their pastors, 
which makes living conditions better and more acceptable for the pastor and his 
family. 

The pastors are giving faithful and loyal service to the cause of the kingdom. 
‘While in some parts of that north country there will not be large congregations, 
there will be vigorous and healthy growth from time to time as opportunity is 
given. 


SOUTHERN MINNESOTA DISTRICT 


In a brief report from the Southern Minnesota District it is noted that this 
year regular work is begun at St. Anthony Park, with the organization of a 
congregation outside the Seminary. Rev. J. M. Langemo was installed as pastor 
on February 13th. He is also. to have charge of the student work at the Agri- 
cultural College Campus. 

According to the resolution of the District, the Home Mission Committee 
has called Rev. C. K. Solberg as evangelist at a salary of $1,800 a year. 

According to resolution of last year by the Board, the Southern Minnesota 
District was relieved of the expense of the Deaf, Mute and Blind Mission at 
Faribault, which this past year has been charged to the general expenses of the 
Board. 

As mentioned before, the question of intersynodical relations will especially 
make itself felt in a district like Southern Minnesota. It is one of the difficulties 
we face, that we can not indiscriminately go in and establish home mission 
work as in years past. In some cases it may hamper our work. But under any 
circumstance it will take understanding and wisdom, both by district presidents 
and home mission committees, to meet this new situation which has arisen 
through Lutheran comity. At the same time there is another side to this situation, 
as to how far we are justified in keeping out of fields where work, especially 
among our own people, is being neglected. Because of the intermingling of all 
these groups, Southern Minnesota District will probably have as difficult a situa- 
tion to face in this matter as any of the districts. 


EASTERN DISTRICT 


The Eastern District contains some of the largest cities in our entire field; 
cities like New York, Chicago, Milwaukee and a great number of others where 
the population runs into the hundred thousands. It requires understanding and 
a study of the field, which is different from the small town and the rural situation, 
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It is easy to misjudge and to make a mistake one way or the other. For that 
reason, constant attention is necessary and careful study of every field as to 
where work shall be conducted or begun. 

The new District President, Dr. Martin Anderson, was installed in his office 
on September 19, 1937, and has been actively engaged in the work since that time. 
He is making his present headquarters and residence in Chicago. 

In this district we have missions in Chicago, Milwaukee and New York, as 
well as in some of the smaller cities. A new mission has been begun at Sandwich, 
Ill., where Rev. Ariel Molldrem has been engaged temporarily. Another mission 
was begun in Evansville, Wis., which bears all the earmarks of being a wise choice 
and the work is going forward. An Episcopal Church has been purchased at a 
very low figure and the congregation is growing under the leadership of Rev. 
Theodore Heimarck.

CHURCH EXTENSION 


During the past year a great deal of attention has been given to the Church 
Extension Fund. In nearly every case Mr. Nasby has given personal attention to 
the individual loans now outstanding. He has visited a number of congregations 
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and met with the Board of Trustees. As a result of his careful attention to this 
department of our work we have collected in payments on the principal loans 
the sum of $33,165.49 and in interest through settlements and payments in full 
of interest the sum of $4,612.48, making a total collected in interest and capital 
payments during the year of $37,777.97. Because of this income it has been 
possible to pay out as loans to congregations for churches and parsonages the 
sum of $37,200.00, which is a larger amount than has been paid out for this purpose 
in a number of years. When it is considered that no money has been received 
in contributions from the congregations but simply through collections and 
careful attention to interest, this is indeed a remarkable record. Mr. Nasby should 
be given a great deal of credit for the manner in which he has handled this 
situation for us. 


Nearly every loan has now become alive, either by the payment of sums on 
the principal, renewal or payment of interest. A different picture is presented 
from that of three or four years ago,

THE BUDGET 


During the year 1937 the amount of $198,822.59 has been received from our 
congregations and interest on endowments for Home Missions. Of this amount 
the sum of $165,704.52 has been expended in the work, including support of 
mission congregations, institutions, office expenses and pro-rated amounts, leav- 
ing a net balance of $33,118.07. Out of this sum a first mortgage of $17,000 against 
the Norway House, held by a Brooklyn Bank, drawing 5%% interest, has been 
paid. The payment of this sum wipes out an interest payment of $900 a year and 
decreases the amount necessary for us to forward to that institution for its main- 
tenance in the coming years. The sum has been fairly low as it is, since we wiped 
out the second mortgage or commitment held by the treasurer of the church and 
which also drew interest. 


Another item that has been paid is the $10,000 loan on the Ketchikan Fisher- 
men’s and Seamen’s Institute. The payment of these two items brings about a 
saving of $2,000 in expenses for the Home Mission Treasury. Realizing what 
these items amount to in a few years, it can readily be seen that this is the wisest 
procedure, when it is possible to make these payments. 


The net budget deficit charged to Home Missions from 1927 to 1936 was re- 
ported on January 31, 1937, as $120,312.96, which means approximately an 
interest item of $5,000.00. Any surplus that we will have in the coming years will 
reduce this interest item. It will be evident to every member of the church that if 
this deficit could be taken care of there would be practically an added income 
of $5,000.00 a year to the Home Mission treasury. 

In addition to the above budget deficit we, of course, also have our share in 
the payment of interest and otherwise of the old deficit which has been pooled, 
namely $231,594.40. 

When we study the figures, showing, with the exception of 1917, a deficit 
in Home Missions every year of all the way from $5,000, $40,000, $44,000, $36,000 
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and in 1932 of $78,000; it is an encouragement to note that since 1933 there has 
been no deficit in this department. In addition, we have taken care of the large 
advances that were charged against Home Missions and paid off $46,916.77 on 
the deficit. It is to the credit of the Board, as well as the Districts, that we have 
been able to do this, 


LEGACIES 


Every year there are men and women who remember the work of Home Mis- 
sions in their wills and testaments. It is indeed both encouraging and touching in 
this way to be reminded of the loyalty to Christ and interest in His Kingdom, 
evidenced by these gifts from year to year. We thank God for the examples of 
the lives of these brethren and we pray that their memory may be blessed, not 
only to those who were nearest to them but that it will be a blessing in the work 
of the church through these very gifts. The following are the gifts of legacies 
received during the biennium:

IMMIGRANT AND SEAMEN’S MISSIONS 


The Norwegian Lutheran Immigrant Mission conducted at Norway House 
and Hospice, Brooklyn, N. Y., has been under the care of Rev. A. Edwards as 
superintendent. In his report he calls attention to’ the fact that the income has 
increased during this last year. The midweek devotional meetings are well attended 
and serve to emphasize the spiritual side of the work, which we believe should 
come first. Many have expressed their thanks that the church has such a home 
in the heart of this great metropolitan area. 

The financial statement from January lst to December 31st, shows that the 
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income was $6,882.18, of which the Norwegian Lutheran Church contributed 
$934.00. The expenses were $6,706.33, leaving a net balance for the year’s opera- 
tion of $175.85. When it is recalled what this mission cost us some years ago, 
we have reason to be thankful both to Rev. Edwards and the committee for the 
care with which they are conducting this work for us at present. 


KETCHIKAN SEAMEN’S HOME 


In his report Rev. O. Fosso states, “financially we are doing very well. The 
home is in good condition. The building was painted last summer and looks 
attractive. The reading room and the hotel are patronized by the fishermen. I do 
not know what the boys would do during the winter months if it were not for the 
mission. There are many who appreciate the Christian atmosphere in the mission 
and on this account make it their home. We are fortunate in having good 
Christian workers in Mr. and Mrs. Knutzen, who, whenever the opportunity 
is given, speak to the men about their souls’ salvation. Besides visiting the Home 
once and twice daily to look after the work, I conduct meetings there once a 
week. The income for the year was $5,882.94 and the expenses totaled the same.” 


SAN FRANCISCO SEAMEN’S MISSION 


Dr. A. H. Thorsen reports that it has been a good year for the mission. They 
have received $15,268.40 for deposit for sailors and paid out $14,160.99, and sent to 
the homeland $7,440.76. 4264 men have been present at the different meetings 
held. 143 sick visits and 94 ships have been visited. Several festival occasions 
have been conducted, such as 17th of May, Thanksgiving and Christmas. No 
financial statement has been received at this time but the appropriation that we 
have sent them, according to the resolution of the Board, is $3,000.00. 


SEATTLE SEAMEN’S MISSION 


The Seattle Seamen’s Mission reports that 185,162 visits have been made 
by seafaring men to the reading room. 204 services have been held, with an 
average of 32 at each service, or a total of 6,679 in attendance. 23,888 pieces of 
mail have been received for seamen, about one-fourth of this had to be for- 
warded to men in various ports. 12 missing seamen have been located and brought 
in contact with their loved ones. Through voluntary gifts 400 seamen were given 
Christmas presents and also a Christmas dinner to about 300 seamen. This mis- 
sion has been a great blessing to seafaring men, both spiritually and physically. - 
There have been regular visits to ships and to seamen at the Marine and other 
thospitals. Continued definite and personal work has been done in this respect 
throughout the biennium. 

In the statement of income and expenses the total expenses were $20,700.72, 
and the total receipts $20,572.72, making a net loss of $128.00 for the year. De- 
ducting from the cash balance at the beginning of the year, which was $1,232.95, 
leaves still a balance of $1,104.95 in the conduct of this mission. Our church has 
appropriated $6,000.00 a year for this mission, of which $3,000.00 a year now is 
paid directly to the treasurer of the church in payment of the interest and 
principal on the first mortgage. 


LUTHERAN BROTHERHOOD HOME, BREMERTON 


This home is conducted by Rev. Theo. Hokenstad as secretary and Mrs. Clara 
R. Hokenstad as house mother. During the past year the Home has had an 
income of $3,322.25 and the total operating expenses were $3,311.62. They received 
$400.00 from the community fund of that city, which is used for direct local 
work. The secretary in charge of this Home is also pastor of the local congrega- 
tion and of a small country church fourteen miles away. Due to changing condi- 
tions the work is never the same from year to year. The number of service men 
changes every six or twelve weeks, making the work among navy men quite 
individual and personal. The house mother’s own correspondence is an impor- 
tant link in holding and bringing the boys back home. A part of the work is the 
teaching and training for home and motherhood carried on among the wives and 
children of the sailors who come to the port. This group is designated as the 
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“Service Men’s Wives’ Club.” As a direct result of this work, one service man’s 
wife is now enrolled in the pastor’s adult confirmation class. 


ALASKA MISSION 


Work during the past year has been carried on.at the three mission stations, 
at Shishmaref by the Rev. Elmer H. Dahle and his wife; at Teller by the Rey. 
O. E. Skavlan and wife; and at Igloo by Rev. S. S. Klyve and wife. They report 
health conditions as good and the usual missionary work carried on among adults 
and children. Vacation Bible Schools have been held. For the Shishmaref sta- 
tion the following statistical items might be noted: Baptisms, 19; marriages, 6; 
funerals, 4; communion services, 6; communicants, 140. 

Rev. Dahle states that the mission boxes sent during the year supplied a real 
need in many Eskimo homes. There has been general poverty, particularly with 
respect to clothes for children. A great service was done in relieving this need 
and the whole village was made happy with Christmas gifts. Thanks to all the 
givers. 

Rey. Klyve writes about the work and conditions in Igloo. He says the back- 
ground of the work is somewhat abnormal. ‘There is no Sunday observance 
among the whites and no respect for religion. The public schools are of a nega- 
tive influence as far as religion goes. The natives are so few, so dependent and 
so little grounded in the gospel that it is not easy for them to stand up for their 
faith. In spite of such background, the good seed has fallen into good ground 
and borne fruit unto eternal life. Last year there were three grandmothers who 
made the good confession and died in the faith. The Eskimos live a hand to mouth 
existence and excuse themselves by saying, ‘We have hardly enough to live 
ourselves, let alone to give.’ Still, we have had the church heated by native wood 
and firing. Two offerings have been received, Thanksgiving day and Easter— 
the first to local needy and the second for Sunday school and foreign missions. 
There have been extreme cases calling for help, five orphan children and a 
family of twelve with the father sick and helpless. Living standards are low here 
with poorly fed and poorly clad children. It will be impossible to raise the 
standards of living through gifts.”” He gives the following statistical report: 
Six baptisms, 1 wedding, 4 communion services, 48 Sunday morning services, 36 
Sunday school services, 38 Thursday evening meetings with talks on the Cate- 
chism, 30 confirmand recitations, 12 translation classes, 20 evening meetings at 
Teller, 8 confirmed, 7 funerals, 132 communicants, 38 Sunday evening services, 
34 teachers’ meetings, 18 women’s meetings, 12 trips to camps., 

This year Rev. and Mrs. O. E. Skavlan are coming home. The Board is 
transferring Rev. Klyve from Igloo to Teller. Miss Helen Frost has been called 
to take up the work at Igloo. Rev. Skavlan reports during the year 10 baptisms, 
5 communion services with 164 communicants, and 5 funerals. 


LUTHERAN DAUGHTERS OF THE REFORMATION 


It might be well to mention in this connection that the Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation has taken care of the maintenance of the Shishmaref station. 
Our thanks are due this organization for its continued willingness to carry this 
part of the work. 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


Superintendent E. W. Sihler has submitted his annual report in which he 
states that he has conducted 96 regular Sunday services in the Indian Church 
and the chapel at Tigerton. “Besides the regular services, there were held twenty 
Lenten and special services. The mission workers have appeared 60 times, speak- 
ing or preaching for congregations or societies. The workers made 325 calls on 
Indians. I have performed 7 baptisms, conducted 9 funerals and married 2 
couples. I was able to do more calling in 1937 than in 1936, but not by far as much 
as I would like. These calls vary greatly in nature, being anything from a sick 
call to helping wash dishes in a home where the mother has recently died and 
left a number of children. An Indian missionary must be ready to do anything 
and everything. If material details did not take so much time there would be 
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more for spiritual things. It is also natural that one becomes more involved in the 
people’s trouble and sometimes family difficulties as one gets to know them better. 

_ “Miss Frost has faithfully kept up her Ladies’ Aid meetings and Sewing 
Circle meetings with the women at Tigerton and at the settlement. Meetings are 
held regularly with the exception of a few months during the summer. 

“So far no congregation has been organized but I hope one will be before the 
year 1s out. 

“The Christian summer boarding school held its second session in June, 1937. 
Ninety-one children and young people attended. A Bible class was added for 
confirmed young Indians. Not only local children attended but there were 13 chil- 
dren from the Wisconsin Rapids and LaCrosse territories. The children from the 
settlement were transported daily by cars. Twelve volunteer workers and teachers 
assisted and the work was far easier than the year before because of ample help. 
The cost for the month came to $950.00, which is $100 more than in 1936. This 
increase was due to 25 more children attending, traveling expenses for six ad- 
ditional workers, and a $10 bonus voted by the Bethany Indian Mission committee 
for each volunteer worker. One girl became ill and had to be hospitalized. 

“We are continuing the Saturday school this year as last. It serves the same 
purpose as a Sunday school, plus giving the children an opportunity to develop 
in sewing and manual training. We have organized the children into a Junior 
Choir to sing at church services... . 

“The local committee deserves a great deal of credit for the care with which 
it has supervised the work of the mission. The committee has carefully scru- 
tinized all expenses and projects and thus safeguarded, with the cooperation of 
the superintendent, the financial situation at the institution. 


DEAF, MUTE AND BLIND MISSION 


According to resolution by the Board last year, the mission among the Deaf, 
Mute and Blind was placed as a general item under the care of the Board and 
transferred from the Southern Minnesota District. Rev. H. O. Bjorlie of Fari- 
bault reports on the work. He has traveled 17,000 miles by train and auto. “The 
regular field consists of 12 preaching places:- Faribault, Minn., Iowa, Nebr., So. 
Dak., North Dakota Schools for deaf, Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth, Minn., 
and four deaf and blind at Stoughton, Wis. A week was spent in preparing and 
confirming, baptizing and giving Holy Communion among the deaf at Silverton, 
Ore. Wisconsin has been contacted. At Faribault 241 services, with periods of 
instruction, have been given among the deaf, in signs and orally among the blind, 
and among the feebleminded children (numbering 1,000) of the State School and 
Colony at Faribault. This covers 1,300 in Faribault, of Minnesota’s handicapped.” 
He has made 9 trips to the Iowa State School for the Deaf, where there are over 
300 deaf in the school; 9 trips to the Nebraska School, where there are almost 
200 deaf; 5 trips to South Dakota, where the work is already established. At 
the invitation of the Iowa school authorities he introduced the new Sunday school 
course for adults or older students. This has been introduced in all the schools 
mentioned above and in homes reached by mail. He has received a number of 
requests but from the nature of the situation he is not able to cover any more 
territory than he does. The work seems to be progressing and is bearing blessed 
fruits among these our unfortunate brethren. 


EVANGELISTS 


The two evangelists, Rev. T. Tjornhom and Mr. E. L. Scotvold, have sent in 
reports. Rev. Tjornhom states that he has conducted 202 English and 26 
Norwegian meetings in 32 parishes, speaking at Ladies’ Aids, Sunday schools 
and high schools, besides teaching in Bible Camps. He expresses his appreciation 
and thankfulness for being permitted to continue in this work. 

Mr. Scotvold states he has conducted 288 meetings in 47 congregations, of 
which 270 were in English and 18 in Norwegian. He also attended three Bible 
Camps and a consecration week at Luther Serhinary. The meetings have all been 
well attended and fine cooperation has been received from pastors and congre- 
gations. He looks back on the work with gratitude to God, our church and the 
Board of Home Missions for the part that has been assigned him in the vineyard. 
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BOOK MISSION 


A report has been received from the Book Mission, Rev. Olaf Guldseth, sec- 
retary. In it he calls attention to the tracts and booklets printed. In 1936, 155,000 
tracts were printed and in 1937, 310,000 copies of tracts and 40,000 booklets were 
printed. This is a work that should be carried on. Often the printed page reatches 
many that can not be reached in any other way. 

As we again review a year of work, our hearts turn in gratitude and thanks 
to Almighty God, our Heavenly Father in Jesus Christ, that we have been per- 
mitted to be co-laborers with Him in this great and wonderful work of ex- 
tending the Kingdom of-Christ on earth. May we ever remember this, not 
only in our interest and consideration, but in our personal prayers from time 
to time as the Holy Spirit brings it to our mind. May God Bless the Home 
Mission work of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America richly in the 
years to come as He has in the years that are past. 


DR. C. S. B. HOEL 


On May 11th the Rev. C. S. B. Hoel, D.D., for many years Executive Sec- 
retary of the Home Mission Board, passed away at his home in Seattle, Wash. 
During the last four years he served as Superintendent of the Seamen’s Mission 
in Seattle. He will be remembered by many of the home mission pastors for his 
friendly and encouraging attitude and help in their work. He was whole heart- 
edly and earnestly interested in the cause of Home Missions and did a great deal 
to create interest among our people in this fundamental and necessary work of 
the Church. His last years were years of suffering, on account of a serious ill- 
ness, but now he is at rest. We extend to his family and many friends in their 
bereavement the sincere sympathy of the Board of Home Missions.

RESOLUTIONS 


The Board of Home Missions reports the following resolutions to be sub- 
mitted to the general convention of the church: ; 

1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in convention assembled, 
thanks God our Heavenly Father for the opportunities He has given us also in 
the past biennium to continue the work of Home Missions. We pray that He 
may keep us mindful of and help us to*see “the fields white unto harvest” in 
the United States and in Canada; give us the courage, the will and the ability to 
-enter the open doors before us and bring the Gospel of Jesus Christ to as many 
as possible of the unchurched masses of this country. 

2. We commend and thank our congregations for the support given to Home 
Missions, by which alone it has been possible to continue and to some extent 
expand this blessed and important work for the building and strengthening of 
the Church of Christ among us. ; 

3. The church also desires to express appreciation of the faithful and con- 
secrated work of our many Home Mission pastors who often labor in large 
and difficult fields under the handicap of small incomes and under circum- 
stances which try their faith and courage. We also express appreciation of the 
work done by the various Home Mission Committees which guide the work 
in the respective districts, 

4. The church desires to speak a word of* encouragement, particularly to 
the pastors and congregations in the districts, that in recent years have suf- 
fered so much on account of drought and resultant crop failures. We pray God 
to strengthen the faith of pastors and congregation alike, urge them to con- 
tinue in spite of difficulties, and earnestly plead with our congregations in the 
favored areas to express their gratitude to God for blessings received by con- 
tinued generous support of the church’s Home Mission program. 

5. The church desires to express appreciation of the fact that several Home 
Mission parishes have during the past biennium become self-supporting, and 
would encourage all Home Mission parishes to strive to become self-supporting 
as soon as possible, thus releasing Home Mission funds for work in new fields. 
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6. The church in convention assembled thanks God for the opportunity given 
during the past biennium in the work of the respective home mission institutions, 
We are mindful of the many difficulties that our representatives face in this 
type of work and we assure them of our interest and our prayers on their be- 
half, as the representatives of the church in this field of mission activity. 

7. To our faithful and consecrated workers in the Bethany Indian Mission, 
the Eskimo Mission and in the Mission to the Deaf, Mute and Blind we express 
our gratitude and thanks. We urge our people to remember these activities in 
their interest and in their prayers. 

8. The Book Mission of our church is again commended to our people, not Me 
only in the matters of gifts of money, which are needed to carry on this work, 
but also in making use of this agency to distribute the Word of God and the 
message of salvation. 

9. We note with understanding the report of our Evangelists, that they have 
been permitted to continue the work with blessed results during the past bien- 
nium. May God give them the strength and grace to work while it is day in 
their chosen field. 

10. The church desires to thank Dr. J. R. Lavik and express appreciation of 
the work done by him during the past two years as president of the Canada 
District. We also desire to express appreciation and thanks to his congrega- 
tion for so generously releasing him for this work. 

11. In view of the many difficulties connected with securing an adequate 
supply of qualified pastors for Canada from the States, and in view also of the 
importance of securing as many pastors as possible of Canadian background for 
the work in Canada, the church endorses in general the plan of the School 
Committee of the Canada District, approved by the last convention of the Canada 
District, and hereby gives its approval to the establishing of a theological semi- 
nary for our Church in Canada at the earliest time found feasible by the Canada. 
District and the Board of Home Missions. To make the proposed Seminary 
possible the convention votes an annual appropriation of $7,000.00 within the 
Home Mission Budget for the purpose of establishing this Seminary. 

12. The church expresses its appreciation of the generous cooperation of 
the Canadian Customs Office in Ottawa for facilitating the shipment of cloth- 
ing to the drought stricken areas in Canada, and to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for transporting these shipments free of charge. The Church instructs 
the Secretary of the Church to express this appreciation in letters to the proper 
officials of the Canadian Customs Office and the Canadian Pacific Railway. ———— 

The church expresses its appreciation to our congregations in the States for 
the manner in which they responded to the call for gifts to relieve the needs 
of our brothers and sisters in Canada and the stricken areas in the States. 

13. The church expresses appreciation of the progress that has been made 
in the handling of the Church Extension Fund. The church notes that during 
the past fiscal year $33,165.49 has been received in payments on principal and 
$4,612.48 in payment of interest on loans, and that arrangements have been made 
whereby practically all congregations having loans are now not only paying 
the required interest of one per cent, but are also making regular installment 
payments on the loans themselves. We commend the work done by Mr. C. L. 
Nasby to make these arrangements possible, and the fine spirit of cooperation 
with which he has in most cases been met by congregations having loans from 
the Church Extension Fund. We note with joy and thanks to God that the 
collections on principal and interest have made it possible during the past year 
to make new loans to congregations for churches and parsonages in the sum 
of $37,200.00. 

14. The church notes with joy and thanks to God and the donors that during 
the past biennium legacies aggregating $20,209.02 have been received for Home 
Missions. We heartily commend the practice of remembering Home Missions 
and the other activities of the church through legacies and trust that an increasing 
number of the members of our church will also in this manner express their 
thanks to God for material and spiritual blessings received.

The world is torn by war and hatred, nations are in anguish, men’s hearts 
fail them; but the Gospel message is still sounded. The banners of the King 
advance, His Kingdom is extended. 


THE MISSION FIELDS 


CHINA 


July 7, 1937 will go down in history as the date of the beginning of the terrible 
war in China, which, though undeclared, rages with horrible bitterness. On that 
date the trouble started near the Marco Polo Bridge in Hopei which led later to 
the bloody scenes of Shanghai, Hangchow, Nanking, Wuhu, Shantung. The 
struggle continues unabated, the damage done is well nigh irreparable, the loss 
of life is enormous. 

Many missions working in North and East China have suffered great 
losses in property, and the work has been greatly hampered for shorter or 
longer periods. 

Our field in Honan and Hupeh has so far escaped becoming a battlefield, al- 
though several towns on the field have been bombed, some, especially Fancheng, 
repeatedly. The missionaries have remained at their stations and are rendering 
inestimable service to the Chinese both spiritually and physically. Thousands of 
wounded and destitute refugees have crowded the mission stations. 

The American School (for Missionaries’ children) moved from Kinkungshan 
to Hongkong in January. This was done partly because of the military situation 
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but mostly because parts of Honan were greatly threatened by bandits during 
the autumn and early winter. The latest reports from the field indicate that the 
Government has taken vigorous measures against the brigands, and the danger 
*is over at least temporarily. 

Since the arrival of the American School at Hongkong the school has been 
located on Cheung Chau Island, where the work is continuing. 


Prayers needed. 


noe pray that the terrible war may soon cease, and that the Kingdom may not 
suffer, 

In such times of stress and anxiety it is not easy to carry on the work, but 
hitherto God has wonderfully preserved our missionaries on the field, Several 
Native workers were captured by bandits, but most of them managed to escape. 
However, Pastor Li Heng-peh of Fancheng was taken captive in January a 
short distance from Fancheng and has not since been heard from. He was the son 
of our veteran pastor Li Chi-wu. The father was not strong, and the shock of 
his son’s being taken captive proved too much, he passed away in April. These 
two, tather and son, have done very good work in Fancheng and vicinity and 
they will be much missed. 


Return of Missionaries 


Due to the trouble in China the missionaries who were to return to that field 
after regular furlough last year were not able to do so. Latest information from 
the field states that conditions are favorable and advises the return of the fur- 
loughed missionaries this year. 

Two of our workers in China—Miss Olive Hodnefield and Miss Marie An- 
derson—have reached the age of retirement. We thank God for the long and 
active day of labor granted these servants of the Lord. 

The Lutheran Church of China met in convention at Loyang, Honan, June 
13-18, 1937. It was the sixth General Assembly of this church in which ten mis- 
sions cooperate, and which has a baptized membership of 36,141 and 11,323 cate- 
chumens. 

The Central China Union Lutheran Seminary at Shekow, Hupeh, began the 
scnool year last autumn with the largest number of students in the history of 
the school (47). In spite of repeated bombing of Hankow, only 10 miles away, 
the school has continued through the school year although the number of stu- 
dents was much reduced in the winter. 

The Lutheran Home and Agency, Hankow, has had a good year. Hankow be- 
came the provisional capital of China when Nanking fell in December, and many 
members of the government moved to this inland city. The importance of Han- 
kow is thus even greater than before. 

The terrible drama now witnessed in the Far East may portend tremendous 
changes in the world. We witness unspeakable misery. Millions of destitute 
people are on the march not knowing whither they are going, behind them lie 
ruined towns, charred remnants of homes destroyed by the greed of militarism. 
These losses are tremendous, but they can be calculated and their cost in dollars 
and cents can be estimated. But the intense suffering of war-harassed humanity 
cannot be thus estimated. There is a clash of spiritual forces which the Church 
must be aware of. Against the forces of darkness spiritual weapons only will pre- 
vail. Let the Church of Christ throughout the world unite in solemn supplica- 
tion to Almighty God that His Kingdom may come, that His will may be done 
on earth as it is done in Heaven. 


MADAGASCAR 


Our Madagascar mission celebrates this year its 50th anniversary. Fifty years 
ago our first missionary, the Rev. J. P. Hogstad, arrived at Fort Dauphin. We 
are deeply thankful to God who has prospered the work so wonderfully during 
these fifty years, and we pray that the jubilee year may mean a great advance 
for Christ on our field in Madagascar. Dr, M. J. Stolee will represent the Board 
of Foreign Missions at the festivities there. Dr, and Mrs. Stolee arrived at Fort 
Dauphin, May 12th. We hope that the President of our Church may be able to 
go to Madagascar as the representative of the Home Church to the jubilee. 
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The Rev. C. Halvorson became Principal of the Manantantely Boys’ School 
at the beginning of 1937, succeeding the Rev. E. A. Rateaver, whose service in 
the, mission then terminated. The Rev. Chas. Jeannot was called to teach at the 
school, and was elected Principal in 1938, upon Rev. Halvorson’s being stationed 
at Manafiafy. 

The Rev. K. F. Braaten was elected superintendent in 1937, succeeding the 
Rev. O. P. Stavaas who left on furlough. 

The Rev. B. M. Schroder came home in the autumn of 1937 broken down in 
health. His condition was serious, but we are glad to know that he is now much 
improyed. 

The new missionaries, the Rev. and Mrs. K. L. Norlie, were placed at Mana- 
fiafy upon their arrival on the field but were later stationed at Tsivory which was 
left vacant when Rey. Chr. Pederson left on furlough. 

The Bible School at Ambovombe at last got a principal who could give his 
whole time to the school when the Rev. O. L. Hofstad moved to Ambovombe at 
the beginning of the year (1937). 

The reports from the field show steady progress of the work, and great oppor- 
tunities facing the mission. 

The Inter-Lutheran Conference was held in Fort Dauphin August 27-30, 
1936. Representatives from the various Lutheran fields in Madagascar were 
present. 

The Union Lutheran Theological Seminary at Ivory received a third white 
teacher, when the Rev. F. Birkelie was stationed there by the Norwegian Mission- 
ary Society in 1937. 

Dr. Melvin Helland of the Lutheran Free Church will teach at Ivory during 
Dr. Nesdal’s furlough 1938-1939. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


A severe drought was experienced in many parts of South Africa in 1937. 
Hardships of this kind often tend to hamper the work, but reports indicate that 
the work has gone forward, and that the opportunities which the missions have 
enjoyed for several years in that country still remain. 

Theological College. The Cooperating Lutheran Missions in Natal elected the 
Rev. J. E. Farup principal of the Oscarsberg Theological College in 1937. Rev. 
Farup was then on his furlough in this country. He was granted an extension 
of his furlough and spent a few months studying at Menighetsfakultetet, Oslo. 
He also visited the headquarters of the other Cooperating Missions—Uppsala, 
Stavanger and Berlin. The Oscarsberg Theological College opened again on 
March 10th. (1938), after having been closed since 1931, Fifteen students reported 
at the opening and two have since arrived. 

Hlabisa. As Rev. Farup’s moving to Oscarsberg left Hlabisa vacant, Dr. 
Astrup, who had been in charge of Hlabisa during Rev. Farup’s furlough was 
asked to continue in charge of that station, until a new missionary can be stationed 
there. 

The Evangelist School at Untunjambili closed when the principal, the Rev. 
Carl Otte, left on furlough in August. The school will remain closed until the 
Principal can return to the school. 

Luwamba. The Rey. Hjalmar Astrup, who since his arrival on the field in the 
autumn of 1936 has lived at Hlabisa, moved to Luwamba and was placed in charge 
of that station when the Rev. J. F. Ylvisaker left on furlough in March this year. 

Untunjambili. Mr. and Mrs. John A. Nelson returned to the field from fur- 
lough in the autumn of 1937. Mr. Nelson is in charge of the mission farm at 
Untunjambili. 

The Rev. Pernie C. Pederson was placed in charge of the Untunjambili 
Station and field in the beginning of 1937. 

The Cooperating Lutheran Missions. The four missions in Natal which for 
several years have worked together as the Cooperating Lutheran Missions in 
Natal are: The Berlin Mission, The Norwegian Mission Society, The Church of 
Sweden Mission and the American Lutheran Mission (Schreuder Mission). News. 
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just at hand from South Africa states that the Hermannsburg Mission also has 
joined in the cooperative work. It is a cause for rejoicing that the Lutheran Mis- 
sions working in South Africa join in cooperation, and it is to be hoped that the

Many 
mission meetings are held every year in various parts of the land. Our Lord’s 
Great Commission is stressed, and the need of heathen lands presented. A mission 
minded church is always-active, and her efforts are blessed. 

In expressing thanks for the love for the Master’s work so beautifully evidenced 
by contributions to His cause, we would not neglect to mention that many who no 
longer are with us on this earth remembered the work in their last will. These 
gifts speak the language of love even when the voices of the donors are no longer 
audible to our ears. Blessed be the memory of these friends. 

Literature. During the past biennium much mission literature has been pub- 
lished. 

The Foreign Mission Year Book, edited by the Mission Secretary, made its 
first appearance in 1936. Last year the Year Book for 1937 was published. This 
book brings concise reports from the work on all our mission fields and is richly 
illustrated. The 1938 Year Book will especially be devoted to Madagascar because 
of the fiftieth anniversary of our work in that field. 

“The Missionary,” our new mission paper, was started this year. The Rev. 
A. S. Burgess is the editor. This paper will be published each month, except 
during the months of July and August. Much valuable information about our 
mission work may be gotten from this fine paper. 

“Daily Prayers for Foreign Missions,” edited by the Rev. A. S. Burgess, is 
published twice a year. This little booklet is free. It contains the pictures of all 
our missionaries, and gives short Bible verses for each day in the month. 


Mission Films. The Rev. A. S. Burgess and A. W. Haugan have presented 
the mission cause by mission films as well as by the spoken word. We have now 
sets of films from all our mission fields, and some of the pictures, especially those 
taken by Rey. Burgess in China, are very good. This department is becoming very 
popular. 

Maps. There is a demand for maps of our mission fields. The Board has 
decided to publish a picture map of our South African field this year. This map 
will especially be suitable for Sunday Schools and Bible Classes. 


Conclusion. The Board wishes to record its sincere thanks to the Women’s 
Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, the Young 
People’s Luther League, the Lutheran Students’. Union and to all other friends 
who again have so generously supported the work by prayer and gifts. May God 
richly bless every cheerful giver. 

We also wish to thank the Schreuder Mission Committee in Norway for con- 
tinued support of that mission by prayer and contributions. 

The Board also wishes to extend to the missionaries on the field and home on 
furlough its sincere appreciation for faithful and devoted service. 

But above all we thank our Heavenly Father who so wonderfully has blessed 
the work. To Him be glory for ever and ever. To Him do we turn in humble 
petition as we face the future; “Let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us:

Article I, The Source of Authority 

Sec. 1. The conventions of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America 
subject to the Word of God and the 
confessions of the Lutheran Church 
constitute the supreme authority in all 
matters pertaining to the Foreign Mis- 
sions of the church. Such authority is 
exercised through the Board of For- 
eign Missions in conformity with the 
constitution of the church. 

Sec. 2. The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America conducts foreign 
mission work in the provinces of Ho- 
nan and Hupeh in China, fields for- 
merly occupied separately by foreign 
missions of the Hauge Synod, the 
United Church and the Norwegian 
Synod; on the Island of Madagascar; 
in South Africa, the mission known as 
the Schreuder Mission. Furthermore 
foreign missions shall be established 
and extended as the church by the 
grace of God may be able to do from 
time to time. 


Article II. The Board 


Sec. 3. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America shall consist of 
seven members. The President of the 
church shall be a member of this Board 
ex officio. Six members shall be elect- 
ed by the church for a term of six 
years, two at each Biennial Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall safeguard and advance the 
interests of the missions in conformity 
with the resolutions of the church, 

Sec. 5. The Board shall from its 
own membership elect a Chairman, a 
Vice Chairman, a Secretary, Assistant 
Secretary and all necessary commit- 
tees. The Board shall also appoint 
such Field Representatives as the work 
may require, define their activities, 
and determine their salaries. 
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(Latest Revision 1926) 
FIRST DIVISION 
THE WORK AT HOME 
Article I. The Church Body 


Sec. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America shall take over the 
foreign missions which hitherto have 
been operated separately by the 
Hauge’s Synod, the United Church, 
and the Norwegian Synod, in China, 
on the island of Madagascar, among 
Indian tribes of North America, and 
the Eskimos in Alaska, as also the sup- 
port given by the Norwegian Synod to 
the Schreuder Mission in South Africa. 
Furthermore, foreign missions shall be 
established and extended as the church 
body, by the Grace of God, may be able 
to do so from time to time. (Note; The 
mission to Indian tribes of North 
America and among the Eskimos in 
Alaska was transferred by resolution 
of the church body in 1919, to the 
Board of Home Missions.) Resolved 
1926. The church body takes over the 
Schreudes Mission. 

Sec. 2. The conventions of the 
church body, subject to the Word of 
God and the Confessions of the Lu- 
theran Church, constitute the supreme 
authority in all matters pertaining to 
the foreign missions of the church and 
they shall enact all resolutions regard- 
ing the operation of missions, in con- 
formity with the Constitution of the 
church body, either directly or through 
the Board of Foreign Missions. 


Article II. The Board of Foreign 
Missions 

Sec. 3. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America shall consist of 
seven members. The President of the 
church body shall be a member of this 
Board ex officio. Six members shall 
be elected by the church body for a 
term of six years. At the first election, 
three members shall be elected for a 
term of six years and three for a term 
of three years. Somewhat modified. 
See Report 1926. Page 303. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall safeguard and advance the 
interests of the missions in conform- 
ity with the resolutions of thé church 
body. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall from its own membership 
elect a Chairman, a Vice Chairman, a 
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Sec. 6. The Board shall appoint a 
Mission Secretary ‘for a term of six 
years who, under the instructions of 
the Board, shall constitute the con- 
necting link between the church and 
the foreign mission fields. The Board 
shall determine his salary. All official 
communications to be forwarded to 
the mission fields shall also be signed 
by the Chairman of the Board. 


Sec. 7. The Mission Secretary shall 
not be a member of the Board, but he 
is expected to be present at all meet- 
ings of the Board as an advisory mem- 
ber. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall forward a report of its ac- 
tivities to the General Convention of 
the church. 


Sec. 9. The Board is authorized to 
fill any vacancy occurring in its mem- 
bership; such appointee shall serve un- 
til the next convention of the church. 


Article III. Missionaries 


Sec. 10. All missionaries called by 
the church shall be thoroughly exam- 
ined, and, in the case of theological 
candidates, ordained, before they are 
sent out. They are at all times to re- 
gard themselves as messengers of God, 
sent forth by the church and to recog- 
nize the Word of God, the church and 
the Board of Foreign Missions as the 
supreme governing authority in all 
their missionary activities. It is the 
duty of the Board to get in contact 
with possible candidates for the work 
of missions, and in every instance to 
ascertain whether those who desire to 
be sent out in the service of Foreign 
Missions possess the necessary quali- 
fications. For this reason, the Board 
shall demand that all applications for 
appointment shall be accompanied by: 

a) Testimonials regarding Christian 
life and conduct, Christian experience, 
education, the ability to lead others, to 
learn foreign languages, to work to- 
gether with others, and, in general, re- 
garding such characteristics and quali- 
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Secretary and an Executive Commit- 
tee. The Board shall also appoint such 
officials as the work may require, de- 
fine their activities, and determine their 
salaries. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall appoint a 
Mission Secretary for a term of three 
years who, under the instructions of 
the Board, shall constitute the con- 
necting link between the church body 
and the foreign mission field. The 
Board shall determine his salary. All 
official communications to be for- 
warded to the mission fieid shall also 
be signed by the Chairman of the 
Board. 


Sec. 7. The Mission Secretary shall 
not be a member of the Board, but he 
is expected to be present at all meet- 
ings of the Board as an advisory mem- 
ber. 


Sec. 8. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall forward a report of its activ- 
ities to the annual meetings of the 
church body. 

Sec. 9. In case of a vacancy in the 
membership of the Board, the Board 
shall fill the vacancy until a new elec- 
tion can take place. Newly elected 
members of the Board shall qualify at 
the close of the meeting at which they 
have been elected. 


Article III. Mission Workers 


Sec. 10. All missionary workers sent 
out by the church body shall be 
thoroughly examined, properly called, 
and, in the case of theological candi- 
dates, ordained, before they are sent 
out. They are at all times to regard 
themselves as imessengers sent forth 
by the church and to recognize the 
church body and the Board of Foreign 
Missions as the supreme governing au- 
thority in all their missionary activ- 
ities. It is the duty of the Board to get 
in contact with possible candidates for 
the work of missions, and in every in- 
stance to ascertain whether those who 
desire to be sent out in the service of 
Foreign Missions possess the neces- 
sary qualifications. For this reason, the 
Board shall demand that all applica- 
tions for appointment shall be accom- 
panied by— 

a) Testimonials regarding Christian 
life and conduct; Christian experience; 
education; the ability to lead others; 
to learn foreign languages; to work to- 
gether with others, and, in general, re- 
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ties of the applicant as shall be of im- 
portance in passing upon the applica- 
tion; 

b) Certificate from 
physician. (No worker, wife or per- 
son engaged to be married, shall be 
sent out to the mission field whose 
state of health is not satisfactorily at- 
tested by a competent physician. A 
physician’s certificate may also be re- 
quired before a missionary, a wife, or 
an engaged person shall be permitted 
to return to the foreign field after a 
furlough.) 

~ Sec. 11. All missionaries shall be 

alled by the Board. The letter of call 
shall be signed by the Chairman and 
the Recording Secretary. In the case 
of missionary pastors, the letter of call 
shall be signed also by the President 
of the church. In the letter of call 
shall be included the regulations con- 
cerning salaries, furloughs, pensions 
and similar obligations assumed by 
the church toward the missionary sent 
out, also the obligations of the mis- 
sionaries toward the church, particu- 
larly as to their duty of complying 
with the Word of God and the Con- 
fessions of the church in their preach- 
ing, teaching and practice, as well as 
laboring in harmony with their fellow- 
workers in the mission fields and of 
governing themselves according to the 
rules and instructions adopted by the 
church, 

Sec. 12. Theological candidates called 
by the Board shall be ordained by the 
President of the church or by the per- 
son authorized by him to perform the 
ordination. In the case of pastors 
called to the foreign mission fields 
after their ordination, and in the case 
of women, and of men called to special 
work on the field for which ordination 
is not required, they shall be officially 
commissioned by the church at a spe- 
cial consecration service. 

Sec. 13. Salaries. (For Salary Scale 
see parallel column.) 

The Board is authorized to make 
such adjustments in the salaries as un- | 
foreseen conditions may necessitate. |

Explanatory Note 


Resolution adopted in 1932—see 1932 Ree 
port, page 346: 

“Be it resolved, that the following rec- 
ommendation from the Board of Foreign 
Missions be adopted: 

“‘In order to accomplish such a large 
reduction, the Board is obliged to recom- 
mend to the Church that the basic salary

garding such characteristics and qual- 
ities of the applicant as shall be of im- 
portance in passing upon the applica- 
tion; 

b) Certificate from a recognized 
physician. No worker, wife or person 
engaged to be married, shall be sent 
out to the mission field whose state of 
health is not satisfactorily attested by 
a competent physician. A physician’s 
certificate may also be required before 
a missionary, a wife, or an engaged 
person shall be permitted to return to 
the foreign field after a furlough. All 
such communications shall be treated 
as confidential by the Board of Foreign 
Missions. 

Sec. 11. All mission workers shall be 
called by the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions..'A letter of call, signed by the 
Chairman and the Secretary of the 
Board, shall be issued to all mission 
workers. In the case of missionary 
pastors, the letter of call shall be signed 
also by the President of the church 
body. In the letter of call shall be in- 
cluded the regulations concerning sal- 
aries, furloughs, pensions and similar 
obligations assumed by the church 
body toward the missionary sent out. 
In the letter of call shall also be in- 
cluded the obligations of the mission- 
aries toward the church body, particu- 
larly as to their duty of complying with 
God’s Word and the Confessions of the 
church in their preaching, teaching and 
practice, as also of laboring in har- 
mony with their fellow-workers in the 
mission fields and of governing them- 
selves according to the rules and in- 
structions adopted by the church body, 
either directly or through its Board of 
Foreign Missions. 

Sec. 12. Missionary pastors shall be 
ordained by the President of the 
church body or by the person or per- 
sons authorized by him to perform the 
rite of ordination. The ordination 
should take place under such condi- 
tions as shall serve to advance the 
cause of missions. 

Sec. 13. In the calling of deaconesses, 
the Board of Foreign Missions shall 
act in co-operation with the Govern- 
ing Board of the Deaconess Home. 

Sec. 14. During furloughs, all work- 
ers in the mission field shall be com- 
pensated according to the regulations 
applying to China. All traveling ex- 
penses directly to and from the mission 
field shall be defrayed by the Board. 
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of the missionaries on the three fields be 
reduced 10 per cent, beginning October 1, 
1932, to be in effect for the next biennium 
or as much of that time as the Board finds 
necessary.’ ” 


(Board Resolution, Feb. 8, 1933: “The 
big cut necessary to bring this year’s 
budget down to the sum fixed by the Board 
of Trustees was made along the following 
lines: a. A straight twenty per cent cut in 
missionaries’ regular salaries including the 
child grant and five-year increases... .’’) 


Sec. 14, All regularly called mis- 
sion workers, including wives, shall re- 
ceive free housing, travel in the service 
of the mission, instruction in languages 
(books not included), medical service 
and medicine in the case of illness or 
acciden 


Sec, 15. Furloughs. \ 


a) Upon the expiration. of ftie first 
seven years of work on ‘the field and 
after each succeeding period of seven 
years, a furlough shall be granted. The 
furlough period shall be one and one- 
half years, the time required for direct 
travel from and to the field not includ- 
ed. It is expected that part of the fur- 
lough will be devoted to study or 
deputation work. Should a missionary 
wish to spend the furlough where no 
deputation work can be done, the fur- 
lough period shall be one year. 

(Minor modifications both as to 
length of terny on the field and fur- 
lough period may be made by the 
Board as circumstances may require.) 

b) Missionaries on furlough shall 
have their home in one of the mission 
cottages provided by the church. In 
case none of these cottages is vacant 
proper house rent shall be paid for the 
furlough period. 


Sec, 16. Travel. 

a) All traveling expenses directly to 
and from the mission field shall be de- 
frayed by the Board. These expenses 
shall include tickets (railway, pullman 
and steamship) from the home base to 
mission station by most direct route, 
landing dues, passport and consular 
fees, unavoidable stays at hotels en- 
route, taxes on tickets, baggage 
charges within the amount of baggage 
allowance (such amount is determined 
by free allowance on steamship tickets 
from port of embarkation to nearest 
port to the field in the country to 
which the missionary is going). 

Normally when the prices on tickets 
do not vary much, the: traveling ex- 
penses shall be based on a fixed rate. 
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hile _on_ the mission field. y _ 


In the case of children above sixteen 
years of age, traveling expenses to the 
mission field shall be defrayed, as a 
rule, only when the individual con- 
cerned shall return to the field as a 
missionary worker. Missionaries on 
furlough shall have their home in one 
of the missionary cottages owned and 
provided by the church body. In case 
none of these cottages is vacant, a 
proper rental shall be paid to the mis- 
sionary on furlough. In case the mis- 
sionary shall decide to live elsewhere 
without the approval of the Board, the 
Board shall not be held responsible 
for his rental. 


Sec, 15. In case a missionary work- 
er during his or her furlough shall re- 
sign from the service without giving a 
reason approved by the Board, the pay- 
ment of the salary of such person shall 
immediately cease. 


Sec. 16. Upon the expiration of the 
first seven years of work, a furlough 


shall be granted to all missionary 
workers. China and South Africa, one 
year; Madagascar, one and a half 
years. Thereafter one year shall be 


granted for each period of seven years’ 
service in China and South Africa and 
one and one-half years for each period 
of seven years’ service in Madagascar. 
The time required for the direct travel 
home or out to the mission field shall 
not be included in the furlough. Mean- 
while, and as a rule, a substitute worker 
shall take over the work before the 
homeward journey is begun. In the 
case that a substitute cannot be secured 
immediately and the health of the mis- 
sionary concerned permits it, the Board 
after consultation with the superinten- 
dent of missions and the missionary 
worker concerned, may extend the 
term of service. On the other hand, the 
Board, or the conference, or, in case of 
emergency, the superintendent, may 
shorten the term of work for any mis- 
sionary worker, provided such proce- 
dure shall be found necessary. 

Sec. 17. The following salary regu- 
lations are hereby established for the 
missionary workers sent out by the 
church body to non-Christian lands.* 
See Report 1926, page 303. 


*This salary scale has been reduced 20 
per cent throughout since 1933. 
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b) In the case of children over six- 
teen years of age, traveling expenses 
will be allowed only to the U. S. A. 
The missionaries are urged to leave 
the children of that age in the home- 
land when returning to the field. 

Sec. 17. Resignation. 

a) In case a missionary shall resign 
during his or her furlough without 
giving a reason approved by the 
Board, the salary of such person shall 
cease immediately. 

b) Women mission workers who 
become engaged to be married during 
their service on the field shall continue 
in their service for a period of at least 
six months after the announcement of 
the engagement. 

c) In case a missionary leaves the 
service of the mission within four 
years after his or her entering upon 
the work without such reason or rea- 
sons as shall be approved by the 
Board, the expenditures which the 
church has made in said worker’s be- 
half (salary excepted) shall be refund- 
ed according to the following scale: 

After 1 year’s service—34 

After 2 years’ service—% 

After 3 years’ service—%4 

Sec. 18. Any pecuniary support 
which shall have been granted ‘future 
missionary workers shall be refunded 
in case the individual concerned does 
not enter into the foreign mission 
service of the church. : 

Sec. 19. Pensions. 
_ All missionaries eligible are expect- 
ed to be members of the regular Pen- 
sion Fund of the church, For the pur- 
pose of providing for missionaries who 
either on account of old age or physi- 
cal disability are compelled to leave 
the service, the sum of from one to 
five per cent of all mission contribu- 
tions received shall be set aside an- 
nually. 

The Board shall be authorized to 
work out an improved pension plan 
within the scope of the church’s au- 
thorization and to make it operative.

Married men, annual salary, $1,600; 
after five years of service, $1,650; 
after ten years of service, $1,700; 


after fifteene years of service, $1,750. 

Unmarried men, annual salary, $1,060; 
after five years, $1,100; after ten 
years of service, $1,140; after fifteen 
years of service, $1,180. 

Unmarried women, annual salary, $860; 
after five years of service, $890; after 
ten years of service, $920; after fif- 
teen years of service, $950. 


Madagascar and South Africa 


Married men, annual salary, $1,400; 
after five years of service, $1,450; 
after ten years of service, $1,500; 
after fifteen years of service, $1,550. 

Unmarried men, annual salary, $900; 
after five years of service, $940; after 
ten years of service, $980; after fifteen 
years of service, $1,020. 

Unmarried women, annual salary, $720; 
after five years of service, $750; after 
ten years of service, $780; after fifteen 
years of service, $810. 


A woman missionary who must 
maintain her own household shall re- 
ceive an addition of $50 to her regular 
salary. 

An average amount of $75 annually 
shall be allowed for each child under 
20 years of age, provided the said child 
shall continue its school attendance up 
to that age. 

Widowers with children occupied 
with regular missionary work shall re- 
ceive the same salary as does a married 
missionary. 

Widows with children shall receive 
the salary of a married missionary dur- 
ing the course of one year following 
the death of the husband. If, at a 
later date, she enters the missionary 
service, she shall receive the same sal- 
ary as does an unmarried woman mis- 
sionary, together with the above speci- 
fied addition to her salary for children. 

Childless widowers or widows who 
remain in the missionary service shall 
receive the salary of a married mission- 
ary during the period of one year after 
the death of the spouse. 

Medical missionaries shall receive 
the sum of $100 per annum for contin- 
gent expenses. 

The superintendents and the treas- 
urers in China and Madagascar shall 
each receive dn extra compensation of 
$100 per annum. To this was extended 
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South Africa in 1926, All office ex- 
penses shall be defrayed from the 
Mission Treasury. 

All missionary workers, furthermore, 
shall receive free housing, free travel in 
the service of the missions, free instruc- 
tion in languages (books not included), 
as also free medical service and medi- 
cines in the case of illness or accident 
while on the mission field. The wives 
of the missionaries shall also be granted 
free travel to the annual conference. 

Traveling expenses and equipment 
shall be granted by the Board. 

Salaries shall be reckoned from the 





_date on which the missionary workers 
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leave America on the direct route to 
their destination, 

Sec. 18. Any pecuniary support 
which shall have been granted future 
missionary workers shall be refunded 
in case the individual concerned does 
not enter into the foreign mission serv- 
ice of the church body. 

Sec. 19. In case a missionary worker 
leaves the missionfield of the church 
within four years after his or her en- 
trance upon the work, without such 
reason or reasons as shall be approved 
by the Board, all expenditures which 
the church body has made in his or her 
behalf shall be refunded, salary alone 
excepted. 

Sec. 20. Women mission workers 
who become engaged to be married 
during their service in the missionfield 
shall continue in their service for a 
period of at least six months after the 
announcement of the engagement. 

Sec. 21. All mission pastors, teach- 
ers and medical missionaries are ex- 
pected to be members of the regular 
Pension Fund of the church. For the 
purpose of providing for other mission 
workers who either on account of old 
age or physical weakness are com- 
pelled to leave the service, the sum of 
from one to five per cent of all mission 
contributions received shall be set aside 
annually. Such pensions shall be al- 
lowed in each individual case by the 
Board in accordance with the follow- 
ing rules: 

a) All male mission workers above 
sixty years of age who have been in 
the mission service at least twenty 
years, and.all who in the mission serv- 
ice have become incapacitated for 
work, shall receive up to $500 per an- 
num. 

b) Widows of mission workers who 
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Article IV. Missionaries’ Children 


Sec. 20. a) Up to the age of seven 
years, the missionaries shall provide 
for the training and education of their 
own children. For children above sev- 
en years of age, schools shall be estab- 
lished on the mission fields wherever 
the establishment of such schools is 
possible. The Board shall call the 
teachers, but the curriculum and con- 
duct of the schools shall be determined 
by the conference, together with the 
Board. When the schools are not in 
operation, the teachers shall serve in 
other missionary capacities as deter- 
mined by the conference. 

b) When the missionaries’ children 
attend the regular schools in the coun- 
try in which the mission works, a 
home for such children shall be estab- 
lished by the mission when possible. 

c) When neither establishment of a 
school for the missionaries’ children 
nor the establishment of a home where 
the children may live while attending 
the schools of the country is feasible, 
a school grant shall be allowed for 
each child of school age. 


Article YV. Mission Contributions 

Sec. 21. All mission contributions 
shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of 
the church and shall be disbursed ac- 
cording to the direction of the Board. 


Article VI. Publicity 
Sec. 22. a) Mission meetings, with 
offerings to foreign missions, shall be 
held annually. Arrangements for these 
meetings shall be made by the Board. 
At all conventions of the church, 
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have died in the mission service, as 
long as they shall remain unmarried, 
shall receive up to $500 per annum. 

c) Parentless children under twenty 
years of age, whose father or mother 
was entitled to a pension, and who 
shall attend school, shall receive up to 
$150 per annum each. However, the 
total amount paid to children in the 
same family shall in no case exceed 
$500 per annum, 

d) Unmarried women above sixty 
years of age or such women as shall 
have lost their health in the mission 
service, shall receive up to $400 an- 
nually, but only so long as they shall 
remain unmarried or until they shall 
enter upon a remunerative occupation. 


Article IV. Mission Workers’ 
Children 


Sec. 22. Up to the age of seven 
years, the missionaries shall provide 
for the training and education of their 
own children. For the children above 
seven years of age, schools shall be 
established in the missionfields wher- 
ever the establishment of such schools 
is possible. The Board shall call and 
render compensation to the teachers, 
but the curriculum and conduct of the 
schools shall be determined by the con- 
ference, together with the Board. 
When the schools are not in operation, 
the teachers shall serve in other mis- 
sionary capacities, as determined by 
the conference. 


Article V. Mission Contributions 

Sec. 23. All mission contributions 
shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of 
the church body, and shall be disbursed 
by the Board, in order to secure the 
equable distribution of the mission 
funds. i 


Article VI. Mission Meetings and 
Literature 
Sec. 24. Mission meetings, with of- 
ferings to foreign missions, shall be 
held annually. Arrangements for these 
meetings shall be made by the Board. 
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mission services shall be held, or mis- 
sion lectures delivered, 

b) The Board shall arrange to be 
represented at the various district 
meetings, circuit meetings and young 
people’s conventions either by one of 
its representatives or some other way 
in order that the cause of missions may 
be presented. 

c) Mission interest within the church 
shall be stimulated by mission litera- 
ture, mission films, and radio broad- 
casts. 


SECOND DIVISION 


THE FOREIGN FIELD 
Article VII. The Work of Missions 


Sec. 23. In the mission field the 
Word of God shall be preached, in- 
struction given, and the Sacraments 
administered in accordance with the 
canonical books of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures and the Confessions of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church. The ecclesi- 
astical functions are to be performed 
as nearly as possible in accordance 
with the ritual of the church of Nor- 
way, modified, however, as at present 
commonly used among us. 

Sec. 24. Besides the public preach- 
ing of the Word of God and the cate- 
chetical instruction, particular impor- 
tance shall be given to personal work, 
and only when the missionary is con- 
vinced that the Word has borne fruit 
in genuine conversion shall the cate- 
chumen be baptized. 

Sec. 25. Children shall, as a rule, be 
baptized only in the case both parents 
are Christians. However, children 
whose parents are heathen, may be 
baptized, provided the parents give 
their consent to such baptism, and 
provided, furthermore, that there is 
reasonable ground to assume that the 
child will receive Christian instruction 
and training. 
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At all conventions of the church 
body, mission services shall be held, 
or mission lectures delivered, and of- 
ferings to foreign missions taken. 

Sec. 25. The Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions shall arrange to be represented 
at the various district meetings, cir- 
cuit meetings, and young people’s con- 
ventions, either by one of its members, 
or in some other way in order that the 
cause of missions may be presented. 

Sec. 26. Missionaries, other pastors 
or laymen, shall be appointed as mis- 
sion emissaries either for permanent 
service or for temporary service within 
limited boundaries. 

The salaries of such emissaries and 
their territory, as well as all regula- 
tions appertaining to their service, shall 
be determined by the Board. 

Sec. 27. Interest for missions within 
the church body shall be awakened and 
stimulated by the spreading of mission 
literature, such as the official organs of 
the church, mission tracts, books and 
pamphlets. 


SECOND DIVISION 


THE WORK IN THE FOREIGN 
FIELD 


Article VII. The Work of Missions 


Sec. 28. In the mission field, the 
Word of God is to be preached, instruc- 
tion imparted, and the Sacraments are 
to be administered in accordance with 
the canonical books of the Sacred 
Scriptures and the Confessions of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church. The ec- 
clesiastical functions are to be per- 
formed as nearly as possible in accord- 
ance with the ritual of the Church of 
Norway, modified, however, as at pres- 
ent commonly used among us. 

Sec. 29. Besides the public preaching 
of God’s Word and the catechetical 
instruction, particular importance shall 
be given to conversation with the indi- 
vidual, and only when the missionary 
has the right to believe that the Word 
has borne fruit in genuine conversion 
shall the catechumen be baptized and 
granted access to the Lord’s Supper. 

Sec. 30. Children, as a rule, shall be 
baptized only in the case where both 
parents, or under certain circum- 
stances, one of the parents, are Chris- 
tians. However, children whose par- 
ents are heathen, may be baptized, pro- 
vided the parents give their written 
consent to such baptism, and provided, 
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Sec. 26. With regard to the solemn- 
ization of marriage, the conference on 
each field (or the Native Church) shall 
determine the procedure in accordance 
with established Lutheran principles. 

Sec. 27. The missionaries shall as 
soon as the spiritual condition of the 
natives in any community warrants 
organize Christian congregations, es- 
tablish the necessary offices, institute 
the regular administration of the 
means of grace, introduce church dis- 
cipline (Matt. 18:15-17, I Cor. 5, and 
II Cor. 2:6 f1.), stimulate church ac- 
tivity through native financial support 
and the work of evangelization. 


Article VIII. The Mission Workers 
(Missionaries) 

Sec. 28. The mission workers as the 
ambassadors of Christ and the mes- 
sengers sent forth by His church, shall 
live and teach in conformity with the 
Word of God and the Confessions of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

Sec. 29. The mission workers shall 
as far as possible refrain from med- 
dling in tribal disputes and court pro- 
ceedings among the natives. 

Sec. 30. All mission workers shall 
refrain from encroachment upon the 
mission territory of others, They shall 
show considerateness, friendliness and 
helpfulness in their relations to the 
workers sent out by other church 
bodies or mission societies. However, 
the mission workers of the church 
shall refrain from unionism and main- 
tain ecclesiastical fellowship only with 
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furthermore, that there is reasonable 
ground to assume that the child will 
receive Christian instruction and train- 
ing. 

Sec. 31. Church marriage shall be 
granted only in case both parties to 
the contract are Christians. In case 
the parties to the marriage have for- 
merly lived together in matrimony as 
heathen, the form of “The Blessing 
Upon Civil Marriage” shall be used. 
With regard to the marriage in which 
one of the parties shall become a Chris- 
tian, reference is made to First Corin- 
thians 7:12 flg. In the case of polyga- 
mous marriages, the missionary shall 
constantly emphasize, and in his con- - 
duct of the Holy Office seek to carry 
out, the rule, that a man and his first 
wife alone shall be regarded as right- 
fully married. In particularly difficult 
cases of this character as well as in 
other perplexing matters, the mission- 
ary shall request the counsel and ad- 
vice of the conference. 

Sec. 32. Baptism is fundamental in 
the establishing of congregations. 
Therefore, the missionary shall, as 
soon as possible, organize Christian 
congregations by establishing the 
necessary offices, instituting the regu- 
lar administration of the Means of 
Grace, introducing church discipline 
(Matthew 18:15-17: 1 Corinthians 5, 
and 2 Corinthians 2:6 flg.), as also by 
stimulating churchly activity through 
financial self-help and the dissemina- 
tion of the Word of God. 


Article VIII. The Mission Workers 


Sec. 33. The mission workers of the 
church, as the ambassadors of Christ 
and the messengers sent forth by His 
Church, shall live and teach in con- 
formity with God’s Word and the Con- 
fessions of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church. 

Sec. 34. The mission workers shall 
abstain from intermeddling in the ne- 
gotiations and wars of the non- 
Christian peoples and tribes, as also 
from all interference in court proceed- 
ings between the natives, provided, 
however, there is no absolutely com- 
pelling need for such intervention. 

Sec. 35. All mission workers shall 
refrain from encroachment upon the 
mission territory of others. They are 
to show considerateness, friendliness, 
and helpfulness in their relations with 
the workers sent out by other church 
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such other mission workers as they 
themselves and the church may recog- 
nize as brethren in the faith. In all 
such matters the individual missionary 
shall act in complete harmony and un- 
derstanding with the conference and 
the Board. 

Sec. 31. Every mission worker shall 
from time to time report to the Board 
regarding the development of his or 
her work. 

Sec. 32. All mission contributions 
which, in spite of the rule laid down in 
Sec. 21, are made directly to a mission- 
ary and are thus beyond the control of 
the Board shall, nevertheless, be en- 
tered in the financial accounts of the 
missionary to whom the contributions 
were made. In case the donor has not 
specified. how the contribution is to be 
applied, it shall be used for the ad- 
vancement of the missionary enter- 
prise in accordance with the decisions 
of the conference. If the application of 
the contribution is indicated, the mis- 
sionary shall comply with the wish of 
the donor, provided, however, that the 
compliance shall not necessitate the 
assumption of projects outside and 
beyond those planned by the Board. 
In all such cases, the consent and ap- 
probation of the Board shall be re- 
quired. 

Sec. 33. Mission workers shall not, 
without the consent of the Board, goli- 
cit funds for special projects on the 
mission fields. 

Sec, 34. All mission pastors shall 
keep a record of their ministerial acts 
and a journal of all ecclesiastical func- 
tions, and shall each year, through the 
superintendent, forward their parochial 
reports to the Board. 

Sec. 35. All directors of mission sta- 
tions and institutions shall keep a care- 
ful account of all mission money re- 
ceived and shall annually render an 
account to the conference. They shall 
submit annual reports to the confer- 
ence. Such reports shall also contain 
budget proposals for the ensuing year 
(see Sec. 51 and 52), and shall be for- 
warded to the superintendent within 
the period of time specified by the con- 
ference. Copy of each report and ab- 
stracts of accounts shall be sent to 
the Board.

Sec. 36. All missionaries shall re- 
frain from such secular occupations as 
may prove harmful to the work of 
their calling. They shali not engage in 
any work or enterprise outside of their 
calling without special permission of 
the Board, upon recommendation of 
the conference. All compensation for 
such work shall accrue to the mission 
treasury. 

Sec. 37. Every mission worker shall 
from time to time render information 
to the Board regarding the develop- 
ment of his or her work, and forward 
an annual report. This report, or ex- 
cerpts thereof, shall be published in 
one of the official papers of the church. 

Sec. 38. All mission contributions 
which, in spite of the rule laid down in 
Sec. 23, are made directly to a mission- 
ary and are thus beyond the control 
of the Board, shall nevertheless, be en- 
tered in the financial accounts of the 
missionary to whom the contributions 
were made personally. In case the do- 
nor has not specified how the contri- 
bution is to be applied, it shall be used 
for the advancement of the missionary 
enterprise in accordance with the de- 
cisions of the conference. If the appli- 
cation of the contribution is indicated, 
the missionary shall comply with the 
wish of the donor, provided, however, 
that the compliance shall not neces- 
sitate the assumption of projects out- 
side and beyond those planned by the 
Board. In all such cases, the consent 
and approbation of the Board shall be 
required, 

Sec. 39. Mission workers shall not, 
without the consent of the Board, pre- 
sent applications or make requests for 
special appropriations to any one. par- 
ticular branch of the mission work, 

Sec. 40. All mission pastors shall 
keep a record of their ministerial acts 
and a journal of all ecclesiastical func- 
tions, and they shall each year, through 
the superintendent, forward their paro- 
chial reports to the Board. 
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Article IX. Stations 


Sec. 36. The missionaries shall, in 
accordance with the resolutions of the 
church and Board of Foreign Missions, 
establish mission stations, - together 
with the necessary substations. They 
shall construct and maintain such sta- 
tions and substations in the most prac- 
tical and economical manner. 

Sec. 37. All resolutions regarding 
the opening of new stations shall be 
made by the conference and shall be 
made effective only after having been 
approved by the Board. 

Sec, 38. The stationing and transfer 
of mission workers shall be deter- 
mined by the conference, subject to 
the approval of the Board. (In case it 
is found expedient the Board may sta- 
tion the missionaries.) 


Article X. Schools 


Sec. 39. The missionaries shall es- 

tablish schools and provide the neces- 
sary supervision. 
- Sec. 40. For the purpose of educat- 
ing native workers theological semi- 
naries and normal schools shall be 
established and operated on the mis- 
sion fields upon the proposal of the 
conference and the resolutions of the 
Board. 


Article XI. Native Workers 


Sec. 41. Native theological candi- 
dates shall be employed temporarily as 
assistants under the supervision of a 
missionary. They shall, as a rule, be 
ordained upon a call from the congre- 

- gations, and at least partially com- 
pensated by the congregation or con- 
gregations calling them. 
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Sec. 41. All directors of mission sta- 
tions and institutions shall keep a care- 
ful account of all mission monies re- 
ceived and they shall annually render 
an account of all such monies to the 
conference. They shall report annually 
to the conference. This report shall 
also contain a budget proposal for the 
ensuing year. (See Sec. 60, parenthe- 
sis), and the report shall be forwarded 
to the superintendent within the period 
of time specified by the conference. 


Article IX. Stations 

Sec. 42. The missionaries of the 
church shall, in accordance with the 
resolutions of the church body, or 
Board of Foreign Missions, establish 
mission stations, together with the 
necessary sub-stations. They . shall 
construct and maintain such stations 
and sub-stations in the most practical 
and economical manner. 

Sec. 43. All resolutions regarding 
the opening of new stations shall be 
made by the conference and they shall 
be made effective only after having 
been approved by the Board. 

Sec. 44. The stationing and trans- 
fer of mission workers shall be deter- 
mined by the conference. 


Article X. Schools 


Sec. 45. The mission workers shall 
establish schools for the natives and 
provide the necessary supervision of 
all such schools. 

Sec. 46. For the purpose of educat- 
ing native workers, theological semi- 
naries and normal schools shall be 
established and operated in the mis- 
sion fields, upon the proposal of the 
conference and the resolutions of the 
church. 

Sec. 47. In regard to the plan and 
operation of schools, as well as the ap- 
pointment of directors and instructors, 
the Board shall adopt resolutions based 
upon the recommendations of the con- 
ference. 


Article XI. Native Workers 

Sec. 48. Native theological candi- 
dates shall be used temporarily as as- 
sistants under the supervision of one 
of the missionaries. They shall be or- 
dained upon a call from the congrega- 
tions and at least partially compen- 
sated by the congregation or congre- 
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Sec. 42. Native pastors may not be 
appointed as permanent station direc- 
tors without the express resolution of 
the Board upon a proposal sent in by 
the conference, 


Article XII. Work of Mercy 


Sec. 43. Upon the motion of con- 
ference and approval of the Board, in- 
stitutions of mercy may be established, 
such as. hospitals, children’s homes, 
etc. 


Article XIII. Medical Work 


Sec. 44. The aim of the medical 
work of the mission shall be—to ad- 
minister to the physical need of the 
sick and also to render spiritual aid to 
the patient. 

Sec. 45. All patients shall pay ac- 
cording to ability, fully or partially, 
for their board, medical care and medi- 
cines. All such payments shall accrue 
to the mission treasury. 

Sec. 46. The medical missionaries 
shall supply the medical needs of the 
mission workers within their territory 
and shall render such service free of 
charge. 

Sec. 47. In conformity with the 
practice of the other missionaries, the 
medical missionary shall keep a jour- 
nal and accounts. He shall also for- 
ward to the conference an annual re- 
port of his work, accompanied by sta- 
tistics showing his sick-visits and all 
dispensary and hospital treatments. In 
his report, the medical missionary shall 
also designate the spiritual fruits 
which have been the manifest result 
of his labors. 
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gations calling them. This regulation, 
however, shall not operate to make it 
impossible for such native theological 
candidates to be ordained as station 
chaplains and salaried by the mission. 

Sec. 49. Native pastors may not be 
appointed as permanent station direc- 
tors without the express resolution of 
the Board upon a proposal sent in by 
the conference. 


Article XII. Eleemosynary 
Institutions 


Sec. 50. Upon the motion of con- 
ference, the proposal of the Board, and 
the resolution of the church body, in- 
stitutions of mercy may be established, 
such as hospitals, children’s homes and 
the like. 


Article XIII. Medical Missions 


Sec. 51. The aim of the medical mis- 
sions shall be— 

a) to labor for the physical healing 
of the sick; 

b) to render such spiritual nurture 
as the individual patient may need. 

Sec. 52. All doctor’s helpers at a sta- 
tion or hospital shall be under his 
supervision and direction, both with 
reference to the physical and the spirit- 
ual care of the patients. Medical mis- 
sionaries shall in certain cases have the 
right to call to their assistance such 
deaconesses or other nurses as are not 
under their direct supervision and con- 
trol. However, the permission of the 
superintendent shall be secured for 
such procedure wherever possible. 

Sec. 53. All patients shall pay ac- 
cording to ability, fully or partially for 
their board, medical care and medi- 
cines. All such payments shall accrue 
to the mission treasury. 

Sec. 54. The medical missionary 
shall consider himself the family physi- 
cian of the mission workers of the 
church within his territory, and he 
shall render them his services free of 
charge. Wherever a missionary resides 
at a distance from the medical mission- 
ary of the church, the nearest compe- 
tent physician may be called in the 
case of sickness, and the fee for his 
services shall be charged to the mis- 
sion treasury. 

Sec. 55. In conformity with the 
practice of the other missionaries, the 
medical missionary shall keep a jour- 
nal and financial accounts. He shall 
also forward to the conference an an- 
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Article XIV. The Conference 


Sec. 48. All mission workers sent 
out to a definite mission field shall 
constitute a missionary conference. 

Sec. 49. The conference shall meet 
once a year and at such other times 
as the superintendent or one-third of 
the voting members shall request. 

Sec. 50. Subject to the approval of 
the Board, conference shall elect a 
Superintendent, a Vice Superintendent, 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, and an Exec- 
utive Committee. For the election of 
the first four officials mentioned the 
vote of a two-thirds majority shall be 
required. All elections shall be for a 
term of three years. 

Sec. 51. The aim of the conference 
shall be 

a) To promote Christian fellowship, 
mutual edification and instruction; 

b) To act upon resolutions in re- 
gard to reports submitted to the con- 
ference from each station and institu- 
tion. (Note: All accounts shall be 
audited before or during the course of 
the conference): 

c) On the basis of the reports, to 

adopt detailed budget estimates for the 
entire mission field. (Note: In case 
the conference prefers, or the Board 
requires, the budget proposal shall be 
prepared by the Executive Commit- 
tee): 
d) To determine the appointment 
and salary of the native workers, to 
present proposals to the Board as to 
the establishment of new stations, ac- 
quisition of real estate, building opera- 
tions and cooperation with other 
church bodies or mission societies on 
the field. 

Sec. 52. The budget and fiscal year 
shall be reckoned from January lst to 
December 31st. The budget shall be 
worked out by the conference or the 
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nual report of his work, accompanied 
by statistics showing his sick visits and 
all office and hospital treatments. In 
his report, the medical missionary shall 
also designate the spiritual fruits which 
have been the manifest results of his 
labors. 

Sec. 56. All medical missionaries in 
the field shall together constitute a 
medical council. This council shall 
give information and act in such pro- 
fessional cases as may not definitely 
be determined by any one individual 
physician. 


Article XIV. The Conference 


Sec. 57. All mission workers sent 
out to a definite missionfield shall con- 
stitute a missionary conference. Native 
and permanently appointed directors 
of stations may also be received as 
members of the conference upon reso- 
lution adopted by the conference and 
the Board (See Sec. 49), provided, 
however, that such native station direc- 
tor shall have served for a period of 
three years at least in that capacity. 

Sec. 58. The conference shall meet 
once a year and at such other times as 
the superintendent or one-third of the 
voting members of the conference 
shall request that such meeting be held. 

Sec. 59. The conference shall elect 
a Superintendent, a Vice Superinten- 
dent, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and an 
Executive Committee. For the elec- 
tion of the first four officials men- 
tioned, the vote of a two-thirds ma- 
jority shall be required. All elections 
shall be for a term of three years, 

Sec. 60. The aim of the conference 
shall be— 

a) to promote the common edifica- 
tion and instruction; 

b) to receive, discuss, and adopt 
resolutions in regard to the reports 
forwarded to the conference from each 
station and institution. (Note: All ac- 
counts shall be audited before or dur- 
ing the course of the conference meet- 
ing) ; 

c) On the basis of the reports, to 
adopt detailed budget estimates for the 
entire missionfield. (Note: In case the 
conference prefers, the budget may be 
prepared by the Executive Committee; 
and, provided the Board requires it, the 
budget proposal must be prepared by 
the Executive Committee. In either 
case, the conference shall adopt definite 
resolutions regarding the forwarding 
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Executive Committee on the basis of 
the estimates and accounts of each sta- 
tion and institution and must be in the 
hands of the Board on or before April 
15th. 

Sec. 53. All missionaries shall at- 
tend the conferences unless prevented 
from doing so for good and valid rea- 
sons. In case of absence, the superin- 
tendent shall be informed. All salaried 
missionaries possess the right of vote 
in conference after one year’s service 
on the mission field. 


Article XV. Supervision on the 
Mission Field 

Sec.-54. The Superintendent, or in 
the case of his inability to serve, the 
Vice Superintendent, shall: 

a) See to it that the work is con- 
ducted in harmony with the rules es- 
tablished for foreign mission work and 
‘that the resolutions of the Board be 
executed as far as possible; 

b) Provide the Board with all nec- 
essary information in regard to the 
mission work on the field; 

c) Forward to the Board a copy of 
the transactions of the conference and 
budget estimates (see Sec, 51 and 52); 
the annual reports and accounts of the 
stations and institutions, also a survey 
of the activities of the mission during 
the preceding year; 

d) Visit the stations, if possible, 
each year, giving advice and rendering 
assistance wherever necessary and 
possible; 

e) Upon resolution of the confer- 
ence, ordain pastors and dedicate 
church buildings; 

f) Endeavor to remove misunder- 
standings between mission workers, 
first by personal approach, and there- 
upon, if necessary, by the calling in of 
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of individual accounts and budget esti- 
mates); 

d) To determine regarding the ap- 
pointment and salary of the native 
workers; to present proposals to the 
Board as to establishment of new sta- 
tions; to propose the acquisition of 
real estate, the assumption of building 
operations, and co- operation with other 
church bodies or missionary societies 
in the mission field. 

Sec. 61. The budget and fiscal year 
shall be reckoned from the lst of Jan- 
uary to the 3lst of December. The 
budget shall be worked out by the con- 
ference or the Executive Committee 
on the basis of the estimates and ac- 
counts of the individual stations, and 
must be in the hands of the Board on 
or before the 15th of March. 

Sec. 62. All mission workers shall 
attend the conferences unless pre- 
vented from doing so for good and 
valid reasons. In case of absence, the 
superintendent shall be informed of 
the reason for such absence. All sal- 
aried missionaries possess the right of 
suffrage after one year’s presence in 
the mission field. 


Article XV. The Supervision on 
the Mission Field 


Sec. 63. The Superintendent, or in 
case of his inability to serve, the Vice 
Superintendent, shall— 

a) See to it that the work is con- 
ducted in harmony with the rules estab- 
lished for foreign mission work: 

b) Have a care that the resolutions 
of the church body be executed as far 
as possible: 

c) Inform the Board as frequently 
as the interests of the mission work 
require the sending of such informa- 
tion: 

d) Forward to the Board a copy of 
the transactions of the conference, as 
also budget estimates (See Sec. 60); 
the annual reports and accounts of the 
stations, asylums, hospitals, and school 
superintendents, as also a survey, of 
the activities of the mission during the 
preceding year; 

e) Visit the stations, if possible, each 
year, giving advice and rendering as- 
sistance wherever necessary and pos- 
sible; 

f)* Upon resolution of the confer- 
ence, ordain pastors and _ dedicate 
church buildings; 

g) Endeavor to remove misunder- 
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two or three brethren; laying the case 
before the conference; the Board and 
finally, in the last extremity before the 
church convention; 

g) Serve as a representative of the 
mission in its relation to the govern- 
ment of the country; 

h) Inform the mission workers in 
good season regarding all matters 
which he finds it necessary to discuss 
at the conference, and report to the 
meetings of the conference upon the 
basis of the reports of the missionaries. 

i) Convene the conference and pre- 
side. 

Sec. 55. The Superintendent has the 
right in case of necessity after consul- 
tation with the Executive Committee, 
and where the approval of the Board 
can not be secured, to determine the 
matters in hand in the interest of the 
mission and the church. 

Sec. 56. The duties of the Secretary 
shall be: 

a) To keep the minutes of the con- 
ference; 

b) On behalf of the conference and 
upon its instruction, to compose and 
forward such communications as it 
may resolve. 

Sec. 57. The duties of the Treasurer 
shall be: 

a) To receive, to acknowledge and 
to keep correct and detailed accounts 
of all mission funds. 

b) To disburse such funds in ac- 
cordance with resolutions of the con- 
ference and Board; 

c) To submit to the conference, an- 
nually, an audited account of money 
received and disbursed. 

Sec. 58. The conference shall adopt 
rules for the activities of the Executive 
Committee (see Secs, 50 and 51). The 
rules, however, must be approved by 
the Board before they shall become ef- 
fective. 


Article XVI. Change of Rules 


Sec. 59. These rules may be changed 
at a regular convention of the church 
upon a written proposal made to the 
Board at least three months before the 
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standings between mission workers, 
first by personal approach, and there- 
upon, if necessary, by the calling in of 
two or three brethren; laying the case 
before the conference; the Board; and 
finally, in the last extremity before the 
church body; 

h) Serve as the representative of the 
mission in its relation to the govern- 
ment of the country; 

i) Inform the mission workers in 
good season regarding all matters 
which he finds it necessary to discuss 
at the conference, and report to the 
meetings of the conference upon the 
basis of the reports of the missionary 
workers; 

j) Convene the conference meetings 
and preside at the discussions. 

Sec. 64. The Superintendent shall in 
general and under responsibility to the 
Board, lead the work in the mission 
field. He has the right, in case of ne- 
cessity, after consultation with the 
Executive Committee, and where the 
approval of the Board can not be se- 
cured, to determine the matters in 
hand in the interest of the mission and 
the church body, 

Sec. 65. The duties of the Secretary 
shall be— 

a) To keep the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the conference; 

b) On behalf of the conference and 
upon its instruction, to compose and 
forward .such communications as_ it 
may resolve. 

Sec. 66. The duties of the Treasurer 
shall be— 

a) To receive, to acknowledge, and 
to keep correct and detailed accounts 
of all mission monies received. 

b) To disburse monies in accord- 
ance with resolutions of the confer- 
ence and Board; 

c) To submit to the conference an- 
nually, an audited accounting of monies 
received and disbursed, which account 
shall be attached to his report. 

Sec. 67. The conference shall adopt 
rules for the activities of the Executive 
Committee (See Sec. 60). The rules, 
however, must be approved by the 
Board before they shall become effec- 
tive. 


Article XVI. Change of Rules 


Sec. 68. These rules may be changed 
at a regular convention of the church 
body upon a written proposal made to 
the Board at least three months before 
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opening of the convention. Such pro- the opening of the convention. Such 
posals shall carefully designate the proposals shall carefully designate the 
changes or amendments which are con- changes or amendments which are 
sidered desirable. considered desirable.

REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF CHARITIES 


And Jesus, when He came out, saw much people, and was moved with com- 
passion toward them, because they were as sheep not having a shepherd: and 
He began to teach them many things. 

And when the day was now far spent, His disciples came unto Him, and said, 
This is a desert place, and now the time is far passed: 

Send them away, that they may go into the country round about, and into 
the villages, and buy themselves bread: for they have nothing to eat. 

He answered and said unto them, Give ye them to eat, And they say unto 
Him, Shall we go and buy two hundred pennyworth of bread, and give them 
to eat? : 

He said unto them, How many loaves have ye? Go and see. And when they 
knew, they said, five, and two fishes (St. Mark 6:34, 35, 36, 37, 38). 

We note in this word of God that Jesus was moved with compassion to- 
ward the people because they were as sheep without a shepherd, and that His 
compassion extended not only toward things spiritual, but also the material 
side of their life. He realized that they had no bread to eat and would go away 
hungry. Then He told His disciples that they should feed them. He took the 
little that they had, and with His blessing it became enough for the many. So 
today the Lord is saying to us, “Give ye them to eat.” He is asking us in His 
name to feed the hungry, to clothe the naked, to care for the aged and little 
children, and even if our means seem few and of little avail, with the blessing 
of our God and Father in Christ this labor and these gifts can be multiplied so 
that they can become a blessing for many. And it is only by turning to Him 
and knowing that without Him we can do nothing that our labors for others 
can become a genuine blessing. 

So during this past year in the work of Charities and Christian Welfare, our 
men and women who labor in this field have taken these gifts, and by prayer 
and consecrated devotion have multiplied them so that many today thank God 
for the gifts and prayers of our people. May the time never come when those 
who are in need, in suffering and in want shall not receive comfort and con- 
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solation both spiritually and materially from us whom the Lord has called to 
be His witnesses and to bring the testimony of His life to others. Instead of 
looking upon this as a burden, let us with thankfulness and gratitude to God 
accept this responsibility that through this very work we can give a concrete 
evidence of the love that He has kindled in our hearts for our fellow-men.

In 1936 the Department of Charities applied the sum of $17,000.00 on the 
deficit or debt of the Church. Again we have been able to reduce the interest 
that we are called upon to pay in this way and to a degree increase the income 
in the budget of the department. We wish at this time to express our deep 
gratitude to our people who have given to the work of the Department of 
Charities. During the year 1936 the sum of $114,277.58 was received, and during 
1937 the sum of $126,454.77. By careful husbanding of these gifts, we have 
been able to carry on the work in our institutions of mercy—children’s homes, 
homes for the aged, rescue homes, child welfare and child placing, and other 
activities which have been placed under the care of the Board of Charities. To 
each and every supporter of this work, we extend our heartfelt thanks, and we 
sincerely pray that God will bless the giver as well as the receiver of these gifts.

CAMP NORGE 


Camp Norge, which is located near Spring Valley, New York, and is con- 
ducted by the Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., is the answer to a moral and civic responsibility that is ours. Aside from 

the religious ‘obligation that rests upon us to further the Kingdom of God 
through channels of charity, there is the purely material need all around us 
that challenges us as citizens to do our part. 


The undiminishing number of undernourished children falling easy prey to 
suffering and disease, the constantly increasing number of youthful criminals, 
often made so because of drab lives and unwholesome environment—is in itself 
an appeal to our generosity and good will. 


To build better lives and happier individuals, to provide moral training and 
spiritual inspiration, to widen the horizon of the mind, to provide wholesome 
fun and create an atmosphere of comradeship and trust, that is the purpose of 
Camp Norge. 

The camp had 368 children with a total of 7,441 camp days during 1937. 
In addition, 51 children from the Norwegian Children’s Home spent 15 happy 
days in camp—a total number of 765 camp days. Receipts amounted to $3,537.94 
and expenditures to $3,793.25, leaving a deficit of $255.31.

The work for dependent colored children has continued much the same as 
in former years. The population is constantly changing, in that boys are re- 
ceived and discharged from time to time. The average census is about 68. Sister 
oe and her staff are indeed rendering a fine service to these unfortunate 
children. 


HOSPITALS 


The only hospital under the direct control of the Church is the Deaconess 
Home and Hospital in Chicago. We have a number of other hospitals carry- 
ing on this type of work in which the members of our church are interested. 
In these hospitals the religious training of the nurses and the care of the pa- 
tients is looked after by our pastors. We express our gratitude and thanks 
to them for this work.

HOME FINDING 


The work that is coming more and more to the front, both because of State 
and Federal legislation as well as change of methods, is the work of finding 
Christian homes and placing little children in them. More and more it becomes 
necessary that this work be conducted along state lines as state and federal 
rules and regulations are adopted with this in view. In keeping with this trend 
of the times and our experience in the past, there has now been organized the 
following Lutheran Welfare Societies: The Lutheran Welfare Society of North 
Dakota, with offices at Fargo, and The Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin, 
with offices in Milwaukee. Our home finding and child placing in South Dakota 
is now done in conjunction with the Lutheran Children’s Home Finding Society 
of South Dakota located at Sioux Falls. In Minnesota this work has been 
carried on for several years by the Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota. 
The Lutheran Home Finding Society of Illinois under the supervision of Mr. 
Chr. J. Buslee has taken care of the home finding and child placing in Chicago 
and Illinois. They have done a fine piece of work in Chicago in caring for 
Lutheran children of all the different synods. 

Until such time as it will be possible to organize a Lutheran Welfare Society 
in Iowa, the home finding and child placing work in Iowa will be supervised 
and directed from the home office of the Board of Charities.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


I. INTRODUCTION 


This report will give in retrospect the work of our church relative to its 
finances for the last fiscal year. It will also suggest to you the amount of 
money that your board feels should be allocated to the different activities of 
the church for the biennium 1939-1940, 

The guidance of His hand who gave our church its work to do, His gracious 
dealings with us in our endeavors to attain its objectives, and His manifold 
blessings bestowed upon our church during the past year, are deeply acknowl- 
Soest, feb which the Board of Trustees desires to express its profound gratitude 
to God. 

As we confront the great task of making the necessary plans for the next 
biennium, it is with sincere prayer we enter the wide open door of opportunity 
and implore the Head of the Church to enter with us according to His promise 
when He said, “Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 
We pray that He may give our church determination to overcome the many 
obstacles and difficulties which it will encounter in its march of conquest, and 
that we may validate its continuance and expansion in the future. 

May our church satisfy the demands of our day, so as to justify the claims 
we make upon our resources by the service rendered the individual, the com- 
munity, the nation, and the world. 


II. CONTRIBUTIONS 


It is gratifying that the amount of $983,403.54 was brought to the altar 
of God for the building of our church during the past fiscal year. This con- 
tribution is a manifestation of love, loyalty and devotion to our church and 
its cause, and shows that the members have a sympathetic understanding of 
its program. The strenuous efforts of our stewardship secretary, Dr. A. J. 
Bergsaker, the unity of effort on the part of the pastors and congregations, 
and their kind cooperation with the stewardship secretary in the ingathering of 
the budget, deserve the recognition of our church.

III. BALANCING THE BUDGET 


The budget voted by our church was not raised in full, consequently ad- 
justments had to be made in order to keep the expenditures within the amounts 
contributed, as ordered by the church (See 1934 Annual Report). The various 
activities of the church deserve much credit for their kind cooperation in ad- 
justing the work in such a way that at the close of the year the income ex- 
ceeded the outgo by $45,950.38. 


The challenge of the fields “white unto harvest,” the crying need for more 
help where work is now carried on, and the new opportunities for extension 
of our work, must be heeded. While it is gratifying that no deficit was in- 
curred, we note with a feeling of regret that the work has been hampered by 
limited funds and that individual workers did not receive remuneration com- 
mensurate with the requirements of their daily needs. In the judgment of. 
your board the church would be better served if its workers received sufficient 
remuneration so that they could focus their entire energy on the work of the 
church instead of giving much of their time to solving their personal financial 
problems. This situation should spur every member of our church to greater 
zeal, to more willingness to give, and to more fervent prayer.

IV. LEGACIES AND BEQUESTS 


Cash legacies and bequests totaling $79,810.82 were received during 1937; 
$81,962.60 was received in 1936, making a total of $161,773.42 for the biennium. 

Real estate consisting of 7 dwellings and 6 farms was also received during 
1937, of which 3 dwellings and 1 farm were sold. The remaining parcels of 
real estate are carried in our accounts at $1.00 each until liquidated. 


Fifty-three new names from whom legacies and bequests were received in 
1937, have been added to the long list entered in our records in previous years. 
These names may be found in the annual reports for 1937 and 1938. 


These gifts to the church, going into Christ’s service after the donors’ day 
of service is over, bespeak love for and loyalty to His Church; they are evi- 
dences that the givers desired to do something for Him who gave Himself 
for us. 


These gifts are an inspiration to every member of our church and a com- 
fort to those who mourn the loss of their loved ones. It is a beautiful com- 
pletion of a life of service, well worthy of emulation. For their lives of 
service in our church and for these memorial gifts, we owe the departed a 
debt of gratitude we never can repay. While we regret that they are gone 
from the ranks of workers in the church militant, we bow in submission to 
Divine will, knowing that “He hath done all things well.” We tender our sympathy 
to those who were nearest and dearest and commend them to the love of God 
who alone can bind up their broken hearts. Nothing is greater than our 
Christian hope—hope of eternal life. 


“Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord.” How beautiful is the glad re- 
frain, “I am the resurrection and the life; He that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live” (John 11:25). 
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V. ANNUITIES 


The church, through its Board of Trustees, has entered into annuity agree- 
ments with several individuals in amounts totaling $44,028.74. During the life- 
time of the giver an annual income is paid to the annuitant in such amount 
as may be agreed upon with the Board of Trustees. The annual payment 
from the church to the donor ceases upon the death of the giver and the fund 
is used by the church. 

The promptness with which the church has returned interest and principal 
on loans from our people during these years, has encouraged many to feel 
that they would like to turn over to the church all or part of their savings 
under annuity agreements. Anyone interested in an annuity contract should 
communicate with Rev. H. O. Shurson, Treasurer of the church. 


VI. ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


The Endowment Funds show considerable improvement. Institutions and 
activities have received from the General Endowment and Pension Funds an 
increased income of $6,951.78, the income in 1936 being $18,782.28 and the in- 
come in 1937 being $25,734.06. 

A number of real estate sales have been made at satisfactory prices, -and, 
as crop conditions improve, more effort will be made to dispose of the real 
estate holdings. 

It appears that there will be some shrinkage in the book value of the 
old endowment funds. However the Board is doing everything in its power 
to keep such shrinkage at a minimum.

The receipts and disbursements for 1937 were balanced and the church was. 
able to apply $45,950.38 on the deficit, No debt has been incurred: in any of the 
activities during the last five years. The indebtedness has been reduced by 
$277,973.92 these years; in addition, every interest item has been paid. With the 
cooperation of the workers both at home and abroad this has been possible. 

We are thankful to God for blessing our work. We are also thankful to all 
who have been faithful in their stewardship this past year and for every effort 
they have made for the upbuilding of His Kingdom through the support of our 


church.

This is encouraging. Our hope and prayer is that this upward trend in the 
contributions from our congregations may continue from year to year. It is a 
sign of growing interest in the Lord’s work. It should, however, be possible to 
reach the entire amount of $1,005,000.00 which has been voted by our church and 
allocated to the congregations. In 1937 we were $163,532.11 short of this amount. 
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Why did we not raise $1,005,000.00, the full amount voted by the church? The 
following are a few of the reasons why we fell short: 

_ 1, Lack of spiritual power and passion for souls; lack of a keen sense of respon- 
sibility and a deep understanding of Christian Stewardship; lack of leadership 
and interest in the work of the Kingdom. 

2. Late start. 

3. Confusing idea of two budgets. 

4. Lack of systematic and regular giving. 

5. The tendency of auxiliary organizations to support only the local and not 
also the general work of the church. 

6. The steady increase in direct giving to institutions and special projects 
instead of to the general program of the church. . 

7. Drought in large sections of our country and economic conditions in general. 

8. Local conditions—church debts, etc.

COMPARATIVE STATEMENT 


697 congregations contributed an aggregate amount of $14,713.17 in excess of their 
apportionment—131 less than last year. 

438 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned—32 more than last 
year. 

305 congregations did not contribute to Education—12 less than last year. 

178 congregations did not contribute to Home Missions—17 less than last year. 

201 congregations did not contribute to Foreign Missions—5 less than last year. 

259 congregations did not contribute to Charities—33 less than last year. 

385 congregations did not contribute to Pensions. 

131 congregations did not contribute to any of the activities as represented by the 
budget—6 less than last year. 

This comparative statement gives us food for serious thought. It is a source of 
joy and gratitude that 697 congregations contributed more than their apportion- 
ment and 438 the exact amount. However, the church notes with great concern 
that a large number of congregations contributed in part but did not raise the full 
amount allotted. It is also of serious concern to the church that a large number 
of congregations failed to contribute to all activities—Education, Home Missions, 
Foreign Missions, Charities and Pensions—and that 131 congregations did not 
contribute to any ‘of the activities as represented by the budget. A similar condi- 
tion has prevailed from year to year. Is it not time that we make a special effort 
to avoid a repetition of this experience?

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1938 


This fiscal year is already far advanced—time is fast speeding on. Are we 
willing to make our best efforts for the 1938 ingathering in order to meet our 
obligations to our Schools, Home and Foreign Missions, Charities and Pensions? 
This is our first obligation and it is our duty and responsibility to concentrate 
upon the program agreed upon and adopted by our church. The task is big, but 
under God it is possible to perform it. We are weak but He is strong. Sincere 
prayer, whole-hearted cooperation and good will are needed from every member 
and friend of our church. 

An early start is essential. It has repeatedly been recommended by the General 
Church in convention assembled and by the Districts at their meetings, that the 
congregations should send in their contributions monthly and quarterly. Those 
that follow this recommendation seem to have no difficulty in making their full 
allotment. The reason many of our congregations fall short is that they postpone 
the ingathering for the activities of the church until the latter part of the year 
when time isstoo short to complete the work. We, therefore, urge most earnestly 
upon every congregation to start the ingathering in the beginning of the year. 


THE PENNY-A-MEAL PLAN 


The demand for the Master’s Penny containers seems to be increasing from 
year to year and reports have come from various parts of the church that the 
Penny-a-Meal Plan has brought better results now than ever before. One of our 
congregations has reported that this plan brought in nearly three times as much 
money this year as it had in any previous year. We should bear in mind that 
this plan is not to interfere with the regular method of giving practiced in the 
congregation, but that it is to be a special thank-offering to God during the Lenten 
season for His greatest gift in sending His Son for our redemption. We, therefore, 
urge that this Lenten “institution” may be adopted and used efficiently in every 
congregation for the support of the activities of our church. 


PUBLICATIONS 


There is a growing demand for our monthly stewardship bulletin, “My Father’s 
Business,” which has been mailed to all workers and a large number of key-men 
whose names and addresses we have received. Upon request, large quantities 
have been sent out for distribution among the members of the congregations. A 
large number of pastors welcome this stewardship bulletin, especially for the 
material it furnishes for their parish papers. The purpose of this bulletin is to 
emphasize Christian Stewardship with all of its implications and to spread infor- 
mation about our church and its work both at home and abroad—to prepare a 
devoted and loyal church membership. ‘ 


BUDGET—1939-1940 


The same budget as we have for the biennium 1937-1938 is recommended for 
the next biennium 1939-1940—$1,005,000.00. This is a reasonable proposal and 
should be adopted. With a membership of 541,000 in 2,700 congregations it should 
be an easy and joyful task to place the entire amount upon the Lord’s altar, but 
here we fall short. Because of the lack of stewardship consciousness and informa- 
tion it often becomes a painful effort and burden to meet the requirements of the 
church. 

CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP DEVELOPMENT 


We realize more than ever that there is a call for greater efforts on our part for 
Stewardship development in the congregations and among the individual members. 
There seems to be a lack of the sense of responsibility to God for His Kingdom 
and a lack of understanding of practical Christian Stewardship, which are 30 
essential in developing an intelligent and consecrated membership. How can such 
a development be promoted? 7 

1. The first prerequisite for stewardship development is a regenerated heart, 
spiritual power and a real evangelical revival. “First they gave their own selves to 
the Lord,” is written of the Christians in Macedonia. This is the absolute rule for 
everyone in stewardship development. In a larger sense and meaning, the cause 
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of our trouble is not so much system and machinery (although that is needed)— 
it is spiritual. 

2. We need a stewardship-minded and trained ministry. The pastor is the 
key-man in the stewardship problem too. He is the preacher, the teacher and 
spiritual leader of his flock. We can easily realize, then, what a factor the pastor 
is in the training of his people in the grace of Christian stewardship. 

3. The children and the young people of our church must be trained. The 
Sunday school and the Catechetical classes are the most promising fields in which 
to cultivate stewardship principles. We must begin with the children and make 
more of an effort to train them in these principles and in the grace of Christian 
giving to the Kingdom of God for they constitute the future membership of our 
church. Our hope lies in the generation that is growing up and in those who will 
follow. 

4. Stewardship will have to be made a more prominent subject for discussion 
at our pastoral conferences, circuit meetings, men’s clubs and young people’s 
gatherings. It should also receive a larger place in our women’s work and their 
organizations. All these are splendid agencies for fostering and developing the 
true spirit of stewardship. We are not stewardship-conscious. Most people think 
of stewardship in terms of money only rather than in terms of life. Our steward- 
ship teaching has been primarily financial instead of educational and it has busied 
itself with the raising of funds rather than with the building of character. It has 
often laid undue emphasis on mechanical methods, plans and systematization 
rather than on the principles of joyous liberty and spontaneous service which 
the recognition of the true principles of stewardship implies. 

5. The every member canvass, weekly giving and duplex envelope system need ~ 
to be stressed more. “Upon the first day of the week, let each one of you lay by 
him in store as he may prosper,’ was Paul’s direction to his converts. Greater 
emphasis needs to be placed on regular and systematic giving. What could be a 
more blessed method of giving than to put aside a proportionate sum of one’s 
income every week for the Lord’s work. Tithers’ groups are being formed in 
several congregations and reports are that individuals have found a greater joy 
and blessing in their giving than they have ever experienced before. 

6. The printed page and publicity—tracts, pamphlets, posters and church 
papers are channels through which stewardship principles and information .on the 
work of the church are disseminated. This has been a neglected opportunity. A 
constant, aggressive and systematic program of publicity should be followed 
through the above named channels. 

It is evident that this program of Stewardship development in the congrega- 
tions and individual members is very important for the future welfare of our 
church. It is a program that is worthy of our sincere prayers and best efforts. 
Our Stewardship Department is ready to give its all that this program may be 
carried out most efficiently. 

We are deeply grateful for the fine spirit of cooperation manifested by pastors 

and congregations throughout the church. That spirit, together with the blessings 
of our Heavenly Father, is bound to make even the humble efforts of His people 
mighty in the work of building His Kingdom.

WHEREAS, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of 
the Reformation and Young People’s Luther League have labored faithfully to 
help the work of the church by giving financial assistance and by efficiently aiding 
in the training of an intelligent and loyal present and future church membership, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the church expresses its gratitude 
to these organizations for the material and spiritual contributions they have given 
the church during the past year. 


IV. COMPARATIVE STATEMENT 


WHEREAS, it is.a source of joy and gratitude to note that 697 congregations 
contributed an aggregate amount of $14,713.17 in excess of their apportionment 
for 1937 and 438 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned, and 

WHEREAS, 305 congregations contributed nothing to Education, 178 congre- 
gations contributed nothing to Home Missions, 201 congregations contributed 
nothing to Foreign Missions, 259 congregations contributed nothing to Charities, 
385 congregations contributed nothing to Pensions, 131 congregations contributed 
nothing to any of the activities as represented by the budget, :

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America assembled in biennial conven- 
tion in Minneapolis, Minn., June 8 to 14, 1938, hereby adopts the following 
resolutions: 

ters 

Whereas, the N. L. C. A. maintains Augsburg Publishing House 

a. Primarily to supply Bibles, textbooks for instruction in Christian truth, 
hymnbooks, and the confessional books of the church; 


b. Also to contribute to the growth and richness of the spiritual life of our 
people by the publication of Christian literature, Lutheran music, and church art; 

c. To strive toward the goal of a universally intelligent and informed church 
membership by the publication of material giving information on the history and 
achieyements of the church as well as on present activities; 

d. To plan its work so that the publishing activities of the church may be 
continued and extended over the years. Therefore be it 

1. Resolved, that this convention commend to the entire membership of the 
church body the Christian wisdom of knowing the purposes of our publishing 
house, and of co-operating in the realization of these purposes. This co-operation 
involves the proper point of view: the publishing house does not exist primarily 
to try to sell us something; but we, the members of the church body, own and 
operate a publishing house to supply us with the materials that we need and 
desire in the work of the Kingdom of God. 


Whereas, there is in our country a tremendous output of literature that ignores 
Christianity and has a definitely secularizing influence; and 

Whereas, there is much anti-Christian and atheistic literature offered for sale 
in our land; and : 

Whereas, there is published also a flood of unclean and degrading literature; 
therefore be it 

2. Resolved, that our church body recognize the need of publishing and dis- 
tributing definitely Christian books, pamphlets, and papers for purposes of infor- 
mation and indoctrination; and 

Resolved, that this convention also encourage the publication of books and 
papers of a wholesome and interesting nature for general reading and entertain- 
ment. 

Resolved, that church members be urged to remember their opportunities 
and responsibilities in the spread of Lutheran literature, 


Whereas, our church papers are indispensable in the maintenance of an in- 
formed and interested church membership; and 


Whereas, the church papers are the official organs of the church and bring 
their subscribers the current information on the activities of the church; 


Whereas, the church papers furnish a large amount of interesting, instructive, 
and devotional reading matter; 


Whereas, the church paper campaign in October resulted in substantial 
increases in the circulation of the Lutheran Herald and Lutheraneren; 


3. Resolved, that the people of our churches be earnestly requested to co- 
operate in the annual church paper campaign and 


Resolved, that pastors be asked to give this campaign their leadership and 
moral support. 
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Whereas, the Lutheran Church has a heritage of great chorales and other 
noble church music; and 


Whereas, Lutheran men and women are now composing music of a high order 
for choirs and congregations; therefore 


4. Resolved, that all our churches use Lutheran hymnbooks in their services, 
societies, and activities; and 


Resolved, that choirs and choruses be invited and encouraged to make use of 
anthems and other music composed by Lutheran musicians. 





Whereas, our report enumerates a sizable list of titles of books published 
during the year, as well as further editions of books selling well; 


5. Resolved, that this convention urge churches, Sunday schools, Luther 
Leagues, Brotherhoods, Missionary and Aid Societies, and other auxiliary organ- 
izations to build up libraries by the purchase of our publications; 


Resolved, that this convention call to the attention of people the propriety 
and wisdom of using copies of new publications as gifts. 





Whereas, we now have pastors and churches in hundreds of cities and towns 
containing public libraries; 


Whereas, there are numerous opportunities for placing our books and papers 
in libraries and reading rooms; 


6. Resolved, that our people and organizations be urged to avail themselves of 
this privilege; and 

Resolved, that we remind our pastors and other public speakers of their oppor- 
tunities for good by references in their addresses to the Augsburg books and 
periodicals found in the local public library. 





Whereas, 80% of the net profit of Augsburg Publishing House, which in 
1937 amounted to 80% of $27,064.33 or $21,651.46, is turned over to the church 
to be divided equally between the Pension fund and the General fund, 


7. Resolved that the constituency of the church take cognizance of this addi- 
tional service rendered by its publishing house.

REPORT OF THE BOARD 
Larger Pensions in 1937 


In the year 1936, the sum of $145.00 was paid to each of 356 pensioners, 
and in 1937, the sum of $185.00 to each of 362 pensioners. This increase of 
$40.00 to each pensioner in 1937 was principally due to the increase in the 
congregations’ contributions to pensions in 1937 as compared with their con- 
tributions in 1936 and previous years, as well as to the increase in the in- 
come from the Augsburg Publishing House and the income from the permanent 
pension fund. 

The Future 


The growing sentiment in all quarters in favor of old age pensions has 
also had its effect in our church as shown by the increased donations for 
pensions by the congregations. 

Many pastors say that the reserve plan adopted by the 1932 General 
Convention should be put into operation immediately. This plan provides 
for the payment into a reserve fund of five per cent of the minister’s salary 
by himself and a like amount by his congregation each year. It is the kind 
of plan in use by nearly all pension-paving organizations in church and state, 
in this country and in other countries. The same 1932 Convention that adopted 
this plan also charged our Board of Trustees and Church Council with putting 
the plan into operation at such time as these boards might find to be opportune. 
The 1936 General Convention however resolved to repeal it in case of adoption 
by Congress of an amendment to the Social Security Act, admitting the 
church workers to the benefits of the old age pension provisions of this act. 
If such an amendment is not adopted, the 1936 Convention ordered the re- 
serve plan to be put into immediate operation. 

Until one or the other is put into operation, it will be necessary to con- 
tinue with our present endowment plan with contributions from the congrega- 
tions. 

Election of Board Members 


Four members of the Pension Board are to be elected this year. 

One for a term of six (6) years to succeed Herman L. Ekern, whose term 
expires this year. 

One for a term of six (6) years to succeed H. C. Jordahl, whose term 
would have expired this year, who has resigned, and whose place has been 
temporarily filled with Theo. A. Arneson, Montevideo, Minn. 

One for a period of four (4) years to succeed L. W. Boe, who was elected 
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and resigned at the 1936 Convention, and whose place has been temporarily 
filled with John L. Reque, Chicago, III. 

One for a period of two (2) years to succeed K. A. Hofto, Grand Forks, 
N. D., whose term would have expired 1940, who has resigned and whose place 
has been temporarily filled with E. T. Risbrudt, St. Paul, Minn. 


Amendments to the Pension Fund Rules 


Section 25 of the rules provides that if those who become eligible to 
membership in the fund after July 1, 1926, do not join the fund within one 
year after their eligibility, they lose their right to membership. 

The Pension Board recommends the repeal of this provision. 

Section 41 of the rules provides for one year only for reinstatement of 
cancelled memberships. 

The Pension Board also recommends the repeal of this provision. 

The Pension Board submits the following: 


Resolutions 


I. We give thanks to the Lord for His blessings also upon this branch of 
our church work, the caring for our retired aged and sick workers. 

We thank the pastors for their good will and their good words to their 
congregations in favor of contributions to our Pension Fund. 

We thank the congregations and their members for their contributions to 
pensions, which have enabled us to give most needed help to so many retired 
workers. 

II. Whereas besides our 365 pensioners there are over one hundred dues- 
paying members of the fund between 65 and 85 years of age, many of whom 
may retire and become pensioners during the next few years; and 

Whereas the rules for the Pension Fund provide for annual contributions 
to pensions by congregations which contributions have become the main 
source of income for pensions; and 

Whereas the method of ingathering of the congregations’ contributions to 
pensions through the budget, adopted by the 1936 General Convention, has 
met with favorable response on the part of pastors and congregations; and 

Whereas the church cannot thereby incur any debt as no more money can 
be used than actually comes in; 

Be it therefore resolved that the sum of $80,000.00 be appropriated for 
pensions for each of the two years 1939 and 1940 to be included in the budget 
for that fiscal period. 

III. Amendments to the Pension Fund Rules. 

1) Repeal of section 25, reading: 

“Tf those who become eligible to membership after July 1, 1926, do not 
join the fund within one year after their eligibility, they lose their right to 
membership.” 

2) Repeal of section 41, reading: r 

“A member whose membership has been cancelled may have one year to 
be reinstated.” 

3) Substitute for section 41, the following: 

“A member whose membership has been cancelled, may be reinstated by 
paying the entrance fee, arrears and interest in accordance with the rules of the 
fund.” 

IV. Resolved further that the Board of Pensions is authorized to recommend 
amendments to the Pension Fund Rules to be adopted by the Board of Trustees 
and the Church Council.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1937 


It seems very natural these days to relate our thoughts to the Centennial 
Appeal. This is the case also when we think of our efforts in the field of 
Elementary Christian Education. The work that our Church is doing in this 
field today has a long history, a history which goes back far beyond the begin- 
ning of our own section of Christendom. It goes back to the very beginning of 
the Christian Church itself. 

To us it is of peculiar interest at this time to observe in retrospect how 
intimately the whole history and growth of our Church is bound up with the 
Christian instruction of the children. 

Significant indeed, or should we say prophetic? is the circumstance that in the 
very first little group of these people who were to help found our Church in 
this country there was a trained Christian teacher. This group which came to 
New York in 1825 numbered only 53. Ole Olson Hettledtvedt was the man 
referred to. 

From the very beginning Hettledtvedt devoted himself to the Christian 
instruction of the children. The fact that he was a lay preacher and a Bible 
colporteur only broadened the scope of his teaching activities. He visited most of 
the early settlements in which our Church was being established and seems 
to have made it part of his regular work to gather the children for instruction 
in the Catechism and the Bible. This he continued to do until his death in 1849. 

It is a well-known fact that Elling Eielsen, an aggressive lay preacher, who 
arrived in this country in 1839 devoted himself energetically to the instruction of 
the children. He traveled from the Fox River settlement in northern Illinois to 
’ New York, mostly on foot, for the purpose of having Luther’s Catechism printed 
in the English language—the first book to be printed among our people in this 
country, 

Nor were these isolated instances of men actually engaged in the Christian 
instruction of the children. The itinerant teacher of religion became a familiar and 
welcome person in the various communities. During the period of the year when 
farm work was less pressing, these men would pass from settlement to settlement 
gathering the children of the neighborhood in one of the homes and there instruct 
them in the Christian faith. In those days a home frequently became a Christian 
school for a week, for two weeks, or even longer periods. 

This practice of giving Christian instruction to the children of the settlements 
later developed into the generally accepted plan which today is known as the 
Vacation Bible School. 
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The women of the church had a great and important share in the work of 
instructing the children. We are told that Mrs. C. L. Clausen, the wife of the 
minister of the Muskego congtegation, founded in 1843, gathered the children of 
the neighborhood for Christian instruction. In this way the log house which 
Mr, Clausen had built, and which still forms part- of a farm home near the 
present Muskego Church, became a Christian school. 

And perhaps to Mrs. Clausen may go the honor of being the first woman 
in our Church to conduct such a school. Thousands have done so since and 
are doing it today in Vacation Bible school, in Week Day schools, and in our 
Sunday schools. 

But when the thought is of the women who through the century have helped 
build our Church by the instruction of the children, we think first of all of the 
Christian mothers who amid toil and privations taught their children in their 
own homes the way of salvation in Christ. 

Today many an old man or woman reared in a pioneer home could tell how a 
Christian mother in the midst of many and exhausting household duties had also 
managed first to teach the children to read and then instructed them in the Bible 
truths as we have them in Luther’s Catechism and the Bible History. 

Much strength and spiritual insight have come to the early generations of our 
Church because of the Christian instruction given by our pioneer mothers to their 
children. We thank God for them and for their contribution. We say, ‘“‘What 
wonderful Christian mothers!’—but, we do not follow their example, though it 
would be far easier for us than it was for them. Think of the attractive, beautifully 
illustrated children’s books we have today; and the excellent Sunday school papers 
for children, the comparative comfort we enjoy and the many conveniences that 
make our household tasks easier. Yet, comparatively few mothers take time 
today to instruct their children in the Word of God. 

If mothers today would return to the practice of daily instructing their 
children in the Christian faith we could remake the spirit of many of our 
congregations. This method of bringing God’s Word into the home is more 
than a good Christian exercise for the children, it is a distinct spiritual blessing 
to parents and others as well. It brings with it the blessings of prayer in word 
ang in Christian song—Let us walk in the footsteps of our pioneer mothers 
in this respect. 

In pointing out the place,of the Christian instruction of the children of the 
pioneers we would also record the interest taken and the energy expended in 
this work by the pioneer pastors. The early publications of our Church show 
that with them this was a most serious matter. In fact it was given a front-line 
place in their program of work. They not only admonished the parents to 
instruct their children, and urged them to be diligent in sending them to Christian 
Bible school and to the pastor’s catechetical class, but they personally spent 
much time in instructing the children. As they traveled about in their large 
parishes conducting services, preaching the Word, they also made the instruction 
of the children part of the regular Sunday services. They conducted what we 
might call a one-man Sunday school, that is, the pastor would invite all the 
children of the congregation present at the regular services—and in those days 
they were all there unless prevented by illness or other valid reason—to line up 
in the central aisle of the Church. Then the pastor would pass up and down 
the aisle among the children, questioning them on the lesson previously assigned 
and explaining the difficult portions. From thirty to forty minutes, and some- 
times longer periods, were given to this type of instruction. 

The pastors were also very thoroughgoing in what is usually termed confirma- 
tion instruction, that is the instruction given the boys and girls during one or two 
years preceding the rite of confirmation and the first communion. 

In outlying settlements during periods immediately preceding confirmation 
day the’pastor would remain in the community for a week or two, instructing 
the children intensively in all-day sessions. 

Less gifted boys or girls frequently spent weeks or even months in the 
pastor’s home in order that they might be properly instructed for confirmation. 
Here again the pastor’s wife would come to her husband’s assistance. : 

As the years passed, the Sunday school came to play a large and important 
part in the Christian instruction and training of the children. Today there are 
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enrolled in the Sunday schools of our Church some 175,000 children and young 
people. Indispensable indeed is the Sunday school, but it should never be 
permitted to supersede the Vacation Bible School or to make the latter seem 
superfluous. The two should supplement and strengthen one another. We need 
them both. Blessed indeed is the work of both institutions. 

The consistent emphasis placed upon the Christian instruction of the children 
down through the century, by mothers, teachers and pastors is undoubtedly 
responsible for bringing down to the present generation the precious heritage 
of Scriptural truth so ardently cherished by our forebears and so desperately 
needed by our generation, 


Sunday School Text Books, Manuals and Papers 


It is difficult today to think of a single valid reason why any Sunday school 
within our synod should go outside of our own publications for text books, papers 
and materials. These can easily stand comparison with the Sunday school sup- 
plies. and materials of other churches. Especially is this true of the books of the 
New Graded System—two for the Kindergarten and two for the Primary 
Department. 

It is also gratifying to note the enthusiasm with which the new materials 
have been received. The New Testament Course for Kindergarten was published 
in 1935. In that year 9,544 copies were distributed. In 1937 the number was 10,063. 
The Old Testament course went out last year in 6,918 copies. Grade I and 
Grade II have been equally well received. Of the former 8,210 copies were dis- 
tributed in 1937, of the latter 6,906. Of the four books now ready in the New 
Graded System the total distribution for 1937 was 32,097. 

During the same year 1937 the distribution of all grades in the Old Graded 
System was 34,037. Add to this the 11,399 Catechisms, Explanations and Bible 
Histories not in the Graded System, and also the 2,513 teachers’ manuals dis- 
tributed and we have a total distribution of Sunday school text books up through 
the confirmation classes of 80,046; almost 8,000 more than the preceding year, 
and an all-time high. 

It should also be recorded that there has been an advance in the use of 
Post-Confirmation Quarterlies. The total of all for 1937 was 21,422 as compared 
with 5,768 in 1934 and 20,169 in 1936. The number of teachers’ quarterly manuals 
distributed was 1,256. 

The use of Dr. Martin Anderson’s Adult Manual (1375) indicates that the 
instruction and confirmation of adults is increasing, though perhaps not so 
rapidly nor so generally throughout the Church as it ought. 

The distribution of the text books of the Standard Teacher Training Course 
continues to increase. In 1937 the distribution reached 19,056 of all books in the 
series. 

The fact that 7,062 note books were sent out indicates that a serious effort was 
made in the teacher-training groups to do thorough and systematic work. These 
note books contain questions, outlines, discussion topics, and suggested readings, 
and are well supplied with blank pages for notes. 

The subscriptions to our Sunday school papers should be pushed. They 
deserve a larger circulation. The figures for 1937 are as follows:

With an enrollment in our Sunday schools of approximately 175,000, plus 
19,000 teachers, there is ample reason for feeling that a special effort ought to be 
made to increase these subscriptions. If all teachers were aware how helpful the 
Lutheran Teacher is in every department of the Sunday school, the subscribers to 
that magazine would undoubtedly increase materially at once. 
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The School Aid Fund 


The School Aid Fund has again been instrumental in bringing the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ to a large number of less fortunately situated children. 

In 1937, 147 grants were made totaling $3,016.39. Most of these grants went 
to outlying congregations, largely in the drought stricken area of the Northwest; 
3,637 children were enrolled for 1,828 days of instruction. 

This work could be extended considerably if funds were available. Gifts 
and bequests from men and women who love the little ones as Christ did would 
be a real contribution at this time toward the extension of His kingdom. 


Teacher Training 


The Teacher Training movement within our Church is a source of encourage- 
ment to the Board of Elementary Christian Education. The fact that each fall 
_for ten consecutive weeks thousands upon thousands of Sunday school teachers 
gather for a two-hour double course of instruction is convincing evidence that 
the great majority of our Sunday school teachers have an honest desire to do 
the Lord’s work well. Certainly it carries with it the assurance that little by 
little our Sunday schools will be staffed by men and women who not only are 
willing to give their best, but whose best is of a high degree of excellence. We 
believe the Sunday school work throughout our whole Church is in the process of 
being lifted to a new high plane. The fact that there still are many communities 
where the Sunday school teachers are not enrolled in the Ten-Week Course is a 
matter of keen regret. However, the District Executive Secretaries as well as 
the Circuit contact men for Elementary Christian Educatian are making every 
effort each year to enroll those who so far have not participated. Locally the 
pastors are gradually overcoming difficulties and obstacles that have prevented 
the work from getting under way. At present the trend seems to be toward local 
congregational or parish teacher training units. The establishment of a teacher 
training class in Sunday school is becoming more common. Some congregations 
are graduating a class from the teacher training department each year. Already 
some congregations are requiring that all teachers in the Sunday school must 
_ have completed the Standard Teacher Training Course or its equivalent. 


Tien-Week Teacher Training Course 


Because the District Executive Secretaries have had considerable difficulty 
in obtaining complete reports from some Circuits, an accurate picture of the 
progress of the Ten-Week Teacher Training Course throughout our Church 
cannot be given. 

Reports from the Districts having fairly complete returns are as follows: 

Eastern District: Number enrolled, 1,000. 

Northern Minnesota District: Number enrolled, 1158; Certificates issued, 460. 

Southern Minnesota District: Number enrolled, 655; Certificates issued, 338. 

Iowa District: Number enrolled, 506. 

South Dakota District: Number enrolled, 960; Certificates issued, 588. 

North Dakota District: Number enrolled, 1106; Certificates issued, 583. 

Rocky Mountain District: Number enrolled, 475; Certificates issued, 259. 

Pacific District: Number enrolled, 613: Certificates issued, 171. 

Total number enrolled, 6473; Total certificates issued, 2399. 


Perhaps the best gauge of the general participation in this course is to be 
found in the distribution of the books that constitute the Standard Teacher Train- 
ing Course. Of these there were, as stated above, distributed 19,056 in 1937. It 
should be noted that 15,661 represents the distribution of the two texts designated 
for study in the Ten-Week Course in the fall of 1937. The balance was distributed 
among the others. The fact that some 19,000 teachers are serving in our Sunday 
schools while 19,056 teacher training texts were distributed would indicate that 
the great majority participated in some way in the general teacher training work 
of our Church. 


The Summer Institute 


The first Summer Institute for Sunday school teachers and parents was 
conducted at the Lake Geneva Biblee Camp near Alexandria, Minnesota, in 
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August, 1937. The total enrollment at the camp was 364. Of these 109 were 
_ children and 255 were adults. The daily program provided for instruction of the 
children, demonstration classes and discussion periods for Sunday school teachers, 
group discussions for parents, Bible study and inspirational addresses for every- 
one. A wholesome recreational program was provided for young and old with 
carefully supervised play for the little children. 

The cost of attending this camp is so low that it is possible for parents to 
bring their children for the entire week, 

A similar Summer Institute will be.conducted this summer in the same place. 
The dates are August 9-15. Full information may be had by writing the Execu- 
tive office for the Board of Elementary Christian Education, 408 Fifth Ave.

Radio Bible Stories 


A new feature in the activities of the Board of Elementary Christian Educa- 
tion this year is the sponsoring of a radio story hour over WCAL, the St. Olaf 
Radio Station. At the invitation of the management of WCAL the Executive 
Secretary of the Board has organized a supporting group of Minneapolis women 
who prepare and present the “Tell Me a Story” program over WCAL each 
Sunday at 12:30. These broadcasts originate in the Minneapolis studio at Augs- 
burg Publishing House. 

The Board also has the privilege of going on the air at frequent intervals on 
the “Church Hour” which is presented every morning, Monday to Saturday

Comments on Statistics: 

One of the very real opportunities for spiritual service confronting our con- 
gregations in almost every locality lies in the field of educational evangelism. 
By this we mean the instruction and preparation of adults for baptism and con- 
firmation. Some pastors and congregations have sensed this opportunity and 
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are making the most of it. The statistics of our total work in this field, however, 
indicate that our church as a whole has not as yet recognized that this offers one 
of our greatest and most promising opportunities for evangelistic effort. But 
it must be a joint effort of the pastor and members of his congregation. The 
church members should be the recruiting force, the pastor the instructor and 
spiritual guide of those who come into his class. In 1937 we averaged only 
about two adult baptisms and confirmations per pastor. Not an impressive 
average. With active participation on the part of the church members this 
figure could easily be doubled and trebled before our next general convention. 

The enrollment in the Vacation Bible School and the Week-day Instruction 
groups leaves much to-be desired, especially the latter. The enrollment of some 
over 45,000 in Vacation Bible schools represents less than one-third of the 
regular pupil enrollment in our Sunday schools. If we allow 25,000 for the 
‘Kindergartens, we still have over 100,000 children who by all means should 
receive annually the benefit of a term of Vacation Bible School. 

That only about 9 per cent of our Sunday school children, or about 20 per cent 
of our Vacation Bible school children, are enrolled in’ Week-day Religious In- 
struction groups is a reflection upon our sincerity in claiming that we want to do 
everything in our power to bring up our children in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. : 

On the other hand, the enrollment of 13,972 in the cradle roll division suggests 
that a-strong effort is being made today to follow up and keep in touch with all 
children baptized within our Church. i 

In a day when Christian home influence is so often at low ebb it is of the 
utmost importance that the congregations maintain a high standard of spiritual 
care for the children. To this end the congregational Board of Education should 
so_organize the work of Christian education that the child is nurtured spiritually 
from infancy to manhood.. Hence the necessity of maintaining and using all the 
educational agencies advocated in this report.

INTER-SYNODICAL CONFERENCE ON ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


For a number of years there has been held in Chicago in the month of Febru- 
ary an inter-synodical conference on Elementary Christian Education. Unofficial 
representatives of practically all Lutheran Synods have participated. 

The conference has afforded an opportunity for men engaged in Elementary 
Christian Education in their respective synods to sit down together and discuss 
plans and problems for this work which is so vital to the life of the Church. 

At the 1937 meeting two important papers were presented: one by Prof. C. M. 
Videbeck on “After Confirmation—What?”, the other by the Rev. Julius Boden- 
sieck, editor of Kirchenblatt, on “The Use of the Bible in Modern Times.” 

Dr, J. N. Andersen was re-elected chairman of the organization of which he 
has for many years been the moving spirit. 


= Inter-Synodical Board Meeting 


In May, 1937, was held the first meeting of the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education, of the various synods composing the American Lutheran Conference. 
The meeting was called and arranged for by the Commission on Elementary 
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Christian Education of the American Lutheran Conference and was held in 
Chicago. A series of papers were read and discussed. 

Perhaps the most significant result of the meeting was the discussion of 
possible cooperative undertakings between the synods in the field of Elementary: 
Christian Education. It was generally agreed that the most promising point at 
which to start inter-synodical cooperation would be in the field of Week-day 
Religious Instruction. This offers a natural opportunity for cooperation locally 
in the congregations as well as in the preparation of courses and materials, 

Several of the subjects agreed upon for the 1938 meeting reflect this feeling. 
For instance, “Week-Day Religious Education in Rural Areas and Small 
Towns,” and “Week-Day Religious Education in Cities.” Two other papers 
scheduled for the 1938 conference are “The Objectives of Religious Education in 
the Lutheran Church” and “The Correlation and Integration of Parish Education 
as a Whole.” There will also be a report on a survey of Sunday school literature 
within the American Lutheran Conference.

Dak., Huxley, Iowa, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. (immigrant missionary), and Jersey City, N. J. He also served 
two years as financial secretary for St. Olaf College, and for a time as rector 
of Luther Hospital, Madison, Wis. On account of ill health he had resigned and 
lived the last years of his life at Scarville, Iowa. He passed away on the 21st of 
September and was buried at Huxley on the 23rd. 

Dr. Carl Déving, born 1867 in S¢ndm¢gre, Norway, went to South Africa with 
missionary Nils Astrup in whose home he lived and served as a teacher in the 
Schreuder Mission. In 1890 he came to America. In 1893 he was graduated 
from Luther College, and in 1896 from Luther Seminary. Ordained in 1896 he 
served pastorates in Red Wing, Minn., Montevideo, Minn., and Brooklyn, N. Y. 
From 1912 and until his retirement a few years ago he served as city mission- 
ary in Chicago. The last few years he had his home at Luther College, Decorah. 
He was the author of “Billeder fra Syd-Afrika” (1892), and “Blandt Zuluerne i 
Syd-Afrika” 1894. He was especially well known as an authority on hymnology 
and translator of a large number of the hymns in our “Lutheran Hymnary.” He 
died on the Ist of October and was laid at rest in Decorah on the 4th of October. 

Kristen Kvamme, born in Gubrandsdalen, Norway, in 1866, was graduated 
from Luther College in 1894, and from Luther Seminary in 1899. 1896-98 he 
served as a teacher at Luther College. He served pastorates in New York City, 
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Salt Lake City, and (since 1912) at Ossian, Iowa. He did considerable literary 
work and served as editor of several church publications. He died at his home 
near Ossian on the 14th of January and was laid at rest in the Stavanger Ceme- 
tery on the 18th. 

Johannes Granskou, born in Gudbrandsdalen, Norway, came to America in 
1881. He attended Willmar Academy, St. Olaf, and the Northfield Seminary. 
He was graduated from the latter in 1889 and was ordained the same year. He 
served pastorates at Webster, So. Dak., La Crosse, Wis., Stanley, Wis. From 
1911 and until his retirement a few years ago he served as pastor of the Winne- 
bago parish near Lake Mills. He passed away at his home in Lake Mills on the 
8th of February and was laid at rest in the Winnebago cemetery on the 11th.

TENTH ANNIVERSARY 


This is the occasion of the Tenth Anniversary of the organization of the 
Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. A study of the records and achieve- 
ments of these ten years leaves us with a deep sense of gratitude. We realize that 
every accomplishment, every step forward. has come because of the love and 
faithful labors of faithful young women everywhere, of leaders and of those who 
have followed in the ranks. We are grateful too, to the Women’s Missionary 
Federation for “standing by.” Their interest and their encouragement through 
these ten years has been invaluable. We are grateful to God for His patience 
with our frail efforts, for daily opportunities of serving in our small way the 
Lord we love. Now, therefore, our God, we thank Thee and praise Thy glorious 
name! 


STATISTICS 


The number of societies has increased each biennium and we are glad to 
report some over 800 societies on our records to date, an increase of over a 
hundred since our last biennial report. Financial contributions during the past 
biennium total $32,780.96. 


PROJECTS 


The Anna Huseth Memorial Mission has had ample support to maintain the 
station and its workers. The Rev. Elmer H. Dahle who supervised the building 
of the station is again our missionary in charge. 

In August, 1937, Miss Rebecca Millunchick was commissioned to represent 
the L. D. R. among the Jewish people at Brooklyn. This project has met with 
loving response and adequate funds have been received to continue this project. 

The three projects on our general church budget,—the Bethany Indian Mis- 
sion, the Teller and Igloo missions in Alaska, and the Home Finding and Child 
Placing project have given occasion for special study, and there has been evi- 
dence of increased interest by the generous contributions to these projects. 


CONVENTIONS AND BOARD MEETINGS 


All the districts hold conventions regularly in connection with the general 
district meetings. A few of the districts have regular board meetings with a 
well-planned program of work. There are still many circuits unorganized and 
‘there is a deep need in many places for consecrated leadership in circuit work. 
In places where there is no circuit organization the circuit W. M. F. president 
has very often assumed the responsibility of getting the scattered groups to- 
gether. This great kindness is sincerely appreciated. 

One regular general board meeting has been held since our last convention. 
We feel the need of meeting more often and hope that the future will make one 
board meeting a year a possibility. 


FORWARD WORK 


The past two years the work has been directed and greatly stimulated by 
Miss Arna Njaa, our executive secretary. In addition to her duties in the office 
she has visited as many societies as time and energy would permit. It is our 
desire to increase our contacts with individual socieites. 

The Leader’s Manual has been revised and supplemented to give concise 
and practical suggestions for organizing and maintaining interest after organi- 
zation. 

In 1937 our first program series was introduced under the title, Being a 
Lutheran Daughter. This year the second series considers The Lutheran Daugh-

ter’s Life Investment. This is our first program series available in pamphlet form. 
The Treasure Chest is a dear and familiar object among the Lutheran Daugh- 
ters’ possessions. We believe our young women will experience rich blessings 
from this personal dedication of their gifts to the Lord’s service. Although the 
Treasure Chest was in use only about three months last fall before the first 
ingathering, the boxes brought in $662. Given in the spirit of the inscription, 
“Lord of Spirits, I Surrender for Thy Use Thy Gifts to Me,” we trust that these 
gifts have had the joyous accompaniment of gratitude, love and prayer. 


CENTENNIAL 


The Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation are grateful for a church that 
through one hundred years has been loyal to God’s Word. We are grateful to 
those who have carried the burden of leadership through good and evil days. 
We remember reverently the fathers and mothers who down through the years 
were faithful stewards of the Truth of God. What investments they made! And 
so in gratitude and appreciation the L. D. R. is glad for the privilege of having 
a part in a joyous Centennial observance. 


FORWARD WITH CHRIST

It is the aim of the Young People’s Luther League to hold and to win young 
people for Christ and the church. As we review the past work of the League 
we are inspired by the manifest fruits of this purpose. 


The Pocket Testament Movement 


We are thankful for the growth of the P. T. M., our present enrollment 
total of 30,000 members being a gain of about 9,000 in the two years which have 
_ intervened since our last report to the church. Although we realize that facts 
and figures are inadequate measures of spiritual values, still we believe it means 
a great deal that so many of our people are “searching the Scriptures daily” 
and seeking direction there for their lives. 


The Lutheran Youth Conference 


Outstanding event in point of evident spirituality among youth, as well as 
in point of magnitude, was the Lutheran Youth Conference held in Minneapolis 
June 23-27, 1937. Between ten and fifteen thousand young people of the five 
church bodies in the American Lutheran Conference were attracted to the joint 
convention by the great theme, “Christ Our Life.” Worshipping, singing, pray- 
ing and fellowshipping together, they were a living testimony to the united faith 
and strength of our future Lutheran church. 

Los Angeles, California, has been selected as the meeting place of the next 
biennial International Convention of our own Luther League. The dates are set 
for the last week in June, 1939. Already, an unprecedented growth in League 
work has taken place on the West Coast. Leagues there are re-consecrating 
themselves to be worthy of sponsoring the spiritually great convention they 
are prayerfully looking forward to next year. 

Special mention should be made of the first annual Bible Camp Rally and 
Workers’ Conference, held last fall in Minneapolis. This, as well as the many 
circuit rallies and workers’ conferences which now are being sponsored in 
addition to the annual circuit conventions, was significant in helping League 
eee to exchange ideas and gain new concepts of their important responsi- 
bilities 


Increase in Number of Leagues 


An increase from 2,400 to 2,470 local societies can be reported for the past 
two-year period. The majority of the new Leagues are Junior organizations, 
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an evidence of the growing conviction that it is not only worth-while but impera- 
tive to concentrate particular attention upon the early post-confirmation age 
group. Often uncertain of their place in the church, and feeling uncomfortable 


in the Senior League group, Junior age boys and girls need a League of their 
own. 


The Every Member Plan 


Designed to help local Leagues, Senior and Junior, to promote a more defi- 
nitely defined “Crusade with Christ,” this organizational plan is rapidly being 
adopted everywhere. We are grateful to Margaret Wall Eide, who has climaxed 
six years of consecrated and devoted service as Y. P. L. L. Office Secretary by 
writing a series of excellent Luther League Manuals based on the Every Member 
Plan. With this fine working material, and also the much improved Better 
Leagues Quarterly introduced by Rev. Olaf G. Malmin and his co-workers this 
year, League work should go forward even more rapidly from now on. 


Bible Camps 


The Bible Camp Movement seemingly is in our church to stay;—and mani- 
festly to count tremendously in the soul-winning program of the church among 
youth. Approximately sixty camps are listed. 


Finances 


Financially, perhaps the Luther League has not been able to keep pace with 
other phases of its growth. The year 1937 was closed without a deficit but funds 
did not permit supporting special home and foreign mission projects as planned. 
The Lutheran Students’ Union, an auxiliary of the League, has given $1,000 or 
more to foreign missions each year, however. 

We confidently hope and believe that support will be forthcoming so that 
the Luther League will be enabled to extend its program in proportion to the 
great need and challenge of the times. May God grant this to His glory and 
honor.

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THE BROTHERHOOD 


. There have been several very significant happenings in the Brotherhood 
organization during the past year. For a number of years it has been felt that 
the men’s work as such constituted the weak link in our church. It was with 
the idea in mind of bringing about a new day in this field that the Brotherhood 
Board, in accordance with instructions from the last Biennial Convention, at 
the beginning of 1937 called the undersigned as full time Executive Secretary. 
A definite program of development was planned and put into effect immediately. 

At the time of the launching of this program, there were ninety local Brother- 
hood units definitely reported to and affiliated with the Synodical Brotherhood. 
From the parochial reports it was evident that there were over three hundred 
men’s societies of. varying nature in existence but only ninety of these gave 
evidence of any interest in the Synodical organization. In the past year that 
number has been increased to three hundred twenty-five local units, amply 
justifying the forward step which had been taken. 

A program of boys’ work and crime prevention has been the key objective 
around which the work is being built. Through a working arrangement with 
the Luther League, the age spread of seven to fourteen among the boys has 
been definitely placed as a responsibility of the Brotherhood. To augment that 
program a special arrangement with the Boy Scouts of America has opened 
the way for the men of the church to take over an angle of the boy problem 
which heretofore has been left largely to other churches or to organizations 
and institutions outside the church. Emphasis is being laid on this phase of 
boy’s work on the specific challenge of crime prevention. It must be realized 
that in this field of moral decadence the Lutheran Church has not escaped un- 
scathed. : 

The Brotherhood feels that one of the distinct needs within our church is 
a program of education among the men concerning the general work of our 
church. It is felt that if the men are informed on church matters and her work, 
the effect would be definitely felt in the field of church finance. With that in 
mind, prominent place is being given to a program of education in steward- 
ship. In line with this, emphasis is being placed also on the training of our 
men for positions of lay leadership. 

It has been definitely determined that it shall not be the plan of the Brother- 
hood to raise large sums of money as an organization, but rather to make the 
Brotherhood a vehicle in making the men available in a more concrete way in 
the accepted methods of church finance. It is felt that if the men are taught 
to know their church and to recognize the value of Scriptural stewardship, much 
of the financial burden will be automatically taken care of, 

In recognition of this purpose the church has seen fit in the past year to 
appropriate a definite sum for the furtherance of the Brotherhood program, 
thus leaving the organization of the men free to plan its work in such a way 
that its influence will be felt throughout the entire church in all of her de- 
partments, 

Not least of all, there is need for education in the matter of Christian Citizen- 
ship and the place of the Christian in the field of public morals. With in- 
stitutions and forces capitalizing on youth for monetary gain and at the moral 
and spiritual expense of youth as never before, it is highly necessary that the 
men of the church take a hand. 

It is inspiring to note that the men of our church are now coming together 
for inspiration and education in the same manner as the women and the young 
people have been doing for years. Rallies have been held in all districts and 
many circuits of the church during the past year, totaling over one hundred and 
fifty. It has been estimated that in one state alone, over ten thousand men 
attended these rallies. As this new spirit spreads among the one hundred and 
twenty thousand men of our church, the influence of the men will be felt with 
increasing force, by the Grace of God!

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FORMANDENS INDBERETNING 


“Og Jesus traadte frem, talte til dem og sa: Mig er git al magt i himmel og 
paa jord; gaa derfor ut og gj¢r alle folkeslag til discipler, idet I dgper dem til 
Faderens og Sgnnens og den Helligaands navn og lerer dem at holde alt det 
jeg har befalt eder. Og se, jeg er med eder alle dage indtil verdens ende!” 
(Matt. 28, 18—20.) 

Disse Herrens ord er den guddommelige befaling hvorunder Kristi kirke 
arbeider 1 verden. De er saa vel kjendte, disse ord. De lwses ved hver daabs- 
handling. De gjentages ofte i den kristelige undervisning. De lyder med hgitid 
og andagt naar nye tjenere indvies til den hellige vidnetjeneste i menigheten, ute 
og hjemme. Det kan derfor synes overfigdig at betone dem igjen. Og dog, det 
er ngdvendig for den kristne menighet at bli stillet ansigt til ansigt med disse 
ord ret ofte, og likesaa tillate Guds Helligaand at gjdre indholdet og alvoret 
i denne befaling ret levende i hjerte og samvittighet. Det er ngdvendig at bli 
mindet om den hellige pligt Jesus selv har lagt paa sine discipler og efterf¢l- 
gere i denne, hans sidste befaling. Derved blir det klart at han stoler paa sine 
discipler naar det gjelder at bringe ut budskapet om hans gjerning og vilje for 
menneskene til deres frelse og evige salighet. Ti Gud sendte ikke sin sén til 
verden for at han skulde frelses, men forat verden skulde frelses ved ham. Og 
Jesus har kaldt, og helliget sine discipler, sin menighet til, i hans kraft og ved 
hans naade, at bringe frelsens bud til den verden Kristus har gjenldst med 
sit blod. 

De férste disciplers tilstand den dag Jesus gav dem befalingen, var i mange 
henseender slik at opgaven befalingen indesluttet maatte forekomme dem ‘en 
absolut umulighet. Det visste ogsaa Jesus. Derfor fgiet han til befalingen disse 
meegtige, naadefulde ord: “Mig er git al magt i himmel og paa jord,” og “Se, 
jeg er med eder alle dage indtil verdens ende.” Disse ord indeholder hemmelig- 
heten til al vekst og fremgang i og ved Kristi kirke paa jord. Kraften og fuld- 
magten er fra Kristus. Han styrer og f@rer selv frem sin sak. Ofte har han 
endog forandret menneskers hat, vrede og motstand til pris for sit navn, og til 
seier for sin sak, — den sak hans kirke fgrer paa hans vegne og i hans navn. 
Han alene har al magt i himmel og paa jord. 

Ikke mindst som det er i vore dage, kan vi nok reddes for den veldige magt 
enkelte mend utfolder i verden. Men, over alle, over hele universet er Kristus 
den almegtige; han hvis almagt omspznder baade himmel og jord, og fylder 
selve evigheten. Med tanken paa dette kan vi nok forstaa hvorfor apostelen” 
utbryter i dette fryderop: “Jeg formaar alt i Kristus, som gjgr mig sterk.” 
Ogsaa for os gjelder det at vi i troen griper ham, almagtens og naadens konge, 
da skal hans kraft fuldkommes ogsaa i vor skrdpelighet. Den enlige apostel 
som paa sine reiser i Mesterens tjeneste saa ofte m#tte motstand, menneskers 
hat og forfglgelse, han frygtet dog ikke. Han var tryg i ly av Kristi fuldmagt, 
og styrket ved troen paa I¢ftet om at den levende Jesus altid var ham ner. - 

Det er for disse evige sandheter vi som enkelte kristne og som en kristen 
kirke trenger at lukke hjerter og sind vidt op i disse tider. Ogsaa i vor tid 
fdres der mangeartede og farlige angrep mot Kristi kirke. Og mange falder 
fra. Med syn for dette kan der nok komme frygt og haabldshet. Hvor 1¢ftende 
og troesstyrkende er det derfor ikke igijen at h@re disse vor frelsers ord: “Mig 
er git al magt,” “Se, jeg er med eder.” Dette bringer den herlige visshet — 
Kristus lever! Og han er tilstede hos alle sine tro efterfdlgere! Dette gjelder 
ogsaa os. La os derfor sette alt vort haab, vor tro og tillid til Gud. Han som 
har begyndt den gode gjerning skal ogsaa fuldfgre den. La os med frimodighet 
se hen til Jesus, troens begynder og fuldkommer, og med taalmodighet Igpe 1 
den os foresatte kamp. 1 tillidsfuld tro paa vor frelsers ord og Igfter bor de 
troendes hjerter fyldes med_ kraft, frimodighet og seiersvisshet, tiltrods for de 
mange mégrke timer som vissélig vil komme. I Kristi kirke paa jord b¢r altid 
denne lovsang lyde: “Jeg vet at min gjenldser lever!” Grepne av denne sand- 
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hets magt b¢r vi i fellesskap og enkeltvis opta og fére frem med glede enhver 
opgave i Kristi kirke, i Jesu velsignede navn, han som har al magt i himmel og 
paa jord. : 

Naar Jesus i sine avskedsord sier: “Gaa derfor ut og gj@r alle folkeslag til 
mine discipler’; og naar han likesaa I¢fter sine signende hender over os i I¢f- 
tet: “Se, jeg er med eder,” da bgr vi erindre at det er for ham vi skal gjgre 
mennesker til discipler. Det er hans gjerning vi da gjgr. Gjerningen skal derfor 
gjgres paa den maate han anviser, og ved de midler han legger os i hender. 
Det var slik med de f¢rste discipler. Han gav dem befalingen; han angav maa- 

‘let; han anviste midlene de skulde bruke. Det var naadens midler, ord og sakra- 
ment. Det var alt han gav dem. Men ved de midler grundla de og bygget Jesu 
Kristi kirke paa jord. Visdommen, naaden og kraften skjankedes dem ved Guds 
Helligaand. ° 

Som saa ofte f¢ér kan nok ogsaa vi fristes nu og da til at sgke nye maater 
og bruke nye midler. Dog, la os ikke glemme at vi har i eie de naadens midler 
som magtet at omskape menneskeverdenen i svundne tider. Vi trenger ikke, 
og heller ikke har Gud git andre midler hvorved mennesker kan gj¢res til 
Jesu Kristi discipler. Dersom vi med troskap bevarer og bruker de naadens 
midler han har git, skal ogsaa ved Guds naade de samme ting ske nu som 
skedde da Peter, Paulus, Jakob og Johannes virket i Jesu Kristi tjeneste. Det 
maa alt vere som Herren har befalt. Det maa fremdeles ske i Faderens, Sgn- 
nens og den Helligaands navn. Det blir alt faafengt dersom vi fdlger andre 
maater og bruker andre midler. 

Denne Jesus Kristi befaling omfatter alt kirkens arbeide. Den er aldeles 
grundleggende. Baade sigter den til det at bygge Kristi kirke herhjemme, saa- 
velsom til det at plante Kristi korsmerke i fremmede land. Den har at gj¢gre 
med barnas kristelige undervisning i hjem og skole, saavelsom det at gve barm- 
hjertighetens tjeneste blandt de trengende og forkomne. 

Aarsaken til at kirken ikke har gjort fremgang her og der har veret efter- 
latenhet og utroskap mot Kristi sidste befaling. Fremgang, vekst og kraft har 
kommet som frugt av troskap og lydighet mot befalingen, “dgper dem og le- 
rer dem.” Det og det alene har sikret rik indsamling paa de hvite hdstmarker. 
Og for det skal Gud alene ha al ere! 

Vor kirke nermer sig nu festaaret til minde om hundreaarig ordnet kirkelig 
virksomhet i dette land. Gud har velsignet os paa mange maater i disse hundre 
aar. Den stgrste velsignelse er dette at det er det samme budskap som hgres 
idag som det der hgrtes blandt pionerene i nybyggertiden. Vi har den samme 
daab, den samme Herrens nadver, den samme katekisme i barneundervisningen 
ved hjelp av hvilke vi “lerer dem at holde alt det Kristus har befalt.”” Dersom 
en av pionerfedrene idag kunde komme tilbake til os, vore menigheter og kirke, 
fandt han nok forandring i sprog, men forkyndelsens indhold vilde vere det 
samme. Det samme budskap om synd og naade; den samme undervisning i 
hvad Jesus har befalt; de samme sakramenter; den samme katekisme; det samme 
salmeindhold. Ikke ved vor egen fortjeneste, men av Guds naade er disse evige 
verdier blit bevart uforandret hos os i disse hundre aar. Ja, ikke bare saa, men 
i lyset av Jesu sidste befaling, og paa grund av I¢ftet han gav, og som han har 
holdt, merker vi at der er en forbindelse som fra himmelfartsberget strekker sig 
ned gjennem disse to tusen aar helt til os. Og dette er paa grund av Herrens 
velsignelse; det er hans gjerning. Og det er paa dette grundlag vi har troens 
visshet for at Jesus er hos os i vor kirke idag. Han er hos enhver som elsker 
og tjener ham. Over hver eneste budberer, prest og lerer i kirke og menighet, 
hgres derfor fremdeles himmelklangen i disse megtige, uforanderlige, guddom- 
melige kongeord: “Mig er git al magt i himmel og paa jord.” — Det er derfor 
paa hans fuldmagt og i hans hellige navn vi har frimodighet til at ta op og 
fgre frem arbeidet i Jesu Kristi rike paa jord. 

Vi samles da her ved vort kirkem¢te som en avdeling i Jesu Kristi arbeids- 
her. Vor bgn og trang fra vi begynder til vi slutter mgtet, bgr vere dette, at 
lere at kjende og fglge vor frelsers vilje. Med hjertelig troskap og hellig hen- 
givenhet bgr vi indvie os selv til dette arbeide at gjgre mennesker til Jesu 
discipler, ved at dgpe dem og lere dem hvad Kristus har befalt. Og la os i 
ydmyghet tro dette, at endog naar vi nu er samlet til kirkem¢te, saa gjelder 
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Kristi naadefulde Igfte; han den korsfestede, opstandne og himmelfarne frel- 
serkonge er selv tilstede iblandt os. Vissheten om at den levende herre Jesus 
er iblandt os, at hans signende hender er I¢ftet over os, bér fylde vore hjerter 
med ydmyghet, alvor, og hellig glede. Denne visshet bdr skape i os et sind 
som ikke séker sit eget, men det som Guds Helligaand lerer os vil tjene Jesu 
Kristi rike bedst. Naar vi da ved avslutningen av m@tet sier hverandre farvel, 
maa det da vere som discipler der igjen har hgrt Gudssénnens kongeord paa 
opstandelsens berg, og som derfor med den Helligaands vigsel i sjel og sind 
gaar ut i hans gjerning som lovet at vere med sine alle dage indtil verdens ende. 


DET KRISTELIGE SKOLEVASEN 


Ogsaa i den sidste to-aarsperiode har vort samfund drevet det hgiere kriste- 
lige undervisningsarbeide ved det teologiske seminar, ved vore colleges og andre 
kristelige skoler. Nevnes b¢ér det ogsaa at mange av vore unge kvinder mottar 
kristelig undervisning, og er under kristelig paavirkning ved visse hospitaler som 
drives under vor kirkes tilsyn. 

Vi ber takke Gud for den gledelige kjendsgjerning at vor ungdom i stadig 
stigende antal, fra aar til aar, s¢ker hen til vore egne kirkeskoler for der at 
faa sin utdannelse. Den tid de anvender ved kirkens skoler vil i kommende 
tider bere rike frugter for dem selv og for kirken. 

Det er en herlig anledning, men ogsaa et alvorlig ansvar kirken paa denne 
maate paatar sig. Det er ikke bare ngdvendig og ‘tilfredsstillende at der ved 
skolene gives den rette objektive undervisning i kristendommens sandheter; men 
det som ofte er av end stgrre og mere varig betydning for den kristelige karak- 
terdannelse er at der inden baade fakulteter og studenterskap ved skolene ska- 
pes den bakgrund og den atmosfere uten hvilke den rette kristelige karakter- 
dannelse ikke er mulig. Vor kirke takker i hjertelig oprigtighet lererne ved 
vore skoler og andre institutioner som ved sin tro og ved sit liv har ydet ver- 
difulde bidrag til det kristelige karakterdannende arbeide blandt vor ungdom. 

Det maa erkjendes at lererne ved vore skoler faar ikke idag den paaskjdn- 
nelse og nyter ikke slik hengivenhet blandt folket som det var tilfeeldet i tid- 
ligere tider. Et omslag paa dette omraade er en umiddelbar ngdvendighet. Maa 
det mer og mer bli slik at der fra vort kirkefolks side vokser frem en st¢érre 
hengivenhet og dypere forstaaelse av den tjeneste som ydes kirkens barn og 
ungdom gjennem kristne lzrere ved vore skoler. 

I tilleg til det arbeide vort samfund gj¢r paa dette felt ved vore kirkeskoler, 
séker ogsaa samfundet at fdlge med kristelig paavirkning og veiledning den del 
av vor ungdom som s¢ker sin utdannelse ved statens skoler. Gjennem sine 
tillidsmzend har The American Lutheran Conference kaldt pastor F. A. Schiotz, 
en av vor kirkes prester, til at tjene som direktgr og sekreter i det kirkelige 
arbeide som nu gjgres blandt vor ungdom ved statsskolene. Hensigten er at 
han skal hjzlpe vore lutherske prester til at ordne og vareta dette arbeide blandt 
ungdommen som kommer til statsskolene fra vore menigheter. Styret for sam- 
fundets skolevzesen har gjennem dr. J. C. K. Preus og Miss Hortense Hage 
ydet megen omtanke og hjelp i disse aar til denne gjernings fremme. 


DET TEOLOGISKE SEMINAR 


I Igpet av de sidste to aar er der utgaat fra vor kirkes presteskole 32 teolo- 
giske kandidater. Nzeesten alle disse er nu i kirkens tjeneste. Flere av sidste 
aats kuld har ogsaa mottat kald og faar saaledes anledning til direkte tjeneste 
i Herrens vingaard. 

Den bestemmelse at studentene skulde tjene et aar som lerlinger i det prak- 
tiske menighetsarbeide under sin studietid, er fulgt i de senere aar. Nesten alle 
studenter melder at denne plan har bragt dem stort praktisk utbytte. Selvfgl- 
gelig er deres studietid ved seminariet blit forlaenget et aar, og det skaper for 
mange ¢ékede financielle vanskeligheter. Det vil vere gnskelig at de menigheter 
hvor disse studenter hdérer hjemme tar hensyn til dette, og om mulig yder dem 
nogen -virkelig materiel hjelp under deres forleengede studietid weds prestesko- 
len. Jeg kan forsikre vort kirkefolk om at desmer jeg baade personlig og i 
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embeds medf¢r lerer disse unge mend at kjende, finder jeg at de fortjener den 
forstaaelse og hjelp det her er tale om. 


Teologisk Professor 


Paa grund av seregne tilstande ved seminariet opfordret vort forrige kirke- 
mgte dr. J. Tanner til at fortsette ved seminariet to aar lengere end den fast- 
satte aldersgreense. Baade av retferdig hensyn til dr. Tanner, som har fortjent 
retten til nu at slutte som aktiv lerer, og paa grund av det princip som gjelder 
i denne sak, og som maa komme i anvendelse fra aar til aar, bgr vor kirke 
nu ved dette mgte kalde en ny lerer til at ta dr. Tanners plads ved seminariet. 


Dr. M. O. Bgckman 


Kirkem¢tet uttaler dyp og hjertelig sympati med dr. Bgckman i anledning 
hans hustrus déd 26de mai 1937. Til en viss grad kan vi forstaa hvor megen 
hjelp og stgtte hun gav ham de mange aar han tjente som bestyrer og lerer i 
det teologiske fakultet. Vi hilser og hylder hjertelig denne vor kirkes alder- 
stegne lerer. Vi takker Gud som endnu bevarer dr. Bgéckman iblandt_ os, og det 
i fuld legemlig og aandelig viggr. Hans personlighet, tro og eksempel vil frem- 
deles anspore baade lerere og studenter ved vor presteskole, og i samfundet el- 
lers. Gud bevare og signe dr. Bgckman! 


Dr. O. E. Brandt 


Vi sender hjertelig og zrbgdig hilsen til dr. Brandt og hans trofaste hustru. 
Vi verdsetter den tjeneste ogsaa han ved Guds naade i lang tid fik yde ved 
seminariet fgr han sluttet. Maa Guds kjerlighets og naades sol vedbli at skinne 
over disse kirkens tjenere i de aar de endnu har igjen i Guds menighet her nede. 


Biblioteket 


Et av de tiltak som er indbefattet i The Centennial Appeal er opférelsen av 
en meget n¢gdvendig bibliotekbygning ved seminariet i St. Paul. Studentene maa 
faa anledning til at lere at bruke biblioteket. Paa grund av sterk mangel paa 
rum i den eneste bygning vi har er der ikke nu anledning til slik ferdighet og 
utvikling. Som det er maa en mengde bgker pakkes bort i alle kroker i bygnin- 
gen uten at oplegges og registreres til ngdvendig bruk. Adgangen til at bruke 
dem paa systematisk vis er dermed avskaaret. Dette er et stérre tap for stu- 
dentene end de fleste skjgnner. Fra tid til tid kommer der ogsaa i seminariets 
besiddelse mange verdifulde bgker og dokumenter. Noget av dette har at 
gjgre med folkets zxldste historie i dette land. Det indbefatter ogsaa mange 
skjeldne béker som ellers ikke kan skaffes. En fagmand fra universitetet i Min- 
nesota som for en tid siden gjorde undersékelser ved seminariet, fandt der en 
forholdsvis stérre ansamling av sjeldent materiale av denne art end ved nogen 
anden lignende institution i tvillingbyene. Det er selvsagt at en brandfri byg- 
ning nu maa opf¢res hvor slikt verdifuld historisk og litterart materiale kan 
opbevares forsvarlig. Der kunne ogsaa skaffes plads til en stor del av vor 
kirkes verdifulde historiske arkiv. Ved sidste kirkem¢gte besluttedes at optil 
$200,000 kunde anvendes til en slik bygning. Dette betyr ikke at en slik sum 
maa anvendes til dette giemed, men heller at dette m¢te bevilger den sum: som 
paa regelmessig maate findes ngdvendig til at bekoste opforelsen av en byg- 
ning som dekker nzevnte behov i vor kirkes arbeidsliv. 


VORE H@MIERE SKOLER 


Der har ved vore colleges veret en merkbar stigning i studenterantallet det 
sidste aar. En del financiel hjelp har kommet i form av regjerings- og stats- 
bevilgninger for arbeide utfgrt av studenter ved skolene. Slik bevilgning, basert 
paa det procentvise studenterantal, under nuverende offentlige foranstaltninger, 
har veret en uvurderlig hjln for mange av vor skoles¢kende ungdom. 

Ved Concordia og St. Olaf College er nye internatbygninger opf¢rt sidste 
aar. Disse bygninger er ikke opfgrt for penger indsamlet serskilt i det giemed, 
men ved penger allerede i skolenes eie, som paa denne maate er anbragt til ind- 
tegt for skolene. Renter og gradvis avbetaling paa de anbragte summer vil dek- 
kes av den husleie studentene betaler fra aar til aar. 
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Ved Augustana College fuldfgrtes sidste aar den vakre og meget tjenlige 
gymnasium-kapel bygning. Det gjordes mulig ved eksemplarisk samvirke mel- 
lem folket i Sioux Falls, lerere, graduenter og nuveerende studenter ved skolen. 
Bygningen er fuldfdrt uten gjeld. 

Luther College i Decorah kunde sidste aar feire fem og sytti-aarsjubileum. 
‘Ved den anledning hadde skolen stor fest og bes#k av et meget stort antal ven- 
ner fra fjern og ner. Skolens alumni, lerere, studenter og mange venner i fel- 
lesskap bragte skolen ved den anledning en jubileumsgave paa ca. $75,000. 

Vore colleges fors¢ker med alvor og energi at gi vor ungdom en slik utdan- 
nelse og paavirkning som gj¢r dem skikket for livet som det er i vor tid, og 
paa samme tid hjelpe dem til at tjene ikke bare sig selv, men ogsaa sine med- 
mennesker, sin samtid, i stat og kirke. Samfundet takker i oprigtighet lerere 
og ledere ved vore skoler for de verdifulde bidrag de paa denne maate yder 
til at bygge vor kirke for fremtiden. 

Ved siden av seminariet og de fire colleges har samfundet ogsaa hat del i 
det kristelige undervisningsarbeide som foregaar ved Pacific Lutheran College, 
hvor vi sammen med andre lutherske grupper sgker at drive en hgiere luthersk 
kristelig skole i det store strgk av vort land, The Pacific Northwest. Og Gud 
har velsignet- dette arbeide. 

Augustana Academy i Canton, S. D., har under pastor R. E. Hofstads dyg- 
tige ledelse utfgrt et arbeide som har bragt rik aandelig velsignelse til ungdom 
og menigheter i det str¢gk denne skole tjener.. 

Waldorf College i Forest City, Ia., har fortsat sit arbeide under en meget 
dygtig lererstab. Ungdommen i nordre Iowa héster rik velsignelse gjennem 
denne skole. 

Gale College, Galesville, Wis., har i de senere aar forsékt at holde gaaende 
baade hgiskole og junior college avdelinger ved skolen. Financielle og ¢kono- 
miske vanskeligheter har taarnet sig op og skapt usikkerhet for fremtiden. Hvor- 
dan det end kommer til at gaa, kan dog ogsaa denne skole se tilbake med tak 
til Gud for den tid som er gaat i bevisstheten om at den har ydet verdifulde 
bidrag til kristelig karakterdannelse blandt vor ungdom. 

Pleasant View Luther College sluttet sidste aar sit virke som skole. Under 
det samme styre benyttes nu skolebygningene til gamlehjem. Pastor T. J. Knut- 
son er valgt til bestyrer og har overtat stillingen og ansvaret. 


. SKOLESAKEN I CANADA 


Paa grund av vedvarende térke og feilslagne avlinger maatte The Junior 
College, Outlook, Sask., slutte sin gjerning to aar siden. S¢kningen til skolen 
tok av slik at man ikke ansaa det raadelig at fortsette. Canada Distrikt av vor 
kirke besluttet at overdra skolen til den skoleforening som forut hadde formelt 
overdrat skolen til distriktet. Hvad denne skoles fremtid kan bli er vanskelig at 
si bestemt nu. Der er altid folk som har varm interesse for en slik skole. Hvor- 
vidt nok midler og tilstrekkelig sgékning kan sikres, saa den paa forsvarlig maate 
kan aapnes igjen, er noget som kun fremtiden kan vise. 

Sidste aar valgtes en komite som fik i opdrag at ta under overveielse hele 
den kirkelige stilling i Canada. Kortelig sagt, resultatet av komiteens arbeide er 
fdlgende anbefaling: Camrose College som altid har hat bra sdékning, skal gj¢- 
res til et anerkjendt Junior College. Gjennem vor kirkes skolevesen skal der 
ydes financiel stgtte og tilsyn med det maal for ¢gie at skolen opnaar offentlig 
anerkjendelse. I betragtning av slik stdétte og samarbeide skal skolens kurser 
anlegges slik at den kan tjene til at forberede for det teologiske studium. 

Dersom kirkens arbeide skal fortseettes i Canada er det uavviselig nédvendig 
at unge mend fra det strdk optar prestegjerningen Det har vist sig mere og 
mere umulig at faa det nédvendige antal unge mend fra Statene til, med frem- 
tiden for gie, at opta prestelig virksomhet i Canada. I bedste fald har man 
faat en eller to kandidater om aaret. Og der har veret megen usikkerhet med 
hensyn til deres. arbeidstid deroppe. For at avhjelpe denne tilstand, og for at 
bygge og styrke vor kirke i Canada, er det ngédvendig at oprette og drive et 
teologisk seminar i det str¢gk. Et slikt seminar maa anlegges med det maal for 
die at mgte de seregne krav arbeidet der stiller. Under denne forutsetning 
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kommer Canada Distrikt til dette kirkem¢te med det begjer at et teologisk 
seminar oprettes i Canada hvor prester i kirken i det strék skal utdannes. Hen- 
sigten er at de som optages ved seminariet, ialfald forelgbig, maa ha gjennem- 
gaat et to-aarig junior college, og ellers ha de sproglige og andre forutsetninger 
og. kundskaper som betinger et frugtbringende teologisk studium. Seminarie- 
kurset skal vere tre aar. De som faar den nevnte utdannelse ved det seminar 
skal ansettes som prester i Canada. I kirken her krever vi nu fire-aarig college 
og fire-aarig seminarie utdannelse. Hvis samfundet indvilger dette begjer, maa 
det veere med den uttrykkelige forstaaelse at de mend som utdannes til prester, 
som her er nevnt, skal tjene i Canada: Utdannelsen blir at anlegge med det for 
die. Tanken er at ansette to professorer der oppe. Arbeidet skal anlegges paa 
en forsigtig og ¢konomisk maate og slik at der ngdvendigvis tages hensyn til 
de krav som blir stillet til vordende prester i Canada. 

Praktisk talt hele strdket i Canada maa betragtes som indremissionsmark. 
Den nevnte skoleplan er et alvorlig fors¢k paa at skaffe de forngdne arbeidere 
til denne meget vigtige arbeidsmark inden vor kirke. I betragtning herav an- 
befales at vort samfunds indremissionsstyre faar fuldmagt til at bevilge $7,000.00 
aarlig til det planlagte teologiske seminar. Paa grund av at dette foretagende 
har at gjdre direkte med indremissionen, og da vort samfunds skolestyre ikke 
kunde paata sig det financielle ansvar uten at komme i vanskeligheter fra aar 
til aar, er indremissionsstyret og kirkeraadet blit enig om at anbefale den plan 
som her er fremsat. Det ligger i sakens natur at mulige forandringer i dette 
arrangement maa tages op til behandling eftersom det blir paakrzevet i frem- 
tiden. Det henstilles paa det alvorligste til dette m@te at anerkjende det krav 
som Canada Distrikt herved stiller. Dersom dette krav ikke blir im¢tekommet 
er det vanskelig at se hvorledes vi skal kunne fortsette det kirkelige arbeide 
i Canada. 

Maa Gud gi baade vore troesbrgdre i Canada og os her visdom, taalmodighet 
og den rette kristelige sympati naar vi nu séker Idsning paa de mange vanske- 
ligheter den nye tid med nye forhold férer med sig. 


DEN ELEMENTARE KRISTENDOMSUNDERVISNING 


Arbeidet for at gjgre den kristelige barneundervisning mere og mere virk- 
ningsfuld i hele samfundet har i to-aarsperioden veret fért med kraft og sam- 
vittighetsfuldhet. Troskap og dygtighet har veret vist i denne sak, baade av 
det samfundsstyre som har det samfundsmessige ansvar for denne meget vig- 
_tige arbeidsgren i kirken og av prester, lerere og menighetsfolk som forstaar 
sakens betydning. Lererkurser til utdannelse av religionslerere er blit oprettet 
i mange menigheter; og likesaa er der under skolestyrets ledelse og tilsyn av- 
holdt slike kurser paa mange av de mere centrale steder i samfundet. Og der 
spores velsignede resultater. Der er voksende forstaaelse av den kjendsgjerning 
at dersom kirken skal kunne bygge for fremtiden, virkningsfuldt, er det en hoved- 
sak at barna og ungdommen blir grundig undervist i kristendommens grundsand- 
heter og at deres religigse liv bibringes dybde og indhold. Der gjgres nu sak- 
kyndig og grundig overveielse med hensyn til nyt og bedre undervisnings- 
materiale til bruk i dette arbeide. Flere velutdannede lerere har bragt veerdi- 
fulde bidrag paa dette omraade. 

Jeg gnsker igjen med alvor at opmuntre til. at menighetene Sinonactien og 
fortsetter den saakaldte religionsskole i sommerferien for barna. Der b@r findes 
mulighet i alle menigheter for at bruke, i ethvert fald en del av ferien, til barnas 
planmessige undervisning i kristendommen. 

Et andet spdérsmaal angaaende denne sak som nu foreligger samfundets skole- 
styre og andre interesserte kirkefolk er dette med hensyn til “Week Day School” 
i stater hvor skolestyrene og statens lover tillater at en viss tid i skoleuken 
brukes til kristelig undervisning. Denne sak volder ikke lite vanskeligheter i 
stgrre byer hvor der i den samme skole findes barn fra h@ist forskjellige kirke-. 
lige grupper. Likesaa i mindre strék hvor vort kirkefolk findes kun som en liten 
minoritet sammenlignet med andre grupper. Al mulig flid bér gjgres for at finde 
utvei til med st¢rst mulig utbytte at kunne gjgre bruk av de rike anledninger 
denne plan aapner for os i den kristelige barneundervisning.

INDREMISSIONEN 


Det blir mere og mere klart for vort kirkefolk at det indremissionsprogram 
vort samfund har antat bestaar i at der sendes mend ut til de forskjellige steder 
med evangeliets forkyndelse, og at der stiftes mye menigheter her og der. Der 
er #ékende interesse og ansvarsfglelse hvad denne gjerning angaar i alle distrik- 
ter. Selvfglgelig er mange feilgrep blit gjort under anleg av arbeide paa nye 
steder. Vi er mennesker og vi evner ikke altid at se den fremtidige utvikling 
paa forhaand. Det skal dog sies at stor forsigtighet brukes naar det gjelder at 
opta arbeide paa nye steder. Der var ifjor 204 prester som fik stgtte gjennem 
indremissionen. De betjente i alt 551 forskjellige menigheter. 

En av de alvorlige vanskeligheter indremissionsstyret har at m@te er det fak- 
tum at nesten alle disse indremissionerer tjener for en aldeles utilstrekkelig 
Ign. Saa snart det er mulig maa deres ldén forgkes. Naar hensyn tages til at 
deres Ign skal ikke bare dekke det daglige livs nddtgrft, men ogsaa benyttes 
til at anskaffe og drive automobil under arbeidet i menighetene, og at disse 
missionsprester i mange tilfelder maa kjgre meget lange strekninger hver uke, 
da kan vi let skjgnne at gkede indtegter er ikke bare ndédvendig, men simpel 
retferdighet. Dette kan anvendes ikke bare naar det gjelder indremissionspre- 
ster, men ogsaa prester i mange saakaldte selvhjulpne menigheter. Mange av 
vore prester har i de vanskelige aar mottat mindre i Ign end f¢r uten at klage. 
Dette maa ikke glemmes nu naar leveomkostningene igjen har steget meget 
betydelig. Vi maa ikke glemme at ta hensyn til vore prester naar det gjelder 
disse vanskeligheter. Det henstilles derfor i zerb¢dighet til vore menigheter at 
de samvittighetsfuldt tar under overveielse deres financielle ansvar likeoverfor 
sine prester. 

Ifglge vort samfunds regler skal hvert av de ni distrikter ha sin egen indre- 
missionssuperintendént. Distriktsformandene tjener i disse stillinger. Det er 
forstaaelsen at de anvender mindst halvdelen av sin tid i indremissionens tje- 
neste i de respektive distrikter. De vinder saaledes baade de oplysninger og den 
virkedygtighet som beh@ves i dette arbeide. De er ogsaa raadgivende medlem- 
mer i samfundets almindelige indremissionsbestyrelse, som har at gjgre med 
denne meget vigtige gjerning paa samfundsmessig maate. Som félge av denne 
plan har derfor kirkesamfundet altid ngiagtig og direkte kjendskap til stillingen 
paa indremissionsmarken i de forskjellige str@k. 

Det vilde vere heldig om der ved seminariet kunde gives praktisk undervis- 
ning som vilde bli til hjelp i ldsningen av de mangeartede problemer man kom- 
mer ansigt til ansigt med i indremissionsarbeidet. Ikke sjelden viser det sig at 
mzend med rike evner og grundig skoledannelse likevel staar raadlés naar det 
gjelder praktisk Igsning av problemer ute paa arbeidsfeltet. Der b¢r nu findes 
i vor kirke baade lang nok historie og rik nok erfaring til paa disse felter at 
kunde gi en god utrustning til de unge mend som ogsaa paa indremissionsmar- 
ken skal méte og Igse de problemer som det praktiske liv og arbeide fgrer med 
sig. Det er klart at dersom vor kirke skal vedbli at vokse og slaa alt dypere 
rétter i vort amerikanske folkeliv, saa maa det mest maalbestemte og virknings- 
fulde arbeide utf¢res paa indremissionsfeltene i by og paa land. Som det nu er 
kan vi ikke si at vort medlemsantal er blit forgket nevneverdig fra aar til aar. 
Naar gkningen fordeles paa ca. 2,500 menigheter blir gjennemsnittet noksaa lite. 
Jeg undres paa om vi b¢gr vere tilfreds med denne tilstand. Bgr der ikke til 
alle av os komme en sterk trang til at gaa ut paa veiene og stredene med ind- 
bydelse til de mange ledige at de maa komme ind? Jesus taler om at vi endog 
skal ndde dem at komme. I hans naaderike er der plads for alle, mend og kvin- 
der, ved lammets bryllupsbord. Men det er ved os de maa bli indbudt. 

Vi legger nu planer for hundreaarsfesten til minde om vor kirkes grundleg- 
gelse i dette land. En del av denne festplan bgr ngdvendigvis dreie sig om dette 
at frembere et takoffer som baade i hjertelag og stérrelse er en slik begivenhet 
verdig. Der er noget som har endda st¢@rre betydning; dette nemlig at der i 
alles hjerter tendes en hellig og sterk missionsaand som ytrer sig paa d¢n 
maate at vi alle i sand evangelisk sindelag séker at vinde flere og nye medlem- 
mer for vore menigheter og samfund. Ikke kun for at gke medlemstallet, men 
for at bringe dem i samfund med Jesus gjennem naadens midler. Paa mange 
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steder kan flere barn bringes ind i vore séndagsskoler. Der er paa ethvert 
sted et stort antal barn som aldrig setter fot i séndagsskolen. Vore konfirmant- 
klasser for barn og voksne, bgr bli som en aapen dgr der leder ind til medlem- 
skap og virke i vore menigheter. Vore arbeidere i menighet og samfund bgr 
la sig det vere magtpaaliggende at fremholde for dem som er utenfor hvilken 
betydning, ansvar og velsignelser det fgrer med sig at tilhgre en kristen me- 
nighet. Ved Guds naadige hjelp b¢r vi alle samle os om denne hellige opgave 
at vie de gjenverende aar av hundreaarsperioden til iherdig og frugtbringende 
indremissionsarbeide under vor kirkes banner. Det er ikke bare i de langere 
borteliggende strgk i Montana, Canada og vestkysten der er ledige marker. 
Disse findes i hver eneste menighet, store og smaa, i by og paa land. La os 
derfor be Gud om at fylde vore hjerter med den kjerlighetens ild som driver 
os hen til alle dem som endda staar utenfor med evangeliets indbydelse fra 
frelserkongen Jesus Kristus. : 

Naar vi regner baade katolikker og protestanter er det bare litt over halv- 
delen av alt folket i Minnesota som tilh¢grer nogen kristelig menighet. Antallet 
av protestanter i staten er litt stérre end antallet av katolikker. Den lutherske 
kirke har det langt overveiende medlemsantal blandt protestantene. Og blandt 
de lutherske har vor kirke det stgrste antal. Der er arbeide for vor kirke at 
utf¢re baade i Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, S. og N. Dakota saavelsom 
i andre stater hvor vor kirke er representert. La os nu i alvor og under bgn 
til Gud tenke paa de masser av folk i vore egne nabolag der likesom banker 
paa vore kirked¢gre og som er uten Kristus og hans kirke. Han har gjenldst 
dem alle. Og vi er hans sendebud til dem alle. 


INDREMISSIONSANSTALTER _ 


Bethania indianermission 


Denne mission varetages av pastor E. W. Sihler og Miss Helen Frost. Disse 
sammen med en meget dygtig og samvittighetsfuld tilsynskomite har utfdrt ar- 
beide i Wittenberg blandt Winnebago og Oneida indianerne. Religionsskole har 
veret drevet gjennem feriene. Ved gaver in natura og ved lerernes villighet til 
at gi sin tid frit, har man kunnet holde dette velsignede arbeide gaaende uten 
nevneverdige utgifter. Vi takker hjertelig alle som har tat del i denne gjerning. 


Eskimomissionen 


Pastor og Mrs. O. E. Skavlan har fuldfért sin tjenestetid i Alaska og skal 
nu komme hjem. Derved er det blit ngdvendig at stationere pastor og Mrs. 
Klyve i Teller. Miss Helen Frost som f¢gr har tjent t denne mission er nu igjen 
kaldt til at overta arbeidet paa Igloo, den station hvor hun fé¢r tjente. 


Institutioner 


Indremissionsstyret er for nerverende ansvarlig for sjgémandsmissionen i 
Seattle, Fiskerhjemmet 1 Ketchikan, Alaska, The Norway House, med hotel for 
reisende og for emigranter i Brooklyn, og sjémandsmissionen med leseverelse 
i San Francisco. I to-aarspérioden har indremissionsstyret avbetalt den gjeld 
paa Norway House som den var ansvarlig for. Denne gjeld beldp sig til 
$50,822.26. Desuten har styret i samme tidsrum avbetalt gjelden som hvilte paa 
Ketchikan og andre slike institutioner til et samlet beldp av $74,852.72. Den 
eneste giwld indremissionsstyret derfor nu staar ansvarlig for er $30,545.62 som 
sijdmandshiemmet i Seattle skylder kirkesamfundet. Paa denne gjeld avbetales 
der $3,000.00 aarlig. Samfundet har pant i eiendommen i Seattle som er verd 
meget mer end summen av gjelden som er nevnt. Styret har dog maattet be- 
tale renter paa disse summer, men paa dette er det nu slut i alle tilfcelder. 

Jeg retter kirkens tak til alt vort folk som saa vedvarende og villig har st¢t- 
tet arbeidet baade med bgnner og gaver. 

Naar vi nu avslutter det institutionsmzessige arbeide gjennem vor indremission 
blir vi istand til at placere flere og flere arbeidere i det indremissionsarbeide som 
bestaar i at danne menigheter i nye strék. Det forekommer mig at dette er det 
rette princip i indremissionsarbeidet. Den tid er forbi da det var ngdvendig at 
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drive spiseforretninger og hotel for sjgmend og emigranter. Der er nok av 
andre respektable steder hvor billig husrum kan faaes. Vore bymissionerer kan 
skaffe paalidelige oplysninger om slike steder til veiledning for folk; og kirken 
kan saaledes gradvis trekke sig tilbake fra den slaks institutionsmessige ar- 
beide. Denne plan har enstemmig medhold i indremissionsstyret. Man har til 
hensigt at vedbli at drive missionsarbeide paa slike steder hvor det fremdeles er 
ngdvendig, og i den utstrekning det er nddvendig, men ikke efter samme planer 
som f¢r. 

For tiden er der tre slike steder hvor arbeidet blir fortsat. Det er The Nor- 
way House, The Ketchikan Home, og missionen i Seattle. Til alle dem s6m 
baade i institutionene og ute paa arbeidsmarkene ellers har ydet trofast tjeneste 
retter kirken herved hjertelig tak. F¢@rst og sidst takker vi Gud som har git 
arbeiderne kraft og naade til at vere tro i sine forskjellige kald. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


Serskilte anstrengelser har veret gjort i to-aarsperioden for at omorganisere 
og styrke The Church Extension Fund. Som f¢glge av det dygtige tilsyn Mr. 
C. L. Nasby har git denne arbeidsgren kan det nu meldes at praktisk talt alle 
laan er i ldpende orden, og renter paa laanene er betalt til dato. I to-aaret er 
indbetalt paa laan $57,513.64 og i‘renter $8,846.14. Disse penger er igjen ut- 
laant til missionsmenigheter for det meste i smaa belgp paa bare nogen faa 
hundre dollars. Laanene betales tilbake maanedlig og paa den maate faar mange 
flere trengende menigheter nyte godt ay Church Extension. Vi takker Mr. 
Nasby for den flid og forstand han har utvist med hensyn til dette fonds in- 
teresser. 

HEDNINGEMISSIONEN 


Flere nye missionerer er i to-aaret kaldt og utsendt til vore tre hedninge- 
missionsmarker. Hedningemissionsstyret kommer til at gi detaljerte oplysnin- 
ger baade om missionzerer som er utsendt og om dem som er kommet hjem. 

Over dem som igjen er reist ut fra os for at bringe Jesu Kristi evangelium 
til vore marker i Kina, Madagaskar og Afrika, l1¢fter vi vore hender i velsig- 
nelse og forbgn i det haab at ogsaa de altid maa eie den levende bevissthet at 
Kristus er ner dem med naade og kraft til gjerningen. 

I denne to-aarsperiode er Kina og tilstanden der blit staaende samtaleemne 
i alle hjem hos os paa grund av den krig som f¢res mellem Kina og Japan 
inden Kinas grenser. Det er selvsagt at denne tilstand har vanskeliggjort vort 
missionsarbeide. Det er blit ngdvendig for missionerer at flytte til andre mere 
trygge steder. Likesaa er hindringer kommet i veien for nye missionzerer som 
stod fzrdige til at reise ut. Dog, de sidste efterretninger er mere opmuntrende 
og det er vort haab og bgn at det maa vere os tillatt at fortsette arbeidet 
blandt vore kinesiske brddre under den almegtige Guds beskyttelse. 

I Syd Afrika har arbeidet kunnet fortsette uhindret. Vore missionerer og 
deres familier har med alvor og troskap fortsat gjerningen. Der er i denne 
mission ting av serskilt betydning i forbindelse med vor egen hundreaarsfest. 
Det var i 1843, den 10de mai, biskopen i Oslo ordinerte H. P. Schreuder til mis- 
sioner i Syd Afrika, Han naadde frem til det land iste januar 1844. Paa samme 
tid som derfor vi holder hundreaarsfest i 1943 kan vi ogsaa holde fest til minde 
om at det er et hundre aar siden kristenfolket i vort fedreland begyndte mis- 
sionsarbeidet i hedningeland. En anden ting av stor interesse er det at Clausen 
som kom til at spille slik stor rolle i grundlaeggelsen av vor kirke her, fra fgrst 
av hadde til hensigt at reise sammen med Schreuder til Syd Afrika. Venner 
i Drammen, Norge, raadet ham til hellere at opta kirkelig arbeide i Amerika. 
Guds veier og férelser er underlige. Nu, et hundre aar senere, naar vi planleg- 
ger det store jubileum, trenger disse fire navn sig ind i vor bevissthet: Syd 
Afrika og Muskego; Schreuder og Clausen. Det synes meget tilbgrlig i denne 
forbindelse at vi indbyr vore missionsvenner i Norge til at vere med os i 1943, 
serskilt i den del av jubileet som knytter sig til denne hundreaarige virksomhet. 
Ikke mindst av den grund at Schreudermissionen jo nu tilhgrer vor kirke. 

Vor mission paa Madagaskar kan i aar holde femti-aarsfest til minde om ar- 
beidets begyndelse der. Det var i 1888 pastor J. P. Hogstad av den Norsk 
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Danske Konferens ankom til Ft, Dauphin, Madagaskar. Dr. M. J. Stolee, som 
fra 1901 til 1909 var missioner og tilsynsmand i arbeidet der, blev av missions- 
styret valgt til dens utsending stil festen paa Madagaskar. Det var heldig at vi 
hadde en mand som endda er istand til at huske de indfgdtes sprog. Jeg vet 
det vil bli til stor glade for de indfdédte kristne, seerskilt for de zeldre, at faa se 
igjen sin gamle prest og fader i Kristus. Det var godt at dr. Stolee kunde ta 
sin hustru med paa denne lange reise. Det vil bety meget for missionskirkens 
kvinder at faa se hende igjen efter disse mange aar. Vi er taknemmelige til dem 
for at de var villige til at paata sig den lange reise, og iallefald for Mrs. Stolees 
vedkommende, at bekoste sin egen reise. Det er tilbgrlig at vor kirke under 
dette m¢te sender officiel hilsen til missionerene og til kirken i det fjerne land. 
Men hensyn til frugtene av arbeidet faa Madagaskar i disse femti aar henvises 
m¢tets medlemmer til den indberetning missionsstyret vil fremlegge. 


BARMHJERTIGHETSARBEIDET 


Et av de ansvar vort folk i dette land i de sidste fire aar har kommet til at 
fdle meget sterkt er omsorgen for de gamle og for de trengende barn. Den 
levende opmerksomhet baade landets og statenes styrer har skjznket disse to 
grupper har klargjort hver borgers pligt til at hjalpe dem som er i ngd. The 
National Security Act har tilsigtet hjelp for uforsgrgede barn gjennem det saa- 
kaldte Mothers’ Aid. Gjennem denne institution tenker man at s¢rge for barn 
som er vanfgre og blinde. Regjeringen har etablert et pensionssystem hvorved 
man mener at kunne skape social og ¢gkonomisk tryghet for mend og kvinder 
som har arbeidet hele sit liv og som ved 65-aarsalderen kan slutte, og likevel 
ha nok til daglig br¢d. 

Kirken har til alle tider efter evne s¢kt at hjelpe de gamle og de tren- 
gende smaabarn. Den har forstaat at Kristus selvy har paalagt den dette ansvar. 
Likesaa at dersom denne gjerning skal bringe velsignelser maa den gjgres i hans 
navn. Den maa for den kristne vere en hellig offertjeneste, utfgrt paa Jesu 
vegne. Des mer denne sandhet fylder vor bevissthet, des mer vil vi ogsaa gri- 
pes av det hellige ansvar det fgrer med sig, at vi er i Jesu tjeneste, naar vi tjener 
hans trengende paa jord, uanset hvem de er og hvordan de end er. Naar vi 
tenker paa de mange anstalter vor kirke har forbindelse med, og gjennem hvilke 
vi har anledning til at utf¢re den kristelige barmhjertighets tjeneste, da fyldes 
vi med ydmyghet og endog skuffelse med os selv, ti vi skjgnner at vi kunde ha 
gjort saa meget mere dersom vi hadde eiet mere av Jesu Kristi sindelag og hans 
barmhjertighet. Dette tiltrods, har dog Herren i kjerlighet og naade velsignet 
det lille vi har gjort i en langt stgrre grad end vi ventet. 

Vore gamlehjem og barnehjem har gjennem sine tjenere med kristelig sym- 
pati og troskap utfgrt det arbeide som var dem betrodd. Vi takker alle som paa 
nogen maate har hat del i denne tjeneste. Maa Gud i naade velsigne dem alle. 

Vi mindes vore andre anstalter, saasom redningshjem, hospitaler og lignende 
virksomheter som har gjort sin del i at I¢fte de faldne, lindre de lidendes smer- 
ter, og trdste de bedrgvede. Maa Herrens signing vere over dem! I sin tid skal 
han selv bringe troskapslénnen av naade. Matt. 25, 34. 

I Nord og Syd Dakota, Minnesota, Illinois og Wisconsin sékes der nu at 
anbringe barn i hjem gjennem State Lutheran Welfare Societies. Da dette 
arbeide ngdvendigvis maa gjgres i forbindelse med statsretslige bestillingsmaend 
og retsvesen fordvrig, er det selvsagt at de forskjellige lutherske grupper maa 
arbeide i feellesskap. Vor kirke er vel representert i alle de foreninger som har 
med dette at gjgre. Og derfor er vor interesse og vort ansvar likesaa direkte og 
levende som det var den tid vi i dette arbeide hadde at gjgre bare med vor egen 
lille kirkegruppe. Under normale forhold er jo et kristelig hjem det bedste sted 
at anbringe foreldrelgse barn. Det er merkelig hvor mange slike hjem der er 
som i Kristi kjerlighet og i sand menneskekjerlighet har tat imot, og tat ind i 
sine egne hjerter disse foreldrelgse barn. Vi vet at Guds velsignelse hviler over 
slike hjem, og han vil ogsaa velsigne de barn som paa denne maate har fundet 
hjem. Vi gnsker at forsikre de mend og kvinder som paa denne maate tjener 
kirken i dens velfeerdsarbeide at vi likeoverfor dem har samme interesse og 
fdlelse av ansvar, som vi har naar det angaar dem som tjener kirken mere direkte 
i dens organiserte kristelige velfzerdsarbeide. 
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DET LUTHERSKE DIAKONISSEHJEM OG HOSPITAL 


Ifglge anbefaling av styret for Det Lutherske Diakonissehjem og Hospital 
i Chicago indstilles pastor Martin Norstad valgt til rektor, og s@ster Marie Ro- 
rem til overséster ved nzvnte institution, 

Det henstilles til dette m¢gte at godkjende nevnte styres indstilling til valg 
av de neynte to personer til de to stillinger ved Det Lutherske Diakonissehjem 
og Hospital 1 Chicago. 


PENSIONEN 


Som fglge av at pensionen nu formelt er optat som en femte arbeidsgren i 
vort samfunds aarlige budgetoverslag, holder interessen for denne sak paa at 
vokse i vore menigheter. Samfundet takker oprigtig og hjertelig alle de menig- 
heter som i to-aaret har bidrat til denne saare vigtige arbeidsgren i kirken. 
Det er at haabe at bidragene forgkes fra aar til aar. Mange av de eldre korsets 
vidner i kirken har i grundleggelsestiden arbeidet under store vanskeligheter og 
endog materielle savn. Nu maa vi ikke glemme dem i deres alderdom og hjel- 
peldshet. 


SUBSIDIZERE ORGANISATIONER 


Blandt andre kirkelige organisationer inden samfundet kan nezvynes The 
Young People’s Luther League, The Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, 
The Women’s Missionary Federation, The Lutheran Brotherhood, The Choral 
Union. Alle disse foreninger og organisationer har fundet sin plads i vort kirke- 
liv. Hver enkelt av dem gjgr sit naar det gjelder at bygge Guds rike iblandt 
os og ved os. De mend og kvinder som indtar lederstillinger i disse forskjellige 
virksomheter anvender megen tid, omtanke og arbeide for at fremme kirkens 
sak. Jeg takker paa dens vegne alle som enkeltvis og samlet har ydet sympatisk 
samvirke og hjelp i det store arbeide. 


AUGSBURG PUBLISHING HOUSE 


Ogsaa gjennem denne forretning driver vort samfund en betydelig mission 
blandt vort folk. De publikationer som fra uke til uke, fra maaned til maaned 
gaar ut, er vistnok stumme, men dog saare virkningsfulde budberere blandt 
unge og gamle vidt omkring. Den dygtige bestyrer, Mr. Randolph Haugan og 
hans loyale stab har veret istand til at drive denne forretning paa lgnnende og 
effektiv maate.

American og The British Bible Societies. Uten deres virke kom det til at bli 
saare vanskelig at utbrede Guds ord, ikke bare i det engelske sprog, men ogsaa 
i de sprog som brukes paa vore forskjellige missionsmarker. Vi bringer disse 
Bible Societies vor dyptfdlte tak, og nedber over dem Guds naade og rike vel- 
signelse i den vigtige gjerning de gjgr i at utbrede den hellige skrift. Vi op- 
muntrer vort kirkefolk til at erindre denne virksomhet i Guds rike med materielle 
gaver. 
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ZION SOCIETY FOR ISRAEL — SANTALMISSIONEN 


Blandt de selvstandige missionsforeninger inden yor midte er Israelsmissio- 
nen og Santalmissionen. Mange av vort folk har fra tidligste tider veret disse 
missioners venner. De har vist interesse og kjerlighet baade i ord og handling. 
Vi takker baade dem som arbeider og dem som st¢tter arbeidet; vi hilser dem 
og ber Gud signe gjerningen. 


MISSION ON FAITH AND LIFE 


De samfund som utgjgr The American Lutheran Conference iverksatte sid- 
ste aar en saakaldt Mission on Faith and Life. En gruppe av vore prester be- 
s¢kte i lopet av en bestemt tid visse stgrre centrale steder i den lutherske kirke 
og bragte hilsen og budskap fra kirken. Stgrre og mindre m@ter holdtes i f¢l- 
gende byer: Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Fargo, Sioux Falls, Omaha, Spok- 
ane, Seattle, Tacoma. Paa alle disse steder modtok kirkefolket kirkens utsen- 
dinger med glede og i broderlig hengivenhet. Kirkefolket ber om at denne plan 
fortsetter. Den tjener til at styrke den lutherske kirke i vort land og gir anled- 
ning til at bringe felles bud om de grundleggende frelsessandheter som er den 
sande lutherdoms inderste aandelige kjerne. Vort samfund representertes av dr. 
J. A. O. Stub, dr. Martin Anderson, og dr. N. M. Ylvisaker som missionens 
leder. 


TRE-HUNDREAARSFEST 


I juni maaned skal der holdes tre-hundreaarsfest til minde om de fgrste sven- 
ske emigranters komme til dette land og deres boszetning paa Delaware-flodens 
bredder. Store forberedelser er blit gjort, ikke bare av de folk som racemessig 
er sterkt interessert, men ogsaa av de staters folk hvor denne f¢grste bosetning 
fandt sted. Det gleder mig at kunne meddele at det er gjennem den lutherske 
Augustanasynodes virksomhet at denne immigrations og bosetnings oprindelige 
lutherske karakter har vundet anerkjendelse i forbindelse med festen som skal 
holdes i juni. Derfor vil et av festprogrammene den 28de juni faa et helt igjen- 
~ nem luthersk kirkelig indhold. Det vil bety meget at det nu i forbindelse med 
vore svenske brddres store fest fremhzves at lutheranerne var blandt de fgrste 
som grundla bosetninger i Nord Amerika. Formanden i Augustanasynoden har 
bezret os med officiel indbydelse til at delta i festen den 28de juni.. Det vil 
vere passende at vore menigheter paa tilbgrlig maate tar hensyn til denne tre- 
hundreaarsfest. 


WCAL 


Radiostationen ved St. Olaf College har faat offentlig tilladelse til at benytte 
ny bg@lgelengde (760 Kc.) og har oprettet en meget sterkere station. Kraften er 
forgket fra 1000 til 5000 watts. Og tiden stationen kan benytte er utvidet fra 
kl. 8.15 form. til 5 efterm. séndage, med et meget stgrre antal timer hverdage 
end f¢r. Det er hensigten at bruke denne nye anledning saa meget som mulig 
i kirkens tjeneste. Augsburg Publishing House har oprettet en underavdeling 
som muliggjgr kringkastning fra Minneapolis gjennem WCAL. Gudstjeneste 
paa norsk vil som f¢gr kringkastes hver sgndag kl. 8.15 til 9.30 form. Fra kl. 10 
til 11 hver séndag benyttes andre fremmede sprog. ~F¢rste og tredje séndag 
hver maaned blir det svensk. Hver anden sgndag i maaneden brukes tysk; hver 
fjerde séndag dansk. Og naar der indtreffer en femte sgndag i en maaned blir 
adgangen aapen for vore finsk lutherske brédre i deres eget sprog. Gjennem 
den ¢kede kraft og zendrede bélgelangde som WCAL nu faar, skulde det bli 
mulig at naa ‘alt vort folk i Montana, Dakotaene, Canada, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Nebraska. Fra kl. 11—12.30 vil der bli engelsk gudstjeneste kringkastet 
fra en av vore kirker her i Minneapolis. Der kommer nok til at bli vanskelig- 
heter i visse strgk, men det maa tilskrives lokale forhold som stationen i North- 
field ikke kan kontrollere. Ved unders¢@kelse er det godtgjort at den allerst¢rste 
del av vor kirkes medlemskap nu kan naaes gjennem WCAL. Paa denne maate 
blir der nu anledning til at bringe bud til folket om alt kirkens arbeide. 

Foruten dette er der ogsaa mange stationer her og der som gir vore prester 
anledning til at bruke dem i ordets og kirkens tjeneste. Flere faar anledning til 
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at kringkaste sine séndagsgudstjenester. Andre kringkaster séndag kveld, eller 
andre tider i ukens Igp. Uten tvil betyr dette at vi paa denne maate naar hjem 
og hjerter med livets ord som vore menigheter og prester ellers ikke kan naa. 
Saaledes faar Guds aand naa menneskehjerter med frelsens budskap i Jesus Kri- 
stus endog paa denne underlige maate. Radioaktivitetet er nu en permanent 
kjendsgjerning. Ogsaa kirken bdr gj¢re flittig og forstandig bruk av radio til at 
fremme Jesu Kristi rikssak. 


BUDGETTET 


Naar jeg bringer bud til kirkem¢gtet ventes det ogsaa at noget blir nzvnt 
angaaende vort samfunds financielle stilling. Gjennem den virksomhet som szr- 
skilt dr. Bergsaker og de mange mend og kvinder som har hjulpet ham driver 
kom der ind i aaret 1937 til Den Norsk Lutherske Kirkes budget for det aar 
$841,567.29. Felgende procentvise dékning i indtegt til budgettet gjennem en 
rekke aar gives:

$661,498.71 $769,125.04 $711,074.94 $742,848.28 $841.567.89 


Man vil merke sig at der har veret en jevn stigning i de belgp som virkelig 
er mottat, Dette er opmuntrende. Men man vil ogsaa merke sig at vi i» disse 
aar ikke har naadd at faa ind mere end ca. 85% av det til arbeidet bevilgede 
belgp. Vi takker hjertelig dr. Bergsaker for de store anstrengelser han har gjort 
i denne tjeneste. Han har ikke spart sig selv, men i virkeligheten utfért arbeide 
som det normalt vilde ha tat flere til at utfgre. Det er vort oprigtige gnske og 
haab at der maa undes ham kraft og helse til at fortsette i denne lederstilling 
i kirkens virke. Hans tjeneste har bragt velsignede resultater nu i mange aar. 

Fra 1933 og til 3lte januar 1938 har budgettet veret i balanse hvert aar. Og 
samfundets gjeld er blit reducert i et bel@p paa $296,457.94. 


THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


Denne konferens har fortsat sit arbeide i henhold til den for gruppen gjzl- 
dende konstitution og ifglge beslutninger fattet av de forskjellige synodale grup- 
per i medlemskapet. Den sgker at fremme forstaaelsen og samf¢lelsen mellem 
de forskjellige lutherske grupper som er representert. Likesaa at gi slik gjen- 
sidig raad og hjelp som maatte gnskes. Men der gjdéres ikke forsg¢k paa at 
éve administrative eller anden bestemmende indflydelse i saker som kun angaar 
de individuelle samfund. 

En felles samling av ungdom fra konferansens forskjellige grupper avholdtes 
i Minneapolis sidste sommer. At vere tilstede der bragte glede og opmuntring. 
Det gav ogsaa vor kirkes ungdom mere kraft og stérre forstaaelse av hvad kir- 
ken er i vesen og opgaver. Vi anbefaler dette synodale fellesskap til kirkefol- 
kets velvilje og forb@n. 

Konferansen utgir en maanedlig journal som b¢gr leses av alle veloplyste 
menighetsfolk. Den koster $2.50 aarlig. Redaktionen er et fellesskap av skik- 
kede mend fra de forskjellige grupper: Dr. J. Tanner er vort samfunds redak- 
tionelle representant. Indholdet danner ypperlig kirkelig lesestof. Der finder 
man ogsaa rapporter som dekker konferansens virksomhet baade som et hele 
og igjennem dens forskjellige komiteer. 


NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


Paa mange maater tjener National Lutheran Council som et meget nyttig 
bindeled for samfundet i dets mange ber¢gringspunkter med det offentlige liv i 
stat og nation. Gjennem det er det mulig for den lutherske kirke, opdelt som 
den er, at optree som en enhet, sterk, i saker som f. eks. staar i forbindelse med 
CCC arbeidet, med feltprester paa land og sj@, det religigse mandtal, offentlig 
statistik, sociale problemer og meget andet. For at sikre kirken dens ret, er det 
ofte nédvendig at virke i kirkelig fellesskap naar det gjelder ydre ting og an- 
ordninger. I National Lutheran Council har vi en organisation, tjenlig som 
samfundsmessig bindeled og som en sterk rést utad naar det gjelder fzuiles 
interesser. 
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Ifdlge opfordring fra de forskjellige konstituerende grupper har National 
Lutheran Council besluttet at oprette et Department of Christian Social Service, 
som kan yde hjelp og veiledning 4 forbindelse med Den Amerikanske Lutherske 
Konferanses vidtstrekkende interesser i det vi kalder Christian Social Welfare. 
Dette department skal ikke s¢ke administrativ éller nogensomhelst styrende 
magt eller myndighet likeoverfor de individuelle samfundsgrupper eller deres 
institutioner. Det skal samle statistik, sette sig ind i de gjeldende principper 
baade inden sekulzre og religigse organisationer og bevegelser, og gi ngdven- 
dige oplysninger vedkommende slike ting til de forskjellige avdelinger inden 
National Lutheran Council. Ogsaa vor kirke har stor trang til den slags hjelp 
det her er tale om. ; 


LUTHERAN WORLD CONVENTION 


Det Lutherske Verdens Konvent s¢ker at gjgre for den lutherske kirke ut- 
over verden det samme som vi her delvis faar gjort gjennem en slik organisme 
som f. eks. National Lutheran Council. Lutherske grupper og samfund findes i 
mange land; ofte likesom indeklemt mellem mange forskjellige andre kirkesam- 
fund. Gjennem det nevnte konvent er der anledning for de forskjellige luther- 
ske samfund at finde hverandre og lere hverandre at kjende som brgdre. Mange 
lutherske kirkeavdelinger i forskjellige land er i stor og mangeartet ngd i vor 
tid. Mange av dem er kun smaa kirkelige minoriteter i land hvor mange slags 
politiske og andre vilkaarlige baand og tvang knuger, plager og hindrer dem. 
Paa flere steder lider vore lutherske troesbrdédre endog legemlig ngd paa grund 
av gkonomisk og andet slags sammenbrud. Der er stor trang til felles bekjen- 
delse av vor kirkes tro i disse tider. Det Lutherske Verdens Konvent sgker 
at gi utlh¢sning for denne trang. 

Herskende tilstande i flere europziske land er slik at det klarlegger for os 
hvor ng@dvendig og tilbgrlig det er at ogsaa vor kirkes lemmer, baade som 
menigheter og kirkesamfund, tenker paa hverandre, paa sine troesséskende, i- 
hengivenhet, forstaaelse og kristelig sympati. Vi trenger hverandres forbgnner. 
Det gjelder selvfglgelig ogsaa vore lutherske brddre rundt om i verden. Det 
bgr vere os klart at den augsburgske konfessions br¢dre, tiltrods forskjellighet 
i sprog og tradition, dog er ett i feedrenes tro. Vi tenker i disse forbindelser 
paa barna til slike lutherske foreldre som grundet oprevne nationale og andre 
forhold saa at si er spredt for alle vinde. Vi tenker likesaa paa Luthers lille 
katekisme, det vidunderlige kirkelige dokument, som gjennem mange genera- 
tioner har knyttet et hellig baand mellem lutherske kristne, 

Hvis forholdene gjgr det mulig blir verdenskonventet avholdt i vort land i 
1940. Til den samling kommer representanter fra alle lutherske land verden 
over. Konventet har ingen lovgivende karakter. Det er en fri konferanse hvor 
hver gruppe har anledning til at gi uttryk for tro og troens liv, yde bidrag til 
feelles belerelse, paa samme tid som intet forsgk vil bli gjort paa at binde 
hverandres samvittigheter paa nogen maate. To stérre mgter av denne art er 
avholdt. Det ene i Eisenach, Tyskland, 1923; det andet i Kjgbenhavn i 1929. 
Et mindre m¢te holdtes i Paris i 1935. Dersom m¢tet i 1940 blir til virkelighet 
kommer vor kirke til med glede at kunne by representanter fra de skandina- 
viske land velkommen, 

Vort samfunds financielle ansvar i denne forbindelse antages at vilde belgpe 
sig til $2,700. Denne sum b¢gr indbefattes i de kommende to aars budget. 

Ogsaa vi har fra tid til tid tat vor del i dette arbeide.

I de sidste to aar er to mand vandret bort av dem som har hat meget at 
gjgre baade med’ National Lutheran Council og med Den Lutherske Verdens 
Konvent. Dr. J. A. Morehead, en av de mest fremragende ledere i verdensluther- 
dommen, dgéde den lste juni 1936. Han var kjendt og elsket i den lutherske 
kirke som ingen anden i vor tid. Han bragte sympati og tr¢st til vore lutherske 
brgdre i Europa som paa grund av verdenskrigen kom til at lide forferdelig 
meget ondt. Han kom i forbindelse med de betrengte og ngdlidende missions- 
foreninger i fremmede land. Her hjemme var han en velkommen raadgiver og 
ven i alle lutherske samfund. Gud brukte ham som sit redskap og tjener i en 
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tid naar kirken var i stor néd. Maa Gud la hans minde bli til velsignelse ogsaa 
iblandt os. 

Dr. G. L. Kieffer, statistikker for alle kirkesamfund i Amerika, serskilt for 
National Lutheran Council, déde 25de april 1937. 

Vi stanser og mindes i erbgdighet og tak disse hensovede brdédre og ber 
Gud gi sin kirke mend som kan fortsette arbeidet efter Guds vilje og til 
hans ere.

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PRESTER OG MENIGHETER 


Ingen indberetning fra mig til samfundet som dets formand vil vere fuld- 
steendig og rigtig uten at prestenes arbeide og stilling nevnes. Under mine 
reiser i kirken blir jeg mere og mere opmerksom paa det alvorlige, dygtige og 
trofaste arbeide som utfgres av vore prester. Jeg vet der i alle stillinger er 
undtagelser, og vi har jo ogsaa prester som er efterlatende og slurvet. Dog som 
en regel er det med lyst og dygtighet vore prester arbeider i sit kald i Herrens 
tjeneste. Paa mange steder arbeider de under hindringer og vanskeligheter. En 
ting hvorpaa opmerksomhet henledes er den utilstrekkelige 1dn mange av dem 
har. Jeg tenker paa indremissionsprestene. Men ikke bare paa dem. Ogsaa 
paa prester i selvstendige kald.

Church, We see the awful darkness of heathendom round about us, but rays 
of light from the Sun of Righteousness are gradually scattering this darkness. 
The Word of God has not been preached and taught in vain, In many places 
Christian congregations gather to worship the living God. The beauty of Zion 
is becoming visible also in this dark land. 

This year marks the 50th anniversary of the beginning of our mission here 
in Madagascar. A celebration will be held Sept. 3-11 in commemoration of this 
event, Preparations are now being made. The native Christians are very en- 
thusiastic and we expect a large gathering. May it be to the glory of God and 
salvation of souls. 

It is our hope that the President of our Church, as well as Dr. and Mrs. 
Stolee may be with us at that time. We would like to see many of you at our 
jubilee, but we know this is not possible. We invite you all, however, to rejoice 
with us and to join in praise and thanksgiving to God for His manifold blessings 
during these fifty years. 

We wish to thank you for your loyal support of the Lord’s work out here, 
and especially for your intercessions on our behalf. 

May the peace of God rest upon all your deliberations.

MEMORANDUM ON THE RULES OF THE PENSION FUND 
OF THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA 


The Pension Fund is still operating on the original plan adopted in 1917. 
Amended rules were adopted by the General Convention of 1932, but these have 
not been put into effect. 

In 1937 pensions were paid at the rate of $185. In 1936, 1935, and 1934 the 
rates paid were respectively $145, $140, and $120 per year. The last is the lowest 
which has been paid. More than three-fourths of the 1937 pensions was paid out 
of about $60,000 raised on the church budget. 

There are now 370 pensioners of whom 219 are widows. The ministers and 
widows are paid the same amount. Out of about 1,500 possible members, there 
are now 468 members of the Pension Fund exclusive of the pensioners. 

The fund has assets of a book value of about $600,000 which after paying 
carrying expenses produced in 1937 a net income of $7,015. The income from 
payments by members and profits of the Augsburg Publishing House amounted 
to a little less than $10,000 from each, 

The Pension Fund has steadily been losing active members and new members 
are not coming in. As the Pension Fund is operating now there appears to be 
no chance of improvement as to increasing the membership. 

The amended rules of the Pension Fund adopted by the General Convention 
in 1932 are in effect largely the same as the new Pension plans which have been 
adopted recently by the Augustana Synod and the Missouri Synod and which 
are now recommended for adoption in October, 1938, by American Lutheran 
Church. 

These amended rules of our Pension Fund provide for accumulating with 
interest to the credit of the individual minister all his own payments and a part of 
the church contributions. The accumulation is to be used to provide the pensions 
and other benefits for the minister by or on whose behalf the contributions are 
made. To this extent the new plan is placed on a permanently adequate basis, 
giving to the minister in benefits the exact amount provided by the accumulation. 
To the extent that this is insufficient to provide an adequate pension for the 
older ministers it is planned to provide a minimum pension for all by making up 
the difference from the church contributions. 
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Contributions by the minister and by the church are required from each at 
the rate of five per cent of the minister’ s salary, adding to the salary 15 per cent 
for free house. 

Annuities are provided for the minister, the widow, and minor children under 
age sixteen. A widow is to get two-thirds of the annuity payable to the minister 
and his wife. A minister who has no wife living is to get two-thirds of the 
annuity of a minister whose wife is living. The death benefit is $500. 

On taking effect of the amended rules, any entrance fee notes are to be 
cancelled and any payments for entrance fees are to be applied to provide an 
increase in the minister’s annuity and any other benefits. No part of the minister’s 
payment is ever forfeited. 

The Augustana Synod plan requires a contribution by the minister of 314 
per cent of which one-seventh is set aside to provide a $1,000 death benefit to the 
widow or a beneficiary. The church contribution is fifty cents per communicant 
member. For other salary paying organizations except home mission boards it is 
$100 for each member per year. 

Six-sevenths of the minister’s contributions is credited to his account and 
accumulated with interest. This accumulation is increased by dividing equally 
between all ministers in this Fund the remainder of the church contributions 
after providing pensions for disability, for widows and for minor children, con- 
tingency reserves and expenses, 

The minimum annuity for a widow is $200. A contingent fund is provided to 
be used for present pensioners and to supplement the annuities payable out of | 
the contributions. 

The Missouri Synod plan provides for minister contributions of two per cent 
of the salary for 1937 and 1938 and three per cent for 1939 and 1940, and four 
per cent for 1941 and thereafter. The congregation’s contributions are the same. 
The minister’s benefits are the amounts provided by the accumulation from the 
minister’s contributions and a part of the church contributions. The widow’s 
annuity is fifty per cent of the husband’s annuity. 

The American Lutheran plan provides for a minister contribution of four 
per cent and an equal contribution by the congregation. The member’s contribu- 
tion and nearly all the church contribution is to be accumulated with interest 
for the benefits payable to the minister, his widow and minor children. 

This plan so far makes no attempt to provide for additions to the annuities 
and other benefits provided by the minister’s accumulations. This Synod has 
no present pension plan. 

It is suggested that, if this General Convention so desires, it may be practic- 
able to put into operation a plan substantially in accord with the principles 
embodied in the foregoing plans with the addition of safeguards for the invest- 
ment and care of the assets to be held for the individual accumulations or credits 
to each minister or member of the Fund. 

This could contemplate bringing practically all ministers and church workers 
into the Fund and carrying, on a sound and adequate reserve plan, the accumu- 
lations from contributions by the minister or other member together any added 
credits from available contributions by the congregations or the church. It could 
contemplate providing a minimum pension to ministers and widows of not less 
than that now being paid, or possibly a minimum of $200. 

This minimum might be increased, first to a minister with a wife living, and 
thereafter to all, as the income of the Fund would justify. Until the accumulation 
would provide more the minimum pension to the widow or to a single or 
widowed minister, this minimum might be limited to some such ratio as in the 
above plans, or possibly be fixed at not less than two-thirds of that for a minister 
with a wife living. Provisions for minor children could be made somewhat as 
has been done heretofore or elsewhere. So also as to those who are disabled and 
for a death benefit. 

The payments by the minister and by the congregations or by the church 
might be adjusted along some of the lines adopted in other plans or along some 
other line acceptable to the ministers and the congregations. 

Adjustments might be made as to different matters to make the plans most 
acceptable to those serving in the colleges and schools and other institutions and 
as missionaries. 
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Provision might also be made for assuring continuity and care and skill in the 
management of the accumulated fund. 

The foregoing would necessarily require extended study and consideration of 
the details but the general principles embodied in the plans above discussed with 
such modifications as suggested could readily be carried into effect, 

It may therefore be suggested that this General Convention give consideration 


to the adoption of the following resolution in relation to amendment of the Rules 
of the Pension Fund. 


RESOLUTION RELATING TO AMENDMENTS TO THE RULES 
OF THE PENSION FUND 


Whereas, the General Convention of 1932 adopted amended Rules of the 
Pension Fund called the “Plan,” with the provision that the Church Council 
and the Board of Trustees acting jointly shall be charged with the duty and shall 
have power: 

(a) To make such modifications and revisions thereof as shail conform to the 
principles embodied in said plan: 

(b) To determine the manner in which and the time when said plan shall be 
put into effect. 

(c) To postpone as far as in their judgment shall be necessary without giving 
up the right of priority the action authorized in the second paragraph set out 
above of the resolution adopted by the 1930 Convention and to determine the 
manner in which and the time when such action shall be taken under and 
pursuant to said resolutions. 

(d) Resolved further that the adoption of such plan and the putting said 
plan into effect shall not require any payments out of the treasury of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America until such payments have been specifically 
authorized by the General Convention. (Helsem Addition.) 

Whereas, the General Convention of 1936 adopted a resolution providing in 
substance that the amendment to the Rules of the Pension Fund, adopted by the 
General Convention in 1932, be repealed upon the amendment of the Social 
Security Act to include ministers and if the Social Security Act is not so amended 
that the Amended Rules of the Pension Fund be put into effect; and 

Whereas, the Social Security Act has not been so amended up to this time; 

Resolved, that the Board of Pensions may recommend amendments to the 
Rules of the Pension Fund, and that the Board of Trustees, in the manner 
provided in the resolution adopted by the General Convention of 1932, or other- 
wise, in its discretion may adopt such amendments to be put into effect with the 
final approval of the Church Council, subject to such changes and further amend- 
ments as may be made by the next or any subsequent General Convention, 

Resolved, further, that in the recommendation and adoption of any such 
amendments consideration and regard be had for the following: 

(a) That it is desirable that any plan adopted should as far as practicable be 
uniform with pension plans adopted by other large Lutheran bodies and that for 
this purpose consideration be given to fixing the payment by the minister at 3% 
or 4 per cent instead of the 5 per cent adopted by the General Convention of 1932. 

(b) That as to the manner of determining the amount and the manner of 
apportioning contributions to be made by the church, or congregations, or other 
salary paying organizations, consideration be given to some other basis than a 
percentage of the minister’s salary. : hs 

(c) That provision be made for extending the benefits arising out of any 
monies raised in or with the budget of the church to all who may become mem- 
bers under the amended rules of the pension fund upon conditions equally ap- 
plicable to all, whether or not now or heretofore members of the pension fund, 
saving and reserving to present pensioners and other members of the pension 
fund such legal or equitable right as they may have in the existing assets of the 
pension fund. 

(d) That proper amendments shall be made to the rules of the Pension Fund 
to equitably adjust the required payments by minister and by the church and the 
amounts of old-age and other benefits in the event that the Social Security Act 
shall be amended to include members of the Pension Fund. 
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Resolved, further, that with the approval of the Commissioner of Insurance of 
the State of Minnesota, the Board of Pensions upon approval by the President 
of the Church and the Board of Trustees, may make contracts for the payment of 
annuities and other benefits to arise out of contributions credited to each indi- 
vidual minister and for the care and management of investments connected 
therewith.

The Nomination Committee was 
requested to look into this ruling of the church and report to the meeting. 

The District President’s report as printed in the Convention Report was 
adopted. 

The Treasurer reported a balance of $168.52 in the District treasury. The 
report was accepted, subject to audit by the Rev. C. G. Naeseth and Rev. G. A. 
Sundby. The balance in the treasury was to be retained as a contingent fund. 

Moved and carried to send greetings to Dr. D. G. Ristad and to the Rev. 
C. M. Vevle, who are ill. 

The Committee on President’s Residence reported the following resolution 
to be presented to the general meeting: 

Whereas, resolutions adopted in 1930 (see report, page 463) grant districts 
the privilege of allocating special appropriations simultaneously with the general 
budget without, however, becoming an integral part thereof, and 

Whereas, it appears desirable for districts to add certain appropriations to the 
general budget allocated to them, 

Resolved, That districts be accorded the privilege of adding special appro- 
priations, not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) per annum, to the 
District Home Mission allotment, and 

Resolved, That said special appropriation be subject to the same rules govern- 
ing the general budget appropriations, 

The resolution received the endorsement of the district meeting, 

On recommendation of the Credential Committee the Northfield Lutheran 
Congregation of Northfield, Wisconsin, Rev. H. A. Oerke’s charge, was ad- 
mitted to membershsip in the district. 

Mr. L. C. Hanson of Chicago, Ill, as a member of the committee for the 
ingathering of funds for the president’s house rent, reported the total income 
up to June Ist of $557.50, a balance of $32.87, making enough on hand for this 
year’s rent. A vote of thanks was given to this committee for its work with a 
request that it continue the rest of the year. 

Rey. Tweeten presented the following additional resolution with regard to 
the raising of funds for the president’s house rent, as follows: 

Whereas, it would simplify the raising of funds for the president’s house rent, 

Resolved, that, if possible, $1,000.00 be added to the District’s Home Mission 
allotment for said purpose and other minor expenses the district might incur, 
and 
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Resolved, that the Home Mission Committee should have charge of said 
appropriation. 

Resolution adopted. 

On motion by Rev. Hesla, it was voted to increase the appropriation for the 
president’s house rent from $50.00 to $70.00 per month, effective July 1, 1938.

Petterson and J. R. Jensen, élected to investi- 
gate the desirability of buying or building a permanent home for its district 
president, submits the following resolution: 

Whereas, it appears desirable for the District to own a residence for its

Resolved, That every congregation of the district be requested to contribute 
an amount equal to five per cent of its 1938 general synodical budget for the pur- 
pose of acquiring and maintaining such a residence, and 

Resolved, That said amount be allocated to the congregations simultaneously 
with the 1939 general budget as a special allotment, and 

Resolved, That no contract for the purchase or construction of such a 
residence be entered into until at least ninety per cent of the cost shall have been 
raised, and 

Resolved, that the district home mission committee be authorized and in- 
structed to secure such a residence, not to exceed $12,000.00, when the above 
conditions are fulfilled; also to take the necessary steps to raise the funds 
needed, and to care for its maintenance, 

Resolved, that said residence be located in Chicago. 

Resolution tabled. 

The following resolution, introduced by Mr. J. R. Jensen, was adopted. 


Resolved that the sum of $250.00 be appropriated annually out of the Home 
Mission Funds of the Eastern District for increase of the salary of the district 
president, effective January 1, 1939. 

During the discussion of matters pertaining to the district president’s house 
rent and salary, the vice-president, Dr. S. C. Eastvold, presided. 

Rey. T. C. Thorson reported for the Committee on Elementary Christian 
Education on work carried on in the Teachers’ Training courses during the past 
year.

The president reported the dates for Circuit meetings as follows: Glendive 
Circuit at Savage, Mont., Sept. 2-4; Spokane Circuit at Genesee, Idaho (60th 
anniversary), Sept. 26-27; Plentywood Circuit at Westby, Mont, (church dedica- 
tion at Comertown), Sept. 30-Oct. 2; Glasgow Circuit at Glasgow, Oct. 4-5; 
Havre Circuit at Hingham (church dedication), October 7-9; Inter Mt. Circuit 
at Whitefish, October 11-12; Great Falls Circuit at Winifred (church dedica- 
tion), Oct. 14-16 

Rey. G. Gabrielson presented a resolution relative to the necessity of prayer 
and working for spiritual awakening in our church. Following some discussion 
a motion was passed. A motion was made and seconded that a committee of 
three be appointed by the president to correctly word the resolution.

The Western Lutheran Publishing Committee, Inc., presents herewith its first 
official report on “The Western Lutheran,” the intersynodical publication for the 
congregations of the Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, the Northwestern District of the American Lutheran Church, the 
Westcoast District of the Lutheran Free Church, and the Columbia Conference 
of the Augustana Synod. 

History 

On September 18, 1933, the Intersynodical Committee on Cooperation passed 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved to recommend to the Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College 
that an all-Lutheran newspaper be published to serve the interests of the Ameri- 
can Lutheran Conference churches on the West Coast; and that the newspapers 
now published by the church bodies of the American Lutheran Conference on 
the West Coast be urged to merge with said publication.” 

Early in 1934 the Committee on Intersynodical Publication was formed, con- 
sisting of nine members elected by the Pacific District (NLCA), the North- 
western District (ALC), and the Columbia Conference (Aug.), to study the 
matter of a joint publication and the possibility of merging the Pacific Lutheran 
Herald and the Columbia Lutheran. 

The Columbia Lutheran ceased publication late in 1936. The Board of Trus- 
tees of Pacific Lutheran College, owners of the Pacific Lutheran Herald, then 
urged the Committee on Intersynodical Publication to act and offered the assets 
of the Pacific Lutheran Herald to the committee without reservation, 
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After further study, the committee presented the matter to the Lutheran 
Pastoral Institute in Parkland, Washington, in February, 1937, and received 
enthusiastic approval of the project. 

On the basis of the above developments, the Committee ou Intersynodical 
Publication submitted the following resolution to the 1937 conventions of the 
western districts of the American Lutheran Conference: 

“Resolved that we consider the time opportune to launch an intersynodical 
paper to serve the Pacific Coast constituency of the American Lutheran Confer- 
ence. 

“Resolved that we ask the several districts concerned: (a) To authorize the 
publication of such a paper; (b) To elect two representatives each, who, 
together with the representatives of the other districts, shall constitute themselves 
a corporation and proceed to publish the paper.’ 

The above resolution was adopted by the Pacific District (NLCA), the North- 
western District (ALC), and the Columbia Conference (Aug.) at their 1937 
conventions. The Westcoast District (LFC) endorsed the project at its 1938 
convention, 


Organization 


Pursuant to the mandate thus given by three of the constituent bodies, The 
Western Lutheran Publishing Committee, Inc., was formed in June, 1937, by 
the following six duly elected representatives: Rev. O. L. Haavik (NLCA), 
president; Rev. A. R. M. Kettner (ALC), vice-president; Theodore E. Nelsson 
(Aug.), secretary-treasurer; Prof, Edvin Tingelstad (NLCA); Rev. E. C. 
Knorr (ALC); and Rev. Elmer M. Johnson (Aug.). 

“The Western Lutheran” was selected as the official name of the new publi- 
cation and the following staff was elected to proceed with publication on a 
gratis basis for a period of six months: Editor-in-chief, Rev. Elmer M. Johnson; 
managing editor, Prof. Edvin Tingelstad; associate editor, Rev. E. C. Knorr; 
business manager, V. E. Thoren. 

Thus Volume I, Number 1, of “The Western Lutheran,” the first American 
ae. Conference newspaper for the West Coast, was published on September 
15, 1937. 

On May 24, 1938, the Publishing Committee elected the following staff to 
serve until the annual meeting of the corporation in September, 1938: Rev. Elmer 
M. Johnson, editor-manager; Prof. Edvin Tingelstad (NLCA), Rev. John Hou- 
kom (LFC), and Rev. E. C. Knorr (ALC), associate editors. 

“The Western Lutheran” is published semi-monthly, and is an eight-page 
paper, consisting of forty 16%-inch 12-em columns. The subscription price, 
purposely placed at a minimum figure, is $1.00 per year. In order to promote 
circulation, a club rate of fifty cents per subscription was offered all congrega- 
tions sending in a minimum number equal to one-fifth of the communicant 
membership. 


Progress 


We are deeply grateful for the gracious reception of ‘““The Western Lutheran” 
among the Lutheran constituency on the West Coast. It has been heartily en- 
dorsed by synodical presidents, the president of the American Lutheran Confer- 
ence, and by the News Bureau of the National Lutheran Council. 

The staff of forty reporters has been faithful in presenting a picture of our 
Lutheran work in the entire territory. The enthusiastic response to the contents 
of the publication tells us that “The Western Lutheran” is, and will be a potent 
factor in the common task of our Lutheran Church on the West Coast. 

The circulation at present totals approximately 2,400. Of this number, 1,743 
can be classified according to synods as follows: American Lutheran Church, 
415; Augustana Synod, 526; Lutheran Free Church, 6; Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, 796. (The latter figure should read approximately 1,150 in 
view of the number of subscribers continued from the Pacific Lutheran Herald 
which were mainly from the N. L. C. A.) 
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Finances 


To launch the publication with no financial appropriation was the difficult 
mandate given to the committee. In spite of this difficulty the management has 
been able to publish 18 of the 24 issues of the first year. The financial picture is 
presented in the attached statement. 


Requests 


The Western Lutheran Publishing Committee respectfully presents the fol- 
lowing requests for your consideration and action: 

(a) That you elect two members to represent the Pacific District on the 
Publishing Committee, one member to be elected for two years, and one for 
one year. 

(b) That the sum of $500 per year for the biennium be appropriated by the 
Pacific District to make possible the continued publication of “The Western 
Lutheran.” (Appropriations have also been sought from the other districts.) 

(c) That every pastor be faced with his responsibility to support and promote 
the publication, inasmuch as it is published in answer to the mandate of your 1937 
convention. 

(d) That every congregation be urged to conduct an aggressive campaign for 
subscribers as soon as possible. It is imperative that we secure 5,000 subscribers 
in order to procure the advertising that we must have to make the paper a 
financial success. 

In conclusion, the Publishing Committee desires to express its appreciation 
to the Pacific District, to its president, the Rt. Rev. H. L. Foss, and to all 
pastors and congregations who have contributed to the publication of this new 
organ for the upbuilding of our Lutheran Church on the West Coast. 

May the Lord grant wnto us all a vision of the need of the church press in 


our day.

Holdt ved Den Norsk Lutherske Kirkes aarsmgte i Central Lutheran Church, 
Minneapolis, 8de juni 1938 

Bgn: 

Kjzre herre Krist! Vi takker og priser dig fordi du har frelst os ved dit 
blod og helliget os ved din aand. 

Gjér os ved ham dygtige til at vidne om din frelse for alle mennesker. Og 
gi at dette din kirkes m¢te maa bli os en veiledning og styrkelse til vidnekaldet. 
Amen. 


Kjere brédre i Herren, vor kirkes tilsynsmand med dens ¢vrige embeds- 
mend, prester og delegater, samlet til aarsm@te, naade vere med eder og fred 
fra Gud, vor fader, og den herre Jesus Kristus! 

Som alle ting helliges ved Guds ord og b¢n, vil I, fér I gaar til arbeide, paa 
den maate indvie eders m¢te ledet av mig, den skrgpeligste iblandt eder. 

Det Herrens ord jeg da har valgt, eller rettere har faat av Herren, til vor 
betragtning i den henseende, er Joh. ev., kap. 17, Jesu saakaldte ypperstepreste- 
lige bén. Ret en passende tekst til indvielse av m¢tet! Den lyder i Jesu navn 
saaledes: (Her leste taleren det 17de kapitel av Johannes’ evangelium.) 

Som vi hgrte var den historiske situation for denne Jesu bgn den at han 
stod ved avslutningen paa sit jordeliv og sit jordevirke som Gudfaders utsending 
til verdens frelse. 

For at virkeliggjgre denne hadde han av sin fader faat tre embeder at for- 
valte, det yppersteprestelige, det kongelige og profetiske. Dette kald hadde han 
vistnok i dets trefoldige skikkelse troligen rgktet, indtil han holdt den bgn 
jeg leste. 

Fattigdom og lidelse i vort sted hadde-jo praktisk talt fulgt ham fra krybben 
i Betlehem til hin aften i Jerusalem, og kongelig magt over himmel og helvede, 
liv og ddd blandt mennesker, og over den skapte verdens natur hadde han like- 
ledes paa mange maater gvet. Men stort set hadde han dog serlig virket som 
profet. Som saadan hadde han i ord og gjerning for hele Israel forkyndt veien 
til frelse fra synden og dens ulykkelige fglger. Men under dette hadde han 
specielt s#kt at opdra tolv av sine vundneé discipler til at vere hans vidner 
til verdens frelse naar han som Faderens utsending hadde forlatt jorden og 
henlagt sin virksomhet i saa maate til himmelen. 

Timen dertil er kommen, sier han i sin bgn til Faderen. Om faa minutter 
skulde han gaa over bekken Kedron og begynde flytningen. Men veien maatte 
gaa gjennem den forferdelige sidste lidelse fra Getsemane til Golgata. Han 
visste hvor gruelig og skjzebnesvanger denne vandring vilde bli baade for ham 
selv og hans discipler. Derfor holdt han i den sal hvor han og de sammen 
hadde nydt den gamle pakts sidste paaskelam, og hvor han hadde git dem den 
nye pakts hellige nadver, en lengere tale, fuld av veiledning, styrkelse og tr¢dst, 
og samlet det saa alt i den yppersteprestelige bgn for sig selv og sine discipler. 
Men som du la merke til, i bgnnen for disse bad han ikke blot for sine dave- 
rende discipler, men ogsaa for alle dem der ved deres ord i fremtiden skulde 
bli hans discipler, altsaa for hele den kristne kirke fra dens begyndelse til dens 
fuldendelse i himmelen. Men da bad han ogsaa for os, specielt for eder, med- 
lemmer av vor kirkes aarsm¢te, prester og delegater. I er jo nemlig mgtt op 
her som Kristi discipler, blevne det ved hine fgrste disciplers ord, ikke sandt? 
og som Kristi kirkes utsendinger til her at forhandle med hverandre om hvad 
gjgres kan til verdens frelse. 

Saa er da, med de forngdne forandringer, situationen i dette kirkehus idag i 
vesentlige stykker den samme som i hin sal i Jerusalem. Vor frelser, Jesus 
Kristus, er levende tilstede her som han var der. Han har jo selv sagt: Hvor 
to eller tre er samlet i mit navn, der er jeg midt iblandt dem, 
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Og som han styrket hine f¢rste discipler i salen i Jerusalem med sin hellige 
nadver og sit ord og sin bgn, saa vil han gjgre det samme her i denne kirke i 
Minneapolis. Lovet vere hans navn! 

La os da merke os og ikke glemme det, at aarsm¢tet, det hele mgte i hver 
av dets sessioner, holdes med den levende Jesus nerverende i det, og under 
hans stadige bgn for det. Det gir hellig alvor i forhandlingene. Det gir hellig 
ansvar i beslutningene. Hvem vaager likegyldighet, selviskhet og egenraadighet 
i Jesu nerverelse? Den gir offervillighet og frimodighet. Den gir glede og 
rik velsignelse. Ikke sandt? Ja, hvilket m¢te skal vi ikke ha om vi kommer 
dette i hu og handler derefter. 

Betragter vi da nermere selve Jesu bgn, ser vi at han henvender sig til Gud 
som sin fader. Det gaar igjennem hele bgnnen, baade naar han ber for sig selv, 
og naar han ber for sine discipler. Han betragter sig og disse, og da ogsaa os, 
som én familie med Gud som fader, og os som Guds barn. Og saa er det trods 
den store forskjel i vesen og verdighet mellem ham og os i dette Guds barne- 
forhold. Og han vil at disciplene og vi skal komme i hu at hvad han ber om 
h¢rer til Jesu og vor himmelske faders saker. Det er da ogsaa den betragtning 
irvormed Jesus vil fdlge vore bénner, vore forhandlinger og beslutninger under 
hele dette m¢te. 

Det er efter hans mening et mgte av Gudfader og hans barn med hensyn til 
denne families anliggender. 

Hvad er det saa han ber sin og vor fader om? Han ber fgrst om en gave 
for sig selv som det av Gud indsatte hode for hans familie paa jorden. 

Han sier: Fader, timen er kommen, herliggjdr din sgn, forat din sgn kan her- 
liggjgre dig! likesom du har git ham magt over alt kjdd, forat han skal gi evig 
liv til alle dem som du har git ham. Og dette er det evige liv at de kjender dig 
den eneste sande Gud og ham du utsendte, Jesus Kristus. Jeg har herliggjort 
dig paa jorden, idet jeg har fuldbyrdet den gjerning som du har git mig at 
gjdére. Og nu herliggjdr du mig, fader, hos dig selv med den herlighet jeg hadde 
hos dig fér verden var. 

Han ber altsaa om at faa den herlighet han hadde hos sin fader for verden 
var. Og det ber han om, ikke av egenkjerlige grunde, men for derved at kunne 
opfylde sit kald, at herliggjgre sin fader ved at gi evig liv til dem av alt kjdd 
der ved hans forkyndelse av evangeliet og ved Faderens dragelse er git ham 
som hans discipler. Han ber om at faa igjen den herlighet han hadde hos Gud 
fgr verden var. Hadde han den da ikke nu? Nei. Hadde han tapt den? Nei. 
Han hadde git avkald paa den da han for at frelse dig og mig og alle mennesker 
gjorde hvad apostelen Paulus sier i sit brev til Filippenserne (2, 5—8): “La dette 
sind vere i eder som og var i Kristus Jesus, han som da han var i Guds skik- 
kelse, ikke agtet det for et rov at vere Gud lik, men ay sig selv gav avkald der- 
paa og tok en tjeners skikkelse paa sig, idet han kom i menneskers lignelse; og 
da han i sin ferd var fundet som et menneske fornedret han sig selv, saa han 
blev lydig indtil dgden, ja korsets d¢d.” 

Hvad er det han mener med den herlighet som han saaledes hadde git av- 
kald paa og som han altsaa ber om at faa igjen? Svar paa dette spgrsmaal gir 
de opleste Pauli ord, sammenholdt med hvad han sier i samme kapitel, vers 
9—11: “Derfor har og Gud hgit ophgiet ham og git ham det navn som er over 
alt navn, saa at i Jesu navn skal hvert knz b@ie sig, deres som er i himmelen 
og. paa jorden og under jorden, og hver tunge bekjende at Jesus Kristus er 
herre til Gud faders xre.” Efter disse Pauli ord bestod den herlighet Jesus 
Kristus hadde git avkald paa og som han bad om at faa igjen i den guddom- 
melige salighet og frihet der tilkom ham efter begge hans naturer, baade som 
menneske for hans lydighets skyld indtil korsets déd, og som Guds sgn, av 
samme vesen som Faderen, 1 motsetning til den lidelsesfulde tjenerstilling han 
paatok sig for derved at frelse alle mennesker. I denne tjenerstilling var han 
jo, som han selv sier, saa absolut avhengig av Gud, sin fader, at han intet kunde 
foreta sig, det vere i ord eller gjerning, uten ved sin faders hjelp og paa hans 
befaling. Og istedetfor sin guddommelige salighet i samfundet med sin fader 
maatte han, med Guds dom over sig, lide Satans og menneskers haan og slag 
indtil hudstrykning, korsfestelse og dgd, uten at verge sig. 
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Nu staar han ved avslutningen paa denne sin fornedrelsestjeneste. Dens 
sidste akt, hans lydighet og lidelse indtil korsets dgd, staar kun igjen. Og den 
er han nu rede til villig, og forvisset om seier, at gaa igjennem. 

Saa ber han da om at faa ombytte tjenerskikkelsen med sin oprindelige 
gudsskikkelse, den guddommelige herlighet og det nu som Gud og mand. Men, 
som vi hgrte av bgnnen, bad han ikke om dette av egenkjerlige grunde, men 
for at herliggjgre sin fader ved at forkynde hans evangelium for alle mennesker, 
uten indskrenkning av nation, tid eller sted, og saaledes gjgre saa mange som 
ved Faderens dragelse tok imot det delagtige i det evige liv med dets hellighet 
og salighet, kjgpt som det var for dem alle ved Jesu Kristi lidelse og déd. 


Men denne verdensomspendende forkyndelse av det frelsende evangelium 
kunde efter Guds husholdning som mindet om i Jesu bé@n, ikke finde sted f¢r 
Jesus var herliggjort, og saaledes alt kjéds frelse var grundlagt ved hans li- 
delse, opstandelse og himmelfart. Som Gud og mand skulde jo Jesus frelse 
alle mennesker, ikke som Gud alene, heller ikke som menneske alene. Som Gud 
og mand maatte han lide for at forsone den hele verden med Gud. Og som 
Gud og mand skulde han ved evangeliets forkyndelse gjgre alle mennesker del- 
agtige i hans dgéds frugt, det evige liv. Men det kunde han ikke gjdre fér han 
var herliggjort. Fgr hans herliggjgrelse var hans virksomhet i ord og gjerning 
jo kaldsmessig indskrenket til sine dages Israel i Jdédeland. Han sier selv: 
“Jeg er ikke utsendt til andre end de fortapte faar av Israels hus.” Og forst 
ved hans menneskelige naturs ophgielse til den guddommelige naturs herlighets 
frihet kunde han uten nogen indskrenkning av den menneskelige naturs love 
virke til alle menneskers frelse ved forkyndelse av evangliet. 


Endelig maa vi erindre at Jesus efter sin faders vilje ikke skulde synlig per- 
sonlig som i sit kjgds dage, drive den verdensomspzndende forkyndelse av evan- 
geliet, men ved sine dertil utsendte og dygtiggjorte discipler. Han sier jo i sin 
bgn til Faderen: “Likesom du har utsendt mig til verden, har ogsaa jeg ut- 
sendt dem til verden,” og: “Jeg ber for dem som ved deres ord tror paa mig.” 
Og i overensstemmelse dermed handlet han da han paa himmelfartsdagen syn- 
lig skiltes fra dem og gav dem det mandat at gaa ut og gj¢re alle folk til hans 
discipler. Men denne verdensomspendende virksomhet skulde de ikke begynde 
med f¢r de var tilstrekkelig dygtiggjort til den. Og dette var de ikke endnu, da 
Jesus holdt sin bgén. Vistnok hadde han i tre aar personlig arbeidet med dem 
for at gjgre dem skikket til deres store gjerning. Men uagtet dette manglet der 
dem dog som en vesentlig utrustning dertil den Helligaands gave. Denne aand 
skulde nemlig vere deres megtige talsmand til trdést og veiledning istedetfor 
Jesus som han gik ind og ut i iblandt dem. Og indtil de fik denne aand som han 
hadde lovt at sende dem skulde de ikke vike fra Jerusalem og gaa ut i alverden. 
Dog, dette Idfte kunde han ikke opfylde, sier han i sin tr¢stetale til dem, fr 
han var herliggjort. Dere leser: “Jeg sier eder sandheten: Det er til gavn for 
eder at jeg gaar bort, ti gaar jeg ikke bort, da kommer talsmanden ikke til eder, 
men gaar jeg bort, da skal jeg sende ham til eder. Og naar han kommer skal 
han overbevise verden (ved eder) om synd og om retferdighet og om dom: om 
synd fordi de ikke tror paa mig; om retferdighet fordi jeg gaar til Faderen og 
I ser mig ikke lenger; om dom fordi denne verdens fyrste er démt. Endnu 
har jeg meget at si eder, men I kan ikke bere det nu; men naar han, sandhetens 
aand, kommer, skal han veilede eder til hele sandheten.” 


Dette er altsaa grunden til at han ber sin fader om at faa igjen den herlig- 
het han hadde hos Faderen fgr verden var. Det var, som vi har set, ikke for egen 
vindings skyld, men for alle menneskers frelses skyld og for sine disciplers ut- 
rustnings skyld til at vere hans vidner for alt kjdd. 


Hvor maatte ikke denne bgn styrke disciplene der hgrte den og os som leser 
den i troen paa vor virkelige frelse ved Jesus Kristus. Saa omhyggelig plan- 
lagt som den er og helt vundet ved hans liv og virke, baade i hans fornedrelse 
og ophgielse. Og hvor meget maatte den ikke ogsaa styrke og glade dem og 
os i vort kald som hans sendebud og tjenere til verdens frelse. Ti den herlig- 
gjorte Kristus, hvem al magt i himmelen og paa jorden er given, har frelst os 
og lovet at vere med os i liv og virke alle dage indtil verdens ende. 
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Jeg vet vel der er hemmeligheter i denne Herrens vei som vi vanskelig kan 
fatte. Det gaar os altfor ofte naar vi hdgrer den saaledes som Herren sier ved 
profeten Esaias (55, 8—9): “Mine tanker er ikke eders tanker, og eders veie er 
ikke mine veie, sier Herren; ti som himmelen er hgiere end jorden, saaledes er 
mine veie hgiere end eders veie, og mine tanker hgiere end eders tanker.” Vi 
studser og spgr, Er det virkelig veien til frelse for alt kjgd? Vi er saa tilbdielige 
til at lage vor egen vei, ja endog til at bestemme vor frelsers vei. Bedst gjér den 
der under saadanne omstendigheter gjgr som Herrens apostel Paulus sier han 
gjgr: “Ta enhver tanke til fange under lydigheten mot. Kristus.’ Han er jo 
den der aabenbarer Guds vei til frelse. Og han har aabenbaret os saa meget om 
Guds husholdning i saa maate som er tilstrekkelig for den enfoldige. 

Men Jesus ber ikke blot for sig selv og dermed indirekte ogsaa for alle sine 
discipler til deres trést og styrkelse i den vanskelige tid de gaar i mgte naar 
han gaar fra dem og de ser ham ikke mere. 

Men han ber ogsaa direkte for dem og specielt for de elleve der stod i salen 
sammen med ham, at hans fader vil ta sig av dem og verne om dem i deres 
kommende fristelser og treengsler som Kristi vidner i verden. 

De var vistnok ved hans arbeide med dem kommet til troen paa ham som 
den av Faderen utsendte frelser. Og han hadde hitindtil bevaret dem i denne 
tro og voktet dem saa ingen av dem var gaat fortapt undtagen det fortabelsens 
barn, Judas. 

Men hvordan skal det gaa dem naar han gaar fra dem? Han svarer ved at 
legge dem i sin faders hender. “Hellige fader,’ sier han, “jeg er ikke lenger i 
verden, men disse er i verden. Og verden har hatet dem fordi de ikke er av 
verden, likesom jeg ikke er av verden! Jeg ber ikke at du skal ta dem ut av 
verden, men at du skal bevare dem fra det onde.” Denne bgn til Faderen — 
merk den hellige fader, der elsker hellighet og hater alt vanhellig og ondt — 
skulde styrke dem naar den onde vantro verden vilde friste dem til det som ondt 
er i Herrens gine, til mismod og frafald, naar den bereder dem alskens treng- 
sler, og de ikke ser Jesus iblandt sig som f¢r. 

Men i denne bgn for de elleve ber han jo, som han sier, ogsaa for os. Og 
trenger ikke vi det likesaavisst som de elleve? Vi er jo som hans troende 
discipler stillet i samme omstendigheter som hine. Den verden vi lever i ligger 
jo ogsaa i det onde. Der er i saa maate ikke nogen vesentlig forskjel paa ver- 
den i hine f¢rste disciplers tid og i vor tid. Fristet den i sin vantro de elleve, 
vil den ogsaa friste os. Og vilde den berede hine trengsler, vil den ogsaa berede 
os dem. Ja, som Herrens apostel Paulus sier: “Alle som vil leve gudelig i Kri- 
stus Jesus skal bli forfulgte.” Derfor lovet vere Jesu navn at han ogsaa ber for 
os, at vor fader i himmelen vil bevare os fra det onde i troen paa hans frelsende 
ord. Dette ord har frelst os, som det frelste hine, som han sier 1 bénnen. Det 
er det eneste sande vaaben hvorved vi formaar at verge os mot verdens snedige 
og daarende fristelser i disse sidste dages vanskelige tider. Derfor ber han 
ogsaa som han gj¢r, ikke simpelthen at Faderen vil bevare os fra det onde, men 
som han sier: “Hellige dem i sandheten, dit ord er sandhet.” Skild os ved Guds 
aand saa mange som tror mere og mere fra verdens tanker og sind, og ifgr os 
Guds ved hans ord. Saa vigtig er i Jesu gine denne vor helligelse i sandheten, 
at han i bgénnen sier: “Jeg helliger mig for dem, forat ogsaa de skal vere hel- 
ligede i sandhet.”” Han sigter med disse ord til at han gir sit liv 1 lydighet mot 
sin himmelske fader like til korsets dgéd for derved at kjgpe os retten til ved 
Guds aand at helliges i sandheten. 

Men trengte hine fgrste discipler og vi denne helligelse for personlig at be- 
vares som Guds barn, saa trenger vi det begge visseligen endnu mere naar vi 
kommer i hu at vor felles opgave som Kristi discipler i den onde verden ikke 
blot er selv at bli frelst, men ogsaa at frelse andre. Dertil var jo desuten, som 
han sier i bénnen, de elleve utsendte. Men er det saa, at det ogsaa er vort 
kald, da er det serlig deres blandt os der i likhet med de elleve er utsendte der- 
til. Saa er det da dette mgtes presters kald og efter omstendighetene alle aars- 
m¢tets medlemmers kald. 

Og hvem skulde de elleve, og skal vi ved Guds naade s#ke at frelse og hvor- 
ledes? Netop den onde verden om hvem Herren sa den hatet hans discipler, som 
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den hatet ham, og som han derfor ikke bad eller kunde be Faderen om at be- 
vare det vilde jo bli i dens verdslige vesen. Vi skal efter den anledning og naade 
Herren gir os oplate verdens gine for den sataniske lggn den ligger i, og hjelpe 
den til at se sandheten og at elske den istedetfor sit velbehag i uretferdigheten. 
Men det vet du kan kun den der ved Guds aand selv er helliget i sandheten. 
Derfor ber Jesus sin fader i den at hellige de elleve og os, saa vi maa vere 
skikket til ved sandhetens vidnesbyrd at frelse verden. 

Og elsker vi verden, som Gud elsker den til frelse trods dens vantro, da 
skulde vi vel slutte os til Jesus i denne hans bgn og begjere av helt hjerte at 
bli mere og mere, og vi alle som én, helliget i sandheten. Mere og mere at se 
den og elske den i al dens renhet, saa alle der kalder sig Jesu discipler har kun 
én og den samme tro med hensyn til frelsen i Kristus Jesus, vor herre. Og dette 
skulde vi saa meget mere sgke som denne enhet i troen, kjendelig for verden i 
vor bekjendelse av Jesus og i vore gode gjerninger som frugter av denne sam- 
me tro er som Herren sier et megtig vidnesbyrd til verdens omvendelse. 

Men la os forstaa Herren, saa vi ikke lar os bedra hverken av os selv eller 
andre i denne sak. Dertil er der fristelse nok i vor tid. Men ingen av os beh¢g- 
ver her at bedrages. Herren forklarer selv saa tydelig hvad han mener med 
denne frelsende enhet at det er umulig at misforstaa ham. Det er, sier han, en 
enhet i troen paa de f¢rste disciplers ord, paa Kristi ord. Det er en aandens 
enhet i livssamfundet med Gudfader og hans sgn, Jesus Kristus, “en enhet i os,” 
som Herren sier. Den samme hjertets virksomme enhet i frelsessandheten som 
finder sted mellem Gudfader og Jesus som han uttrykker det: ‘Som du, fader, 
i mig, og jeg i dig, at de skal vere ett, likesom vi er ett, jeg i dem og du i mig.” 
Det han altsaa ber om er ikke en blot utvortes enhet, uten den samme tro paa 
Faderens sendelse av sin sgn til verdens frelse. Det er ikke en blot utvortes 
organisationsenhet bygget paa fortielse av Guds fundamentale frelsessandheter 
som man i mening og sind er uenig om. Den slags enhet er ikke det Herren ber 
sin fader om forat hans troende discipler skal ved Guds naade vere hans red- 
skaper til verdens omvendelse. Den slags enhet er vistnok i vore dage 1 h@i 
kurs, men den har ikke Jesu sandhetsmerke. Den er myntet av m@rkets fyrste, 
ikke av vor frelser. Den fremmer ikke verdens omvendelse til sandhetens konge, 
men hindrer den. 

Til slut, for at opmuntre os til den sande kristelige enhet, har Jesus, som 
han sier i bénnen, ikke blot kjgpt den ved sin lidelse og dgd, men han har ved 
evangeliet git alle sine discipler del i hans herlighet, det usvigelige haab, at naar 
vi forlater denne verden og er hjemme hos Gud, skal vi faa se Jesu herlighet, 
og derved herliggjgres til likhet med ham. 

Dette store felles haab skal styrke hans discipler i deres aandelige enhet og 
fholde dem, vitterlig for verden, sammen saa verden kan kjende at Gud har ut- 
sendt Jesus og elsket os som han har elsket ham. 

Saa handler Herren med dem der tror paa ham, saa da ogsaa med os der tror. 

Hvilken naade! 

Skulde ikke hver eneste en av os der har smakt den og daglig har adgang 
til den med inderlig glede slutte os til den skare der villigen, omend ofte under 
megen mie, trengsel og offer, vidner for den hele verden om dens frelse ved 
troen paa Kristus Jesus, vor herre. Fristes du paa grund av offeret til at tre 
ut av vidnenes rekke, da glem ikke hvad din frelser sa hin nat i Jerusalem 
til Nikodemus: ‘“Saa har Gud elsket verden at han gav sin sgn, den enbaarne, 
forat hver den som tror paa ham ikke skal fortapes, men ha evig liv.” 

Kjere brddre! Herren har helliget vort méte. Saa vil vi da med frygt og 
beven og dog med frimodighet og glede gaa til vort arbeide i troen paa Jesu 
naadige nerverelse i vort aarsmgte, og under hans yppersteprestelige bén for 
det vor gjerning her i Jesu navn skal ikke vere forgjeves. 

fEre vere Faderen og Sénnen og den Helligaand som var og er og bliver én 
sand Gud fra evighet og til evighet! Amen. 

Motta saa til slutning den "yppersteprestelige velsignelse: Herren velsigne 
dig og bevare dig! Herren lade sit ansigt lyse over dig og vere dig naadig! 
Herren I¢fte sit aasyn paa dig og gi dig fred!

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


“Come: for all things are now ready.” ... “Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and compel then to come in, that my house may be filled” (Luke 
14:17, 23). : , 

“Brethren, my heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel is, that they might 
be saved” (Rom, 10:1). 

With these words from the parable of the Great Feast and the answer 
by the great Apostle, as found in his letter to the Romans, we face the Lord’s 
call to us. The great word which always must be first is the message, “For all 
things are now ready.” Definitely and clearly the Word of God points out that 
it is from God and through His grace alone that salvation is offered to men. 
Those who were invited were not cooperating with the master of the house in 
the preparation of the feast. All things were prepared by him. 

“For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son.” This is 
what it cost our Father in Heaven to be able to send out the Gospel and say, 
“All things are now ready.” The price He paid was that His only begotten 
Son was to be reckoned among transgressors and the iniquity of us all was laid 
upon Him. He became the Lamb of God that taketh away the sins of the world. 

It was a precious feast. The Son gave His life that the invitation could go 
forth to fallen man. This is God’s part in man’s salvation. He has done every- 
thing. It is through grace and grace alone that the Gospel call goes out to 
come to the wedding feast and the great supper. 

There is a universality in God’s plan of salvation that includes all men and 
excludes no one, His servants could go out and say unto all they met, even 
in the dusty and hidden byways and lanes of life; Come, come to the feast of 
the Master. 

To His servants He says, “Go out into the highways and hedges. and compel 
them to come in, that my house may be filled.” This is His call to His children, 
to His servants, to His church. God wants His house filled. God wants me at 
the great feast, which He has prepared. ‘“‘Compel them,’ in the sense that we 
bring men to the attention of the Gospel, bring them into contact with the 
means of grace, and that by our word and life we become a living invitation, as 
a servant sent out by the Master. 

To our church has conie this priceless privilege of being called as messengers 
to invite men to the Lord. We have received the command, as well as the 
opportunity, both at home in this country and in foreign fields. Have we done 
our part? Have we given testimony by our sacrifice in life, prayer and giving 
that this has been our foremost task, thought and interest? Can we say with 
Paul to the Lord, who knoweth our hearts, “My heart’s desire and my prayer 
to God for my people is their salvation.” 

This is the fundamental program of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. This should be the aim and hope of every congregation, every member 
and every pastor, every Sunday school teacher and every parent, that those 
who are our responsibility should be saved, saved by grace through Jesus Christ 
our Lord and Savior. 

This is the thought, the hope and the interest which underlies the plan of 
our Centennial Program and our Centennial Anniversary. The gathering of the 
pledges and the paying of the money has been made in order that we may be 
able to accomplish more of this task than we have done hitherto. 

Under the direction of Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, with the loyal and faithful support 
of officials, pastors and lay members, this work has gone on. There are, of 
course, some who have not yet taken their share in this Appeal and pledges for 
money. It is sincerely hoped that they will be reached in the very near future 
so that all can be included in this fellowship of interest and love for the advance- 
ment of our church, a 

Our sincere thanks are due Dr. A, J. Bergsaker and all who have assisted’ 
him so generously and faithfully in organizing and carrying out the canvass as 
well as the many generous givers who are showing deep concern for the work 
of the church in their own personal giving. 
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GOD’S CALL TO OUR CHURCH 


A further step in the Centennial Program is now before us. This will require 
possibly a longer and more serious attention than even the preceding. In the 
pledge itself is stated, as a mutual commitment, that we are concerned about 
the perpetuation of the faith in the lives of our ‘children. This meant more to 
many than we fully realize. They have called my attention to it and asked what 
our plans were to make this effective. 

We need to consider this side of our work. The fact of the matter is, as 
far as increase in membership of both young and old, our church is practically 
at a standstill. Careful statistics report that during the first ten years after the 
union our soul membership increased 1.22% per year. During the last ten years 
it has fallen to .9% or less than 1%. These figures are startling. They show 
practically only an increase of some five or six thousand members per year, 
allocated over 2,500 congregations,—or a little over a net increase of two souls 
per congregation. 

Evidently a number of congregations are going back every year in their 
membership. A great deal has been said that the reason for this is the per 
confirmed membership allocation. It has been stressed time and again that 
the allocation of the budget should not be made on the basis of confirmed mem- 
bership. That should be simply incidental. 

Another figure shows that something more is implied than simply this 
reason. The Sunday school and parochial school membership among us in- 
creased over 6% the first ten years, from 1918 to 1928. The last ten years i, 
has fallen to around 2%. These figures would not be affected by the cause 
mentioned above. 

If we are to be a living church and a church that shall continue to exist in 
the lives of our children, we must grow and expand. We can not be satisfied 
with the past, however great and glorious that may have been. 

We must look into the future and by the grace of God speak to the children 
of Israel, that they go forward. 

In order to make this possible, as far as a plan is concerned, I would sug- 
gest the following points in such a program. 


1. Church Membership Increase. 


To obey the call of our Lord and to live up to the statement in the Centennial 
pledge, the “perpetuation of the faith of the fathers in the lives of our children,” 
[ appeal to all who love our church and love their fellowmen. Above all, may 
our love to our Lord and Savior for what He has done for us constrain us to 
be instant in prayer, to be concerned in interest and in heart’s desire, as Paul 
says, that the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, whom “6 know is life 
eternal, shall reach many more both in our communities at home and in our 
mission fields in Africa, Madagascar and China. The people are here, the pos- 
sibilities are here, if we will be obedient to the call to work while it is day, before 
night cometh. 

A genuine effort should be made to get the men and women in every com- 
munity outside of the church interested in the church. This will mean personal 
contact, not only a card indexed canvass, but contacts that probably will take 
hours and many visits at that. We must go out in the highways and byways and 
urge them to come in. 

We must begin to be concerned because our church is not living up to the 
possibilities that we have in the Middle West. It is probably not far afield if 
we place the number of those who have Norwegian blood in their veins at 
nearly 2,000,000, including the second and third generations. Ninety per cent 
of them are found in these midwestern states. Of that number we have only 
around six or seven hundred thousand at the most, optimistically counting, with- 
in the fold. This means that for every one of our own ancestry in the church, 
two are outside. 

When we add other unchurched Lutherans, of Lutheran stock, living in the 
communities where our churches function, we can see the potential possibilities 
just in the Lutheran background, not to say anything about the many others 
that should be called in, 
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2. Adult Confirmation. 


In addition to the adult membership approach, there will come added work 
to the pastors if this is to be done intelligently and in the right way. For most 
of these people now the entrance door to our congregations will be through 
adult confirmation classes. They can not simply be swept in by name lists and 
let it go at that. They must be instructed in the faith of their fathers. They 
must know why they join a church and why they continue in church membership. 


3. Sunday School. Attendance. 


Not only adults are concerned in this undertaking. Christ said, “Let the 
little children come unto Me.” We have barely started on that program in our 
church. Half the children of America are outside of any kind of church school 
today. They are found in every community, both rural and larger city areas. 
What are we doing about getting them into Sunday school? We should keep 
on until at least every child in the community is found in Sunday school. 


The youth of confirmation age should be brought into classes to be instructed 
by our pastors. This is genuine and lasting missionary work. It will mean 
power for the church in the years to come. This will mean even an increase in 
financial income eventually, because they also have possibilities for service when 
they come into the Kingdom, as others have had before them. 


4. Family Altar. 


Hand in hand with these endeavors there should penetrate into the homes a 
greater understanding and appreciation of the truths of the Scriptures. A genuine 
and serious effort should be made to rebuild the family altar. If nothing more 
is attempted, to begin with gather the members of the family some time each 
day, read from the Word of God and pray the Lord’s Prayer together. Into 
the homes should be brought the responsibility of backing up the work that is 
done in Sunday school and confirmation classes, so that our homes can rise to 
the levels of the pioneer fathers in their serious attempt of teaching their children 
the will of the Lord. 


THE OPEN DOOR 


These are the projects that are considered and are being planned. We still 
have to carry these through the next four years until the anniversary year. 
These are objects that should be striven for continuously in the church. Fields 
are ripe unto harvest, but we must not take it casually. 


First of all, our own hearts must be rekindled with a love and yearning for 
our fellowmen to bring them to Christ. The professional attitude must. dis- 
appear more and more and a greater love for men grow in our hearts, by the 
grace of God. This we need, each one of us individually, if the undertaking shall 
succeed under God. Every district, every circuit, yes, every congregation must 
be brought into contact with this plan and program. This is the real work of 
the church. This is why we are here,—to spread the Kingdom, to save souls. 


In addition to this program, the historical interest in our church should be 
kept alive as it was begun in the Centennial. What our church stands for in 
the life of our people and what it has accomplished should be brought to our 
attention more and more until we become a group that thanks God for what 
He has given us in our church, and that is willing to support the work of the 
church because it means more than anything else. 


As Dr. A. J. Bergsaker was appointed director of the first part of the Cen- 
tennial Appeal Program, so now, with the consent of the Board of Elementary 
Christian Education and the Board of Higher Education, | have appointed Dr. 
J. C. K. Preus as a director for this part of the work. He will work in conjunc- 
tion with the districts, circuits and congregations. 
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This part of our church program can not be finished in a given time. It is 
not in any sense a campaign, as we use that word. It will mean conferences and 
meetings for all of us from time to time as we help each other to become more 
faithful and more eager to bring the invitation. It means the winning of Sunday 
school teachers, parents, women’s organizations, Luther League groups, as well 
as our pastors for a wholehearted consecration to “bring them in,” not to the 
glory of our church as to membership but that souls may be saved and kept for 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who loved us with that great love that would not let us go. 


FORWARD IN THE NAME OF THE LORD 


Many other matters could be brought to the attention of the District Con- 
ventions and to our people at this time, but to me this is the thing that matters 
most. For that reason I leave this thought and this message with you, without 
adding other things that could be said at this time. My prayer and chief. interest 
is that the thought and the idea of the centennial of the founding of our church 
should bring to our people not only certain material gains and historical knowledge 
but, by the grace of the Holy Spirit, a new impetus, a new initiative, and a new 
courage to go forward in the name of the Lord for the salvation of souls, and 
the glory of His Holy Name.

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DISTRICT PRESIDENTS’ MESSAGES 


Eastern District 


To the Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
Grace and peace! 

The thought toward which I desire to direct the attention of this convention 
and the district is the witness of the church in the world today. Our convention 
program is built around the theme, “A Witnessing Church.” Our convention text 
is Acts 1:8: “Ye shall receive power when the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be my witness both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth.’ The early church was obedient to 
this charge. “Daily in the temple and in every house they ceased not to teach 
and to preach Jesus Christ’ (Acts 5:42). Week by week thousands were added 
to the number of those that believed through the testimony of Christ’s faithful 
followers. 

The sole business of the church is soul winning. To rescue the perishing is 
our mission. Concerned for the unsaved must be the passion of the church. 
Saved souls are her best credentials. 

We need a rebirth of missionary zeal. I am so anxious that our district shall 
be a mission minded district, that @very congregation within our district shall 
be a mission minded congregation, and every pastor a mission minded pastor. 
But we must think of missions not only as money to be raised but as souls to be 
won. 

We must be mission minded over against the mission field that is on the door- 
step of almost every church. In almost every community where we have a church 
there are those who are untouched by the message of the church. They live 
within sight of our church spire, within sound of its bell, sometimes literally 
within the shadow of our church walls. We must go out into the highways and 
byways of the community as witnesses for Christ and compel them to come in. 
In this task the congregation must not regard itself only as a field in which the 
pastor is to work, but rather as a force working under the leadership of the 
pastor. “Ye shall be my witnesses” was not spoken to the pastors alone. 
Every Christian must be a witness for Christ. 

Witness bearing and soul winning must at all times be the objective of the 
church. But in the years that lie immediately ahead we must give ourselves to 
this task with a new intensity. In 1943 will be observed the centennial of or- 
ganized Norwegian Luthern church work in America. During the past year we 
have been busy gathering subscriptions for a worthy thank offering to be brought 
to the Lord by the centennial year. The response to this part of the centennial 
appeal has been very gratifying. The task is not completed. We therefore most 
earnestly ask the congregations which have not completed the work to do so 
without further delay. 

But the next step in the observance of the centennial is a united, coordinated, 
simultaneous, intensified effort to go out into every community where our 
congregations are found and seek to bring in the unchurched and the unsaved. 
I am hoping and praying that every congregation in my district will give itself 
unreservedly to this task. We look to the leaders of our church to give u uch 
help as we go to this task. vv 

But if the specifically spiritual objectives of the centennial shall be attained 
the starting point must be a confession of our sins. 

The ministers, in order to be ready for this task, must realistically probe 
their own souls to see if there be anything there that may render their ministry 
ineffectual. They must pray God to help them rid their souls of all such things 
as indolence, indifference, doubt, envy, love of praise or love of any other sin, 
lack of compassion, selfishness, or anything else that might hinder the work. 
We must bring clean hands and clean hearts to these holy tasks of the King- 
dom. “Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? And who shall stand in His 
holy place? He that hath clean hands and a pure heart” (Psalm 24:3-4). As 
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ministers we must pray for hearts that burn, hearts that yearn, hearts that ache 
for sinners everywhere. We must give our time, our talent and even our tears 
to this task. 


But this task is not for the ministry alone. Every Christian must enlist in 
this campaign for souls. In preparation for this task the whole church must 
examine itself, repent and confess. There are enemies within the church which 
are allies of the enemies without. There are many spots, blemishes and wrinkles 
which disfigure the bride of Christ! The world scoffs at the church’s claim to be 
“the holy Christian church.” It is true that God is so wonderful in His grace 
and power that through the centuries He has been able to use an imperfect 
church with its imperfect ministry to perform mighty wonders in the world. 
Yet let us not too lightly dismiss the accusations which the world brings against 
us. Rather let us confess our sins and ‘pray for grace to destroy the enemies 
within the church, such as dissension, the desire to be seen of men, fault-finding, 
consuming time on trivial things while the world is perishing, and many other 
sins. May God give us grace to sense the great urgency of the task that lies 
before us that we may give ourselves to it with an intensity as never before. 


Christ had no narrower horizon for His kingdom than the uttermost part of 
the earth. We are to be witnesses not only in Jerusalem and Judea, but also in 
Samaria and to the ends of the earth. Hence there must be a world outreach 
in the program of every congregation. 


We have especially two points of contact with the world wide program of the 
missionary enterprise. One is the prayer closet. It is evident from the testi- 
monies of the Scriptures that the Kingdom can not go forward as it might unless 
we constantly pray, “Thy kingdom come!” The other point of contact is the 
contribution plate. To be mission minded means to be budget minded. Back of 
the seemingly cold figures of the mission budgets are millions of souls in distress. 
Only the Gospel can help them. Only our contributions make it possible to 
bring them the Gospel. 


Last year the Eastern District raised only 79.9% of its allocated budget. 
This was about $4000.00 less than the previous year. Shall we not do better 
this year? 

Giving is not something casual or incidental in the Christian life. Like 
prayer and the use of the Word, it is an essential part of it. Giving is neither 
optional nor compulsory. It flows naturally out of the Christian life. It is a 
part of one’s devotional life. 


Let us seek by the grace of God to build a mission minded church. This 
alone has vitality in it. The church that is not missionary in spirit some day 
will be missing. Missions means seeking to share our dear Christ with others, 
and both as individual Christians and as congregations, unless we constantly 
seek to share our Christ with others we stand in danger of losing Him ourselves! 


DISTRICT HOME MISSIONS 


As superintendent of home missions for our district I have reported in detail 
to the president of the church who also is executive secretary of the Home Mis- 
sion Board. We must be witnesses in Jerusalem, Judea and Samaria. This 
means home missions. We must do our part to make America Christian. 

Our home mission situation in this district is not entirely satisfactory. But 
it is improving steadily. For the time being there can be but little expansion of 
the work. We must take care of the fields whch already have been opened up 
before we undertake much new work. 

In the meantime the crying need is not for many new churches, but for more 
intensive mission work on the part of all congregations. The task of reaching 
America’s 65,000,000 unchurched is not primarily a matter of planting new 
churches. The need is a quickening of the missionary spirit in our existing 
churches. 

Another great need is the rearranging of parish boundaries in many places, 
especially in rural parishes. We are trying to meet the opportunities and respon- 
sibilities of this new day with the set-up of the days before the union of synods 
and the days of the horse and buggy and mud roads. The result in many places 
is overlapping, waste of effort, inefficiency, inadequate services and inevitable 
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disintegration of the parish. I cannot too strongly urge upon churches that 
find themselves in this situation prayerfully and earnestly to seek a solution of 
their problem. May our district set a good example for the rest. 


VARIOUS MATTERS 


I shall not in this report make any special comment on the Charity and 
Education departments of the church. These departments are covered in other 
reports which are before you. Suffice it to say that foreign missions, home 
missions, Christian education and charities are but one program for the salvation 
of souls and the extension of Christ’s kingdom. For purposes of convenience we 
speak of the four activities. But it is one enterprise for the winning of souls. 
No part of it is more holy than the rest. Let us generously support every part 
of it! 

The only Indian mission of our church is found within the borders of our 
district, the Wittenberg mission. This is a difficult and often discouraging 
work. Let us be much in prayer for: Rey. Sihler, the superintendent, and his 
assistants. 


The teaching church has the future. Let us make use of every device 
which will help us to increase the efficiency of our instruction of the young. I 
commend to your serious attention the Summer Institute for Sunday school 
teachers and officers to be held at Long Lake, Illinois, July 25 to 31. And let 
us continue the good work:of the teacher training courses, whether conducted 
by groups of churches or by a local congregation. As go the schools of the 
church, whether in the local churches or in the higher institutions of learning, 
so will go the church. 


I also commend to the interest and support of our congregations in Wis- 
consin the Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin, and to our Illinois churches, 
the Lutheran Home Finding Society of Illinois. These: societies are the author- 
ized agents of our church in child placing and home finding and related 
activities. 

Within the:last biennium the Pleasant View Luther Home, at Ottawa,. Illi- 
nois, has come into being. This institution fills a need and deserves the good 
will and support of the churches in its area. 

The Skaalen Old People’s: Home, Martin Luther Children’s Home, Homme 
Home for the Aged and the Homme Children’s Home, and the Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital in Chicago and Lutheran Deaconess Home and 
Hospital in Brooklyn, with the various charitable activities carried on by these 
institutions, continue to receive and deserve the support of the churches of our 
district. This is still a world of need and suffering. Ministering love is the 
invincible strategy of the church. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation, The Lutheran Daughters of the Re- 
formation, the Lutheran Brotherhood, and the Luther League all are important 
arms of the church.

Besides these there are Lutheran broadcasts covering larger or 
smaller areas within our district, such as the Lutheran Gospel Hour, Station 
WCBD, Chicago, conducted by Pastors A. R. Blegen and A. L. Lawrence, the 
Mid-Day Lenten Services, Station WIND, Chicago, and others. All such efforts 
to “publish glad tidings” deserve our encouragement and assistance.

Dear Brethren: 


Grace and Peace: 


“T will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh my help. My help 
cometh from the Lord, which made the heaven and earth” (Ps. 121:1-2). 

With these words we are greeted at the beginning of our Convention. If 
the work we are called to do at times looks so difficult in our day that it may 
cause discouragement and even despair, then we look to the hills from whence 
cometh our help. We look up to God. He has the power sufficient for all our 
needs. David did so and found the help, strength and courage to overcome all 
difficulties, to defeat his enemies, to save his soul. The hill he looked up to 
was Jerusalem, the hill of Zion where the temple was, where he could meet God. 
The great desire of his life was to dwell in the house of the Lord all his days, 
to behold His beauty, to inquire in His temple. 

God is the same today. In Him there is, ‘‘no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning.” We look to the hill, the Christian. Church, there is God. He comes 
to us through the means of Grace. He calls and sends servants to administer 
them. ‘Where two or three are gathered together in my name there am [ in 
the midst of them.” He hears our prayers, He has given us promise of help—of 
salvation. Receive in faith, then we have nothing to fear. 

To us applies the words of God, as well as to Israel in its troubled days: “It 
is of the Lord’s mercies that we are not consumed, because His compassions 
fail not. They are new every morning; great is Thy faithfulness.” “My help 
cometh from the Lord, which made the heaven and earth.” This refers to Christ. 
“All things were made by Him.” Christ incarnate is our help, true God and 
true man. God is with Him and through Him we are with God. 

Every individual is seeking help; but what sad mistakes the many make. 

Help can not come from material things. Can we depend on great men and 
promises that are seldom kept? Can we look to great men that are prominent 
like hills for any help? God tells us: “Truly in vain is salvation hoped for from 
the hills and from the multitude of mountains: truly in the Lord, our God, is 
the salvation of Israel” (Jer. 3:23). 

We hear about great men in our day that want to tower like mountains over 
their fellow mien. They are causing disturbance and unrest. They are tyrants 
and the people are suffering. It appears that the world has left the state of 
peace and serenity and turned unto a state of confusion and chaos. 

Freedom, liberty, civic and religious, that millions and millions for centuries 
fought and died for on the battlefields, no longer exists in totalitarian states. 
There Jews and Christians are persecuted. The fight against Christianity is 
comparable to the conflict between heathendom and Christianity in the first 
three centuries. of the Christian era. It seems like such leaders want to return 
to Paganism or the idolatry of Nationalism. 

If selfishness and greed control the individual then Christianity is a thing of 
the past. We have been aware of the fact that great commercial moguls have 
ridden roughshod over the moral rights of the weaker. They have made tre- 
mendous efforts to poison the founts of law and equity. 

Materialism has taken a high seat in our national life. Industrially we have 
grown faster than any other modern people. God has given us greater natural 
opportunity than has ever fallen to the lot of any nation. 

It has become quite common that such men are considered great who have 
been able to secure great fortunes through inventing, applying and exploiting 
mechanical devices to meet the general desire for sensuous well being. The 
great intellectual leaders of years ago seem to have no followers today. 

Materialism has become an idolatry. For some it is becoming a faith 
and way of life. Faith in wealth as a source of life’s blessings and savior from 
deepest misery. On the basis of this idolatry is developed a philosophy of life 
that ignores temperance, wisdom, justice, charity, humility and fidelity, and 
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faith in the Lord Jesus Christ is dead. “Ye can not serve God and Mammon.” 
This idolatry expresses itself in laws and social habits and brings a new and 
different civilization. 

It is evidenced in the notoriously endangered family life. The number of 
divorces is annually increasing. The unblushing effrontery and sensual lascivious 
stage corrupts the youth. The beer parlors, taverns, the liquor traffic in almost 
every community are a disgrace. Make money even if souls are destroyed, seems 
to be more common today than before. 

Prominent men have often in our day stated that no civilization has ever 
existed without Christianity, nor will any future civilization be devoid of Chris- 
tianity, because Christianity and general culture are inseparable. 

The teaching of Christ contained in the Gospels, the doctrine of love, brings 
a clear understanding of how our conduct toward our fellow men should be. 

“My help cometh from the Lord.” This tells the individual the source of 
all help. No reason for discouragement, for despair, in a troubled world. Help 
is great enough for all that we meet. When we receive the help from God, we 
receive comfort and joy, happiness and peace, the assurance of victory over 
sin and death, the strength to obey the word of God. “Work out your salvation 
with fear and trembling.” 

Thus the individual receives the first and the greatest qualification for the 
work that God has called him to do. His desire is for more and more of the 
spirit of Christ. “But when He (Christ) saw the multitudes, He was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered abroad as 
sheep having no shepherd.” There is a great work for us to do in our day. 


HOME MISSION 


l’rom the days of the pioneer pastors till today faithful work has been done 
on the Home Mission field. But there was a time when “the harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the laborers are few.” In answer to prayers God gave us laborers, 
but we lacked the money to send them all out. Therefore we find the situation 
today that only one-third of our nationals belong to the Church of their fathers. 

Here then is the great work God has called us to do. There is today a real 
awakening in all the Churches of our country to try to bring in the unchurched— 
the other half and more of the 130,000,000 that have no connection with the 
Christian Church in our country. Are we ready and willing to do our Share? 
Christ’s command comes to us: “As my Father hath sent me, even so [ send 
you.” “And ye shall be witnesses unto me in Jerusalem and in all Judea and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth.” We know that those that 
through faith in the Lord Jesus have become heirs to the heavenly glory, do not 
all enter into the inheritance at once. God has work to be done. The greatest 
work in the world is to bring the lost and condemned to Christ. Then they 
become new persons by living faith in Him Who died for us. ‘Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word of God.” We are to bring the word of God 
to the unchurched. That is a fruit He expects. Christ says: “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches; he that abideth in me and I in him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit; for without Me ye can do nothing.” The branch that beareth not 
fruit is taken away. 

The greatest fruit we can bring, by the Grace of God, is to organize con- 
gregations, help them to support the work when help is needed—to gather the 
unchurched, lead them to Christ. 

We have 29 Home Mission pastors in our District. Twenty have sent me 
a complete report of their work. Just a few figures from these reports: 250 
children instructed and confirmed; 437 new members received into the congrega- 
tions in 1938. 78 adults confirmed, some of these adults not baptized before, 
were baptized in 1938. 

Two new congregations have been organized. Many Preaching Places have 
been established and are regularly served. Sunday School, Ladies’ Aids, Luther 
Leagues, in all the congregations served by our Home Mission pastors. 

With the help of the Church Extension Fund parsonages have been secured 
in several calls. Payments on the Church Extension loans are made regularly 
in our District. For this we are thankful to the pastors and congregations. If 
this is continued in the future, money becomes available for other Home Mission 
congregations that sorely need help. 
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We realize that the greatest work on our Home Mission field can not be 
presented in statistical figures, but to God we give thanks that He has given 
us the willingness and means to send out workers to plant and to water, “but 
God giveth the increase.” Young and old coming to peace with God. 


The individual has the chance to be blessed by our Home Mission work, as 
also the whole Church is benefitted. 


The Home Mission is like the root of a tree. If that is cut off the tree dies. 


God calls us to ‘enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth 
the curtain of thine habitation; spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen 
thy stakes.” 


In every community we find people —often the majority — outside of the 
Christian Church. The door is open to all. There is no language barrier any 
more. Nor should poverty, lack of means to support the local work, bar any 
one from God’s Kingdom. The program of our Church must be to gather in 
the unchurched. Every congregation with its members will be organized to do 
this work. The pastor will take the lead. He is fully convinced that God has 
called him for this work. . 


Details and the importance of this work will be presented to our Convention. 


Work and pray, God will give the growth, both on our Home Mission field 
and in self-supporting calls we have parishes with four and five congregations— 
too large a field for the pastor to do the work in as intense and effective way as 
he desires. Such parishes should be divided. 


THE BUDGET 


We did fairly well in the ingathering of the Budget. We did not do what 
we were asked. Some congregations paid the amount, some a little more. Why 
did we not reach the goal of $104,520, but only $95,377? The reason can not 
be that the allocation was too large, when we consider the amounts spent for 
luxuries and even for things that are harmful. Between sixty and seventy million 
dollars was spent in Minnesota for liquor and beer in 1936. 


If the individuals of our Church would give ten percent of their income we 
would be able to extend the work at home and in foreign mission fields to a 
marvelous degree. 


Great as that blessing would be it would not be the greatest for the giver. 
Giving in faith and love brings joy and growth and deeper consecration to the 
life in Christ. We are thinking not only of the donation but rather of what it 
would be to the giver. 


There is a general agreement and belief in the fact that God is the owner of 
all things. We know from the Holy Word of God, that the silver and the gold, 
the cattle on the thousand hills, the earth and all that therein is, belong to God. 
Labor creates nothing; but simply works with the things God has given and 
produces living and shelter. The power to work is also a gift from God. This 
is so often mentioned that all of us know it by heart. Why is it that the need 
of money is weekly brought to our attention? First, because you know what 
will happen to our Church if money is not given. In the second place, even if 
the professing Christian says that God is the owner of all things, the practical 
application of this principle is different. When it comes to the pocketbook many 
so-called and outwardly pious people hold back. Money for other things, but 
not, or at least very little, for the work of the Lord. They confess: “For we are 
laborers together with God;” but when it comes to live the confession it is 
different. Therefore we need constant reminders of our duty and privilege. We 
all need to be reminded that money can increase our sins and weaknesses, and 
induce us to reach the life of selfishness and greed—VYou would think that the 
devil is the owner of all things as so much of the money is used in his service. 

Social conditions are created that foster self-indulgence and pride. One 
competing with the other for the high place in our social culture. 

It has been mentioned that giving of money should not be stressed at our 
public worship in our churches. That is wrong. We distinguish between the 
right and wrong use of money or material things. Christianity is not only to 
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receive, but also to give. To give sis not only to serve, to talk, to confess, to 
guide, to help, to lead, to invite our neighbors to the House of the Lord—great 
as that work is, but also to use the money and material things God has given 
us as a self-expression of faith and love. For this reason Jesus Christ so often 
has told us about the right use of temporal things. 

You have all noticed the increase and regularity in giving to the Budget, in 
supporting the work God has called us to do. We therefore look to the future 
with greater hope that God will strengthen us in His work, that greater increase 
in giving may come to all of us—‘My help cometh from the Lord.” 

We like to reach the day that no congregation in our District will fall short 
on the Budget. 

Thanks to all pastors and congregations for what you gave in 1938 for the 
work of the Lord.

Foreign Mission, report from the Board is presented to you. You will be 
glad to learn about the progress on all the fields. Your thoughts will also turn 
to the hardship of the workers, the hourly danger of death under present condi- 
tions in China. Your continued and increased prayers and: support are needed 
today. Present the work to your congregations and God will open their hearts 
and the pocketbooks, 


W. M. F.; L. D. R.; Y. P. L. L. Reports from these organizations are pre- 
sented to you. We are thankful to God for the work these organizations have 
done. They have had the full cooperation and guidance of our pastors. As long 
as that continues and as long as the aim and purpose is the same as of our 
Church, they will succeed. 


The Brotherhood: This organization has shown evidence of more activity 
than ever before. It still has a long way to go compared with the organizations 
referred to. 


The Book Mission reports that in the past year it has been able to re-print 
17 different booklets in 5,000 copies each, making a total of 85,000 copies. The 
pastor will find it to be a fine thing to leave the printed word at the home he 
visits, that by reading and meditation will bring blessings to the soul. This 
activity too is worthy of our support. 


The work in our District: As I have continually traveled through our Dis- 
trict, conducting visitations, preaching at Mission festivals, speaking at many 
meetings of the above named organizations in addition to the official acts 
recorded, I have had the chance to learn something about the work done by our 
pastors. I have found no congregation where there was not some increase in 
membership. Church attendance was reported to be good. Attendance at the 
Lord’s Supper good, although far from what we work and pray for—every 
confirmed member a guest. Adult confirmation classes in a great many congre- 
gations. Truly it is a blessing that many grown up, and some that have reached 
the middle age and more without a spiritual home, now find one. The regular 
confirmation classes are by most of the pastors instructed two years. Two hours 
instruction at every meeting of the confirmation class should be the minimum. 
I am glad to be able to report, founded on the knowledge obtained, that faithful 
work is done by our pastors. ; 

We are thankful to God that His providence and guidance have given us 
the help. The dark threatening clouds that we see now, more than ever before, 
should not fill our hearts with fear. God is with us. Is it not true, brethren, 
that we need today deeper living knowledge of the essentials of the Kingdom of 
God, combined with greater consecration to sacrificing service to seek and rescue 
the lost and to feed and guard the Sheep of the Lord? “My help cometh from 
the Lord.” 
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The Centennial: The aim of the ingathering for the celebration in 743 is 
well known to you. What is done up till today is not published, but full informa- 
tion will be given later: the contributions of the districts, circuits, congregations, 
individuals, will be printed and sent to every contributor. This will be following 
the custom of the old days in our Church. There are a few congregations in our 
District that have not been canvassed; but will be this year. 


After the large meeting at Minneapolis of representatives from all parts of 
the Church, February 8, 9, 10th, 1938, the District Director, the Rev. G. W. 
Tolo, and I traveled to all the circuits and presented the cause. We finished 
this work March 15th. Immediately after Easter we had the Rally meetings in 
all the circuits, except two, with many speakers called in. We finished this in 
May. The Centennial ingathering was presented in the best way we were able 
to. We traveled thousands of miles. The work was strenuous. I was also 
able to keep all regular Sunday appointments during this period. As this work 
was ended solicitation by many of us for donations to the Centennial followed. 


To the Centennial District and Circuit Directors, to all the pastors and all 
that have made their donations to this great cause, our District Convention will 
’ express its gratitude. 


I have attended a large number of meetings that I have not made mention 
of in this report, like Circuit meetings, Pastoral Conferences, Board meetings, 
Committee meetings, and the allocation meetings, in all the Circuits for alloca- 
tion of the fair share and ingathering of the Budget. The Allocation Meetings 
were attended together with the District Financial Secretary, the Rev. P. B. 
Trelstad, 


There have been many changes of Pastors in our District the last year. The 
changes have caused many meetings that I have attended. 


Mindful of my shortcomings and frailties, | turn to God with thankfulness 
and heartfelt gratitude.

In view of the success of the Centennial Appeal, far beyond what we had 
dared to hope, it is not discouraging that a slightly lesser amount was received 
for the budget in 1938. Through adjustments the budget was balanced. All 
salaries have been paid and no additional indebtedness has been incurred.—

this year than in any previous year.—An analysis will reveal that our district 
has once more given more than one-fourth of the budget amount raised by the 
Synod—one-fourth plus $15,570.35.

Carrying out district resolution, your president has met with the officers of the 
thirteen circuits. These conferences have meant much to us in our work. Per- 
haps some circuit officers who Participated in these meetings may wish to give 
informal reports to our convention.

South Lake Johanna congregation, Rev. N. J. Njus’ charge, experienced the 
loss of their church by fire last summer. This brought a heavy burden upon the 
congregation, but in a spirit of self-sacrifice and willingness they are rebuilding 
The structure is nearing completion. The corner stone of the new church was

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HOME MISSIONS 


Slowly we have been finding our way in Home Missions. Obviously this 
activity is basic to the preservation and expansion of the church. There has 
been a shifting of emphasis which we must seriously accept. The re-thinking 
of Home Missions has projected its endeavor not only into the sphere of support 
for beneficiary congregations, not only, either, into the many unoccupied fields, 
but into the older, self-supporting parishes—yes into all the areas of the home- 
land. It is our sacred mission here, through the Means of Grace, to gather in 
the millions of unsaved and unchurched at our very doors—to strengthen and 
establish the Church of Jesus Christ in our beloved country—God has given us a 
freedom of worship and work here that should reveal the Church a Tower of 
Strength—a Light unto the Nations of the World. We believe that “Christ died 
for our sins according to the Scriptures, that He was buried and arose again on. 
the third day, according to the Scriptures.’—This is our Gospel Light, then, 
“Forward with the Risen Lord.” There must be Easter Power in our Home 
Missions. Sometimes we wonder what our status is—not by comparison, but 
with a thought of what God expects from us. There is a mighty movement in 
Home Missiong today. We must be there with the rest of the Christian church. 
The old Truth will go on; but methods that may have operated well in the past 
are not always adequate for the new day. We have in mind changes that we 
would like to present for consideration; but we would want these discussed 
first in conferences. We would suggest that our Home Mission committee and 
our district board work out a proposed Home Mission set-up and present same 
to our next district convention.

CHURCH AFFAIRS 31 


EVANGELISTIC WORK 


Rey. C. K. Solberg, our district evangelist, has worked faithfully during the 
year, There have been more requests for meetings than he has been able to 
fill. Blessings have attended this work. We rejoice to note the response of our 
people. Rev. Solberg cannot be present at the Convention but he has submitted 
a report to be read. 

Owing to the many Centennial meetings no general Spiritual Life Conference 
was held during the year. Blessings surely came to us in a spiritual way through 
the Centennial Appeals. We hope to arrange for a District Spiritual Life Con- 
ference in the early fall. 

A large number of congregations have conducted special Evangelistic meet- 
ings throughout the year. 


BOOK MISSION 


No one can tell what blessings have been spread abroad through the Book 
Mission activity of our church. We know the little pamphlets have been the 
evangels of Christ in many places. They have brought gladness and comfort 
to many hearts. Our veteran friend, Rev. Olaf Guldseth, loves the work of the 
Book Mission and we want to thank him for his untiring effort in its behalf. 
Southern Minnesota district prays for God’s richest blessings upon this noble 
endeavor within our church 


INTERSYNODICAL HOME MISSION RELATIONS 


These relations are made possible through the Intersynodical Home Mission 
Council in which our church and district participate. The conviction that Lu- 
theran synods must pursue a program of understanding, unity and consideration 
has been established. It is no longer, “what do we get out of it,’ but rather a 
sincere desire to save, establish and extend our Lutheran church. Sometimes it 
is even right to withdraw from a field if that particular field may be more ef- 
fectively served by others. Many important problems have been solved, others 
are still seeking solution. No new field is entered without unanimous consent 
of all participating bodies. Surely this is the better way. From now on certain 
Lutheran synods in this area must walk on very close together. The day of 
competition is giving way to that of co-ordination and co-operation. The Inter- 
synodical Council is one of the outstanding forward steps in Lutheran Home 
Missions. 


THE WORK OF SURVEYS 


Present-day conditions, both in contemplated new fields and in self-support- 
ing parishes, call for a definite system of surveys. Surveys are not only for 
beneficiary congregations but contribute to efficiency wherever employed. 
When we know, we are in a better position to act. Intersynodically the survey 
is fundamental to the advance program which all Lutherans desire to pursue. 
Fields are requested and assigned on the basis of information thus presented 
and in no other way. One of our own congregations reports an accession in 
membership of over 90—largely through adult confirmation—mostly as a result 
of the survey made in the parish. Another congregation of the district informs 
that over one hundred were added to the church after this work had been done. 
A survey of the thirteen circuits of the district has been begun. This has been 
one of the main topics discussed at each of the recent meetings held with the 
officers of the circuits. Dr. C. C. A. Jensen has directed this work in the North 
Dakota, Eastern and Southern Minnesota districts. The methods used are inter- 
synodically recognized. We thank Dr. Jensen for efficient and faithful service.

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There has been an increase in membership; but we wonder if this should 
not have been larger in the more than twenty years of our existence and with 
our opportunities. To be able to report a formidable increase in the member- 
ship of the Christian church does make a difference. 

This brings up the matter of Parochial reports on the part of our pastors and 
congregations. Our government asks for statistical reports from time to time 
and certainly should receive them. We are living in a country and under a 
government that allows us every privilege and freedom in a religious way. What 
a blessed thing it is to live in America. The government wants these reports 
in order to help us. We have received letters from Washington with list of 
congregations who have not reported, asking what the reason can be. 

Parochial reports should also be sent in to our Synodical secretary on time. 
There is no reason for neglect or delay here. Of the 342 congregations in the 
district, 22 have not reported for 1938. We are asking the convention to assist 
in correcting a situation which should not be. 


CHARITIES 


$32,459.74 was given to charities by Southern Minnesota district in 1937. 
In 1938 our contribution was $30,191.25. We have asked Dr. C. A. Mellby, 
President of the Charity Workers’ association of our church, to address the 
convention on “Our Charity Get-Up.” We believe it well that we know more 
about what our Synod is actually doing through this Christian activity. As 
Ministers of Mercy, our charity workers are going quietly about their task 
“doing good” in the Name of Jesus. The experiences of this department con- 
stitute one of the strongest appeals in our Church Endeavor. 


LUTHERAN WELFARE 


Mention of our charity work always brings to the fore the service of the 
Lutheran Welfare Society. This is not a private effort but an Intersynodical 
organization absolutely essential to the execution of our Christian social service 
work. It is a common Lutheran agency needed for efficiency, economy and rec- 
ognition, The Lutheran Welfare Society is doing much of the charity work in 
Southern Minnesota, a work to which our church contributes $4,000 yearly. We 
thank the director, Mr. S. H. Holstad, for always keeping us informed and for 
his cooperation with his own church as well as with the other churches served. 

May we refer in gratitude also to another man who is giving himself faith- 
fully and efficiently to a noble task. We have reference to Rev. H. P. Grimsby, 
in charge of Minneapolis hospital work. Directly from the sick bed have come 
to us the evidences of his blessed ministry. 


SPECIAL STUDY COMMITTEE 


In compliance with the decision of the district your president has appointed 
a committee for the study of dependent and neglected Lutheran children in 
Minnesota. The committee consists of the following members: Dr. C. A. Mell- 
by, chairman: Dro CGC; CG. A. Jensen, secretary: Mrs, He Elolstad, Rev. OS: 
Reigstad, Mrs. O. C. Fijelstad, and Mrs. E. O. Ringstad. At a recent meeting 
of the committee a sub-committee was designated to prepare a report to this 
convention. Mr. Mendus Vevle, Supt. of the State Children’s Home at Owa- 
tonna, is cooperating with the committee and giving valuable information. We 
recommend that the scope of this committee’s task be made to include a study of 
the sanitariums and hospitals of the State and that the committee be authorized 
at this convention through proper channels to arrange with the Lutheran Wel- 
fare Society for the specific spiritual care of these institutions. 


RED WING STATE TRAINING SCHOOL FOR BOYS 


Supt. Hegstrom of the Training School called on our pastor at Red Wing, 
Rey. M. S. Knutson, recently, informing him that a mother requested confirma- 
tion instruction for her boy. Rev. Knutson said he would be out and asked Mr. 
Hegstrom to invite other boys who might be interested to be present. When the 
pastor arrived, more than 60 boys were waiting for him. He said he had never 
spoken to a more orderly and interested class. New Testaments were furnished at 
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once by our Home Mission committee and Catechisms by our Book Mission. The 
other day I was informed that the class numbers 100. The work will continue 
under the direction of our synodical Board of Charities. We commend Supt. 
Hegstrom for the way in which he has interested himself in the spiritual care 
of these boys. 

There are other similar schools in Minnesota. It is likely the same conditions 
and opportunities prevail there. We recommend that the convention refer these 
other institutions to the Synodical Board of Charities with request that they be 
cared for according to need. 


STATE CHILDREN’S HOME AT OWATONNA 


There are approximately 240 Lutheran children at the State Children’s Home 
in Owatonna. We are fortunate in having Mr. M. Vevle, a member of our 
church, as superintendent there. He is keenly interested in the spiritual and church 
welfare of all the children. Through Rev. O. C. Fjelstad and our congregation 
at Owatonna confirmation instruction has been given to some of the Lutheran 
children at the school. A group also attends services at the church on Sundays. 
Our Board of Charities provides for transportation. But there is need of co- 
operation and coordination in our Lutheran work there. The Lutheran Welfare 
Society would be our natural common agency. The Study Committee is giving 
attention to the Owatonna school. 


WORK AMONG THE DEAF AND BLIND 


While Rev. Bjorlie is now “Synodical Director of the work among the 
deaf,’ he still continues the work at the Faribault institutions among both the 
deaf and blind. Rey. and Mrs. Bjorlie have given themselves unreservedly to 
this labor of love. Only a visit to the services there can reveal the bigness of 
this work. Mr. Vevle, former superintendent of the School for the Blind, 
said, “Rev. Bjorlie’s work is highly specialized and he is rendering a wonderful 
service—but his equipment is not adequate.” Surely his equipment should be 
adequate. We recommend a district resolution referring the matter of equip- 
ment for our work at Faribault to the Synodical Board of Home Missions. 


LUTHERAN GIRLS’ HOME 


This institution in Southern Minnesota receives aid from the charity depart- 
ment of our church. The home is most efficiently managed. Many do not 
realize what this place has meant to broken lives as a haven of refuge and love. 
Our gratitude is extended to Miss Hugelen and her staff of workers. May the 
joy of real Christian service be theirs. 


HOSPITAL MISSION IN ROCHESTER 


It is blessed to know that we have someone representing us in this great city 
of hospitalsk—someone to comfort our sick—to “walk among them” in the 
Master’s Name. Our greeting to Rev. Naeseth may be about the same each year, 
but we do want to bring it to him. We want him to know that he is remembered. 
The day of a hospital pastor is not easy. There are many tears. But there is 
gladness too in the bringing of the healing message of a crucified and risen 
Savior. God bless our Hospital Mission in Rochester. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


For this work the district contributed $54,311.35 in 1937. 
In 1938 the amount given was $52,581.09. 


We who were privileged to participate in the recent colloquium with our 
theological students had a refreshing experience. A fine class of young men 
presented themselves as candidates for the Christian ministry. In a spirit of 
true consecration, we believe, they expressed their willingness to go wherever 
the Lord would send them. We found ourselves praising God for His goodness 
to us. They testified to the influence of Christian training and education upon 
their hearts and lives, through parents, the leading of their pastors and the care 
of their congregations. One after the other, too, told of what their college had 
meant to them—of a deepening conviction of faith experienced, there—or the 
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finding of Christ as a personal Savior—and the reaching of a decision for the 
Christian ministry. It was a beautiful tribute to our schools. Not all is perfec- 
tion among the hundreds who gather at our colleges; but when we note the 
influences that surround them—the Christian teaching, religious organizations, 
Lutheran Student Association, prayer meetings, chapel exercises, the Spiritual 
Emphasis Week, the evidences of spiritual life—all in the midst of the legitimate 
joys of youth, it is bound to bear fruit, and it is bearing fruit, not only for the 
Christian ministry but for all walks of life. We wonder if our often petty 
criticism should not turn to the praising of God. How some congregations can 
be zealous in their giving to the other departments of our church work and 
practically forget Christian education is difficult to understand. It is in reality 
the foundation structure of the whole building. 


We congratulate the Seminary too upon splendid work done by both presi- 
dent and faculty. The word of appreciation at times brings encouragement. - 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Lutheran church always underscores the fundamental necessity of 
Christian training for our children and young people. Indoctrination is basic 
to the preservation of our faith. We have a teaching ministry. Under pastoral 
leadership and through consecrated lay workers in the congregations, a great 
task is being done. Still the challenge of millions of children and young people - 
in the United States outside of any Sunday School or church should have an 
awakening effect upon us. The possibility of retrogression, because of the in- 
fluences of such conditions, should certainly give us concern. The remarkable 
response to adult confirmation effort, too, reveals the fertility of the field round 
about us. Let us strengthen this blessed and precious endeavor, through teachers’ 
training classes and using to the utmost facilities at our command. We recom- 
mend surveys in congregations and parishes. In many places these have brought 
surprising increases, both in church membership and Sunday School enrollment. 
An evening session at this convention has been allotted to Elementary Christian 
Education. Dr. J. C. K. Preus has arranged a program to be given by a group 
of students from St. Olaf College.

We 
hope to be honored by the presence of Rev. Peng Fu, General President of the 
Lutheran church in China. A chorus consisting of missionaries’ children will 
sing. Superintendent Grgnli will also address the convention. 

Southern Minnesota again greets all our missionaries, both those at home 
and those who are now laboring on the field—we greet you with our convention 
watchword: “Forward with the Risen Lord.” Let us give and work and pray 
until ‘‘earth’s remotest nation has heard Messiah’s name.” ° 


EXTRA-SYNODICAL ACTIVITIES 


We are often called upon to embrace the cause of extra-synodical activities 
—organizations also doing the work of Christ among us. Outstanding among 
these are the Zion Society for Israel and the Ebenezer Old People’s Home. Let 
us give loving consideration to their needs. Their work is also our work and 
worthy of our support. 


BIBLE CAMP 


The Southern Minnesota Bible Camp is located on Green Lake, near Spicer, 
Minn. The Corporation has purchased this beautiful spot. It is already quite 
adequately equipped and will easily lend itself to further improvement. The 
camp was dedicated by the district president on Sunday, July 17th, 1938. It 
promises to be in constant use during the coming summer. It is a delighiful 
place to visit and a most wonderful place to which to send our children. God is 
blessing this movement and through it enriching the lives of many. A resolu- 
tion of encouragement from the district we know would be appreciated. 


COMMITTEE ON COUNSEL AND REFERENCE 


The district president presented the following Centennial Advance program 
to the last district convention: 

1. A deepening of Christian faith in us all through a more diligent use of 
the Means of Grace. 
A more definite application of this Faith in our church life and work.

THE BROTHERHOOD 


The Brotherhood will convene for a banquet at 5:30, Thursday, June Ist. 

An interesting program is prom- 
ised. Rey. Roy E. Olson, Synodical director, has worked most efficiently for 
the organization of our men and results are being realized. Many large gather- 
ings reveal the eagerness of the men of the church for Brotherhood work. Let 
us give every encouragement and assistance. We expect an interesting meet- 
ing on Thursday. 


THE LIQUOR SITUATION 


Our convention should express itself very definitely on the liquor situation 
in Minnesota. We represent a church membership of more than one hundred 
thousand and a statement from us should carry effective significance. Liquor 
has always been a menace to the happiness of our people and it certainly is 
so now. The things we see, practically everywhere, sadden and sicken the heart. 
It is so alarming we cannot wait. The evil is casting the pall of sorrow over 
countless homes and bringing ruin and hopelessness into the lives of thousands. 
It must be possible for the Christian church to step into action, and if it is, 
then let us do it. We recommend a special committee to bring resolutions to 
this assembly. The committee should be elected early in the convention so 
that its members may have more time to place thought upon the report to be 
presented. 


THE WRITTEN WORD 


A representative of our Augsburg Publishing House will address this con- 
vention on “The Power of the Written Word.” The work of publication is 
indeed one of the important activities of the church. Breathing the spirit of the 
Great Word, many books have contributed unto the enrichment of our lives. 
It.is no easy task to gather from innumerable sources the literature worthy of 
distribution, or to select for publication from the great number of offerings 
presented. We are thankful to the publishing house and to the Board of Publi- 
cations for a work very well done. 

If we may be permitted to make comment on things to be desired, we would 
suggest that more specific Home Mission literature be forthcoming among the 
publications presented. A Department of Home Missions should also be main- 
tained in our church papers.

Our utterances are about the 
same at each recurring convention. There is little difference in the brief cere- 
mony we conduct as we pause to pay tribute to their memory. And yet it is 
good for us to “be still” before Him in the same way. God is speaking to us: 
“Be ye faithful unto death and I will give thee the crown of life.” “Work while 
it is day.” “Be ye also ready, for the Son of God cometh in the hour when ye 
think not.” 

Always there are those for whom the sorrow is more intimate. We can 
only commend you to the love and promises of our Heavenly Father. Through 
Jesus, our Savior, every tear shall be wiped away. “He is the Resurrection and 
the Life.”

Dear Brethren: 
Grace and peace from God our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Good Friday morning I sat meditating upon some parts of Isaiah 40-66, 
chapters which deal specifically with Israel’s restoration from exile in Babylon 
and with restored Israel’s mission in the world, the mission namely of bringing 
a knowledge of the True God and His Will and Purposes to all mankind, thus 
becoming a blessing to men of all races, As J read, my attention was arrested 
by the fifty-fourth chapter, particularly verse 2: “Enlarge the place of thy 
tent,,and let them stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations; spare not: 
lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes.” Many times had I read that 
verse. But this time it captured my imagination, and it seemed as if it strikingly 
summed up the lesson which, I believe, God would speak to His church in an 
age like that in which we live. 


“Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains of thy 
habitations; spare not; lengthen the cords and strengthen thy stakes.” Note 
that this verse is the second in the 54th chapter and follows hard upon the 
marvelous and exalted 53rd, the chapter which of all Old Testament prophecies 
most graphically and touchingly portrays the vicarious suffering and death of 
the Servant of the Lord, the Christ who by His atonement has reconciled us 
unto God. 


Reconciliation and redemption is the great central theme of the Scriptures, 
of the Old as well as the New Testament. Beginning with the Protevangelium 
in Genesis 3:15, about the Seed of the Woman who was to bruise the head of 
the serpent, the promise and hope of redemption runs through the Old Testa- 
ment like a golden thread until it reaches its climax in the 53rd chapter of Isaiah 
with its description of the Suffering Christ. 

A redeemed people is a people redeemed to live for its Redeemer and His 
cause. Therefore it is immediately brought out in the 54th chapter, that Israel 
redeemed and restored is to become the mother of an ever-growing family. 
Fallen, idolatrous, impenitent Israel could not be used of God for the furtherance 
of His plans, but needed first to be redeemed and restored. But redeemed and 
restored Israel was to be so used. Therefore the prophet addresses the restored 
Israel under the image of a woman whose barrenness and affliction is ended 
and who is to become the mother of a large and growing family. “Sing, O barren, 
thou that didst not bear; break forth into singing, and cry aloud, thou that 
didst not travail with child; for more the children of the desolate than the chil- 
dren of the married wife, saith the Lord.” 


This is a promise that from out of Israel the truth of God is to go forth 
into the world to win constantly increasing numbers of men and women for 
the household and family of God. And so, still retaining the imagery of a 
mother and a growing family, Israel is told to enlarge her dwelling-place: “En- 
large the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains of thine 
habitations: spare not, lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes.” Room 
must be made within the tent. “Spare not” is a rebuke to that weakness of 
faith which so easily says, “It is large enough as it is. We must not pitch our 
hopes too high.” No, let Israel have faith in the power and promises of God. 
“Stretch forth thy curtains, ... lengthen thy cords, and strengthen they stakes,” 
are all expressions to urge Israel to expect great things from God. Therefore 
the next verse reads thus: ‘For thou shalt break forth on the right hand and on 
the left; and thy seed shall inherit the Gentiles, and make the desolate cities to 
be inhabited.” 


To Israel in exile there had come a deeper understanding of the truth that 
“What a man soweth, that shall he also reap.” In the purifying fire of the exile 
came repentance; and with repentance the possibility of restoration and renewal; 
and with restoration and renewal the call to a new facing of mission and respon- 
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sibility. For it is always so in the Kingdom of God. Too many would have 
redemption’ mean only escape from the punishment which sin has deserved, and 
forget all about an accompanying mission and responsibility. But the purpose 
of redemption is to fit us for mission and responsibility. Peace, joy, hope, loom 
large in the life of the child of God,—but they can remain his only as they 
prompt him to assume responsibility and in gratitude give himself in God’s 
service. Let the man who knows that Christ died to redeem him, try to grasp 
the joy of salvation in selfishness, and his joy will vanish, and the very con- 
sciousness of salvation will vanish with it. 

The exhortation of the prophet to “enlarge the place of thy tent, and... 
stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations,” is, first, a word to the redeemed 
and restored Israel of the Exile. 

But in the fullest and deepest sense it is a word to the spiritual Israel of 
the New Dispensation, the Christian church. It is a word to us, calling us, first, 
to self-examination, and then exhorting and urging us to face the present and 
the future in faith, courageously, and with the expectation of seeing the Gospel 
proving itself ‘the power of God unto salvation.” 

The age in which we live is a dangerous age. It is an age of testing for 
us of the church. Many today are tempted to give in to a defeatist spirit. But 
the present is no time for retreat. It is a time for courageous testimony in word 
and deed to the Gospel of Christ as the Power of God, the Only Hope for man- 
kind for time and eternity. Not retrenchment, but advance, expansion, must be 
our watchword. “Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the 
curtains of thine habitations: spare not, lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy 
stakes.” 

How can we do this in the face of what has happened and is happening in 
the world? 

The answer is: “Not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord 
of hosts.” We need a vision like that vouchsafed to Elisha’s servant who awoke 
one morning to see the city where they lodged surrounded by a host of enemy 
horses and chariots. In alarm the servant said to Elisha, ‘““Alas, my master! How 
shall we do?”—And received the answer, “Fear not, for they that are with us 
are more than they that are with them.’ And then in answer to Elisha’s 
prayer the young man’s eyes were opened, “and he saw: and behold the moun- 
tain was full of horses and chariots of fire about Elisha” (II Kings 4:15-17). 

We look about us and see a world in chaos and turmoil. Christianity is 
called an opiate in Russia, and is banished and persecuted. We see the totali- 
tarian powers attempting to coerce the church and make it the handmaid of 
the state. Some Christian friends of Japan have rejoiced because a new law 
for the control of religious organizations has for the first time given Christianity 
a legal standing in Japan. But it is a question if this rejoicing is not premature, 
for the new law gives the Minister of Education the right to rule in the matter 
of “creeds, liturgy, organizational set-up, membership regulations, activities, and 
the qualifications, prerogatives, and powers of pastors and officials.” We can 
hardly help seeing here the shades of totalitarian control with eventual persecu- 
tion and suppression similar to that to which the Confessional church is being 
subjected in Germany. It is sad to think that in the land of Martin Luther a 
fearless witness like Martin Niemoller is tortured in a concentration camp for 
fearlessly testifying that we “must obey God more than men”; that thousands 
of confessional pastors have been removed from office and many of them thrown 
in jail; that confessional seminaries like Bethel, conducted by Bishop Friedrich 
von Bodelschwingh, are abruptly closed, etc. The Roman Catholics fare no 
better than the Lutherans. And Jews are hounded as if they were dangerous 
wild beasts. 

But the “rulers of the darkness of this world” are active, and “spiritual 
wickedness in high places’ is in evidence in every land, also our own. Anti- 
Christian life philosophies, new idolatrous systems, are offering themselves as 
substitutes for Christianity. We can not take time to point this out in detail. 
Nor should it be necessary. He who has eyes to see, must see. 

There are many ways of meeting this situation, but only one right way. 
One way, and | fear it is not uncommon in the church, is to simply close one’s 
eyes, ostrich-like to stick one’s head into the sand and refuse to see. A defeatist 
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attitude may express in speculations as to the end of the world or the millenial 
coming of Christ. The one says: “The growth of evil in the world, the defection 
within the churches, the rampant godlessness all around us show that the end 
of the world is near.” Or the man with pre-millenial leanings asserts that the 
Second Coming of Christ is at hand, and during this last period before the 
beginning of the Golden Age, things must needs go from bad to worse. They 
bolster up their ideas with Scripture, tearing passages from their context and 
reading into them meanings which sound principles of interpretation do not 
watrant. But whether one argues that the end of the world is near, or that this 
is the period of the great falling away before the millenial coming of Christ,— 
the net result is likely to be the same. In a spirit of unwholesome anticipation, 
or in a feeling of futility, those who are given to this kind of speculation, easily 
fall into a do-nothing, a “what’s-the-use” attitude. 


The end of the world may be near, and it may be far in the future. Let us 
remember Christ’s words, that “of that day and that hour knoweth no man.” 
God only knows. And let us remember that to Him “a day is as a thousand 
years, and a thousand years as a day.” Then let us live as if tomorrow were 
our last day. But let us also labor as those who realize that there are tremen- 
dous unfinished tasks before us, and that as long as it is day, it is our duty and 
our privilege to be working at these tasks. God expects it of us. Let us bear 
in mind that there is Only One Name in which there is salvation for the in- 
dividual, and Only One Name through which there can enter into the lives of 
families, communities, and nations, some of that Spirit by which we may expect 
to see some measure of peace, tranquility, hope, come to take the place of present- 
day chaos and unrest. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


No matter how much there may be to do here at home, the task of bringing 
the Gospel to the ends of the earth must not be forgotten and neglected. The 
Macedonia cry, “Come over and help us!” still rings out in the world. Doors 
are closed in some lands, especially Moslem lands like Turkey and Egypt. But 
generally speaking, the doors are open. In our own particular fields this is 
wholly true. In Madagascar and South Africa our missionaries are permitted 
to work in peace, and to see how God gives the increase as they plant and water. 
For this let us thank God, and let us by prayer and liberal giving make it possible 
for the work to go on and to be extended. 

In China, that vast land harboring about one fourth of the world’s total 
population, conditions are different. A little more than a decade ago a strong 
anti-foreign and anti-Christian movement was sweeping China. However, this 
soon changed, and a remarkable Christian awakening swept the country. 
China’s great leader, Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, influenced largely by his 
wonderfully able, American-educated and warmly Christian wife, became a 
Christian. And today a large number of the leaders of New China are con- 
fessing Christians and warm friends of the missionary movement. And the 
people of China, subjected to the horrible cruelties and unspeakable barbarities 
of Japan’s brutal aggression, are as never before, ready to hear and accept the 
Gospel of Christ. 

Our China missionaries, those who have remained on the field, those who 
have recently returned to China, and the wives who consented to letting their 
husbands go and leave the wives and children here at home —these all have 
shown a faith and a courage which draws out our deepest admiration and re- 
bukes our often lack of faith and consecration. We cannot but thank God for 
giving them such faith and courage. Let us pray that more of their spirit may 
also be given us. And let us pray for more of the willing heart and the sacrificial 
spirit which will make it possible for us to have a larger share in the great work 
that is ‘carried on in China today. Let us pray for the missionaries and the 
Chinese Christians, that they may not only be enabled to carry on, but to greatly 
“enlarge the place of their tent and stretch forth the curtains of their habita- 
ions” to make room for the increasing multitudes which are yet to be born into 
the growing family of God’s children. 
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FORWARD! FOR GOD WILLS IT! 


The past year has been marked by our Centennial Appeal. In view of the 
approaching one hundredth anniversary of the beginnings of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church in America we set out to raise a sum of money large enough to 
wipe out our debt, build a much needed library at Luther Theological Seminary. 
and add a substantial amount to the funds available for pensions and relief of 
superannuated pastors, pastors’ widows, and dependent children. The response 
throughout the church has almost everywhere been generous, and we must thank 
God Who has made the people willing. To May 9th we had received $634,166.49 
in cash. This large amount in cash is due to the fact that quite a number have 
already paid their pledges in full. 

Let us not consider the work finished. Every communicant member should 
be given an opportunity to bring a thankoffering. Perhaps there are few con- 
gregations where everybody has been seen. And there are some where the work 
has not even been started. These must all be given an opportunity. Jet us make 
every effort to complete the campaign at an early date. A considerable surplus 
can certainly be put to good use in “enlarging the place of our tent, stretching 
forth the curtains of our habitations, lengthening the cords, and strengthening 
the stakes.” 

But now let us not forget that our Centennial in 1943 will be a failure if ail 
we can say when the time comes, is this; that we have raised a large sum of 
money. The ingathering of funds must be preparatory to a renewed emphasis 
upon the need of an extensive spiritual awakening, the deepening of spiritual life, 
and the saving of the unsaved, whether these unsaved are nominally within the 
church or wholly outside. 

Concerning this side of our Centennial our General President, Doctor J. A. 
Aasgaard, has a message for us. I shall, therefore, confine myself to referring 
to his message and urging its earnest consideration. 


OUR CONVENTION TOPICS 


The doctrinal and inspirational topics set up for our convention, stand in 
close relation to our Forward Movement. The one, “Baptism and the Christian 
Life,” is to be introduced by Dr. A. H. Rholl, and the second ,“Christian Steward- 
ship,” by Rev. A. N. Rogness. May we find time not only to hear the introduc- 
tory papers or addresses, but also for unhurried and earnest discussion of these 
topics which so vitally affect our standing as Christians, our progress in sancti- 
fication, and the task God has set before us. 


HOME MISSIONS 


Home Missions will always be one of the major tasks and responsibilities of 
the church, 

In my 1937 report I mentioned several new congregations organized and new 
parishes established. In most of these, and in the other congregations receiving 
Home Mission aid, the work is going forward. Let me mention only a few items. 

Strand congregation at Dunbar, until recently served by our pastor at Mar- 
shalltown, now has a resident pastor, Rev. E. A. Bersagel. The little congrega- 
tion is paying three-fourths of the pastor’s salary, which is five and one-half 
times as much as they paid in 1935. 

First Lutheran at Clarion, Rev. E. E. Ostroot’s charge, has this year added 
to the pastor’s salary, bought and paid for a fine lot, and is now making prepara- 
tions to build a church. 

Last year Grace Church at Primghar, organized by Rev. D. G. Lee, was 
received into membership in our church. This congregation has bought and paid 
for a lot, and, with the aid of a Church Extension loan, has bought an abandoned 
church and moved, rebuilt, and refitted it. This attractive little church was 
dedicated at Pentecost, the 28th of May. Seventeen new members were added 
at Easter, several of them by adult baptism or confirmation. 

This year the only new congregation started is at Fort Worth, Texas. This 
city of about 200,000 is the one of the larger cities of Texas which more than 
any other is likely to be the reservoir into which will pour the overflow from 
the large Norwegian Lutheran community at Clifton and Cranfills Gap. There 
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are only two Lutheran churches in the city (Missouri and Augustana), and 
therefore, when between thirty and forty adults not members of any other Lu- 
theran church in Fort Worth petitioned us to take up work there, our Home 
Mission Committee voted to do so. Candidate Ocee Johnson, himself a native 
Texan, has been called to take up the work in Fort Worth. 


HOME MISSION RELATED MATTERS 


1. New Locations. We have the past few years found conditions which 
called for new churches in different-localities in this district. No doubt there are 
other places where new churches ought to be established. Pastors and mem- 
bers of our established congregations should keep an eye open for such possi- 
bilities, and where there seems to be a need, either try to meet it locally, or call 
the attention of the Home Mission Committee to the situation. 

When one turns the pages of a work like Norlie’s “Norsk lutherske menig- 
heter i Amerika,” he finds that there are many places in Iowa where church 
work, at one time carried on by one or the other of the bodies now constituting 
the N. L. C. A., has been abandoned. One can not but ask: Why was the work 
abondoned? Was there no field? Did we fail to meet the demand for aggressive 
English work? Or was there some other reason? In most of these places it is 
perhaps now too late to retrieve what has been lost. But let us all look about 
us in our communities and neighboring communities with an eye to the kingdom 
of God, and perhaps we shall discover many places where there is a crying need 
for our work and testimony. 

2. Division of large parishes. More serious attention should be given to the 
question of the division of large parishes. The times are such as to make impera- 
tive more and more intensive work on the part of our pastors. The forces of 
Opposition are numerous and strong. The “world” with all its allurements is so 
close to us. We should, all of us, have an opportunity to gather in our houses of 
worship every Lord’s Day. Our pastors should be placed in position to do much 
more personal work than at present is possible in many places. 

Many of our large rural parishes adjoin towns in which we have no churches. 
In these towns we, too, often find the other denominations making inroads among 
our people, often upsetting rather than helping them spiritually. The law of 
self-preservation, if nothing else, should tell us that such situations call for a 
remedy. But that is not all. We should see it as our mission to enter such 
fields, not only to keep our own people, but to bring the saving Gospel to the 
unchurched. In tke case of a rural congregation which sees a mission field in 
some near-by town, and would separate from a larger parish in order to take up 
the work in said town, it should be a legitimate and commendable use of Home 
Mission funds to make a grant in order to get the new project started. 

3 “The Church and Transient Tenancy.” Under this caption there appeared in 
the October, 1938, issue of the “Journal of the American Lutheran Conference” a 
paper by Dr. C. A. Mellby of St. Olaf College. This paper discusses matters of 
vital importance and deserves to be read and pondered by every pastor and lay 
leader in our church. (Those who feel called to go into the matter a bit more 
thoroughly, would do well to secure a copy of the Report of the President’s 
Committe on Farm Tenancy. This is an illustrated pamphlet of 108 quarto 
pages. It can be ordered from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, 
D. C. The price, 30 cents, must be enclosed with the order. This pamphlet gives 
an extensive bibliography.) 

Our church has been, and still is, predominantly rural. This is particularly 
true of the Iowa District. Anything that, for good or bad, happens to our rural 
population, will have an effect upon the church. The rapid increase in farm 
tenancy cannot but cause anxiety. Dr. Mellby informs us that in 1890 tenants 
operated 9% of the farms in Wisconsin and 7% in Minnesota. He gives no figures 
for Iowa, but it is probable that the percentage in Lowa was about the same. But 
see what has happened. In 1925 the percentage of tenant farmers was 24 in 
Wisconsin, 29 in Minnesota, and 41 in Iowa. By 1935 the percentage had grown 
to 39 in Wisconsin, 43 in Minnesota, and 52 in Iowa. To call attention to the 
seriousness of these facts is not to reflect upon the character of tenants as such. 
Many of them are respected and worthy membe-s of church and community. 
But the fact, nevertheless, remains, that the increase of farm tenancy is on the 
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whole detrimental to state, community, and church. ‘I'he tenant is not as a 
rule a community or church builder. Dr. Mellby asserts that in the Northwest 
56% of the rural population holds some kind of church membership, which is a 
better showing than in the nation as a whole. But he also says that of the rural 
population which holds church membership in Minnesota, 82% are farm owners 
and only 18% tenants. Presumably the ratio in Iowa is very much the same. 
The figures on church attendance are also significant. Owner church members 
have a regular attendance of 60%, while tenants have an attendance ratio of 
40%. Probably this, too, in the main holds for Iowa. Dr. Mellby rightly says that 
facts like these indicate “a serious and menacing prospect,’ and points in the 
direction not only of a “physically deteriorating countryside, but also to a future 
semii-pagan rural society.” I] quote again: “Our Lutheran rural churches have 
been, financially and spiritually, our stronghold. While rural churches all over 
the nation have been closing up, they (i. e. ours) have held their own. But if 
the new element on the farms does not come in to take the place of our old con- 
stituency, we shall have the same unhappy experience.” 

What can the church and its members do about it? 

We can, first of all, prod one another into awareness and encourage one 
another both as citizens and church members to face the facts realistically. 

We can and must remember that the transient tenant and his family are 
tremendously in need of the inspiration, the comfort, the strength, the hope, 
which the church alone can give. They need the friendly interest of kindly, 
Christian people. Therefore, they should be visited by members of the church 
and invited to enjoy and benefit by the fellowship of the church. The church 
should be to them the community within which they find true helpfulness and 
cooperation. They should be encouraged to ally themselves with the church and 
be made to feel at home there, regardless of their ability, or lack of ability, to 
support the church in a material way. And they should, where it is in any way 
possible, be given assistance to become farm owners and permanent members 
of the church and the community. . 

No doubt much could also be done to encourage our young people to stay 
on the farm or to look to the farm as the place to spend their lives. Perhaps the 
church could render service also by a positive Christian emphasis upon the proper 
attitude toward one’s calling or lifework, stressing the thought of the farm as a 
permanent home, and the making of a life rather than laying the chief emphasis 
upon making money. I recently heard of a graduate of one of our colleges who 
in all seriousness approached a faculty member to ask if the college would con- 
sider it a disgrace if a graduate were to go back to farming after his graduation. 
Surely, it would not be amiss if our colleges would do more to promote interest 
in rural life, show its possibilities, and encourage at least some of their graduates 
to take up farming and help to widen the horizon of their neighbors and build 
stronger churches and better communities. 

4. Farms changing hands. Too often when a farm has to be sold in one of 
our rural congregations, it has been sold with no thought for the effect of the 
sale upon the church and the community. In some of the Roman Catholic rural 
communities such things seem to be unheard of. When a farm is to be sold, 
church and community loyalty dictates that the farm be sold to a Roman Catholic 
of the same racial background, and who intends to make the farm his home. 
Thus the church and the community both retain their character. It would seem 
that there should be room for much more of this kind of forethought and neigh- 
borliness among us Lutherans. 

5. The country parsonage. In the older sections of our church we still have 
a number of fine old country parsonages. With their spacious grounds, their fine 
shade trees, their flower beds, their attractive surroundings, these parsonages, 
together with the churches to which they belong, have been the focal point of the 
spiritual and social life of the congregations. But in recent years there has been 
a strong tendency to move parsonages into nearby towns. This tendency should, 
I feel, be discouraged and counteracted, as likely to be detrimental to the con- 
eregations. Almost inevitably it will result in making less intimate the bond be- 
tween the pastor and the people. ‘Today with most of the advantages of the city 
available also in the country, it would seem that life in the country should in 
many ways be more desirable than life in town or city. One serious handicap in 
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some country parsonages is the problem of schooling for the children. But this 
has in many places been overcome by consolidated schools, and could no doubt 
be so overcome in other places. But if it cannot be overcome, should not the 
pastor be willing to share the handicap with his people, rather than ask for an 
arrangement which, while advantageous to himself and his family, is not advan- 
tageous to the best development of the life of the congregations? 

Congregations faced with the question of what to do about a rural parsonage, 
should think long and seriously before deciding to move it to town. Modernize 
the parsonage if it has not been done. Establish consolidated schools which will 
be a boon to the whole community. Under no circumstances should the pastor, 
unless in very exceptional cases of real necessity, move into a town where he 
will live, not among his own people, but among a brother pastor’s people. 

6. The Rural Ministry. In bringing to a close these paragraphs on the rural 
church, I should like to quote again from Dr. Mellby’s paper. “It seems proper,” 
he says, “that a word should be said in commendation of our rural ministry. It 
it not in any way inferior to the ministry of the city as some seem to think, and 
the rural church should not be regarded as a stepping stone to a supposedly more 
important city position. Our cities today are drawing their best fresh blood, their 
creative personalities, from the country and the small towns. There is as fine 
and promising human material there as anywhere, waiting for its shaping by wise 
and understanding leadership ... In many of our congregations, where our 
earlier pastors spent their whole lifetime, we can trace yet, after they have been 
long gone, the indelible stamp they set on the life of the community and we learn 
of the deep affection toward them, which the passing of time has not been able to 
dim or erase. 

“The right rural pastor is a community builder. He knows and understands 
and loves his people, he has it in his power to knit them together in the achieve- 
ment of high and worthy ends and to make them a power for good in the larger 
community. To settle down for good in such a rural congregation does not spell 
frustration or monotony or narrowing of one’s life work, it is adventure worthy 
of any man’s courage and strength.” 


OUR CHURCH’S FINANCES 


“We can’t go to church nowadays without being asked for money.” One 
sometimes hears such expressions. Of course, they are gross exaggerations. But 
it is sometimes said, and the inference one is expected to draw is this: Pleading 
for money is out of place in church, 

But the fact of the matter is that the Bible has a great deal to say about. 
money. Our Lord said much about money and its use. So did Paul. And so did 
the other apostles, James not least. Therefore, if our preaching and teaching is 
biblical, we must have something to say about money. And it must be added, 
that there is something wrong with the preaching which does not make the 
Christian feel that it is a privilege to open his pocketbook and give as liberally 
as possible for the spreading of the Gospel and the kingdom of God. To be sure, 
the impulse to give is often aroused when the Gospel is preached, even if there is 
no direct mention of money. That is natural. For my money simply represents 
myself, my sweat, my labor, my skill, and the “talents” of body, soul, and mind 
entrusted to me. If I am moved to give myself to Christ and His service, I shall 
certainly not withhold my money. There is something wrong about the “conver- 
sion” which issues in pious talk, but allows a person to continue in selfishness. A 
converted heart should mean a converted pocketbook, too. Christ reminds us 
that in the fruits lie the test of our faith. “Not every one that saith to me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven: but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.” 

If we preach the Gospel aright, we cannot but preach about giving. Faith in 
Him who gave Himself for us, must needs result in a desire to give—first our own 
hearts, and then our talents, be they money or something else of which we have 
been made stewards. Paul commends the Macedonian Christians because having 
first given “their own selves to the Lord,” they joyfully gave of their means, each 
according to his ability. 

But giving must have the right motivation. It is possible to preach giving and 
do so in a wrong spirit. Our approach may be legalistic. It should be evangeli- 
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cal: “The love of Christ constraineth me.” It may also be apologetic, the 
preacher almost begging pardon for speaking about giving, and that is worse 
than to make it legalistic. Surely, none of us should feel like apologizing for 
pressing upon Christians God’s claim upon themselves, their love, their material 
resources. 

Last year the Iowa District raised eighty-two percent (82%) of the amount 
asked of us for Home and Foreign Missions, Christian Education, Charities, and 
Pensions. But that does not mean that all the congregations uniformly raised 
82%. Many raised 100%, and not a few sent in considerably more than they were 
asked for. This, of course, means that many fell far below the average of 82%. 

A word of appreciation should be spoken to those congregations which have 
sent in their full quota and more. God rewards the cheerful giver. The joy of 
knowing that we have sent in all we were asked for, and more, is in itself a 
reward. 

No doubt there are some among the congregations which have not sent in 
their full quota, which in spite of that fact can truthfully say that they have made 
an earnest effort. It is evident that they are moving in the right direction, and 
that they are eager to reach the goal. With earnest spiritual endeavor power 
grows, and another year these congregations may expect to have the joy of 
reaching the goal set before them. 

But can this be said of all? I wonder if there are not some who look upon 
it almost as an impertinence for the church to ask them to support Missions, 
Education, Charities, and Pensions. Let us ask ourselves if our attitude may 
not be wrong, and if we, with a right Christian attitude could not and would 
not do more. 

When we give to Missions, etc., we are not giving to a third and outside 
party, or for the support of something which really is no concern of ours. We 
are simply “chipping in” our share toward a high and holy task which we as 
Christians all have in common. If any of us fail, the work has to suffer and 
perhaps be curtailed, or others will have to do for us what we should have 
done. Shirking a Christian responsibility certainly brings no satisfaction or 
joy, no blessing from God. 

What about “the Budget”? The word sounds so impersonal. But the things 
it stands for certainly are not impersonal. What is it then? It is simply an 
estimate of what we have to raise if we are going to carry on the Christian 
work for which God has banded us together in the church. This budget is not 
assessed as a tax to be collected by any kind of outward compulsion. Neverthe- 
less, it has to be allocated or apportioned. That is, the congregations must be 
given some idea of what their fair share should be. 

The allocation should be made, it seems to me, with the understanding that 
it represents the minimum we ought to raise, and all agree that we ought to 
make every effort to raise more. Let me relate a little experience. There was 
a vacancy in a certain charge and the “call committee’ approached me with a 
request that I suggest some candidates for their consideration. The spokesman 
of the group said: “Remember, we want a pastor who is strong for the budget. 
We have looked upon our apportionment as a minimum, and always try to 
send in more. And we would like to have a pastor who will keep up this tradi- 
tion.’ How wonderful it would be if that spirit prevailed throughout our 
congregations! 

But should there not be some changes in our method of allocation? Ought 
we not to get away from exact figures and allocate in round numbers? Suppose 
a congregation has $947.89 cents allocated to it. Is it not natural to feel that 
when that exact sum has been sent in, they have done their whole duty? Would 
it not be better to say: “Your allocation is $900. We must look for that as a 
minimum from you, if the work is not going to be curtailed. But please consider 
it strictly a minimum, and strive to give as much more as in your circumstances 
the love of Christ constrains you to do’? 

And is it not time that we get away from making our allocations on a strict 
per capita basis? Our Stewardship Secretary has said time and again, I believe, 
that we ought to get away from this method. Of course, a strict per capita 
allocation is the easiest. But it has its serious drawbacks. For one thing, this 
method tempts to dishonest reporting. I know, and some of you do, of congre- 
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gations which have deliberately instructed their pastor to juggle his parochial 
report. There may be some pastors, too, who have done this thing on their own 
initiative. I do not mean to say that there should not be honest revisions of 
membership lists. A congregation should not indefinitely carry as members 
people who have moved away, or who could support the church but in spite 
of brotherly admonition refuse to do so. If people manifestly despise the means 
of grace and the benefits of church membership, there must come a time when 
they are excluded and no longer counted. But no Christian congregation will 
drop a poor widow who loves Christ, simply because she is not able to contribute 
financially toward the support of the church. Such unfortunates should be made 
to feel that they are just as truly members of the congregation as the heaviest 
contributor. They should be kept on the membership list, and they should be 
included in the parochial report. Let our reporting be honest, and include all 
whom we recognize as entitled to the privileges of communicant membership. 

Then at our allocation meetings let us try in Christian love and forbearance 
to find a different method. Some congregations are poorer, some more well-to-do. 
Some are small and have heavy local expenses. Others are large and have 
lighter local expenses. Some congregations consist largely of people who are 
“babes” in Christ, while others consist largely of mature Christians of deep 
spiritual insight, people who by the grace of God have made long strides toward 
becoming “fullgrown men” in Christ. All of these things should be taken into 
consideration. It may make allocation more difficult, but it ought also to make 
it more fair and Christian. And if we come to our allocation meetings, not with 
the thought of getting our own allocation put as low as possible, but in a spirit 
of brotherly love, all of us eager to do as much as possible for the kingdom, 
and the stronger willing to help bear the burdens of the weaker, God will surely 
help us to find the best way and to obtain greater results. 


LEGACIES AND “IN MEMORIAM” 


It not infrequently happens that when some well known church member is 
buried, the “in memoriam” gifts amount to quite a considerable sum, perhaps 
hundreds of dollars. If these gifts when sent to the general treasurer of the 
church are credited to the congregation of which the deceased was a member, 
it sometimes happens that the congregation expects these “in memoriam” gifts 
to be accepted in lieu of what the congregation has been asked to give, and that 
in spite of the fact, perhaps, that many of the donors were not members of 
that congregation. Or a certain member of some congregation wills a sum of 
money to the church at large, and because of it the congregation takes the 
position that for the current year its quota to the budget is covered by this 
legacy, and therefore the congregation should not be expected to give. Thus 
it happens that by the accident of one man’s death a congregation, though giving 
little or nothing that year, appears as having given its full quota or more. 

It is difficult to believe that congregations which are willing to claim such 
exemptions, have thought the matter through. To make legacies and “in memo- 
riam” gifts an excuse for not even trying to raise the congregation’s quota, is 
to frustrate the very purpose of these gifts and legacies. If “in memoriam” gifts 
and legacies are not intended as something over and above the regular budget, 
they really cease to have any meaning. 

Let us all think this matter through and beware lest we permit ourselves 
to claim a credit which in reality amounts to robbing the Lord. 


LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETY FOR IOWA 


Our district in its Sioux City convention in 1937 voted to join in the forma- 
tion of an inter-synodical Welfare Society for Iowa. The Augustana Synod’s 
Iowa Conference was first approached and assured of our desire to cooperate 
with them. Last year in Minneapolis the district elected a committee of five 
to represent us in effecting the organization of the society. The committee con- 
sisted of the President, Rev. T. J. Severtson, Rev. H. E. Rasmussen, Attorney 
O. N. Refsell of Estherville, and Mr. Edw. Oppedahl of Renwick. 

This committee met with representatives from Augustana, the American 
Lutheran Church, the Danish United Church, and the United Lutheran Church 
in Des Moines on the 3rd of October, and again on the 7th of December at 
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which time the organization was effected. Those present, about twenty in 
number, paid their membership fees and were enrolled as charter members of 
the society. A Board of Directors was elected, of which your President was 
made chairman. Attorney Refsell also represents us on the board. The board 
or its executive committee has held several meetings. Temporary offices have 
been established in the Youngerman Building in Des Moines, and Mr. Claude 
R. Lindquist, a trained and experienced social worker, well acquainted with 
the laws of the state and its various welfare organizations, and the conditions 
under which the work has to be carried on in Iowa, has been chosen Executive 
Secretary and entered upon his duties on the Ist of April. He was formally 
installed at a service in St. Paul’s Church (A. L. C.) in Des Moines on the 
14th of May. 


Mr. Lindquist will be with us at this convention. He will appear on the 
program Saturday evening, when he will speak and also present a film on welfare 
work, 


This society is commended to you as a most necessary institution in the 
extremely important field of child welfare and placement. It will, however, 
need financial support, and it is hoped that a very large number of the members 
of all Lutheran congregations in Iowa will become members and give their 
moral and material support. The fee for regular memberships is one dollar 
per year. All enrolled up to the time of the first annual meeting in September 
will be considered charter members. 


TEACHER TRAINING 


This most important work has been carried on in the district also this past 
year. Just how extensive and intensive it has been, we are not in position 
to say. The Secretary of the Committee on Elementary Christian Education 
informs me that there are three circuits from which no report has been received. 
I know, however, that some work has been done in these circuits, too. From 
the other circuits reports have come of seven pastors conducting schools in 
their own parishes, nine churches being included. There have been seven inter- 
parish schools representing forty-seven churches and thirty-one pastors. The 
largest school was held in the Story City Circuit with seventeen churches and 
eleven pastors cooperating. 


Reports indicate that where schools have been conducted the enrollment in 
1938 was about the same as the two previous years. The reports are optimistic 
and it appears that the courses were well received. 


In the three circuits from which no reports have been received, I know that 
there have in the past been conducted some schools, both inter-parish and 
individual. It should be feasible in all these circuits to have several inter-parish 
schools. The inter-parish schools should, I believe, be encouraged. For even 
if they may entail more work and longer drives, there is added stimulation and 
encouragement in the enlarged contacts. As a rule the inter-parish school should 
make for a higher grade of work in that it affords greater latitude in the selection 
of qualified teachers. 


There is a lack among us of able and qualified Sunday school teachers. There 
is good will and consecrated hearts, but indispensable as these are, they are not 
the only qualities needed by a Sunday school teacher. Our Sunday school periods 
being so short, we must make the best possible use of them. But in order 
to get the best results, our teachers need all the help we can give them. Let 
us do more to fit our kind and willing teachers for the responsibilities which 
they as a rule so gladly assume. This work is so important that, if necessary, 
pastors can well afford to neglect something else for its sake. 


COMMITTEE ON REFERENCE AND COUNSEL 


During the past -year there has arisen no special need for calling a meeting 
of this committee. This does not mean that such a committee is superfluous. 
There may at any time arise matters which make it highly desirable to secure 
the advice and help of such a committee.

_THE CIRCUITS 


The importance of the circuit organization and of making the circuit more of 
a functional unit has at various times and in various ways been stressed in 
the Iowa District. I wonder if there are not possibilities here which could 
be developed for the strengthening of the work. 

At present there is little coordination between the circuits. Your president 
would like to attend as many circuit meetings as possible, but finds it difficult 
when there is no coordination of dates, and when he is not informed of the 
dates except through the notices in the church papers. I know that to be able 
to be present at the circuit meetings helps the district president in his work. 

May I also suggest that it might be a move in the right direction to elect 
the circuit presidents for a longer term. When there is a new president every 
year, the president can be little more than presiding officer at the circuit conven- 
tions and chairman of the program committee. I feel, too, that it would be a 
good thing for the district president if he could once a year have a meeting with 
all the circuit presidents or officers. 

Permit me to suggest the following for your consideration: 

1) The circuit officers shall be elected for a term of three years. (If approved, 
this might go into effect after the elections next fall.) 

2) The circuit officers shall constitute a Circuit Council on all circuit affairs. 
(This is not to be understood as a suggestion that there be no separate Finance 
Committee for the Circuit.) 

3) The circuit officers (or presidents) shall meet with the district president 
regularly once a year. 

4) Each circuit shall establish a Circuit Treasury and elect a Circuit Treasurer. 

5) At each circuit meeting there shall be lifted an offering to be equally 
divided between the circuit and the district treasury. 


INSTITUTIONS IN THE DISTRICT 


Our district owns and operates no institutions. But several institutions owned 
by our church, or by groups of our church people, lie within the district. We 
should be, and are, interested in all the institutions of our church. But it is 
natural that we should take a special interest in the institutions within our 
own district. From some of these institutions I have received reports, but 
not from all. I hope, however, that we shall at this convention hear brief 
reports from all of them. 

1. Luther College has had a good year with the enrollment not far short 
of 500, the largest enrollment in the history of the school. The most pressing 
need at the college is for a girls’ dormitory. Alumni and other friends, particu- 
larly business men in Decorah, are interesting themselves in this matter. With 
proper dormitory facilities for girls the enrollment at Luther ought soon to 
reach 600. 

This, the oldest of our. colleges, with its fine traditions, a strong faculty, the 
largest library and best library facilities of any of our colleges, its fine musical 
organizations, and its magnificent campus, ought to attract an increasing number 
of the young people of our district. 

2. Waldorf College is just completing its thirty-fifth year. A good year is 
reported. The enrollment has been just above 200. Waldorf is not a rival, but 
an ally, of our senior colleges. We are particularly thankful for the many fine 
young Christian men and women whom Waldorf sends out into the teaching 
profession. With its positive Christian atmosphere this school deserves the 
continued patronage and support of our people. 

3. Clifton College in Texas has carried on, but under great financial difficulties. 
But for the faith and courage of the congregations in Texas, especially those in 
and near Clifton, who realize what a leavening influence the school has been 
throughout the forty-two years of its existence, the school would have been 
closed. But our brothers and sisters in Texas are not willing “to say die.” 
The enrollment this past year has been 70, all junior college students. The Iowa 
District is interested in this school as a Home Mission institution. We have tried 
at former conventions to do something for Clifton College, but without great 
apparent success. May I suggest that this convention elect a special committee 
to report to us on Clifton College. 
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4. The Aase Haugen Home near Decorah is carrying on a blessed work for 
a considerable number of our aged people. 


5. The Story City Old People’s Home and Hospital has a new superintendent 
in Rey. P. Buland. Thirty-two old people there enjoy the blessings of a peaceful 
Christian home. More room is needed, there being several old people on the 
waiting list. The hospital has made some improvements of late and is an 
up-to-date institution enjoying a good patronage. 

6. The Beloit Children’s Home reports a good year. “The work went along 
without any particular interruption and we daily felt the steady guidance of the 
Master’s hand,” says the superintendent, Rev. T. Thompson. Seventy-three 
children were cared for in 1938. The financial condition of the Home is reported 
as very good. 

God bless all our schools and institutions of mercy! 


NECROLOGY 


Since my report to the 1938 convention the following pastors have been 
called home: 


Rev. L. O. Wigdahl, born in Norway in 1857. Immigrated in 1880. Attended 
Red Wing Seminary and Augsburg Seminary. He was ordained in 1887 and 
served Zion congregation at Ruthven from that time and until his retirement in 
1937; 1915-1918 he was a member of the Iowa State Legislature. He died 
June 20, 1938. 

Rev. R. H. Wareberg, born in Norway in 1873, immigrated in 1881. He was 
ordained in 1905 and served pastorates in Hanley, Sask.; Detroit, Minn.;: Wa- 
konda, S. Dak.; Norway, Kans. [rom 1923 and until his death on the 31st of 
October he served Lansing and Waterville. 


Rev. C. S. Salvesen was born in Houston Co., Minn., in 1858. After teaching 
and farming for a short time at Forest City, he was ordained in 1887 and served 
pastorates at Milan, Minn.: Manitowoc, Wis.: Forest City (twice), and Sioux 
Falls, S. Dak. From 1889 to 1890 he was President of Augustana College, 
Canton, S. Dak. During his first pastorate at Forest City he founded Waldorf 
College. From 1911-16 he again served as pastor at Forest City. After his 
retirement he continued to live in Forest City where he died on the 3lst of 
December, 1938. 


Rev. Edward Duea was born at Roland, Iowa, in 1876. He was ordained in 
1905 and served pastorates at Armstrong, lowa; Blue Earth, Minn.; Slater, 
Iowa, and Dows, Iowa. In 1938 a breakdown in health forced him to resign, 
and he moved to Story City where he died on the 2nd of April. 


We also note the passing of two pastors’ wives, one in the vigor of her 
young womanhood, and, as it seemed to us, with many years of blessed useful- 
ness before her, the other at the end of a long day of labor. 

Mrs. K. C. Grundahl (nee Bessie Iverson) died unexpectedly on the 28th of 
May, 1938, and was laid at rest on the 30th of May in the cemetery of her home 
church, Palestine, near Huxley, Iowa. 

Mrs. L. O. Wigdahl (nee Anna Msterhus) was born in 1863. She died on 
the 2nd of February this year. 

Mention must also be made of Miss Henriette Koren, eldest daughter of 
Dr. and Mrs. V. Koren. Miss Koren was born on Washington Prairie in 1854 
and has lived there practically all her life. For many years she was the mistress 
of the old Washington Prairie parsonage and has exerted a blessed influence 
in the church and community. She died on the 14th of March and was buried 
on the 17th. 

To the bereaved we wish to express our sincere sympathy and pray the God 
of all comfort to strengthen them in Jesus Christ.

It seems that when at home 
there is very little time for that reading and meditation which, as [ see it, 
should be looked upon as essential to the duties of my office—and also very 
little time for the cultivation of that fellowship with others for which the soul 
yearns. But as long as it is impossible to get time for everything, I pray that 
God will give me grace to see the things which need most to be done, and to 
concentrate on these. 

Thanking pastors and congregations for sympathetic understanding and 
cooperation, and for kindness in the face of human shortcomings, I pray God 
to give me grace to serve Him and His church in the spirit of the Master who 
did not seek his own.

REPORT FROM SEPTEMBER 1, 1937, TO MAY 15, 1939 


Friends in Christ: 

“Wondrous things the Lord hath done.” We say this with thankful hearts 
in spite of the fact that drought, hot winds, and grasshoppers have ravaged 
large sections of our District. It has hurt to see crops wither and die. It has 
touched us to see high hopes for a bountiful harvest blasted so suddenly. It has 
taken much courage, faith, and patience for many of our pastors and people to 
catry. on 

But it is simply marvelous that there has been so little complaining. In fact, 
many of those suffering the greatest losses have been the most appreciative 
recipients of God’s many blessings. Many have told how God has cared for 
them during these times. A language like the following is so common: “God has 
been wonderfully kind to us. We have never suffered want. In spite of our crop 
failures, we have had food, clothing, and shelter. Why shouldn’t we be happy 
and thankful? God’s grace is sufficient for us. We are so glad that we can see, 
hear, walk, and talk. We have never appreciated home, loved ones, and friends 
as much as now. We have developed a new and better standard of values. We 
have our health. The best of all, we have such a wonderful Savior from sin, 
death, and the power of the devil. We are more than conquerors through Him 
that loved us.” 

In that spirit we sing with new zeal: “Praise God from whom all blessings 
flow.” When we stop complaining and count our blessings one by one, and when 
we even partly realize what it means to have Christ as our Savior, we are almost 
speechless, but in our hearts we sing again: “What language shall I borrow to 
thank Thee dearest Friend?”

FINANCES 


It was a great privilege to be along in the Centennial Campaign. We are 
grateful for splendid results. It was a joy to work for the church that we love so 
dearly. We urge all who have not yet participated in this great project to do so 
as soon as possible. We all join the chorus and sing: “We all will pay our 
pledges when they come due.” Then we can help ring the victory bell in 1943. 

We are glad that the campaign is not over. We are about to continue the 
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work with new zeal. It was a blessed spiritual exercise to give, and help raise 
the needed cash. But when that work is completed, we wil! not stop. We are 
anxious to be along in helping to carry out the objectives of making the church 
more effective all along the line, and to win many more souls for the Kingdom. 
We venture no suggestions at this time. We simply wait for orders from our 
leaders for the great advance march. 

We are extremely sorry that we fell so far short of our apportionment in the 
Synodical Budget. In 1937 we raised 71%. In 1938 we raised 75%. We notice 
that 59 raised more than was asked of them; 68 raised their full budget; 65 sent 
in more than 75%; 28 raised around 50%; 72 sent in less than 50%. There were 
some who sent in less than 25%. Let us try to do better in the year 1939. We 
would urge laymen to make inquiry about the standing of their local congrega- 
tion, and take the initiative to help the pastors in this work. We cannot rest 
satisfied until we have done our best. Our church is doing a great work in all 
of the activities. We know that our South Dakota District will rally to the cause.

This congregation has contributed generously to our Synod for 
years. They will be a real asset for us. 

First Lutheran Congregation at Waukonda, South Dakota. This is a new 
congregation. Rev. C. F. Savereide conducted a survey of this county seat and 
found many families of Lutheran preference. The Mission Board gave support 
for one year. Through the initiative of pastor and people the group became self- 
supporting after the one year of help. It will be a privilege to have them as 
members. We heartily recommend their acceptance. 

The Pleasant Prairie Congregation of the Mitchell Circuit, Rev. Chr. Findahl, 
pastor, is asking to be transferred into the Yankton Circuit. The one reason for 
the request is that distances to all congregations of the Mitchell Circuit are so 
much greater than to parishes of the Yankton Circuit. We recommend that this 
request be granted.

S. Aaron Johnson has been called by the Board of Charities to serve 
as City and Hospital Missionary in Sioux Falls. He will make regular sick calls in 
several large hospitals and convalescent homes in the city.

MISSIONS AND.CONSOLIDATING PARISHES 


We have discussed the question: “How many fields shall we occupy that have 
no possibility of ever becoming self-supporting?” We can afford to spend mission 
money in some such places simply for the sake of souls. It seems wise that at 
least 80 per cent of the fields where we concentrate, should have possibilities 
of becoming self supporting within at least ten years. Then we could make 
definite progress each year over a period of time. 


In order that certain parishes may continue in the future, it seems absolutely 
essential that they pay their pastor a living wage. There can be no progress 
in the long run if the pastor is unable to pay his bills. He naturally must look 
for a new field. And whenever there is a vacancy, it takes at least two years 
to find another pastor for the field. During that time, the losses are greater 
than the gains made by the predecessor. 


We made a survey in the district and discovered that 24.6 per cent of all 
regular pastors’ salaries goes to transportation. Hence, it becomes essential to 
re-arrange parishes where three or four pastors meet each other on the roads 
several times each Sunday. If we continue such arrangements, we at least 
should build warming shacks where the pastors could stop to compare notes 
every time they meet. Our people have demonstrated that they are more than 
concerned that their congregations shall continue for their children in years to 
come. They have had a fine spirit in working with our Mission Board in re-ar- 
ranging parishes to make them more practical and effective. 


The Britton, Kidder, and Lake City parishes unanimously agreed to form 
two self-supporting parishes out of the three. All mission help was eliminated. 

The Wilmot and Milbank parishes have consolidated, thereby saving all 
mission help. 

The Bison and Strool parishes have consolidated. Rosebud congregation 
has gone with Lemmon, and Lodgepole with Hettinger. 


Camp Crook and Buffalo have consolidated. 


Through the use of interns at Hayti and Milbank, all mission help was 
discontinued. 

Newell, Sturgis, and Whitewood have the same pastor. 

The Geddes parish will get services from the pastor at Platte. 

New arrangements have been made in the Mobridge territory. 

One pastor serves Blair and Campbell parishes in Nebraska. 

We have high hopes of making new arrangements in several other fields in 
the near future. 

On account of desperate conditions, it has been necessary to grant some 
temporary help to old parishes during the emergency.

It is my privilege again to extend a welcome to pastors and delegates. Once 
more we are assembled in District Meeting. This fact brings the realization 
that another year has been added to our span of life, and another year of op- 
portunities for service in the Kingdom has passed by. The question of how we 
used these opportunities and what kind of services we rendered, should make 
us sober minded. Let us these days in all seriousness reflect on the opportunities 
we have had and the services we have rendered that we may return to our 
respective congregations with a renewed enthusiasm and a greater zeal for 
the work in which we are engaged. 


The District Meeting held bi-annually within the borders of the district 
should in no small measure have the character of a Spiritual Life Conference. 
There are very few strictly business items to be considered. All financial matters, 
and all matters of a legislative nature are subject to action by the General Con- 
vention. We can, therefore, give our attention more specifically to the question 
of how our own lives may become more Spirit filled, and how the Spirit filled 
lives may find expression in the service of the church. With this thought in 
mind your Executive Committee chose the following convention text: “But ye 
shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you; and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 1:8). We pray that as we meditate 
on this Word of God these days the Holy Ghost may be permitted to do His 
work in our hearts. 


The District Meeting 


In previous years we have always included a Sunday in the District Meeting. 
This year we have planned a shorter meeting, and using week days only. This 
change has been made for the reason that there are so many meetings and con- 
ventions in the early part of the summer that members of our congregation, 
and especially the pastors, find it difficult to spare the time, this is particularly 
true with reference to Sunday. It has been our experience, that on Saturday 
afternoon most of the pastors, and a large number of the delegates have left the 
meeting. There have been very few left outside the local people for the Sunday 
sessions. It has been a somewhat disheartening experience, and the district at 
large has received little or no benefit from the closing day. We are hoping that 
this change will result in a larger attendance both on the part of pastors and 
delegates, and that all will remain for the closing session. 


THE GENERAL SITUATION IN THE DISTRICT 


The economic situation in our district for 1938 was considerable worse than 
that of 1937. There were some spots this year also where it was too dry to 
raise a crop. In other places grasshoppers and rust ruined the crop in part 
and even entirely. The low price of grain also added much to our financial dif- 
ficulties. A Federal survey of income in our state reports $18,000,000 less income 
for the state in 1938 than in 1937. Such a situation will as a rule have its reaction 
with reference to the support of the church both locally and Synodically. It has 
taken a lot of effort, especially on the part of our pastors, and also on the part 
of the most faithful and most active members of our congregations, to keep up 
the morale of our people, and raise the money we have raised for the support 
of the church. 


THE SYNODICAL BUDGET 


In 1938 the congregations of our district contributed $69,899.97 to the Synodi- 
cal Budget. This is somewhat less than what was contributed in 1937, and only 
72.5% of the sum allotted to our district. This situation is due, no doubt, in 
part to the economic condition prevailing among our people, in part to the stress 
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and emphasis of the ingathering for the Centennial, and in part to lack of interest 
on the part of some of our people. But even though we have come so far short 
of reaching our goal in raising our Synodical Budget, we feel that our pastors 
in general should be commended for their efforts in this respect. It has required 
patience and courage and zeal on their part to raise what has been raised. We 
would encourage you to continue in the same spirit. In this connection we would 
like to say that our observation leads us to believe that the Penny-a-Meal in- 
gathering in the Lenten season, can be so developed that the larger part of 
the Synodical Budget may be raised in this manner. What an advantage to 
the church and all concerned this would be! We, therefore, recommend that 
you give time and thought to a systematic development of the Penny-a-Meal 
ingathering, and that from time to time you give your people instruction in 
Christian Stewardship. 


THE CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


We have noted with deep gratitude to God the generous spirit in which the 
members of our district have responded to the appeal for the Centennial Thank- 
offering. We believe this is of God, and first of all express our thanks to Him. 
But also to the members of our congregations and all others who so generously 
responded to the Centennial Appeal, we express a sincere appreciation. Sincere 
appreciation and thanks are also due to Rev. O. J. Lutness, who organized and 
directed the ingathering in our district, and to all the pastors who gave so much 
time and such faithful service in the personal canvass. The final outcome de- 
pended in no small measure on the faithfulness with which the canvass was 
conducted. 


There are still some congregations in our district where the ingathering 
has not been completed. We would encourage these to do so in the very near 
future. We rejoice in the fact that about sixty-five thousand dollars of the 
pledges in our district have already been paid in cash, and would encourage 
one another to put forth every effort to pay all installments on our pledges as 
soon as they become due, 


THE FORWARD MOVEMENT 


While it is true that in a general way we have taken the first step in our 
Centennial program, namely, that of pledging a material thankoffering, it is to 
be noted that the more important and difficult part of our program lies before 
us, that of an intensified effort for the winning of souls and increasing the church 
membership. In this part of our program not only the pastor but every true 
Christian should in word and deed be a witness for Christ, and use every op- 
portunity to help our lost brothers and sisters into saving fellowship with Jesus 
Christ. A director of this Spiritual Forward Movement has been appointed, and 
we urge that pastors and congregations, individually and jointly, cooperate with 
him in circuits and congregations. Let there be much earnest prayer that we 
may attain to the goal that God has set before us! 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Under the leadership of Dr. J. C. K. Preus there has been a definite impetus 
in the work of Elementary Christian Education. This department has furnished 
our Sunday Schools and teachers with much high class material. We urge 
pastors and congregations to make use of this new study material. We wish to 
emphasize again the importance of training our children and youth in the 
doctrines of the Christian religion. The future of the Church and the salvation 
of souls are in no small measure dependent upon the thoroughness of this 
instruction. 


Let us note in this connection that the Sunday school teacher plays an im- 
portant part in this training. A teacher in the Sunday school also needs training. 
Our Teachers Institutes have been of much help and encouragement to our 
teachers and we urge as many as possible of such institutes in local congrega- 
tions and wider areas. Rev. O. E. Engebretson is the Executive Secretary of our 
District Board of Elementary Christian Education. He will be glad to be of 
service in this matter. 
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HIGHER CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The colleges of our Synodical body have had a very successful year. There 
has been a total enrollment of 3,369 students—the largest for many years. We 
must again urge our people to send the Department of Christian Education its 
proportionate share when the budget is remitted. We need our Colleges and 
our Seminary. It is there that our workers are trained. Adequate financial 
a for these institutions is essential so that they may do their work ef- 

ciently. 


CONCORDIA COLLEGE AND CONSERVATORY 


In this connection we always think particularly of Concordia College for the 
reason that it is located in our territory, and that here is where most of our 
young people attend. The College has had a very successful year, and, if we 
remember correctly, the largest enrollment in its history. The student organiza- 
tions have functioned in a commendable manner, and the student interest in 
the spiritual exercises on the campus has been a source of inspiration and joy. 
The Conservatory under the able direction of Prof. Paul Christiansen has a well 
trained and efficient faculty. Those of our young people who wish to study 
music will do well to enroll in this department. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Madagascar Mission in 
1938 was indeed a notable event. Dr. M. J. Stolee, who worked in this Mission 
‘for a number of years, and who was sent by our Church as a representative to 
the celebration, has promised to speak to us about this event. 

We note with sorrow and concern the havoc caused by the war on our field 
in China. Some of the buildings and institutions have been bombed and much 
damage has been done. Many of the native Christians have been scattered and 
forced to move farther and farther west. Their situation is tragic, and they and 
the Missionaries need ovr sympathy and our prayers. Mrs. Erik Sdévik, home 
on furlough from China, will speak to us on the situation in our China Mission. 


HOME MISSIONS 


The number of places receiving aid from the Home Mission funds in our 
district have remained about the same the last few years. During the years of 
drought and crop failure in our district it has been practically impossible for 
any of these parishes to become self-supporting. Our Home Mission pastors 
have in general been zealous and faithful in their work. It has been discouraging 
to many of them that people have been moving out of their fields, and hence they 
have had no chance to build up the membership. We would reiterate what we 
have said in previous reports that Home Mission work is no longer merely that 
of establishing work in new fields, but in our district, which is so largely rural 
in character, it is in a larger degree the spiritual care of the unchurched and 
de-Christianized in every community. We would urge every pastor and every 
congregation to be zealous in this respect. This is an essential part of our 
Centennial Forward Movement. 


CHARITIES 


In this connection we would again call your attention to the fact that the 
Department of Charities of our Church has delegated its work in our district 
to the Lutheran Welfare Society of North Dakota. This society seeks to serve 
all Lutherans in our state. Miss Clarisse Clementson is the Executive Secretary. 
She is assisted by a well trained and competent staff of workers. This society 
is favorably recognized by the Welfare Department of our State. This society 
needs your membership and your financial support. 


PENSIONS 


We are glad to note that the placing of Pensions on the budget of the church 
has increased the amount now given to the aged pastors and their families. We 
would urge that pastors who are not members of the Pension should join the 
Fund and pay their past obligations. A study of the various forms of insurance 
has revealed the fact that even with a $200 entrance fee and a $20.00 annual fee, 
no other form of insurance is cheaper and gives better returns. 
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YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 


Our District Young People’ s League under the able leadership of Rev. Mar- 
cus S. Lewis has functioned in a very satisfactory manner. We are optimistic 
with regard to the future of our Church when we see the many fine young 
people active in the Young People’s Luther League in the congregations of our 
district. 

What we have said of our District Young People’s League is true also of 
our National Young People’s League. The President of our National League 
is one of the pastors in our district. He has been an able and inspiring leader 
of our National Youth Organization, and this is a matter of much satisfaction 
to us. We hope that the forthcoming International Young People’s Luther 
League Convention to be held in Los Angeles, June 21-25, this year will be 
largely attended from all sections of our Church, and that it will give added 
impetus to all our church work on the Pacific Coast. 


WOMEN’S DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS 


The Women’s Missionary Federation and the Lutheran Daughters of the 
Reformation under their respective able leadership are doing a splendid work 
in our district. Through these organizations much interest in the work of the 
Church at large is created and much spiritual emphasis brought to bear in our 
congregations, 


THE NORTH DAKOTA HOUSE OF MERCY 


This institution has also this year rendered our people a noble service. We 
commend the Superintendent and her staff of consecrated workers for the fine 
work which they are doing and bespeak for them your prayers and your support. 


BIBLE CAMPS 


We are glad to note that this movement is going forward from year to year. 
We would urge the parents to send their boys and girls to the Bible Camp. It 
will be time well spent and may bring eternal blessings. 


THE BROTHERHOOD 


Under the leadership of Oscar Westberg of Williston our District Brother- 
hood has made splendid progress. At this writing plans are being perfected for 
a District Convention at Bismarck, June 11th. We commend the Brotherhood 
activity to the thoughtful and prayerful consideration of the men of our congre- 
gations. We urge our men to interest themselves in the Brotherhood work. 


BOOK MISSION 


This agency renders an important and noble service for the Kingdom of 
God. We commend it to our pastors and congregations, and ask that you re- 
member it in your prayers and give it financial support. 


FINANCIAL SECRETARY & DIRECTOR OF CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


Rev. O. J. Lutness has in the past year acted in this double capacity. This 
has imposed on him a mighty burden, which he has carried in addition to that 
of his own parish. We wish to commend him for the splendid manner in which 
he has discharged these duties.

We are grateful to the Board of Elementary Christian Education for pro- 
viding the congregations with a practical course for the Training of our Sunday 
School Teachers. This is a step in the right direction, as we have felt very 
much the need of some special training for our Sunday School Teachers. This 
special training course has brought good results wherever it has been put on 
and carried out as originally planned. We would strongly urge upon all our 
Pastors and Congregations to put on this teachers’ training course every year. 


HOME MISSION 


In a number of the mission parishes, we are happy to report that good 
progress has been made both in the spiritual up-building of the congregation as 
well as in the increase of membership and the financial ability to carry on the 
work. The faithfulness and self-sacrificing spirit on the part of the pastors has 
been, generally speaking, very commendable. The Home Mission field is white 
unto harvest. We are in great need of a larger budget in order to give the much 
needed support to this important work. 

Twenty-three mission parishes receive aid from the Home Mission at present. 
We are hopeful that some of these parishes will become self-supporting within 
the next year or two. ; 

A number of new mission congregations have been organized during the 
past year. There are still other home mission fields that should be worked up 
and organized if we could obtain the means and the right type of mission pastors 
to go into the field. There are thirty-seven preaching places in the District at 
present where more effective work should be done if we had the means to do it 
with. But under the present circumstances, the best we can do is to hold the 
field and await further developments. 
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A number of our parishes, not only mission parishes but self-supporting 
yarishes, should be divided because the pastor has too many congregations to 
erve to make it possible for him to do intensive work, and the territory is so 
arge that it is humanly impossible to do satisfactory work. 

Our District mission committee has many difficult problems to solve in 
onnection with our home mission work. The committee has done very ex- 
ellent and conscientious work during the past year. For this, they deserve much 
pe May God continue to bless our home mission efforts to the glory of 

is name. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


We thank God for the growing interest among our people for the foreign 
nission work, as well as for the other branches of our church work. The fre- 
juent visits of representatives of our foreign mission at our circuit meetings and 
Other occasions have done much to give information and stimulate interest 
or the cause of missions among our people. “The March of Faith” film and 
ther mission films that have been presented to our congregations, have been 
rratefully received. It is an effective way of presenting a great cause. May the 
1ome and foreign missions have a large place in our prayer life and daily 
neditations. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The church extension fund plays a very important part in the development 
of the home mission field in our district. 

The church extension fund is a revolving fund, and according to the con- 
stitution of our church, is to assist worthy mission congregations as a temporary 
oan to erect churches and parsonages. The loan is granted at a very low rate 
»f interest and is to be paid back in monthly installments in order that the funds 
nay be available to help other needy mission congregations. There is a great 
lemand in our district for this kind of mission help. 

We have many congregations and parishes that have no parsonages or 
-hurches. In order that they may receive help, we would urge upon the congre- 
xations who already have received help from the church extension fund to be 
yrompt in their monthly payments, and to live up to the promises they have 
nade to the officials who are in charge of the church extension loans. 

We are very grateful to the church for the assistance that we have received 
rom the church extension funds in the past years. We should also in return, 
ind as a thank offering, remember the church extension fund of our church with 
special gifts and offerings in order to increase the efficiency of the fund, and thus 
ssist in the extension of the home mission work. 


VISITATIONS AND MEETINGS 


As your District President, I have made as many visitations during the 
year as has been possible, having devoted a great deal of time in the interest 
»f the Centennial Appeal. I have attended all the circuit meetings, mission board 
neetings, pastoral conferences, and church council meetings, also other official 
neetings of various kinds. 

In my visits to the congregations and in meeting with the pastors, both in 
heir homes and in general conferences, my conviction, generally speaking, is 
that a fine Christian spirit and fellowship of cooperation exists between the 
pastors and congregations—that they appreciate the faithful and consecrated 
services that their pastors are rendering, and that in the majority of congrega- 
ions, they are trying to do the very best they can under difficult circumstances 
Oo support financially and otherwise, both the local work and the synodical ac- 
‘ivities of which we have ample proof in our district these many years. There 
s a growing interest and spiritual appreciation of the eternal value of the preach- 
ng of the gospel and the administration of the holy sacraments. 

{ am also very much pleased to state that both the pastors and congregations 
jave come to realize more and more the importance and spiritual value in a 
thorough instruction of the children and the spiritual guidance and helpfulness 
to our young people. My impression is that the great majority of pastors in 
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our district are truly sincere in their preparation and presentation of the gospel 
messages. They are, by the grace of God and the guidance of the Holy Spirit, 
trying to lead souls into fellowship with Jesus Christ. For this we give thanks 
to God who has called us to serve as His ambassadors and to proclaim His will 
and the word of life and salvation unto all men. 


THE CONVENTION PROGRAM 


The convention program this year should be very interesting to us. The 
general theme: “Our Quest: A Million Souls,” should arouse our interest, and 
we feel sure that it will. We trust that you will all take a personal interest in 
the convention program and that you will all remain with us through the entire 
convention in order that you may reap all the spiritual blessings and benefits 
that God has in store for you. 


THE BUDGET AND THE CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


We are glad to note that our District also for 1938 went over the top 108,2% 
on our national budget. This is indeed very encouraging and speaks well for 
our peopie. The pastors and the membership of our congregations deserve much 
praise for their church loyalty and the interest shown for the work of the King- 
dom of God. Some of the congregations in the eastern part of Montana, where 
they have suffered perhaps the most during these years of depression, have al- 
ready sent in the full amount asked of them for the 1939 budget. This is indeed 
a worthy example for all the rest of us. 

The secret of success in the ingathering of the budget, besides having the 
right view point on Christian giving, is in getting an early start. We look with 
confidence to our pastors and the church membership to see to it that the 
1939 budget is sent in to the Treasurer of our church as soon as possible in 
order to save thousands of dollars of interest money that should be used for 
mission work. 

According to all indications, our District did very well by the Centennial 
Appeal. We do not as yet have a complete report, a number of congregations 
for various reasons having not yet done anything. Others have done but very 
little. We hope that the whole membership of our District will have a share 
in the Centennial Appeal, as it is a wonderful opportunity for us to show our 
love for the church and its work and to give thanks to God for all His blessings 
in a hundred years. 


BIBLE CAMPS AND THE LUTHERAN STUDENTS’ ASSOCIATIONS 


The Bible Camp movement is increasing in strength and influence. It has 
brought untold blessings to many of our young people and congregations. We 
wish to express our sincere gratitude to all those who are giving so much of 
their time and effort for the promotion and success of this worthy cause. 

We also wish to express our appreciation to the pastors and officials of our 
church for the Christian services extended in a special way to the Lutheran 
students at many of our state institutions. This is indeed a service worthwhile 
and which will bear fruit in due season. 


BOOK MISSION 


The Book Mission fills a great need in our church work in bearing witness 
of Christ in spreading abroad the Gospel, bringing comfort and joy to many 
souls. Let us make all the use that we can of this agency in our church to pro- 
mote the Kingdom of God, and remember it in our prayers and with contribu- 
tions. Rev. Gunnar Guldseth, Baker, Montana, will briefly present the cause of 
the Book Mission at this convention.

Dear Brethren in Christ: Grace and Peace! 

For the first time since the organization of our Church in 1917, we are 
meeting for a District Convention within the Southern California Circuit. 
We are happy indeed for this opportunity to come closer to our brethren in the 
southland, and to enjoy as well the hospitality of Our Savior’s Church and the 
City of Los Angeles. 


Generally speaking, our work is somewhat younger here in the southland 
than in the north. It is a source of real encouragement and joy to note that 
our Church is forging ahead in Southern California. Because of the rapid 
growth in population in this section of our District, great opportunities lie 
before us for Home Mission work, both as this challenge confronts the self- 
sustaining congregations and the Mission Committee as well. Meeting as we 
are, just prior to the great International Young People’s Luther League Conven- 
tion, and simultaneously with the Women’s Missionary Federation and the 
Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation,—and, finally, our nine days of conven- 
tions to be brought to a fitting close and climax by the Choral Union singing 
in the Hollywood Bowl, it is the hope that our Church will make an impact of 
deep spiritual significance upon this section of our District. We gather in these 
conventions that we may derive spiritual blessings and be strengthened in the 
faith by the Word of God and through Christian association, and to study, 
deliberate upon and decide concerning those things that pertain to the upbuild- 
ing of the Church of Jesus Christ. 


We are now looking forward to 1943 when our Norwegian Lutheran Church 
will reach the century mark since its founding in this country. The past few 
years we have been reminded of the significance of this forthcoming event and 
what it should mean to us. The faith of our fathers is living still. It is living 
in the hearts and lives of many of us who are the children and children’s children 
of those hardy pioneers. For this we thank God who gave us Christian parents 
who trained us in the way we should go. God gave us faithful pastors who 
instructed us, prayed for us and spoke to us the Word of God. For Christian 
schools, Word and Sacraments, Church and Christian forbears we thank our 
Heavenly Father. 


But upon us who are the recipients of untold blessings come down to us 
from God through these many agencies, devolves the responsibility of seeing 
to it that this FAITH is perpetuated in the lives of our children. Great numbers 
of our very own have drifted away from the Church of their fathers. Great 
numbers of unchurched are found in almost every community on the Pacific 
Coast. God has placed us here for a purpose. As Christian people we know 
His purpose in us is our eternal salvation and, through us, the salvation of 
others. There is work to be done and the Lord calls His Church to do it. 
Sad indeed it is to find children of Lutheran parents growing up without Baptism 
or Christian instruction. Such however is the case in many communities. “A 
Million Souls” is our slogan for 1943. Many thousands towards this “million” 
should come from the Pacific District. God wants these thousands for Him, and 
He means that they shall be reclaimed and won through the Christian Church 
by the Means of Grace and by the power of His Holy Spirit. Can it be done? 
It is not a question of possibility where God is concerned. It is a SURETY if 
God can have His way in us and through us. 

The Children of Israel were about to conclude their wanderings and to enter 
the Promised Land. Moses was dead and buried. A new generation had sprung 
up under the leadership of Joshua. As the people assembled on the east bank 
of the Jordan they were within sight of the land promised Abraham and his 
children. Before them was the Jordan, and beyond the river were many and 
powertul peoples, whose stature and prowess had previously intimidated the 
Israelites. At this moment the hopes of Israel needed strengthening, and the 
Lord gave Joshua the Word for the moment saying, “Sanctify yourselves: for 
tomorrow the Lord will do wonders among you.” 


CHURCH AFFAIRS 73 


This injunction invoked on Israel a seriousness of deportment befitting the 
solemn ceremony of the coming day. By emblem, ritual and precept Israel was 
constantly reminded of the holiness of God. Now they were to examine them- 
selves and recall the facts of their past history. They were to mourn over 
their past transgressions and resolve henceforth to serve the Lord. They 
implicitly obeyed Joshua’s command, though to them it must have seemed the 
height of folly. Jordan was overflowed: the ordinary fords were impassabie; 
there was no way through the river. They had been told that ‘‘within three 
days” they should cross Jordan and we hear of no murmuring or disputing,— 
and the Lord did do wonders among them. The river Jordan parted for them, 
Jericho fell. The Hittites and the Amorites and the Canaanites, who were united 
in opposition, were overthrown. Sun and moon were made to stand still until 
victory was Israel’s. Thirty-one kings were destroyed and their territory taken. 
All this, not by man’s power but, by the power of God Who did wonders among 
His people according to promise. 


We too are journeying toward a promised land. It is the land of Glory in 
Heaven to which the faithful shall attain by the Grace of God when day here 
is done. But are we not too looking toward another promised land? Are we 
not looking for a greater “tomorrow” for our Church, a day of greater numbers 
won for Christ,—a day when we shall claim in faith and praise the world for 
Jesus Christ? Our concern must necessarily be for a greater “tomorrow” for 
the Church of Christ on earth else we give evidence that we have not the faith 
to claim by Grace the Land Of Promise in Glory. Shall that glory in heaven 
be the portion of but the few? We know from God’s own Word that in Glory 
they shall come from the east, the west, the north and the south and sit down 
to banquets in the Kingdom of God. How many of our very own will be there? 
A serious question indeed. Will there be others rejoicing in that Glory of the 
Promised Land because we, under God, visioned a greater ‘‘ttomorrow” for our 
Church and took the Lord’s counsel to heart as given through Joshua to Israel 
of old to ‘“Sanctify yourselves?” 


As the barriers before Israel of old loomed large and insurmountable, so 
for the Church today rise the barriers of indifference, lukewarmness, hesitation, 
fearful anticipation and downright infidelity. Who can hope to cope with such 
enemies? How can the Church overcome and win its way to victory in the 
hearts of men? The Lord points back to you and me who are called as Chris- 
tians to be His instruments for work in the Kingdom saying, ‘‘Sanctify vour- 
selves.” It is not as though there were something lacking in the work of Christ. 
His redemption is complete. There is nothing we can add or must seek to add. 
“All things are now ready.” “It is finished.” However, though Christ’s re- 
demptive work is finished and the way is open to the sinner, His work on earth 
is not finished. He has left that for His Church to accomplish under Him 
through the Means of Grace and by the power of His Holy Spirit. 


The Lord would have a holy people, a purified and cleansed people. This 
is an unavoidable requirement for Divine blessing. ““Ye shall be holy. for I 
am holy.” “Sanctify them through Thy truth, Thy Word is Truth.” ‘“Where- 
fore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing: and [| will receive you, and will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” “Put 
on the new man, which after God, is created in righteousness and true holi- 
ness.” While in Joshua’s day this would involve also the ceremonial rites and 
rituals, we, who live in the fulness of Christ’s appearance, are to accept the God- 
granted Means of becoming sanctified and holy in the sight of God. It means 
the acceptance of the Gospel. It means the use of the Word in our private life; 
it means prayer; it means frequent partaking of the Lord’s Supper. It means 
daily renewal, the daily sacrifice of a penitent and contrite spirit. It means 
church attendance regularly. It means interest in and for the things of the 
church and the program of Jesus Christ for the world. It means letting God 
have His way in us and through us. 


With sanctified hearts our faith must be re-echoed in sanctified lives. The 
sermon which the world most readily will understand is the sermon of a sanc- 
tified life. And a sanctified life invoives a life that contends for the faith; a 
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faith in the efficacy of the Word, in the divine plan of God for His church and 
her place in the world. It means faith in the promises of God to the extent that 
at His Word we “come” and we “go.” 


As a ministry and as a church we are well aware that the forces of unbelief 
and worldliness are rampant and strong. We are all much concerned over world 
conditions today. We recognize in ourselves and in our fellowmen a spirit of 
anxiety and restlessness. But, on the other hand, do we not too recognize a 
certain seeking among people for the things that are stable, the things of the 
spirit? It seems that there is a turning more and more toward the things of 
God—at least it so seems to appear. It is our conviction that never before has 
there been greater Opportunity to bring the Gospel to the lost and to do the 
work God has set us to do, than just today. The days of wonders and miracles 
are not past. True, Jesus walks no more visibly among us in the flesh. But His 
Cross goes on from victory to victory in the hearts of men. By His Holy Spirit 
lives are transformed today. That is the miracle of miracles. “Grace is the 
crowning miracle. Never discouraged, it is perpetually triumphing over all 
obstacles, breaking down all that opposes its designs, bidding the mountain to 
become a plain, and magnifying itself in our infirmities.” There have been times 
in the history of the race, and in that of individuals, when it seems that the 
miracle of Grace is made yet more emphatic as though to hasten the purpose 
of God’s love. This was true at the time of the conflict between Israel and the 
Canaanitish nations. So was it at the birth of Christianity. So it is at the 
beginning of the new life in the individual soul. The loving God grants us this 
Grace. He would hasten the day when our people, our nation and the world 
might confess Jesus the Christ. He would have our Pacific District sanctified, 
consecrated, believing, trusting, praying, and working by His Grace to: hasten 
the day of “wonders” among us. 


As we look forward, may it be in the true faith on the Son of God. May it 
be the faith of the Psalmist of old who found repose, comfort, and strength in 
his Lord as so beautifully evidenced in the 121st Psalm: 


“T will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh my help. 

My help cometh from the Lord, which made heaven and earth. 

He will not suffer thy foot to be moved: he that keepeth thee will not slumber. 
Behold, he that keepeth Israel shall neither slumber nor sleep. 

The Lord is thy keeper: the Lord is thy shade upon thy right hand. 

The sun shall not smite thee by day, nor the moon by night. 

The Lord shall preserve thee from all evil: he shall preserve thy soul. 

The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy coming in from this time forth, 

and even for evermore.” 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Today we look back through nearly one hundred years to the pioneer fathers 
and mothers who brought with them, from the land across the sea, a blessed 
heritage. They brought with them few earthly possessions, but placed among 
them were treasures of infinite worth—treasures which moth and rust could not 
corrupt, the Bible, the Hymn Book, the Catechism and Pontoppidan, and a 
Postil. From this treasure store-house the Holy Spirit instructed, guided, com- 
forted, strengthened in the faith, and gave life and salvation to immortal souls. 
As they had received this heritage from their fathers, so did they purpose under 
God to perpetuate this Christian faith in the lives of their children. Many, if 
not most, of those pioneer homes gave place to the Word of God daily. Chris- 
tian fathers and mothers instructed their children in the truths of Christianity. 
They made just demands of their children that they must learn the assigned 
lessons. They gave to our church men and women who, like themselves, knew on 
Whom they believed and, in turn, gave to their children by Grace a heritage 
eternal. 

To perpetuate the faith of the fathers in the lives of our children is a respon 
sibility given us in times far more complex than that of our fathers. Our respon- 
sibility as parents, teachers and pastors is such that nothing less than our united, 
prayertul, consecrated and sacrificing efforts are needed to preserve unto our chil- 
dren the heritage that is ours today. Here we must not alone stand on guard 
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against the inroads of indifference of parents, the demands of secular training 
and the temptation to become too lenient in our demands of our children, but 
there must be an aggressive work done to promote the Christian training of the 
young, 

We thank God for many faithful and hard-working Sunday school teachers. 
We do, however, impose on them a task that is tremendous. A great many 
parents are leaving the entire task of Christian training to the teacher and the 
pastor. We must have more backing from the homes of our Sunday school 
children. 

The Sunday School Teacher’s Training Course is designed to help our teachers 
to become more effective in their work. The past three years these courses have 
been offered in our district and there has been quite general participation. How- 
ever, the past year the interest seemed to lag somewhat. This coming autumn 
the fourth course in the series is to be offered. We wish to emphasize that the 
courses offered are worthwhile and needed, and that each circuit is expected 
to offer these courses and all Sunday school teachers are expected to avail them- 
selves of this training. We request that all pastors cooperate in this work and 
see to it that there is general participation. Let us work together in faith and 
prayer to the end that we may conduct efficient training courses and, in turn, 
efficient Sunday schools. 


CONFIRMATION AND ADULT INSTRUCTION 


The question is often asked, “How may we keep our young people for the 
church after confirmation?” Perhaps the answer lies not so much in what we 
can do to interest the young people after confirmation as in what we demand 
of them and do for them before confirmation. It seems evident that one reason 
for the comparatively large losses after confirmation is the fact that we confirm 
too young. The pressure put on the pastors is to accept the children for instruc- 
tion at such an age as will insure their completion of the course of instruction 
by the time the child finishes the eighth grade and before entrance to high school. 
While it is true that the schools make very large demands on the student’s time, 
and courses offered are sometimes difficult for the child, it likewise is true that 
Christian training is all-important, and the less we demand the less we will 
receive. Our church has emphasized the rule that there should be two years of 
confirmation instruction—nine months each year meeting weekly for two hours. 
This certainly should not be too much to ask of anyone. 

There is an alarming tendency to ease-up on the demands as far as the assigned 
lessons are concerned. Have the children and young people of today suddenly 
become so intellectually helpless that it is expecting too much of them to commit 
a small book of vital truth to memory? Why not give our children credit for 
having at least as much intellectual and brain capacity as we who actually did 
commit to memory the Catechism and Explanation! Let us beware lest we 
succumb to the spirit of the times! “Therefore shall ye lay up these my words 
in your heart and in your soul, and bind them for a sign upon your hand, that 
they may be as frontlets between your eyes. And ye shall teach them your 
children, speaking of them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. And thou 
shalt write them upon the door posts of this house, and upon thy gates.” Deut. 
11:18-20. 

With the breaking down of the language barrier we have found a fruitful 
field among those of vacillating faiths or of no faith at all. We are thankful to 
God for the increasing numbers of those who seek instruction as adults. Our 
district has gained not a few consecrated members through the adult confirma- 
tion instruction. More and more we will find opportunities to serve in this field 
and, maintaining the standard of thorough instruction and indoctrination before 
church membership is granted, we shall increase our membership not alone in 
numbers, but in Lutheran and Christian members as well. 


PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


Pacific Lutheran College continues to grow. Even through the depression 
years the enrollment increased year by year and today numbers more than 400 
students, We thank God for this institution which yearly sends forth into the 
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world, the teaching profession, and to our senior colleges young men and women 
of character and ability. Through the years the maintenance of our college at 
Parkland has, indeed, been a struggle. Financial burdens and problems have 
been great and still remain great. But the results in terms of education and 
Christian influence and character far outweigh any and all problems that have 
existed and may yet remain. Men and women of Christian faith and determina- 
tion, from the president who has borne the brunt of the burden, through the 
faculty, the board members and a host of friends and supporters throughout 
the district and the church, have stood by loyally in support of our college. 

Since 1931 the policy of the board has been to look forward to senior college 
status. This now becomes a necessity because of accreditation demands. Every 
forward advance at the school has been made under pressure as enrollment has 
increased, accreditation requirements raised and new buildings and equipment 
required. We thank God for this advance and must, in that spirit of thankful- 
ness and willingness which characterizes the Christian life, be willing to meet 
the new requirements and demands of a four-year college. 

The president, Dr. O. A. Tingelstad, will submit a detailed report pointing 
out the new requirements. Suffice it to say that the forthcoming meeting of the 
corporation on Tuesday afternoon, is of greatest importance and we must be 
prepared to face the challenge of a greater support with interest and prayer. 

The past year several congregations have contributed all they were asked for 
through the congregational apportionment. There are yet several congregations 
that do little or nothing in this respect. Whatever may have been the reason in 
the past for not contributing directly to the school, there can now be no valid 
reason why every congregation should not gladly accept the apportionment and 
contribute the funds. We wish again to stress the fact that this added support 
is needed. We earnestly plead that the district again commit itself to raise at 
least $4,000.00 in 1939 and 1940, and that each congregation assume its fair share 
with a determination to raise the sum asked. This will materially help the school 
and will also serve as a definite assurance to our church, the cooperating synods 
and our friends that we of the Pacific District value the college and are deter- 
mined to see to it that nothing shall hinder its growth and blessed work. 


HOME MISSIONS 


We are this year extending aid to 21 parishes, representing 35 congregations 
and 2 preaching places. We are also supporting the work of the Lutheran Stu- 
dent Association up to July Ist this year. The Western Lutheran receives from 
our treasury a subsidy of $30.00 per month. Although this amount was voted 
beginning July 1, 1938, no funds were available until February 1, 1939. 

Although no mission-supported parishes became self-sustaining in 1938, there 
was marked advance in several fields. At Klamath Falls, Oregon, where Rev. 
L. K. Johnson took up the work in July of last year, a new church is under con- 
struction. This field, so long neglected, looks most promising. At Pasco, Wash- 
ington, Rev. Carl L. Lucky’s charge, a new church has recently been completed. 
A new congregation was organized early this year at San de Fuca, Washington, 
on Whidby Island. This congregation will be served in connection with the 
Anacortes charge. Application from the North Whidby Island Lutheran con- 
gregation for membership in the church is at hand. Mountain View congrega- 
tion, formerly served in connection with Messiah Church of Tacoma, will 
shortly receive some aid from the Mission in order that they may have a resident 
pastor. The field is promising. At Van Nuys, California, Rev. Albert Anderson’s 
charge, plans are being made for the construction of a church. At San Pedro, 
California, Trinity Church, Rev. O. J. Edwards’ charge, recently paid off the 
last of its indebtedness on the first unit of their church plant. Reports from 
the field, and substantiated by personal observation, indicate a general advance 
in most of the fields. Some re-arrangements will necessarily have to be made 
from time to time in such fields as do not advance. 

There is much more home mission work to be done than we can manage 
with the funds at our disposal. Moreover, it should not be necessary to saddle 
the entire problem of extending the field on the Home Mission Committee alone. 
We have not the funds to place one or more traveling missionaries in the field 
to conduct surveys and begin new work. However, the congregations that have 
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grown strong after years of existence and, in many cases, after years of mission 
support, should themselves take up mission work in the outlying and promising 
sections of our larger cities in particular. Since the union in 1917 we have placed 
all responsibility for new work on the shoulders of the Home Mission Depart- 
ment. Large city congregations have, we fear, grown somewhat self-centered 
and have sought to draw to a central church all within a given community. This 
we believe to be a mistake. We plead with the congregations of our larger cities 
to put their teaching talent to wider use by sending out some of their teachers 
to the beckoning fields to conduct Sunday schools. The work of extending the 
borders in these cities and beginning mission work in suburban areas is of vital 
importance. No work should be taken up without consultation with your elected 
Home Mission Committee and the district president. We covet the interest and 
the cooperation of our congregations in this work and stand ever ready to co- 
operate and advise to the best of our ability. 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The past two years a great advance has been made in the Church Extension 
Fund. Loans of long standing and all but dead as far as repayment of principal 
and interest is concerned, are now active again under a definite repayment policy 
instituted by the Home Mission Board and directed in the field by Mr. C. L. 
Nasby. Our district last year was granted two loans totaling $4,000.00 and thus 
far this year $3,000.00 has been granted. It is only as the congregations owing 
the fund pay interest regularly, and repay the principal as agreed that the fund 
will operate as was intended. The congregations of the district owing the fund 
are now paying off the debt and paying interest as agreed to. We trust that this 
item on the respective congregational budgets will continue to receive prompt 
attention. 


THE BUDGET 


Our district contributed in the 1938-39 fiscal year, 87.2% of the $26,130.00 
apportioned. This is a slightly better showing than previously and we sincerely 
hope that it is indicative of a continued forward march until we reach the allotted 
100%. Northern and Southern California circuits, as usual, raised more than 
their share. The Oregon circuit has made quite an advance and our main diffi- 
culty now is the Puget Sound circuits. Let is in this connection remember that 
our church is dependent on the support of all congregations, and it becomes 
possible for the church to do what the General Convention has decided shall 
be done only as the support of the Budget is general. The Stewardship Secretary, 
Rey. O. K. Davidson, will submit a more detailed report. 


PASTORS AND CONGREGATIONS 


It is our observation that there is general harmony and cooperation as between 
the pastors and the congregations which they serve. Many encouraging reports 
are given of the increased interest and attendance at the services. The com- 
munion attendance is steadily increasing in most congregations. Sunday schools 
in many places report increased attendance. In nearly every section of our dis- 
trict there has been an influx of people from the midwest. We are glad to report 
that many of these people have found their way to our churches and have become 
members. On the other hand, no doubt, great numbers of these new arrivals 
settle in places where we have no church and we do not know where to locate 
them. These times require a diligence and alertness on the part of both pastor 
and people to make the church known in the community and to be ever at work 
to gather people to the church. 

We point to numbers, church attendance, Sunday school enrollment and all 
of these things, and we are truly thankful whenever and wherever we can note 
increases, but we cannot measure the spiritual progress with accuracy. We must 
be people of faith and work while it is day. God will give the increase. 


ORGANIZATIONS 
The Women’s Missionary Federation, under the leadership of Mrs. M. T. 
Hokenstad, and the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Rolf Bodding are doing a blessed work. Our faithful women are 
doing much to promote interest in the work of the congregation and the church. 
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The L. D. R. is likewise doing much to interest the girls of teen age in the work 
of the church. We are happy, indeed, that these two organizations are meeting 
in this city these days. We wish them God’s richest blessing. 

The Y.:P. L. L: work has been spurred on this past year because of the 
forthcoming: convention. We sincerely hope that this great gathering of young 
people from throughout the church will do much to encourage and. stimulate 
our League work in this district. May there from this forthcoming convention 
flow back into our Leagues a larger measure of faithfulness to the church, and 
an encouragement to better work within our respective congregations. 

The Brotherhood work is gaining somewhat, although very slowly. It seems 
difficult to gather the men into such an organization. However, no success will 
accompany this endeavor unless much work is put into the planning and rendi- 
tion of programs—and a worthy objective to work for. We wish to encourage 
the formation of Brotherhood organizations within the congregations. Certainly 
much good can come from our men banded together in such a group and unitedly 
interesting themselves in things that are challenging and worthy of Christian 
effort. 


INSTITUTIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Under the Board of Charities we have four city missionaries working in four 
cities. These pastors visit the hospitals and other institutions, and bring the 
Word of God to many thousands throughout the year. Likewise are they 
engaged somewhat in welfare work and bring aid and cheer to many homes and 
individuals. Let us follow these servants of the church with our prayers. They 
walk much alone, humanly speaking, and see much of the pitiful and sordid side 
of life. They need our interest and our prayers. 

The work at the Josephine Old People’s Home at Stanwood and the Park- 
land Children’s Home at Everett continues as in the past. Let us be thankful 
to God that our church can also here extend a helping and understanding hand 
and heart to old and young. While supported in part out of the budget of the 
church, these institutions appreciate receiving gifts in natura and other help. 
Let us not forget them. 

It is gratifying to note the general interest throuahout the district in the 
Eskimo Mission. The missions far up north are supported by the Home Mission 
of the church, but gifts of clothing and food are always received with thanks. 
This is a great help to the missions. These missions lie within the confines of 
our district and should be our special interest. May the good and pleasant work 
of remembering these children of the Northland with gifts continue. 

Our three Seamen’s Missions—at Ketchikan, Seattle and San Francisco have 
continued their work as in the past. We hope to give time to the superintendents 
of, these missions, as well as other superintendents and missionaries, for a brief 
greeting. It is all the Lord’s work and we pray God’s blessing upon them. 


THE WESTERN LUTHERAN 


As previously stated, our Home Mission Treasury is supporting the publi- 
cation of this paper with a subsidy of $30.00 per month. The Home Mission 
Committee in supporting this work is acting in conformity with a mandate from 
the district given at our meeting last year in Minneapolis. How long this subsidy 
is to continue is for the district to determine. 

Since the demise of the Pacific Herald it seems that very few items appear 
for publication from our congregations. If we do not find The Western Lutheran 
giving us news and items from our own circles, the fault lies solely with us. We 
earnestly request that pastors and congregations send in items of interest to the 
paper, and also seek for it a wider circulation in your community. 


THE CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


During the spring of last year our district participated in the Centennial appeal 
to raise a minimum of $1,400,000.00 with which to retire the Budget indebtedness, 
erect a Library Building for our Seminary and increase the Pension Fund. At 
this writing we cannot state with accuracy the amount pledged. Suffice it to say 
that our district responded splendidly, although the work is not as yet completed. 
We are certain that the district will, on a comparative basis, support this endeavor 
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as liberally as other sections of the church. It is imperative to the ultimate suc- 
cess of this effort that each congregation and pastor give attention to the pledges 
made so that there may be a minimum of loss. The pledges are written to cover 
a period of four or five years and experience has demonstrated that: in similar 
oe it is imperative that frequent reminders and attention be given to the 
effort. 

The Centennial Appeal however is not finished with the securing of pledges 
to cover the indebtedness. The most vital of all is the Soul Winning work which 
the church under God is called to do. Up to 1943 we shall hear much of “The 
Faith of Our Fathers” and “The March of Faith Through a Hundred Years.” 
Likewise the slogan is emphasized,—‘A Million Souls” by 1943. Perhaps our 
church numbers half a million souls. There are many thousands of our very 
own outside the church today. Thousands of other unchurched should be brought 
in, Emphasis must be given these coming years to the work of gathering in the 
strayed, the de-churched and the unchurched. As a thank-offering to God for 
His many blessings unto our fathers and us through these one hundred years, 
let us offer Him and His church our hearts, our loyalty, our talents and our 
prayers.

Thanks to God who in spite of our unfaithfulness still has permitted the 
light of His Gospel to remain among us and has given us a share in publishing 
it in parts where it formerly has been unknown. 

Thanks be to God who also in this past year has blessed our efforts and 
manifested the power of His Spirit through Word and Sacraments unto the 
salvation of souls. 

Thanks be to God who in His grace also this past year has provided the 
material means for our sustenance and for the continuation of His work. 

We thank also our many faithful and loyal church people who have sacrificed 
of their means to make the great work of our church possible—also our con- 
secrated pastors, church officials and financial secretaries, the Ladies’ Aids, 
Luther Leagues, and L. D. R.’s. But we recall with grave concern that of the 
sum of $1,005,000.00 voted and needed for the work of our church only $821,- 
673.47 was raised. We also recall with humiliation that though the total allot- 
ment of the Canada district toward the budget was only $9,045.00, we raised 
but 71.6% of this sum, or $6,480.39. May these facts bring us to humble our- 
selves before our Lord and to pray for more love for His work. 


THE CENTENNIAL 


We rejoice to know that the Centennial Ingathering brought a response 
beyond expectation in our district as well as in other districts of our church. 
We rejoice in the love toward our church which has thus been manifested. There 
are yet a number of congregations where little, or in some cases nothing, has 
been done for this purpose. The work should be completed very soon. But 
let us recall that the financial ingathering, encouraging as it has been, is only 
the frame-work of the real Centennial, the spiritual rebirth of our church which 
we have hoped and prayed for. May the fate of such as are yet outside God’s 
Kingdom, whom we are to reach and perhaps might have reached with a more 
earnest effort, lie heavily upon our hearts. 


SPIRITUAL AND FINANCIAL SELF-SUPPORT 


Our district is a decided home mission district. 31 charges are at present 
receiving home mission support. [| believe that is the largest number in the 
history of the district. But even at that we are not able to meet all justifiable 
demands. The hardship of the time has brought about a decided decrease in self- 
support. Outside of our established churches and preaching-places, there are 
opportunities and responsibilities challenging us from places where no work 
has as yet been taken up, but where it should he taken up. Our ability to 
answer the call of the Lord from such places will depend upon the progress 
toward self-support at places now receiving aid, and upon increased giving to- 
ward the Lord’s work. 

The times are hard but we cannot delay planning for self-support till times 
become better. The time to begin is now. If we fail to respond to the Lord’s 
call now and fail to trust in His promises we may never get better times. Every 
congregation at present receiving aid should have a definite policy of gradually 
assuming a larger share of local expenses. Even a very small annual increase 
is better fee none at all. 

Since local expenses principally mean the pastor’s salary, I realize that it 
is difficult for a pastor to plead for himself. But the pastor can and should be 
constantly pleading for the Lord’s work as represented by Home and Foreign 
Missions, Christian Education, Charity and Pensions. A narrow concentration 
on local demands will lead to a selfishness that before long defeats its own end. 
A generous interest in the broad work of the Kingdom will have a most bene- 
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ficial effect on interest in the local work. Or, to put it concretely, the pastor who 
works faithfully for the budget will usually experience no difficulty about his 
own salary. But the work to stimulate loving interest in the work of Christ ° 
must be carried on constantly and systematically, and not only by an occasional 
mission sermon. Likewise the ingathering of means should take place at all 
times. Begin at the start of the year and keep on, is the secret of success. Chris- 
tian giving is as much a part of Christian worship as prayer and preaching. The 
believers should not be denied this privilege the larger part of the year. To 
carry on the work of the Kingdom through occasional big efforts has proved a 
failure. It is the steady pull that counts. 

Progress toward self-support is an urgent matter. We cannot expect the 
people in the States to carry the major part of the work in Western Canada 
indefinitely. Besides, mission work is carried on for the purpose of establishing 
self-supporting and self-propagating congregations. If, after prolonged efforts 
there is little or no progress in that direction, we must expect that the work is 
either laid down or else carried on in a different way. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Our large home-mission task must not be allowed to influence us to become 
parochial in our outlook, which is likely to produce a selfishness that will soon 
dry up the sources of the home work. Mission work is carried on solely because 
of Christ’s command, and that command includes the uttermost parts of the 
earth. Home mission cannot be separated from foreign mission without disastrous 
effects on the spiritual life. Let us also remember that God’s ancient chosen 
people are included in Christ’s missionary command. Missions were to begin at 
Jerusalem. 


CHARITY 


Let it be recalled that our Lord not only spoke the Word, but went 
about doing good. This was also included in the command to His disciples. We 
have the privilege of serving Him in His little ones. The only charitable institu- 
tion of our church within our district is the Bethany Home for Aged at Bawlf, 
Alberta. This home should receive a more wide-spread support. Individuals, 
congregations, and societies should remember it with gifts. Let me also add 
that the building housing our home at Bawlf is in such poor condition that before 
long we shall have to face the question of providing a new one. 


THE PRINTED WORD 


Our privilege is to proclaim the Word and to do good in Christ’s name. Let 
us not forget that one of the most effective ways of fulfilling this task is through 
the printed Word. The printed Word often goes farther than the spoken Word. 
I heartily commend the Book Mission of our Church to you. Support it with 
your means and make effective use of the material published. I would also point 
to the vital place our church-papers, the Lutheran Herald, Lutheraneren, and 
Hyrden hold in the life of our church. The Lutheran Voice deserves our sup- 
port. It is published jointly by the bodies belonging to the American Lutheran 
Conference in Canada, and is our only joint undertaking. At present it is doing 
quite well financially, but there is an old debt that must be liquidated. Part of 
it falls on us. Steps should be taken to raise this money. 


MINISTERIAL SELF-SUPPORT 


We are this year taking the most important step that has even been taken in 
the history of our church in Canada, the establishment of a Canadian seminary. 
Forty years of efforts to secure an adequate supply of pastors from the States 
have proved a failure. The future of our district will largely depend upon the 
support this seminary gets in the form of students and financial aid. A nomina- 
tion for a professor and president of our seminary will be presented to this 
convention. 

The establishment of a seminary involves the question of student-support. 
Most young men who enter the ministry are poor. Furthermore, the salaries 
paid in our district are so low that we cannot encourage students with consider- 
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able debt to enter our ministry. Some way of helping students with inadequate 
means must be devised. Perhaps most of our circuits could arrange to sponsor 
at least one ministerial student each. 

While I touch upon the question of pastors’ salaries, let me add: JI have 
found that the reason why pastors are inclined to leave our district is not dis- 
loyalty to the work here. It is rather due to low salaries and the hopeless 
financial struggle many of our pastors are in as their expenses increase. This 
should receive earnest and prayerful consideration on the part of the congrega- 
tions. 


CAMROSE AND OUTLOOK COLLEGES 


As past experience has proven, not only in our church but also in other 
churches, over 90% of the ministerial supply comes from denominational col- 
leges. The question of the future of our district is, therefore, intimately con- 
nected with the support our schools receive. 

We are happy to note that Camrose College has enjoyed a very prosperous 
year with the largest attendance in its history. This augurs well for the future 
of our church. : 

But these schools are important not only as a source of ministerial supply, 
but they are vital to the life of our congregations. To reach the people nowa- 
days it is of absolute importance to carry on Sunday schools, Bible classes, and 
young people’s work. This multiplicity of activity requires trained lay-workers 
Wherever I have met graduates and former students of Camrose and Outlook 
Colleges | have found young people active in the work of the Church. 

The decision with regard to Outlook College made by the district convention 
of 1937 was not carried out. It could not be carried out on account of the dis- 
tressing conditions. It would be a tragedy if this fine property could not be 
used in the work of the Church either as an educational or a charitable institu- 
tion. ] recommend that a committee be appointed to study this question and 
bring recommendations. Personally, I am of the opinion that a Bible school is 
needed in Saskatchewan. Many of our young people go to sectarian Bible schools. 
When they are done at these schools they are often no longer Lutherans, 


PASTORS’ RETREAT 


1 have dealt with the question of ministerial supply. But it is of equal im- 
portance to keep the pastors we do have fit for their task. The Church is only 
as strong as its message. The strenuous nature of the work in our district is 
not conducive to either spiritual or intellectual advancement. | therefore rec- 
ommend that we have a week’s retreat for our pastors for spiritual and intel- 
lectual quickening and for continued education; that such retreats be held in 
September, preferably at a school, and that in view of the large extension of 
our district it be conducted both in Saskatchewan and in Alberta. Let me add 
that I do not have in mind an institution for vacation or inspiration, but rather 
one for work.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1938 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Education Plus is a phrase that is appearing frequently in publicity for 
Christian education. Some say “education is education” and nothing more. “A 
college is a college” and that is that. 

We maintain that something of immeasurable value must and can be added 
to education as it is commonly conceived of. That something, the “plus,” we 
designate when we use the term “Christian education.” 

A few years ago while attending a session of the International Council of 
Religious Education we listened to a rather academic discussion on the question 
whether there is a “plus” as far as education is concerned and if so, what is the 
“plus”? The discussion came to a focus in the question: Can Christianity add 
anything to that which is done by education as such? Has Christianity any- 
thing to contribute to character building that education alone cannot do? No 
answer could be found which was acceptable to all. 

Within our church there is no doubt about the answer to the above question. 
Our entire program of Christian education is based on the profound conviction 
that there are certain things that education alone can not do, but which Chris- 
tianity can do and does do. 

Education does not instill into the heart of man the fear of the Lord: it does 
not put him under the discipline of a conscience trained under the moral law; 
it cannot change a heart of stone into a heart of flesh; it cannot make effective 
in the heart of man the higher law of love; it seems even to be utterly impotent 
to introduce into men’s business relations fair play and a measure of considera- 
tion for “the other fellow”; as a remedy for lawlessness and crime education 
alone has been a total failure. 

The “plus” which Christianity supplies is capable of accomplishing all the 
above desired results; it is in very fact doing so wherever its forces and resources 
are drawn upon. 

The “plus” of education supplied by Christianity is nothing less than Christ 
Himself. His love, His power, is transferred to those who learn to know Him 
in a living faith. It is the full-grown man in Christ who reaches the highest 
level of character. 

Even where education is comparatively slight, the “plus” of Christianity 
is capable of producing admirable characters and lives devoted to unselfish 
service. Where education is conducted in an atmosphere of Christianity, where 
the Word of Christ is made the law of the campus, where young people are 
continually confronted by the charge to seek first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness, there will be developed the character and the life that normally 
will best serve both God and man. 

Our Christian colleges are always conscious of their obligations to give 
a superior education. The true liberal arts ideal is always before them. They 
are most jealous that no graduate shall ever have occasion to charge that the 
Christian college does not educate in the true sense of the word. At the same 
time these institutions, their administrations and faculties are always deeply 
conscious of the fact that the true reason for their existence lies in the fact 
that they supplement the liberal arts education with that Christian instruction, 
guidance and background, which reaches the heart and develops the spiritual 
side of man. 


A LOOK AT THE PAST YEAR 


The year 1938 will be looked upon by our schools as approaching more nearly 
a normal situation than any year since 1931. This does not mean that the dif- 
ficulties and problems of the last decade have all been overcome. The problems 
of reduced salaries, of too heavy teaching loads, of postponement of urgently 
needed improvements, replacements and repairs, are still burdening our institu- 
tions in greater or less degree. But definite progress has been made in meet- 
ing these difficulties and in solving these problems. This progress can not be 
attributed to increased appropriations by the church. With two exceptions, (and 
these not among the Senior colleges) there have been no increases in appropria- 
tions the last few years. Rather, the progress may be attributed to wise 
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administration and to additional income from students. At nearly all our schools 
there has been, since 1934, a steady upward trend in enrollment. While there 
has been a slight increase in charges it has not affected the enrollment. But 
owing to the upward trend in enrollments there has been a helpful increase in 
income. 

In this connection it should be stated again that if our colleges are to retain 
their democratic character by serving the sons of the poor and wealthy alike, 
every effort must be made to avoid further increases in charges to the students. 

As it is desirable to keep this report as brief as possible, no comment will be 
made with regard to the institutions submitting individual reports. 


Brief Notes and Comment 


Gale College, Galesville, Wisconsin, was temporarily closed last fall (1939). 
The immediate reason was the lack of definitely registered students. In spite 
of most strenuous efforts by the president, Prof. Elmer B. Siebrecht, and the 
financial cooperation of the Commercial Club of Galesville, only 25 students 
were definitely registered shortly before the school was to open. The financial 
problems of the institution were also most serious. 

; The Board of Education sincerely regrets that this educational institution 
which has served the church through so many years should find it impossible 
to continue. This was the last of our academies in the Eastern District of our 
church. 

Camrose College, Camrose, Alberta, is encouraged by an increase in enroll- 
ment which, for the first time, brings the total up above the one hundred mark. 
Camrose this year inaugurated Junior College work with courses designed to 
‘fit the students for the study of theology. 

Clifton College has continued the unequal struggle for existence. Not that 
the people of Texas are fighting for the existence of an institution. It has been 
and is the conviction of our church people in that section that this institution 
is necessary to their existence as a part of our church. Their fear is that the 
passing of this rallying point for our very limited forces in Texas would mean 
_they would lose their identity as a conservative Lutheran group. The Board 
of Education has not seen its way clear to grant the modest appropriation re- 
quired to maintain and operate this Lutheran educational outpost. 

Augustana Academy, Canton, South Dakota, continues to demonstrate that 
where a compact group of pastors and congregations together with a self-sacri- 
ficing faculty are determined to maintain a Christian academy, it is possible to 
do so. But this demonstration also seems to reveal that it cannot be done except 
as every teacher is willing to make material sacrifices, and parents are willing 
to cooperate and give both moral and material support to the undertaking. 
This the teachers are doing by accepting a very low rate of salary. The parents 
have met the situation by enrolling their sons and daughters to the number of 
140, and by undertaking the canning of several thousand quarts of fruit, berries 
and vegetables. 

President Hofstad merits the admiration and gratitude of the friends of the 
Christian academy for the manner in which he has been able to manage the 
affairs of the school and for the type of Christian education he is supplying for 
this large group of young people of high school age.

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THE COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 


Through its executive office the Board of Education has participated in 
the enterprises of the Commission on Higher Education of the American Lu- 
theran Conference. Two undertakings of note were carried out last year. The 
Lutheran Faculty Conference at Midland College, Fremont, Nebraska, and the 
Institutes for Christianity Teachers conducted at the Center for Continuation 
Study at the University of Minnesota. 

The Faculty Conference meeting during the Thanksgiving recess was at- 
tended by teachers from 17 mid-western Lutheran colleges. Subjects of im- 
portance to the Lutheran college as such and those of special interest to various 
departments were dealt with in well-prepared papers and in free discussion. The 
distinct benefit of the association of teachers from so many Lutheran educa- 
tional institutions is generally accepted and appreciated. 

The Institute for Christianity teachers, the first of its kind among Lutherans, 
was arranged for by a special committee of Christianity teachers. Its primary 
purpose was to study and evaluate the courses offered by the departments of 
religion in our Lutheran colleges. It is expected that after thorough study and 
discussion, certain conclusions will be arrived at which will make it possible 
to set up for all Lutheran colleges certain standard basic courses in religion. 

This group will meet again in conjunction with the 1940 Faculty Conference © 


scheduled to convene at Gustavus Adolphus College this year, September 29 to 
October 1. 


WCAL 


The Board of Education has a decided interest in the programs of WCAL, 
the St. Olaf College station. Every Wednesday morning at 10:15 the Depart- 
ment of Education is on the air. Through these broadcasts messages about 
Christian education, both elementary and higher, are brought to our people. 

The executive office is also frequently on the air in what is known as the 
Christian World program, a broadcast of news dealing with matters and affairs 
of the Christian church throughout the world and of particular interest to 
Christians. 


LUTHERAN STUDENT SERVICE 


To help add the “plus” of Christ to the education of the thousands of our 
young people studying at non-Lutheran colleges and universities continues to 
be one of the major endeavors of our church. A complete history and description 
of our Lutheran Student Service is given in the 1938 Annual Report, pages 42-48, 
and in Christian Education through Twenty Years, pages 13-19. 

On June 1, 1938, the Rev. Fredrik A. Schiotz entered upon his duties as 
full-time executive secretary for the American Lutheran Conference Student 
Service Department which coordinates Lutheran student service for the five 
federated synods. Our church contributes its share to this united effort in 
addition to the services of our student secretary, Miss Hortense Hage, one-third 
of whose time is devoted to student work primarily in the regions where our 
constituency predominates. ‘ 

Through campus groups meeting for Bible study, prayer, and training in 
Sunday school teaching, Luther League advising, and other phases of the 
church’s work, students are encouraged in personal spiritual growth as well 
as in a life of kingdom service. Regional and nationa! Lutheran student confer- 
ences aim to strengthen local work. 

Three simple but effective helps can be rendered Lutheran Student Service 
by every pastor and member of our church! 

1. A personal talk with each student leaving home for college, stressing 
“the one thing needful” and warning against the crowding-out of fellowship 
with Christ and His Church. 

2. A card or letter to the college-town pastor giving the name and home 
address of the student coming from your congregation. Our college pastors 
are listed below. The W. M. F. Thank-Offering Secretaries are cooperating 
splendidly in our Lutheran student census. 
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3. Church bulletins and letters sent to the student while he is away at 


college and a warm welcome each time he returns to the home congregation.

LUTHER COLLEGE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


The commencement exercises at the college were held last year on June 7. 
The baccalaureate services were held the previous Sunday, Rev. Orlando Ing- 
voldstad of Chicago preaching the sermon. 

The commencement address was delivered by Dr. George A. Works, dean 
of students, University of Chicago, and for many years the secretary of the 
North Central Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Seventy-nine 
candidates received the degree of Bachelor of Arts. Twelve received certificates 
in elementary education, 9 in the primary division, 3 in the rural division. 
Honorary degrees were conferred upon the following: Mr. Arthur Edward 
Anderson, Dean George Allen Works, both of Chicago, Doctor of Laws; Presi- 
dent Petrus Olof Immanuel Bersell of the Augustana Synod, Doctor of Humane 
Letters; Dr. Thrond Nielsen Stabo of Decorah, Doctor of Science; President 
lvar Torgerson Aastad of the Northern Minnesota District, Doctor of Divinity. 

The total attendance during the present school year has been 490, distributed 
as follows: Senior, 88; Juniors, 82; Sophomores, 121; Freshmen, 159: Special 
Students, 40.

The health of students and faculty families has, generally, been good, although 
we did have this winter a somewhat prolonged siege of the flu. We are thankful 
that no serious complications followed in any case. 

Last fall the entire college was in mourning because of two deaths which 
occurred in the student body. Miss Edel Magelssen, a junior, a daughter of 
Rev. and Mrs. Finn Magelssen, Albert Lea, Minn., suffered for some time from 
a rare disease which attacked the liver, for which there seems to be no known 
remedy and which proved fatal also in her case. 

Miss Earline Marsh of Decorah, a freshman, was afflicted with a malignant 
tumor and passed away after weeks of suffering. Both of these girls were lovely 
and promising young people who will be missed by all who knew them. Our 
comfort is that “blessed are the dead that die in the Lord,” and that they died 
professing their faith in Him. 

This year we have had the unusual honor and pleasure of having as our guests 
the Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Norway. The college conferred on 
the Crown Prince the honorary degree of Doctor of Civil Law. Their Royal 
Highnesses were a most charming couple whose visit could not but bind closer 
those who are of Norwegian parentage to each other and to the people of 
Norway and draw the entire peoples of the United States and of Norway into 
closer fellowship and good understanding. 

The college has also been honored by a visit of the Norwegian Royal 
University Chorus (Den Norske Studentersanegforening) which gave a delightful 
concert to an enthusiastic audience in the C. K. Preus gymnasium, May 8, 1939. 

During these festivities one figure was conspicuous by his absence and greatly 
missed by guests and hosts alike, namely Dr. Carlo A. Sperati. He was ill and 
unable to be present at either of these notable functions. Many are the wishes, 
hopes and prayers that our venerable maestro, now 77, will rally and again 
wield the baton. Crown Prince Olay and Crown Princess Martha graciously 
took time off from a crowded Sunday schedule to call on Dr. Sperati in his sick 
room and give him their good wishes. 

Dr. William Sihler and Dr. Carlo A. Sperati who have both reached the age 
of retirement have continued in active service up to this time. The third member 
of the staff who has reached retirement age is Prof. K. O. Eittreim, who has 
for two years been relieved of teaching. Since the death of Dr. Knut Gjerset, 
Prof. Eittreim has been the curator of the museum. Prof. S. S. Reque has now 
taken over the duties of curator. Prof. Eittreim continues to assist in the work 
at the museum as his strength will permit. 

A number of changes in the personnel of the faculty have taken place. Hon. 
H. O. Talle, professor of economics, was last fall elected as the representative 
of the fourth district in Iowa to Congress. He assumed his new duties at the 
close of the first semester of the school year. We regret losing a splendid 
teacher and treasurer. But we also rejoice in the opportunities which Prof. 
Talle’s new office will give him in the exercise of his exceptional talents. Dr. 
Rudolf Keiler, who has received his doctorate from the University of Breslau, 
Germany, and has had experience as banker, auditor and city manager as well 
as teacher, has been appointed to succeed Prof. Talle as professor of economics. 
The college is fortunate in finding a man of his scholarly attainments, practical 
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experience and high Christian ideals to fill this important position. We are 
grateful to Mr. Arthur Rollefson for his able assistance in the department 
during the interim. He has been a congenial and capable colleague. 

Mr. John Breiland received an appointment for the second semester as 
instructor in the University of Pittsburgh which also gives him an opportunity 
to do additional graduate work. To fill his position as instructor in mathematics 
at Luther Mr. Kenneth Bergan has been engaged for the second semester of 
this year. Mr. Robert Jacobsen, who will receive his Master’s Degree in mathe- 
matics from the State College, Ames, this spring, has accepted the appointment 
at Luther for next school year. 

Mr. Emil Miller of Zumbrota, Minn., who has received his Master’s Degree 
at the State University of Iowa, has been engaged as instructor in chemistry 
next school year to assist Dr. Waldeland. He will fill the position held by 
Mr. Kenneth Fagerhaugh, and partly by Mr. Elmo Gulsvig, this year. Mr. 
Fagerhaugh expects to enter a graduate school. Mr. Gulsvig may also follow 
this course. 

Our library assistants seem to be very fortunate in obtaining assistantships 
where they can go on also in further study of library science. Consequently 
changes occur quite frequently in the library personnel. For the coming school 
year Miss Anna Jordahl, who is receiving her degree in library science from the 
University of Wisconsin, will be added to the staff as assistant to Dr. K. T. 
Jacobsen, our librarian, and Miss Valbore Bestul, assistant librarian. Mr. Oivind 
M. Hovde, Mr. Donald Rod, Miss Martha Selness, Mr. Otto M. Bratlie, Miss 
Eloise M. Morris, Miss Sylvia Karsrud, Miss Jane Haugen, have recently gone 
or expect to go into more advanced library work during the coming school year. 
With the increased class work required for prospective teachers, the increased 
use of books, and the transfer of assistants to graduate schools, Miss Jordahl 
will be a welcome addition to the library staff. 

Mr. Lawrence Hof who has taken his Master’s Degree at the State University 
of lowa has been a most valuable part time instructor in history this year. He 
has used part of his time in work toward the doctorate. We appreciate his 
splendid service, his professional attitude, and excellent character, and wish for 
him continued progress toward his goal. 

Mr. Otto M. Bratlie, a student at Luther Theological Seminary, who this 
year has served his interneship at Luther, has carried a variety of responsibilities 
which have made him a valuable utility man on the campus. He has been a 
library assistant under Dr. Jacobsen, and also a counsellor in Larsen Hall. Aside 
from this he has carried a considerable load as a student preparing for a more 
advanced study in library science. 

We recognize with gratitude the excellent services which have been given 
by Mr. Elmo Gulsvig, a graduate departmental assistant in chemistry, Mr. Lester 
C. Hjelle, assistant in biology and Helge Nasby as assistant to Dr. Sperati. 
Their cordial cooperation is thoroughly appreciated. 

Mr. Sherman A. Hoslett, associate professor of biology, has taught at Luther 
since 1932. He has received a fellowship for the coming year at Michigan and 
expects to take the year off from teaching to complete the work on his doctoral 
thesis. Mr. Hoslett is a very excellent teacher who has won the affection of 
colleagues and students alike. He will be on leave the coming year. We hope 
to have him return the following year. To fill the temporary vacancy Mr. Paul 
Highby has been engaged. He has practically completed his work toward 
the doctorate at Minnesota and is on leave from Pacific Lutheran College. We 
welcome him into our college family. 

The summer honorarium offered annually by the State University of Iowa 
was awarded last summer to Prof. H. E. Peterson who continued his work 
toward the doctorate during the summer session. This stipend will this year 
go to Mr. Francis E. Gamelin. 

Prof. R. A. Haatvedt and Prof. Sherman A. Hoslett both continued their 
graduate work at Michigan during the summer session. 

Miss Nora V. Lewison who taught two years in the English department at 
Luther is this year continuing her graduate work at Iowa. We are grateful 
for the excellent services rendered by Miss Lewison. To take her place in the 
department of English and to assume the responsibilities for the speech work 
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at the college, Mr. Francis E. Gamelin of St. Paul, Minn., a graduate of Gustavus 
Adolphus, has been engaged. We welcome him and are happy to note the excel- 
lent beginning which he has already made. 

Miss Christine N. Owen of Ridgeway, Iowa, discontinued her teaching of 
physical education at Luther at the end of last school year and continued her 
graduate work at lowa, where she has now received her Master’s Degree. She 
1s a capable instructor to whom we are grateful for establishing the work in 
physical education for women at Luther. 

Miss Eldrid Thorpe, Minneapolis, a graduate of St. Olaf College, similarly 
established the work of the art department at Luther 1936-37. This year she is 
doing graduate work at Yale in art. She may continue there also next year. 
We are grateful for the excellent work done by Miss Thorpe at Luther. Her 
successor is Miss Olive Jensen, also of Minneapolis and also a graduate of 
St. Olaf College. Miss Jensen has taught art and also had charge of physical 
education for women. 

The work of the school year has gone ahead without serious interruptions. 
A number of visiting pastors, teachers and lecturers have broken the monotony 
of the daily routine and given their encouragement to the students and teachers. 

Recognizing the crying need of a girls’ dormitory at Luther the alumni and 
citizens of Decorah have taken preliminary steps toward its realization. On 
account of the Centennial Appeal of the church the appeal for a dormitory, 
a chapel and a science hall has been permitted to lie dormant. But the need 
is there and our hopes are that the way may soon be cleared for concerted 
efforts to provide these much-needed facilities. 

It is encouraging to note the increased enrollment and general interest in 
the college. We appeal to our church people to continue in prayer for all of 
our schools and to send us good students. Both are essential to success. 

May I not also plead for the more general assistance which might come to 
our colleges through annuities and through testamentary gifts. It is simply 
astounding to read the reports of such and other direct gifts to the more wealthy 
institutions of the East. Our colleges are, relatively, giving equally conspicuous 
and valuable services to the church and society in general. And our people are 
appreciative. Our various emergency appeals have demonstrated this. But our 
colleges could give better service with more adequate income. This could come 
from testamentary gifts and annuities. The annuity assures the donor of regular 
income during his lifetime and that the college will have the principal after 
he is gone. The gift by will is a splendid way of having at least a portion of 
one’s goods go to a cause where it will continue to be a blessing to many. 
We have few millionaires. We have to depend on the common man, the men 
and women in moderate circumstances. But if all of us who love our colleges 
would do as some of our people already are doing, remembering our colleges 
as we do our other children in our wills or set aside an annuity for them while 
we live, our colleges might very soon be relieved of one great worry, increase 
their efficiency and give greater returns to the young people and to the church. 

May God continue to bless our church and bless our colleges that they, 
too, may be true to their high calling in the church.

ST. OLAF COLLEGE ANNUAL REPORT 


1938-1939 

May 11, 1939 

Comparing the history of St. Olaf College for the present school year with 
that of former years we feel that a consistently good record has been made and 
high standards have been maintained throughout. The attendance has reached 
a peak number of 1,136 for the year. A class of approximately 230 will be 
graduated on the 6th of June. Some of the results of academic activities indicate 
that good work has been done, as for instance the records made by our Public 
Speaking Department in their debating and oratorical contests. Recently our 
representatives at the Cape Girardeau Folk Drama Tourney won distinction 
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in a competition which includes the middle western part of our country. It is 
more difficult to estimate thesoutcome of the daily grind of academic duties, 
but the consensus of opinion among teachers and administrative officers is that 
there has been a fine degree of loyalty to academic standards. 

The college suffered a severe loss in the death of Professor Edward O. 
Ringstad on January 13, 1939. Professor Ringstad had been connected with the 
institutions of our church for more than forty years, had given distinguished 
service and had proved himself a very capable and inspiring teacher. He came 
to St. Olaf from Red Wing Seminary at the time of the Union, and continued 
as professor of Psychology and Philosophy. We mourn his passing and feel 
that the college has lost a strong teacher. 

Dr. P. O. Holland was compelled to take a period of rest during the fall 
and winter seasons on account of the serious effects of overwork. It is a pleasure 
to note that his vacation seems to have done him a great deal of good. He is 
again back at his office and tending to a great many of his important duties. 
Dr. Theodore Jorgenson, the head of the department of Norwegian, has been 
stricken with a protracted case of illness, which has confined him to his home 
for several months. While in the nature of the case it is difficult to say just 
what the outcome will be, in recent weeks we have been encouraged to believe 
that he is permanently improving. 

The equipment of St. Olaf has been distinctly improved by the addition of 
Agnes Mellby Hall, a dormitory for young women. The dormitory has been 
completely filled since September, 1938, and has given us much needed room, 
not only for dormitory purposes, but also for social functions and other meetings. 

The library condition at St. Olaf is still the one problem that worries us 
the most. We have completely outgrown the old library facilities, and it has 
been felt for a long time that everything possible must be done to alleviate 
this condition. Now steps have actually been taken to start a campaign for 
providing funds for a new library building. Rev. L. M. Stavig, the pastor of 
St. John’s Church in Northfield, has taken charge of the campaign, and the 
work of raising the funds will begin immediately following November 6, 1939. 
The senior classes of St. Olaf have for a number of years been making contri- 
butions in the way of pledges toward a Library Fund. It is hoped that by 
arousing a general interest in the project, both the old pledges will be paid 
and new contributions made in sufficient amounts so that the building may be 
erected in 1940. 

We are more convinced than ever that station WCAL fills a large place in 
the activity of the college. It is being treated and considered as a missionary 
activity. By means of it programs of educational, cultural, and church activity 
are broadcast. With the increased power now used and the larger number of 
hours available we consider that we have a great opportunity in this activity. 
Mr. Knud O. Thormodsgaard of Beresford, S. D., very generously donated 
$10,000 toward the erection of an adequate radio building. We hope that during 
the year we may be able to proceed to the completion of this much-needed 
project. 

There has been a commendable amount of interest among the faculty mem- 
bers in their attendance at programs of scientific societies. In the way of publi- 
cations the notable contribution of the year is made by Dr. Theodore Jorgenson 
and Miss Nora Solum in their biography of Professor O. E. Rglvaag. The book 
has been well received by critics and the reading public. 

As a climax to the year we had the privilege on May 7 and 8, of enter- 
taining Their Royal Highnesses, Crown Prince Olav and Crown Princess Martha 
of Norway, at the college. The spirit of festivity took possession of everyone 
and reflected itself in the spontaneity of good will that was exhibited by all 
those who came to attend the programs. On May 8 the college held a general 
convocation and conferred upon Crown Prince Olav the honorary degree of LL.D. 

Immediately following this outstanding event we had a visit from the Royal 
University Chorus from Oslo. Thirty-four years ago on the 5th of June this same 
organization paid its first visit to us. 

Due to the urgency of the situation President Boe, who is a member of the 
executive committee of the Lutheran World Convention, felt that he ought to 
attend the committee meeting to be held the last days of May in Germany. He left 
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on the 9th of May, but expects to be back again in time for commencement, which 
takes place on the 6th of June. 

Throughout the many duties of our college life we have attempted to give a 
prominent place to the religious activities of the institution. It can be said 
that a fine spirit has permeated the many organizations whose special purpose 
it is to call forth expressions of faith and loyalty to our Lord and Master.

It would be an untruth to state that the world is waiting to accept what 
the Christian college has to offer. It is not, it never has been, it probably never 
will be. Christian education must be fought for. 


Nevertheless, a spirit of disillusionment is opening the doors for the distinct 
service which the Christian college is in position to render. All is not well 
with the world in which we live. General moral decay stares us in the face. 
Crime prevails in many quarters threatening the stability of organized society. 
Wars disturb the peace and tranquility of millions of people. Smeared across 
the pages of our dailies are the accounts of distorted ambitions, seared con- 
sciences, and wrecked homes. Modern man is rediscovering the fact of sin. A 
sense of need is spreading over civilization. The world needs something. It 
doesn’t know what it needs. This much light is beginning to penetrate the haze 
of present day groping. No nation has survived, nor can survive general moral 
decay. 


Society is not more moral today than it was a decade ago. However, the 
processes of disintegration are so evident, even to the man on the street, that 
no elaborate argument is necessary to prove to him the truth of the Jeffersonian 
principle—“The art of government is the art of being honest.” The compelling 
need for the homely virtues of honesty, sobriety, purity, freedom, reverence, 
cheerfulness, and courage has been forced upon a decaying world. 


This growing need is broadening the scope of Christian higher education 
as well as opening the doors for increased service. We have often thought of 
the Christian college as primarily the recruiting ground for the lay and clerical 
leadership of the church. This conception of Christian higher education is 
broad enough in its scope. But the Christian college has been fighting for its 
existence so long that it is in danger of crawling into defensive positions and 
complacently accepting a narrowing conception of its mission. The omnipresent 
worldliness of our day calls for an offensive thrust of faith. The Christian college 
is the avenue through which the church can express most vigorously its basic 
Christian way of life in a world which intellectually is pagan. Whether the 
trend of intellectual life will be Christian or pagan rests largely with those 
institutions which are equipped to make an intellectual contact and are fully 
armed to make a moral and spiritual impact. 

We who believe in the Christian way of life must accept some responsibility 
for having too complacently surrendered this world into the hands of brutal 
and selfish minorities. We have all too often been satisfied with the by-products 
of Christianity. Education, freedom, industrial development, security of life 
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and property, and a hundred and one other things which we prize, are the 
direct or indirect results of the influence of Jesus Christ. Christ needs to be 
taken more into the fibre of civilization. His ways and program must become 
the program by which life in its various spheres must be governed and actually 
conducted. That is what will bring faith and trust, contentment and well-being 
into the world, to an extent to which it has not yet been here. If the task 
seems tremendous, we should take courage in the knowledge that a little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump. 

The president’s report for the school year 1938-1939 is presented in the 
firm conviction that our troubled world confronts the Christian college with 
a unique mission. The very name Christian college emphasizes the entrance 
of the church in the intellectual pursuits of life. The church must enter posi- 
tively into the field of higher education in order to give an effective answer 
to the intellectual gropings of the day. Two historic facts are worthy of serious 
thought: that the church which has lost all interest in higher education has 
grown narrow, bigoted, and fanatic; on the other hand, education without reli- 
gion has led to cynicism, agnosticism, atheism, and, in the end moral degenera- 
tion. Religion and education are the two greatest forces in human life. The two 
belong together. 

South Dakota has suffered serious crop shortages the last eight years due 
to lack of moisture. The year 1938 was an improvement over the preceding 
years. However, many areas, particularly centers which have been consistently 
supplying Augustana with students, were again listed in the so-called dry belt. 
In spite of these adverse conditions, the college enrollment for the year 1938-39 
was slightly above the figure of the preceding year. The following tables of 
enrollments are listed:

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FACULTY 


Prof. Orin Lofthus, department of Biology, was granted a year’s leave of 
absence to enable him to complete his work for the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy. He is at the present time studying at Minnesota University and 
will return to his duties in the fall. Miss Thelma Erickson, who was graduated 
from Augustana College a year ago, has served as instructor in Biology in the 
interim. Miss Erickson has accepted a fellowship at the University of South 
Dakota and will terminate her service at Augustana at the end of this school year. 

Three new additions were added to the faculty this fall: 

Prof. Herbert Krause, English. 

Prof. Rudolph Kraushaar, Education. 

Miss Helen Farley, English and Dramatics. 

Prof. Krause is a graduate of St. Olaf College. He has completed his resi- 
dence work for a. Ph.D. at Iowa University and expects to receive his degree 
in the near future. Prof. Krause has won considerable national distinction as 
a novelist in the recent publication of his novel, Wind Without Rain. _ 

Prof. Kraushaar is a graduate of South Dakota schools, having received 
his B.A. from Northern Normal, Aberdeen, and his M.A. from the University 
of South Dakota. Prof. Kraushaar comes to Augustana with a rich educational 
background, having served as superintendent of schools. state high school inspec- 
tor for seven years, and subsequent to his coming to Augustana College, super- 
intendent of instruction at the Cheyenne Indian Reservation. He has written 
several books on education which are now being used as texts and reference 
books in South Dakota schools. 

Miss Helen Farley received her B.A. degree from St. Olaf College and 
her M.A. degree from Iowa University. Miss Farley has had special training 
in corrective English and dramatics. 

Prof. M. L. Cole has completed his thesis for the doctorate and expects to 
receive his degree from Iowa University in August. 

Mrs. Myrtle Messenger, Physical Director for Women, resigned from her 
position this winter to accept a Y. W. C. A. position in Michigan. For the 
remainder of the year the department has been functioning under the direction 
of the student assistants trained by Mrs. Messenger. 

A year ago the Board of Directors authorized additions to the faculty in 
the departments of Economics and Mathematics. These additions will be added 
as soon as funds permit this very necessary expansion. 

The faculty has this year been operating under the new administrative organ- 
ization initiated last spring. To bring about better integration of the separate 
departments the faculty administration was organized into the following three 
divisions: 

Division I—The Humanities, including: Art, Christianity and Philosophy, 
English and Speech, French, Greek, German, Latin and Music. 
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Division [I—The Social Sciences, including: Economics and Commerce, Edu- 
cation, History, Library Science, Political Science, Psychology and Sociology. 

Division IlI—The Natural Sciences, including: Biology, Chemistry, Mathe- 
matics, Natural Science, Physics and Physical Education. 

By faculty decision the former designation “head of the department” has 
been abolished and a chairman of each division is annually appointed by the 
administration. The divisional chairmen hold office for one year only. Each 
division meets at stated intervals throughout the school year to formulate plans 
for better coordination of all departments and to initiate new educational .pro- 
cedures. The obvious advantage of the new organization is to eliminate the 
danger of over-departmentalization and to open the doors for more effective 
leadership on the part of the younger members of the faculty. 

Growing out of a series of studies by faculty members comprising Division 
a a proposal for comprehensive examinations for special honors in the Social 
Sciences was recently approved by the faculty. Beginning in the fall of 1939, 
seniors in this group are eligible for special honors subject to supervision of 
all faculty members in the respective fields of study. Although these honors 
courses are open only to a limited number, this encouragement to better scholar- 
ship will no doubt be felt by all students, particularly those in the senior division 
of the college. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


Considerable improvement of the campus has been planned under the super- 
vision of Prof. Eide. The grading around the gymnasium-chapel has been 
completed and new walks will be laid to put the campus in more permanent 
and presentable shape. The space behind the girls’ dormitory has been curbed, 
and grass, shrubbery and trees have been planted in the enclosure, adding 
considerable improvement to the appearance of this part of the campus. 

The following major repairs were completed last summer: 

New stone entrance on the south side of the Ladies’ Hall. 

New asphalt-tile floor covering on the first floor of the Boys’ Dormitory. 

New sound-proof ceiling in the dining room. 

Reconstruction of art studios and Prof. Lee’s studio. 

This winter the athletic department undertook the development and financing 
of new social and recreation rooms in the basement of the gymnasium-chapel. 
When completed, these rooms will provide space for many wholesome recrea- 
tional activities, as well as a lunch room and social rooms. The addition of the 
lunch room feature should provide additional income to help expand the facili- 
ties of this project. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Each year the physical education department has been expanded to meet 
the needs of all students. According to experts who have inspected the program, 
Augustana can now boast a physical education program second to none in the 
state and equal to the best programs of the better colleges in the mid-west. 
This program includes physical examinations and corrective exercises under 
competent nurses and extensive inter-mural and recreational activities for all 
students. The completion of the new recreation rooms will provide additional 
facilities for expanding the services of the department as well as provide whole- 
some social contacts for the students. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 


Augustana students have piled up enviable records in a wide variety of student 
activities. The two student publications, The Edda (biennial) and The Mirror 
(bi-weekly) have again won the highest honors in state and national ratings. 
According to figures released by the Pi Kappa Delta, the national forensic 
association, the Augustana Forensic Department was given first place in the 
nation in accumulated records in regional and national tournaments over an 
eight year period. In its first more extensive tour throughout Minnesota, the 
Symphony Orchestra was acclaimed by critics as the finest college organization 
of its kind in the mid-west. This spring the Augustana Choir appeared in 
important music centers on a three weeks tour to the east coast. The immediate 
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occasion for this more extended tour was the invitation to appear on the program 
of the Baltimore convention of the National Association of Music Supervisors. 
One of the high points of the tour was the broadcast over the NBC network. 
The choir appeared in concerts in Chicago, Cleveland, Charleston, Washington, 
Baltimore and other points. These and other achievements of the student groups 
help to create a broad cultural atmosphere as well as stimulate a desire to excel 
in useful and cultural pursuits. 


RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES 


Particularly encouraging has been the deepening interest in spiritual things 
on the part of an increased number of students. The chapel exercises have in 
the main been unusually well attended, as well as the various religious activities 
sponsored by the students. The growing interest of the younger generation in 
spiritual things gives us added faith in the effectiveness of the power of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ and hope for the future of the church. 


Religious Emphasis Week was conducted the first week of December, 1938. 
These special meetings were under the leadership of Rev. Joseph Knutson of 
Lake Mills, Iowa, and Rev. Johan Kildahl of Webster, South Dakota. 

In March of this year Dr. Sverre Norborg conducted a series of meetings 
under the joint auspices of the Study Club at First Lutheran Church and the 
Augustana Religion Board. These meetings were very well attended and 
provocative of much spiritual searching. We thank God for the doors which 
are open to make Christ more real in the lives of many intellectually alert and 
morally earnest young men and women. Our many experiences with spiritually 
awakened young men and women lead us to the conviction that our Christian 
colleges are the most: strategic home mission activities of the church.

CONCORDIA COLLEGE 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

An attempt to give a report of the year’s activities on the campus of Con- 
cordia College in the space allotted in the annual report of our church, leaves the 
reader with an inadequate picture of the institution’s many activities. [ have 
often wished that it were possible for every member of our church to spend a 
day or two on our campus, visit the classes, confer with faculty members, attend 
chapel exercises and the meetings of the many college and student organizations, 
become acquainted with the daily duties of the president, business manager, 
deans, treasurer, registrar, placement bureau, personnel and publicity offices, 
attend rehearsals of the bands, choirs and orchestra, witness the work being 
done in the departments of athletics and forensics, see how the needs of boarding 
students are cared for, how supply farms are governed, investinents are handled, 
buildings and grounds are kept in order by a corps of faithful workers, etc. 
We would especially want our visitors to note the spirit in which these tasks are 
being performed by the faculty and students. Such a visit would remove many 
misunderstandings and would strengthen the loyalty of our people in the ex- 
tensive work of educational missions. 


In enumerating a few of the outstanding features of this college year, the 
visit to our campus during commencement of Their Royal Highnesses, Crown 
Prince Olay and Crown Princess Martha of Norway, together with other dis- 
tinguished guests in the Royal Party, including His Excellency, Herr W. 
Morgenstjerne, Minister from Norway to the United States, undoubtedly oc- 
cupies the first place. His Royal Highness, Crown Prince Olay, conferred a 
signal honor upon our institution by delivering the commencement address on 
the evening of June 8. The impressive exercises were held out of doors on the 
spacious campus in order to give the large commencement audience an op- 
portunity to attend. The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred upon 
our royal guest. This visit by representatives from the homeland of our ancestors 
has quickened our interest in the history of the pioneer period and in the con- 
tributions of Norsemen to American life and culture. It is salutary for us to be 
reminded of “The rock from whence we are hewn.” Commencement 1939 will al- 
ways remain a milestone in the history of Concordia College. We express our 
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deepest appreciation to the royal visitors for their stay among us and for their 
contribution in cementing the bonds of friendship between the Kingdom of Nor- 
way and the United States of America. 

The growth in enrollment at Concordia College has been steady but gradual. 
For the first time the attendance exceeded 500 (529 to be exact). We have en- 
joyed a normal college year in that the activities in all departments have been 
conducted in a successful and commendable manner. In addition to the daily 
duties, the faculty has made an intensive study of our academic program. This 
study included an analysis of the most successful procedures in the leading col- 
leges and universities of America. Changes in the curriculum and the introduc- 
tion of new courses and new departments of instruction are undertaken only 
after an exhaustive study of the needs of students and the means at the disposal 
of the college. 

In order to provide more classrooms, the Board of Directors decided to erect 
a Home Arts building in the summer of 1938, which was occupied about No- 
vember 1. The new building made it possible to allot an additional floor for 
library purposes. The former North Hall was converted into a conservatory. 
Additional office space has been made available in the library and administra- 
tion building. 

In the death of Professor E. L. Hallan on May 3, 1939, the college sustained 
the loss of a thorough scholar, a faithful friend and a noble Christian example. 
This was Professor Hallan’s first year on our faculty, but his genuineness, humil- 
ity and ability, his devotion to his work and his childlike Christian faith endeared 
him to faculty and students alike. We extend our heartfelt sympathy to Mrs. 
Hallan and to other members of the bereaved family. May God grant our 
colleges many such men, who combine outstanding achievements in scholarship 
with true Christian piety. 

Last fall an Art department was introduced under the able direction of Miss 
Dora Berg of Des Moines, Iowa. The new department has enjoyed a large 
registration and fills a real need on the campus. 

The program of the music department has been increased extensively this 
year, offering courses leading to a Bachelor of Music degree. The musical or- 
ganizations, under able leadership, have won acclaim from well-known music 
critics in the larger cities of the middle west. 

Through the kindly offices of Dr. Ada Comstock, president of Radcliffe Col- 
lege, Concordia College was selected to be one of forty colleges in America to 
hold membership in the Bureau of University Travel. Every five years a mem- 
ber of our faculty is granted a gratis three-month tour to study conditions in the 
Orient. 

This year marked a change in pastors in the college church. The Rev. 
Fredrik A. Schiotz, after five years of service, resigned to become executive 
secretary of student work in the American Lutheran Conference. Pastor Schiotz 
knew students and understood their spiritual problems. He was a member of 
the Board of Directors of Concordia College and contributed liberally of his 
time and energy in furthering her best interests. He was a conscientious pastor 
and an able preacher. We miss his presence among us but wish him God’s bless- 
ing in his influential field of service. The Rev. Roy Harrisville became pastor 
of the college church in the summer of 1938. Pastor Harrisville has been with 
us only a short time, but he has won the confidence and respect of our campus 
community. He has become a member of our college board, and has abundantly 
manifested his interest in the progress and welfare of our institution. Trinity 
congregation has again experienced an answer to the ancient prayer of the 
church: ‘“Giv din kirke maend or faedre, some er Dig og sandhed tro.” 

During the ten Tuesday evenings of the first semester, Dr. C. J. Sodergren, 
of the Lutheran Bible Institution, conducted Bible studies on “Lessons from 
the Life of John the Baptist.” Ever since the Bible Institute was founded, Con- 
cordia College has enjoyed these annual visits by some member of the faculty. 
We gratefully express our appreciation for these inspirational and devotional 
evenings. 

At this time of the year we are engaged in enrolling the freshman class for 
next fall. The competition with other institutions is keen and too often parents 
and prospective students regard our Lutheran colleges as “just another school” 
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We need the cooperation of pastors, alumni, former students, and other interested 
Christian friends to present the imperative need of Christian knowledge and 
influence during the four impressionable college years. One need not hesitate 
to recommend the colleges of our church. They have achieved high scholastic 
standards and a healthy spiritual atmosphere pervades their campuses. We will 
appreciate your cooperation in securing students of good character and high 
scholastic ability from your community. 

The Centennial appeal is apparently a success and the direct indebtedness 
of th church will be paid. We trust hereafter that the appropriations to educa- 
tional institutions may be somewhat increased. Depression years have been a 
period of struggle. Salaries have been low and funds have not permitted needed 
improvements. So much more could be accomplished if more funds were avail- 
able and present indebtedness resting upon them could be paid. There has never 
been a period in the history of our church when it needed the service of its 
Christian colleges more than in this age of doubt, despair and discouragement 
among the rank and file of our citizens. If America is to endure, we must plant 
the seeds of faith and certainty in the hearts of our people. 

Finally, we wish to express our appreciation to the large circle of friends 
who loyally continue their sustained interest and cooperation in the work of 
our institution. This is Concordia’s living endowment.

“Endeavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace’ (Ephesians 4:3). 


At Pacific Lutheran College, by the grace of God, there is mindfulness of 
these words of Saint Paul. With gratitude for God’s grace in the past, we pray 
for the continued presence of the unity of the Spirit, that we may by that same 
grace walk worthy of our Christian vocation. 

The undersigned resumed his full responsibilities as president of the college 
on June 15, 1938. He desires here again to record his gratitude to the members 
of the adminstrative council and to all others who lifted burdens from his shoul- 
ders during his seven months of incapacitation. 


On August 1, 1938, Prof. N. J. Hong and Prof. P. J. Bardon, each having 
passed the age limit set for retirement, were placed on the emeritus list. Prof. 
E. M. Akre, Dean of Men, became acting principal of the high school division. 
Field agent Victor A. Elvestrom, on leave, resigned to continue in private busi- 
ness; and Mrs. Adah H. Dapper, director of physical education for women, re- 
signed, was replaced by Miss Rhoda M. Hokenstad, who has also served as 
Assistant Dean of Women. Mr. Paul A. Preus, in business at Huntington, Pa., 
has been designated eastern representative, on part-time duty. Prof. Carl S. 
Fynboe joined the staff on August 22, 1938, as field agent in charge of the col- 
lection of library and endowment pledges. During the illness of Mrs. Lora B. 
Kreidler since mid-year, Miss Gladys Gilbertson has been acting Dean of Wom- 
en, and Miss Florence Richardson assistant in Art. On September 1, 1938, 
Mrs. Linka Preus DeBerry succeeded Mrs. Irene Dahl Hageness as secretary in 
the registrar’s office, and Mrs. Alice Spencer Weiss succeeded Mrs. Dorothy 
Brann Malmin as assistant in Piano. Faculty changes are reduced to a minimum. 


On the Board of Trustees, Rev. M. K. Hartmann has replaced Rey. H. J. 
Thorpe, and Mr. H. E. J, Dahl has replaced Rev. O. K. Davidson; and, by vote 
of the Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod, Rev. P. V. Randolph has 
replaced Rev. C. S. Odell. The Board numbers fifteen members, of which number 
nine from the Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
and three members from each of the two cooperating bodies (American Lutheran 
Church and Augustana Synod). 

To study and promote closer cooperation two committees were set up in 
1938: an inter-synodical advisory committee of three members (Dr. J. C. K. 
Preus, Dr. H. F. Schuh, Dr. Victor Spong), and a special committee on co- 
operation of nine members (Rev. H. L. Foss. chairman, Rev. A. M. Kraabel, 
Mr. A. A. Mykland, Rev. L. Ludwig, Rev. A. R. M. Kettner, Rev. E. C. Knorz, 
Rey. Elmer M. Johnson, Rev. C. S. Odell and Dr. C. R. Swanson). 

Two suggested changes in scope will come before the Pacific District Con- 
vention at Los Angeles on June 20, 1939: addition of the fourth year in the 
Normal department, under pressure of higher certification requirements in the 
state of Washington, and gradual elimination of the high school division. The 
Board of Trustees recommends the first-named change unanimously, the second 
by a divided vote. 

This year’s enrollment is 411, another new high. Last year’s budget was 
balanced at a sacrifice; this year’s prospects are better. An auxiliary dormitory 
for girls was occupied last fall. The new library building, ready for partial 
occupancy, was dedicated on May 1, 1939, Dr. S. C. Eastvold, member of the 
Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, delivering the 
dedicatory address, with President P. O. Bersell representing the Augustana 
Synod and District President L. Ludwig the American Lutheran church. To 
God all praise and glory!

THE HOME BASE 


1938 was a busy year in the Homeland. The “Centennial Appeal” added to 
the ordinary work. 

Literature. The Year Book for 1938, “From Darkness to Light,’ was printed 
in 2,000 copies. A picture map of Natal has been prepared. Our Mission paper, 
“The Missionary,” made its first appearance in January, 1938, and has met a 
warm welcome. The “Prayer” booklet was reprinted in the spring. 


RECREATIONAL CONFERENCE FOR MISSIONARIES 


July 25-31 was the time set for the Recreational Conference at Medicine 
Lake, Minn. Most of the furloughed missionaries and their families, as well as 
most of the Board members and field men, spent that week in fine spiritual and 
social fellowship. Many topics pertaining to the work of the Kingdom were 
discussed. This was the second gathering of this kind sponsored by the Board. 
All who. attended expressed their appreciation of this undertaking. 

In Memoriam. We report with deep sorrow that Mrs. L. Hompland passed 
away on October 2nd. The Homplands arrived from China in 1937. Mrs. Homp- 
land became ill last summer. At first it was not thought to be very serious, 
but it soon became plain that the illness was beyond remedy as far as doctors 
were concerned. We sympathize deeply with Rev. Hompland and the children 
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in their bereavement. Although Mrs. Hompland’s day of labor was not as long 
as we should have wished, it was filled with fruitful service, and we thank God 
for the work she was permitted to do for Him both in China and in the Home- 
land. Blessed be her memory! 


THE MISSION FIELDS 


China 


The terrible situation in China is an awful example of the absence of peace. 
Unparalleled suffering has been inflicted upon millions of people over more 
than one quarter of the territory of China. 


The war was nearing our field in June, but the Yellow River overflowed its 
banks and broke a new river bed between our field in Honan and the advanc- 
ing Japanese armies. The invaders were turned back and had to retreat to 
the Yangtze River. Then began the long and difficult Yangtze River campaign 
which lasted through the hot summer and into mid-autumn, when Hankow was 
occupied by the invaders on October 26th. 


This respite made it possible for our missionaries to meet in Conference on 
Wikuneshan also last summer. 


I Kwang. In the spring, when it seemed that the Japanese would soon ad- 
vance on Sinyang, the girls from I Kwang (Lena Dahl) Middle School moved 
to Wuchang, but when that city became a frequent target for Japanese bombs 
the girls were moved to Kikungshan. Conference decided to open the school 
in Chengyang in the autumn, but by that time it became clear that no school 
work on a large scale could continue, and the students were sent home. On 
September 27th the I Kwang buildings in Sinyang were severely bombed and 
greatly damaged. Several people were killed and wounded in the compound, 
but as the students were not there the loss of life was not as great as it other- 
wise would have been. The two main buildings have since been repaired. 


Kioshan was bombed heavily on October 13th. Several bombs were dropped 
near the mission station and the hospital. The buildings were damaged, but 
no lives were lost. Our mission compound in Kioshan is outside the city, on a 
hill, so the bombing, must have been deliberate, for there could be no mistaking 
the buildings with the American flag on the roofs for a part of the city. The 
American flag was also painted on the roof of I Kwang, but the school buildings 
were really inside the city of Sinyang, though outside the city wall. 


Fancheng has also been repeatedly bombed during the year. The San Teh 
Bible School there has been much damaged. 


Occupation of Stations. When the summer rains subsided the Japanese 
pressed their advance from the Anhwei province into Honan, and the towns of 
Kushih, Hwangchuan and Kwangshan on our field were reported occupied in 
August-September. The mission property both in Hwangchuan and Kwaneg- 
shan was damaged. : 

At the time of writing the stations Sihsien, Sinyang, Loshan, Kwangshan and 
Hwangchuan have been occupied for a shorter or longer period. Latest re- 
ports state that Kwangshan and Hwangchuan have been evacuated by the 
Japanese. Sihsien was only occupied for a short time. Sinyang is still occupied. 
At present Sinyang is the only city on our field which still is occupied by the 
Japanese. 

The American School. The American School continues at Hongkong, on 
the Cheung Chau Island. The School was moved there in February, 1938. 

Conditions on the Field. With part of our field occupied and part not. com- 
munications are difficult and the work naturally suffers. A great deal of relief 
work is carried on. In the unoccupied area there are wonderful opportunities 
for work. Many have moved from our Eastern field Westward. Supplies are 
scarce and very expensive, railway communications cut off, mail service slow. 
However, reports from various parts of China indicate that there is great op- 
portunity for service. The heroic decision of the missionaries to remain with the 
Chinese and share their dangers and sorrow has greatly impressed both Chinese 
and Japanese. This has been one ray of light and cheer in the terrible situation 
caused by the war. 
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Madagascar 


The outstanding event as far as the work in Madagascar was concerned 
during the past year was the Jubilee. We are deeply thankful to God that we 
were permitted to celebrate the 50th anniversary of our mission work in the 
Island under such favorable circumstances. There is peace on the field, and the 
growth of the work during this one-half century gives indeed great cause for 
rejoicing. 

The Jubilee festivities were held in Fort Dauphin September 3-11. Dr. and 
Mrs. M. J. Stolee were present at the Jubilee. Dr. Stolee represented the Mission 
Board. Dr. Johs. Astrup represented our Mission in South Africa. 


It is estimated that between 2,500 and 3,000 native Christians from the 
various districts attended. The program of the Jubilee has been written about 
in detail in our Church papers. 


The Year Book for 1938 is especially devoted to the work in Madagascar 
during the 50 years our mission has worked there. 
South Africa 

The Oscarsberg Theological College was opened in March after being closed 
since 1931. 15 students were enrolled at the opening. The Rev. J. E. Farup is 
principal. The other teacher at the school is Rev. Sarndahl from the Church 
of Sweden Mission. 


The Umpumulo Teachers’ Training Institution will have a new principal 
when the School opens after the Christmas holidays. The Rev. O. G. Myklebust, 
who has been principal of Umpumulo since 1932, has been called to a new posi- 
tion at Menighetsfakultetet, Oslo. Mr. de Wett acted as principal until the 
atrival of the Rev. W. O. Rindahl, who arrived at Umpumulo in March and took 
over the principalship until the new principal was elected. Umpumulo, as well 
as Oscarsberg, is under the supervision of the Cooperating Lutheran Missions 
in Natal, and the principal is elected by the Executive Committee of the Co- 
operating Lutheran Missions. 

The Madras Conference. December 12-30 representatives from 67 different 
nations gathered at the Madras Christian College, Tambaram, India, for an 
International Missionary Conference. Much preparation had been made for 
this meeting. Some 40 men and women from North America attended; among 
these were Dr. A. R. Wentz and Mrs. O. A. Sardeson of the United Lutheran 
Church. The Cooperating Lutheran Missions in South Africa were represented 
by Dr. Johs. Astrup. The Lutheran Church in China was allowed four dele- 
gates. The Revs. Geo. Holm and Peng Fu could not get out of China in time 
for the Conference. 

Statistics. The statistics for 1938 have not arrived at the tine of writing. 
For statistics for 1937 see the 1938 Year Book. 7

We are very grateful to all who in the past year have been faithful in their 
stewardship and have made an effort for the support and extension of the 
Kingdom of God. 

The amount received for 1937 was $841,467.89. We thought it would be 
possible to reach at least the same amount for 1938. You will note, however, 
that we had $19,794.42 less than the amount raised for 1937. 

Why did we fail to raise at least the same in 1938 as in 1937? Many reasons 
might be given—lack of spiritual power and passion for souls; lack of a keen 
sense of responsibility for the work of our Church; failure to understand 
thoroughly Christian Stewardship; postponing the work to a “more convenient 
day.” Aside from these there are two reasons that perhaps are outstanding: 

1, For many of our people economic conditions were more stringent than in 

1937. 

2. The Centennial Appeal—not because of pledging or paying of pledges. This 
in no way interfered. On the contrary, reports from a number of pastors 
stated that the Centennial Appeal was the greatest blessing that had come 
to their people and their giving was rather increased. What then? Because 
of the intensive work by our pastors and lay-men we did not begin stressing 
the 1938 Ingathering until the end of the year. If the usual emphasis could 
have been given the Ingathering J do not believe we would be short. 

We owe a debt of gratitude to the following auxiliary organizations: The 
Men’s Brotherhood, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daugh- 
ters of the Reformation and the Young People’s Luther League for their able 
assistance to our Church in carrying out its program. 
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THE MEN’S BROTHERHOOD 
It is of vital importance for our Church that the men are interested and take 
active part in its work. The Brotherhood is rendering a blessed service in 
creating this interest and leading our men into larger services and greater ac- 
tivity for the Kingdom. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 
This organization is an educational force. Its members never tire of inform- 
ing our people of what our Church is doing. Through the Thank-Offering Mis- 
sion Boxes and Cradle Roll, as well as through remittances made by societies 
of the congregations, the Federation. made the following contributions to the 
1938 Ingathering:

AN EARLY START 


The reason many congregations fall short in their efforts for the Missions 
of the Church is that they make such a late start. Too often this work is post- 
poned until the latter part of the fiscal year when time is too short and problems 
are so numerous that it is difficult to accomplish much for the Ingathering. Only 
serious concern for the budget Ingathering, from the beginning of the year to its 
close, on the part of pastor and congregation will bring in the fair share. 


There are many causes worthy of support. We are interested in the Kingdom 
of God everywhere, but the work of our own Church is our first obligation. We 
have agreed on a working program in the field of Christian Education, Home 
and Foreign Missions, Charities and Pensions: we have pledged these activities 
our wholehearted support. How shall our Church meet her obligations and 
responsibilities to our workers and our representatives in the various fields of 
activity if each one of us do not carry our part? 


Let us all unite and do all in our power to carry out the program of our 
Church; to help train our congregations in Christian giving, especially by intro- 
ducing the method of systematic, proportionate and intelligent giving as empha- 
sized by St. Paul in 1 Cor. 16:2. Let us use part of our time in emphasizing 
Christian Stewardship with all its implications that we may have a devoted and 
loyal future Church membership. Many of our people do not seem to realize 
God’s ownership and man’s stewardship. 

Our Church’s chief interest is to extend the Kingdom of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, and the material things of this world are necessary that this King- 
dom may go forward. 

“And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations” (Matt. 28:18-19). 
Obedient to this last commission of our Lord Jesus Christ, our Church is in the 
midst of her great work both at home and abroad. Her task is a God-given 
task. It is His work and His will. This gives us courage and inspiration.

These words from Psalm 145 indicate where the emphasis should 
be placed in elementary Christian education. 


Each generation has the obligation of telling the next generation of God’s 
mighty works. Our task is not to evolve something new in material but to 
present what God has revealed about Himself and His work through His Word. 
His mighty acts: creation, providence, redemption, sanctification. These are 
His continuing mighty acts. Our unfinished task will always be to tell of them 
to the next generation. 


For this purpose the Board of Elementary Christian Education is organized 
and to this end it is constantly planning and promoting its work. 


Publications and Materials 


During 1938 the Board of Elementary Christian Education brought out three 
new publications of note. These are: 

“God Speaks to Me.” Grade III of the new graded lessons. Author, Mrs. 
Ernest B. Steen of Williston, North Dakota. This beautifully illustrated book 
presents to the children the simpler parts of the Catechism, illustrated and 
exemplified by stories and special selections from the New Testament. 

“Listening to God.” Grade IV. Author, Mrs. Mable Natalie Erickson of 
Bemidji, Minnesota. In this grade the entire Catechism is presented for the 
first time in the system, illustrated by Old Testament stories and incidents. 

“Christ My Life,” by the Rev. H. P. Grimsby, is a post-confirmation course 
especially suitable for high school seniors and other more mature young people. 
Pastor Grimsby has assembled in this course much excellent material on the 
life of Christ.

TEACHER TRAINING 


Our teacher training endeavor seems to have stood up well during the past 
year. While it is true that in certain sections the original interest has waned, 
on the other hand there are evidences that in more sections the interest has 
been on the increase. The distribution of teacher training text books (see 
figures above) indicates that the participation is quite general throughout the 
church, 

The fourth year of the Ten-Week Teacher Training Course will be carried 
out this fall with the special courses, “Ten Studies in Church History,” by Dr. 
G. M. Bruce, and “Ten Studies in the Holy Spirit,’ by Dr. J. N. Kildahl. As a 
possible alternate course Dr. J. Tanner’s, “Ten Studies in Bibical History,” is 
suggested.

GENERAL SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION 


Closely related to and in a sense climaxing our teacher training work for this 
year is the National Sunday School convention to be held in Minneapolis, No- 
vember 17-19. 

An invitation will be extended to all who have attained eight credits in the 
Standard Teacher Training Course to come to Minneapolis for the convention, 
participate in its deliberations and receive the diploma awarded by the Board 
of Elementary Christian Education to all who have completed eight units in 
the course and have received their credits. 


SUMMER INSTITUTES 


The Summer Institute for Sunday school workers, parents and children, has 
gained high favor with those who have been able to attend and participate in 
its program. In August of 1937 and again in 1938 such an institute was con- 
ducted at Lake Geneva Camp, near Alexandria. The registration each summer 
has exceeded 360. 

Two Summer Institutes of this type are planned this year. One at Long 
Lake, Illinois, July 25-31, the other at Lake Geneva, Alexandria, Minnesota, 
August 8-14. The board is already laying plans for a similar institute to be con- 
ducted in the vicinity of Seattle and Tacoma in the summer of 1940. 
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The programs arranged for these institutes are of such a nature that they 
make a strong appeal to Sunday school teachers, parents and children. Ap- 
proximately 100 children have been registered at the Lake Geneva Camp during 
the past summers. 

A third institute of a somewhat different character is also being planned 
for this summer. This is in connection with the Los Angeles Young People’s 
Luther League convention. Beginning with a luncheon on Thursday, June 22, 
this institute will be conducted through the afternoon. It will largely be a 
demonstration of how a profitable institute may be conducted even in a short 
space of time. 


THE SCHOOL AID FUND—1938 


This fund, together with an allowance made from the regular appropriation 
for the Board of Elementary Christian Education, continues to be a source of 
blessing and encouragement in many struggling congregations and to parents 
who, because of material adversity, can do little to care for their children in a 
spiritual way. 

We wish to express our deep appreciation to the Sunday schools and indi- 
viduals who have made special contributions to this work. The following table 
shows the distribution of this work by districts:

INTER-SYNODICAL PROJECTS 


In May, 1938, the Commission on Elementary Christian Education of the 
American Lutheran Conference met for two days in Chicago to consider possible 
joint undertakings in this field. In addition to the presentation of several timely 
papers, the joint meeting took definite steps looking toward the publication of 
courses for the Weekday Church School. The committee selected to get this 
project under way consists of the Rev. J. Vincent Nordgren, executive secretary 
of the Board of Parish Education of the Augustana Synod, the Rev. Wm. P. 
Hieronymus, Ph.D., executive secretary of the Board of Elementary Christian 
Education of the American Lutheran church, and the Rey. J. C. K. Preus, D.D., 
executive secretary of the Board of Elementary Christian Education of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. The committee is making plans for 
the preparation and publication of the following courses: 
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Grade 4B and A; “Heroes of the Old Testament.” 
Grade 5B and A: “Jesus and His Friends.” 

Grade 6B: “The Story of the Early Church.” 
Grade 6A: “A Journey Through Bible Lands.” 


Grade 7B and A: “Knowing our Bibles” (including the Ten Commandments, 
creed, representative prophets, psalms and hymns). 


Grade 8B and A: “Living in the Kingdom of God.” (A general course cover- 
ing all of the Christian’s vital relationships.) 


The writers and publishers are still to be designated. The courses under 
consideration are expected to be ready for distribution before September 1, 1940.

As a brief greeting, may I quote a few paragraphs from the report pre- 
pared for the district conventions of our Women’s Missionary [ederation. 
Dear Co-Workers Assembled in Convention: 

How swiitly the years pass by. Time seems so hurried. There is so much’ 
to be done, so many things left undone. (Read John 9:4.) 

Again nine W. M. F. district conventions command our interest and engage 
our prayers this month. One of them is YOUR convention. In these nine 
districts we are meeting together to share in the fellowship of Christian ex- 
perience, and receive inspiration for renewed vigor and courage in our work— 
a united front in a common cause. There are many who for reasons are not 
privileged to attend, but each one inevitably feels herself a part of it. She knows 
she “belongs.” She senses herself as a member of a group of more than ninety 
thousand women of the church bound together in faith, in service, and in 
testimony. As individuals, let us thank God for this uniting service. Let us 
be grateful for every evidence of “strength added unto strength and victory 
unto victory.” Let us praise Him for every demonstration to this bewildered 
world of today of the unity of purpose in carrying the gospel of salvation into 
all the world; in caring for those who are suffering and in need; in helping 
youth to a useful and efficient life in Christ and training them for Christian 
leadership; thus making our convention theme “My Brother’s Keeper” about 
which we center our thoughts, a reality that does not question, “Am I?” 

“Jesus, truest Friend, unite all Thy consecrated band, 
That all hearts be set aright, to fulfill Thy last command.” 


AN IMPORTANT STEP FORWARD 


To the executive board meeting in February, a communication was pre- 
sented from the secretary of the American Section of the Lutheran World Con- 
vention, Dr. Ralph A. Long, extending an invitation to our Women’s Mis- 
sionary l’ederation, together with the other Women’s Missionary organizations 
of the various Lutheran Synods, to share in the preparation and representation 
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of a proposed women’s day at the Lutheran World’s Convention to be: helk 
in Philadelphia in 1940. The board voted to accept this invitation and that the 
president be sent as the representative of our W. M. F. 

A meeting to discuss this proposal was called for the last week in March, 
in New York. A decision was made that our women’s organizations preparé 
for a two-day session at the beginning of the World Convention. 

It was a real inspiration, and it was with gratitude to God in our hearts 
that we had been given an opportunity to come together, as Lutheran women 
for a definite purpose, cementing the mutual interest that we already have ir 
each other as Lutheran women active in the same phases of the church’s work. 

Another meeting will be held in the fall. Contacts are being made thi: 
summer for foreign women speakers to represent Lutherans in other parts of 
the world, Information will come to you when more definite plans are completed 

The executive board representatives of the L. W. Convention proposed, and 
it was gratefully accepted, that all expenses of the women representatives to 
all committee meetings and the convention shall be paid by the Lutheran World 
Convention. So there will be no expense to our women’s organizations. 


THE CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


“Be Ye thankful.” 

Our local societies have responded well to the financial thank-offering part 
of the Centennial, although this work is not fully completed. 

To date, $632,633.64 has been raised. This amount is so large because of 
many large subscriptions having been paid in full. The Stewardship depart- 
ments informs us that it is the payment of pledges hereafter that will determine 
the success of the Centennial. The minimum goal is $1,400,000.00. Let there 
be a steady effort made until the task is finished—the goal reached. But may 
we keep in mind, too, that we do not let our gifts to the Centennial appeal 
interfere with our contributions to the departments of the W. M. F. and our 
usual giving. There are possible indications of it. That would affect the budget 
of our church to which all our contributions are credited except those for the 
Life Membership and In Memoriam department. It would defeat its own 
purpose. 

And may we not forget that most important part of the Centennial Appeal— 
the “One Million Souls for Christ.” Wiull we, through our societies and each 
one of us individually, be vitally and prayerfully concerned about that part of 
it? Let us remember, too, that it is as we support the BUDGET of our churcly 
with our gifts, our prayers and our labors, that the soul-winning program can 
be carried forward by our church.

As another report goes out to the district conventions, a deep sense of 
gratitude rises above any other thought to be expressed. During the weeks and 
months of the past biennium, since we iast met in a district convention, numerous 
requests and appeals have gone out from those of us who have been entrusted 
with carrying out the program of the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. 
Today it is our desire to bring you a message of abundant thanks. We are 
grateful for every gift you have made, for faithful prayers and loyal support 
of the program and projects of the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. 
“Thine alms are had in remembrance before God.” 

\We are abundant in thanks to God that He has granted us the privilege of 
another year’s work for Jesus. We confess to Him, what He already knows, 
that often we have been miserly, sometimes selfish, and have not done the Lord’s 
work as unto Him. We have sometimes wounded the heart of fellow workers, 
we have failed in living the life that honors God. And so we thank God for His 
patience with us and His acceptance of our faulty efforts. We thank Him, too, 
for the grace that has abounded when with all our hearts we have loved Him, 
when our cup of joy in giving and in working has been full. Anniversaries 
bring remembrance. Our remembrance of God is always with thanks. 


STATISTICS 


The increase in number of societies continues each biennium. At present 
our records show an enrollment of 857 societies and 15,000 members. 

Contributions the past year were $19,019.76, which was an increase of 
$2,353.00 since our last report. 
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TORCHBEARING 


Torch-bearing has been stressed and must be encouraged until we have 
shared the light of the L. D. R. with all the young women of our church. We 
believe the L. D. R. can broaden the vision, deepen the insight and intensify 
the purpose to live a full and rich life in the fellowship and service of Christ. 

The L. D. R. offers to our young women the opportunity and the privilege | 
of Christ-centered activity. Quite often we are met with this response to our 
efforts at torch-bearing. “Our girls are too busy.” This we believe is an honest 
answer but we would like to ask if it is their service to God that makes them 
so busy. There is a danger in our day that we may fill our lives so full of 
other things, that we leave but the fringes of our hurried existence to God and 
the eternal things of the spirit. 


BUDGET AND CENTENNIAL 


We need to remind ourselves of the decision made at our last general conven- 
tion that we shall, during this and the coming biennium, make earnest effort in 
supporting the Budget and the Centennial Appeal. We encourage evéry society 
to make a Centennial pledge, let love and ability determine how large or how 
small that pledge shall be. We would like to make our support by the Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation one-hundred percent. We would also like to 
stress the special observance of Centennial Day on September 13. 

We are interested in seeing among our Lutheran Daughters increased interest 
and more effective cooperation in the whole program of the whole church. Our 
pledge of support to the Budget includes a program of information and enlighten- , 
ment in order that our young women may realize more fully the extent of work 
our church is doing at home and abroad. 


PROMOTIONAL 


We covet for the Daughters of the church, the best in spiritual programs, 
interesting methods of work, and any touch of beauty, or lovliness that appeals 
and edifies. 

Per capita contributions make new literature possible. There is a constant 
demand for added helps and for material that will aid in promoting the interests 
of our organization. Our third program series is now in use and we are very 
grateful to all those who contributed to the series. ‘“‘The Lutheran Daughters 
Life and Growth in Christ.” We have tried to supplement the topics of the 
program leaflets by material in the News Bulletin. 

We introduce at this convention the “Forget-Me-Not,” a card in acknowledge- 
ment of gifts sent to the L. D. R. projects, in memory of loved ones, or on the 
occasion of honoring some member. We trust the message thus conveyed may 
be of comfort and encouragement. 

Our plans for Box Work promotion are presented at this convention. We 
heartily urge the support of local institutions and invite our members to share 
in the joys of bringing cheer to the Eskimo in Alaska and the Jews who come 
to our mission in Brooklyn. 

The Treasure Chests, we believe, have inspired our young women to more 
purposeful giving. Many have reported that this little reminder of God’s mercies 
has contributed to greater faithfulness in stewardship and more joy in their 
giving. 

SPIRITUAL RETREAT 

For the first time this year we are arranging a spiritual retreat for Lutheran 
Daughters at Mt. Carmel Bible Camp at Alexandria, Minn., the week of July 
29 to August 5. We anticipate a blessed week of spiritual fellowship and en- 
courage L. D. R. members to make reservations early.

It is stimulating to know that groups will gather in every district to share 
their interest in the program and activity of the L. D. R. The inspiration of our 
conventions centers about the splendid challenge of our theme, “Our Utmost 
for His Highest.”

YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 


The youth work of our Church has been progressing during the year without 
apparent setbacks of any kind. While there may be no sensational advances 
to report, that is as it should be. Kingdom progress is not measured by the 
human measuring-rod of startling developments. To be sure and lasting it is 
often slow, slower than some of us would like to see it. God’s measuring rods 
are eternal and in His plans for the world it is the eternal worth of human 
_ souls which matters. If progress can be measured in terms of souls won for 
His Kingdom, there is Kingdom progress in what is accomplished. 

For those of us who work constantly with the youth of the Church there 
are evidences of progress such as constantly humble us. For we realize that 
such progress is possible only as God blesses. And He has constantly. been bless- 
ing all our work, far beyond the deserts of anyone of us. 


THE EVERY MEMBER PLAN 


A couple of years ago a rather radical reorganization plan was inaugurated 
in our entire membership of 2470 local leagues. This plan, called the Every 
Member plan, which is based on the suggestion to enlist the active cooperation 
in local league work of every one of our 65,000 active leaguers, while of revo- 
lutionary proportions, has nevertheless met with a most unusually hearty recep- 
tion. It has been successfully introduced into so many of our working local 
units that it can no longer be regarded as being in the experimental stage. 
It is the accepted new policy of our entire organization and its introduction is 
now being encouraged throughout the entire organization, both in Senior and 
Junior leagues. 


MARGARET WALL EIDE’S MANUAL 


This Manual from the pen of our former Office Secretary, which is of such 
cyclopedic dimensions, and which gives such splendid detailed information on 
all phases of young people’s work is really giving the impetus to and incentive 
for the program of reorganization now inaugurated. An eight pamphlet series, 
which when completed this year, will include about five hundred pages of most 
valuable working material, has been put on the market. It is without doubt 
the most complete Manual of its kind sponsored by any youth organization. 
There is hardly an organizational question that can be raised which will not 
find a satisfactory answer in this remarkable book. 
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SECRETARIES IN THE FIELD 


By decision of the International Board two of our office workers have been 
released for part-time field work. They are today supplementing the field work 
which has been and is still being promoted by the executive secretary. To make 
possible his very extensive contacts, he has been covering from 40,000 to 60,000 
miles a year, filling appointments with local leagues, Circuit, District, student, 
and national conventions and meetings, Bible Camps, conferences and committee 
meetings. Now Miss Hazel McLeod and Miss Crystal Gjesdal are spending 
much time in the field too, especially in the interest of our many workers’ con- 
ferences, and the rapid acceptance of the Every Member Plan is due in part 
to their splendid cooperation. They are in the field a great deal of their time 
and are meeting only happy experiences. 


BETTER LEAGUES 


This Quarterly Helps magazine has made splendid progress and is now 
being accepted by all Lutheran synodical young people’s organizations as one 
of the finest program helps on the market. It is being published currently as a 
one hundred page periodical and contains an amazing quantity and variety 
of helpful working program material. The retiring editor, Rev. Olaf Malmin, 
and the present editor, Rev. Boral Biorn and his staff, deserve much recognition 
for their faithful work. 


CONVENTIONS AND CAMPS 


Our Conventions and Camps continue to hold the interest of our young 
people everywhere. The attendance at all these fellowship gatherings remains 
phenomenal. Countless thousands of our youth are powerfully challenged with 
the Christ-life at every one of these meetings. At our 1939 Lutheran Students’ 
Union Convention at St. Olaf College the largest student delegation in our 
history was in attendance. About 1400 students were present. Our Bible Camps 
continue to’ be taxed to capacity. And at the present writing it seems quite 
evident that our Tenth Intenational Young People’s Luther League and Choral 
Union Convention at Los Angeles in June will take its place in our history as 
another outstanding general Convention equally with previous conventions of a 
church-wide character. 


FINANCIAL 


The following financial statement will reveal that we have by God’s good 
help and the cooperation of hundreds of helpful leagues been permitted to close 
our books the past year with a small balance on hand. Our total working 
budget is not as large as the budget of the average city congregation. By an 
enforced policy of strictest economy, we have been able to carry out the yearly 
mission of our league without the burden of deficits and debts. While we should 
like to take over a much larger program of effort, we are thankful for the 
privilege given us of carrying our share of the burdens of Church work, if we 
shall call such work a burden. And we have been permitted to do so with the 
annual satisfaction of realizing that our young people have been willing to 
support this work in such measure as to insure its total financial coverage of 
expenses involved.

In reviewing the work of the Brotherhood during the past year, it must be 
said that progress has been very encouraging. Many new local Brotherhoods 
have come into being bringing the total number now in affiliation with the 
Synodical Brotherhood to four hundred and forty. Most encouraging has been 
the increased activity among the circuit groups. From only two circuit Brother- 
hoods, the number has increased to fifty-four. All of these groups have held at 
least one circuit rally and many have had two. These rallies have been very 
well attended in the main. : 

Special emphasis has been laid upon circuit rallies because it is felt that here 
there is opportunity for the men to come together for inspiration and informa- 
tion concerning the church and her work. Churches completely filled with men 
have not been an unusual sight. At the time of this report, all circuits are co- 
operating with the district organizations in planning for the Brotherhood sessions 
to be held in conjunction with the regular district conventions. 

Continued emphasis has been placed on boys’ work. In a number of congrega- 
tions real results have been obtained from sponsorship of a comprehensive 
congregational boys survey by the Brotherhood. Help in making this survey 
is offered to any congregation by the central office of the Brotherhood regardless 
of whether or not the local parish has a Brotherhood unit. Many new Scout 
Troops are being sponsored by Brotherhood groups. 

The financial structure of the Brotherhood is on a much higher plane than 
has been the case heretofore. Especially noteworthy has been the increasing 
sense of responsibility on the part of local groups for the finances. There was 
no deficit for the current year. In one sense the financial structure of the 
Brotherhood is unique in that only one central treasury is maintained. There 
are no separate district and circuit treasuries. 

Plans are now under way for the waging of a “KNOW YOUR CHURCH 
CAMPAIGN,” among the men during the coming year. The year’s programs 
will be built around that theme. The dissemination of literature concerning 
our church will be a prominent part of the objective. This literature will be 
planned especially to reach the men. Our Centennial Appeal effort to reach a 
million souls will be emphasized throughout the year’s work. 

Most important of all, there is evidence of the fact that the men are sensing 
more keenly the fact that the Brotherhood can and must be a distinctly spiritual 
organization if it is to justify its existence. In all our work the thought is 
constantly borne in mind that to us has been given the responsibility of mining 
out and putting to work the unused man-power of our beloved church. To that 
end may God grant us Grace.

c) That an effort be made to bring the unconfirmed youth of our communi- 
ties into the church, and that there be a definite post-confirmation program for 
them.

8. That there be a complete coordination of all organizations in our congrega- 
tions to carry forward the evangelistic soul winning program of our church. 


II. District President’s Report.

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B. CONVENTION JOURNAL 


Thursday forenoon, June 15, 1939 


The first session of the Northern Minnesota District of the N. L. C. A. opened 
in Trinity Lutheran Church, Moorhead, Minnesota, Rev. R. A. Harrisville, pastor, 
shortly after 10 a. m., June 15, 1939. Rev. H. I. Muus of Fergus Falls preached 
the opening sermon based on Acts 9:6.

and was upon recommendation of the Committee and the District President 
unanimously admitted. 


The committee nominated Dr. L. E. Brynestad as reporter to the Fargo 
Forum and the Church papers. Elected. 

Upon motion of the committee it was voted that the District Financial Secre- 
tary be elected for 2 years instead of one year hereafter. 

Honorable C. G. Dosland of Moorhead was nominated for re-election to the 
Church Council of the N. L. C. A. for a term of 2 years. Elected unanimously. 

Other nominations: 

Unani- 
mously elected. 

District Financial Secretary for 2 years: Rev. G. W. Tolo of Fertile. Unani- 
mously elected. 

President Aastad expressed deep appreciation of Rev. P. B. Trelstad’s long 
and faithful service as Financial Secretary. Endorsed by rising vote of the 
convention.

Home Mission Committee for 3 years:

The convention now proceeded to the order of the day. Theme No. 1, ‘The 
Worker and His Qualifications,’ was presented by Rev. L. M. Larson of Stephen. 
He called attention to the seriousness and the great responsibility of the Chris- 
tian calling, referring to the spiritual, mental, physical, and character qualifica- 
tions of the Christian workers in the Christian Church. 

General President Dr. J. A. Aasgaard had come into the convention and was 
welcomed by President Aastad and given the floor. Dr. Aasgaard spoke of 
some concrete results of the Centennial Ingathering. One-half million dollars 
from the Centennial Ingathering have already been paid on the debt of the 
church, releasing some $20,000 in interest and debt. However, the budget of 
the church must not be neglected. That would have serious results. The primary 
object of our church must ever be soul winning. Dr. Aastad thanked Dr. Aas- 
gaard for his timely appeal.

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The session was then opened to a free discussion of the means of Grace and 
their faithful use. Rev. G. G. Beito of Terrace, spoke in the Norwegian language, 
expressing his appreciation of the papers heard on this theme and his joy that 
the younger pastors are following in the steps of the fathers in soundness of the 
Lutheran doctrines. Rev. Beito, who has resigned after nearly 47 years service 
in the District, thanked for all blessings during these many years. Rev. Aastad 
concluded the discussion of the theme. The closing hymn was “On My Heart 
Imprint Thine Image.”

In speaking of the need of reaching the unchurched, 
he presented figures showing the overwhelming numbers of nominal Lutherans 
and the very small percentage in the church. Other millions of untouched need 
Christ. The responsibility is ours. Souls can be won through our Christian 
schools, Home Missions, local missions, practical, fervent planning and doing 
by clergy and lay members.

The following resolution was presented, asking for a District Committee of 
Adjudication for Northern Minnesota District: 

Pastors and Delegates of Northern Minnesota District of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America in convention assembled June 15-18 in Trinity 
Church, Moorhead, Minnesota, do hereby establish a “District Committee of 
Adjudication”—said Committee to consist of two pastors in active service 
within the district and two laymen, members of the district; this Committee shall 
serve with the District President to hear cases of difficulty arising from contro- 
versy between pastors and congregations, or between individuals or groups 
within the district; the District President shall ascertain that the first steps of 
Christian procedure have been observed by the parties involved in the case. 
Where these fail to accomplish a peaceful solution of the problem, the case may 
properly come before this District Committee of Adjudication. This Committee 
shall be vested with authority to settle the case. The District President shall 
ex officio be member of this committee. 

Appeal from the decisions of this committee shall be made to the General 
Church Council and not to the District meeting. 

Submitted upon unanimous vote by the 
Pastoral Conference meeting in Bemidji 
in April, 1939. 

The resolution was discussed by Rev. M. C. Johnson, Pres. Aastad, Rev. E. 
Struxness, Rev. Thronson, Rev. J. O. Jovaag, Rev. S. L. Tallakson, and moved 
by Rev. Tallakson to refer this to the General Church Council and to postpone 
final action by our. district until the next district meeting. Seconded. 

Motion discussed by Pres. Aastad, Tallakson, Rev. Oliver Seim, and Rev. 
Daniel Halvorson. Motion carried. Moved that Rev. M. C. Johnshoy present 
this resolution to the Church Council of the N. L. C. A. at its next meeting. 

Moved that a committee of two be sent, including also Rev. S. L. Tallakson.

The committee on reports, consisting of Pastors Carmen P. Thronson, Osakis, 
Minn.; Alfred Gunderson, Walker, Minn.; delegates Gerhard G. Landmark, 
Starbuck, Minn.; Ole E. Nelson, Elbow Lake, Minn., organized by electing 
Gerhard G. Landmark president and Carmen P. Thronson secretary and beg 
to submit the following report: 

I. The General President’s Message 

1. We give thanks to Almighty God for watching over our beloved church. 
In His wisdom and love He has guided and blessed its work during the past 
year. We express our sincere appreciation to Dr. Aasgaard for his sincere serv- 
ices. 

2. In the President’s message, we note with appreciation Dr. Aasgaard’s 
concern over the many activities and phases of the church. Especially are we 
reminded “to obey the call of our Lord and to live up to the statement in the 
Centennial pledge, the ‘perpetuation of the faith of the fathers in the lives of 
our children.’ Besides we heartily endorse his appeal for the establishment 
of the family altar in the homes of our church people. 

II. The District President’s Message 

1. We give thanks to Almighty God who in His love and mercy looks down 
upon His children and gives the sustaining strength to live victoriously for 
Christ. The district expresses its thanks to the District President, Rev. I. T. 
Aastad, for his faithful labors in the Northern Minnesota District for the further- 
ance of God’s kingdom. We also extend thanks to the Rev. Trelstad, financial 
secretary and to Dr. Bergsaker, the general stewardship secretary, for their 
faithful services. We express thanks to all other officers who have served the 
church to the glory of God. 
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2. We express our gratitude to God that we could go forth with the Cen- 
tennial Appeal for the removal of the indebtedness that the work of the Church 
may be more effective. We are grateful for the growing interest in saving souls 
for Christ and heartily endorse the plan to have the ingathering based upon the 
ability and willingness to .pay rather than upon the confirmed membership, 
that for this said reason, the church membership shall be reported in full.

6. It is noted that the loans made by the church extension fund are being 
paid back regularly.

Grace and Peace: 

May [ at the outset call your attention to the fact that most of the statistics in 
this report are based on the records of the 1938 Annual Report, the last available, 
and which records are for the year 1937. 

According to these records there were 403 congregations served by 142 
pastors averaging slightly below three congregations each.

N. B. Associate membership records have been discontinued. They are diffi- 
cult of accuracy and often apparently represent names remaining on the local 
membership lists, but omitted in the parochial reports for purposes of lowering 
the General Budget allocation. Such manipulation of membership names vir- 
tually borders on excommunication without a hearing. 
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Actually our church has no associate membership. There are actual members 
and prospective members. s 

Until the contemplated alteration of our present system of General Budget 
allocation can be worked out and made effective, we will continue, I presume, 
to have too many prospective non-members and too few prospective actual 
members. May the new system come soon!

Circuit Meetings 
In the eleven circuits of Northern Minnesota District the 79 circuit meetings 
held during 1937 represent the various organization meetings of our district, 
such as the congregational circuit meetings, Women’s Missionary Federation, 
Luther League, Brotherhood and Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation. 
In five years these circuit meetings have increased by 19 meetings, due 
chiefly perhaps to the increase in Brotherhoods during this period.

Perhaps a mitigating circumstance may lie in the fact that in recent years 
we have been asked to report communing members only and to count them 
only once each year regardless of how often they may have communed during 
the year. Each attendance was formerly reported. 

Let us hope that this accounts for the apparent startling decline in communion 
attendance in our district during the five years in question, but it does not 
account for the decline of 145 communion services in 1937. 

Possibly the strong departure from the Norse language during this period 
may have eliminated some of the Norse communion services. 

Whatever the reason or reasons be, may I ask for conscientious and accurate 
recording and reporting of communion attendance hereafter on the part of all, 
because the communion attendance is usually a very good index of the spiritual 
enlightenment and life in our congregations. If this pulse runs low, there is 
usually an anemic spiritual condition. So let us put our finger accurately upon 
the communion attendance pulse of our congregations, and let us count carefully, 
so our actual condition may be clear and tell a better story hereaiter.

Higher Education 


In 1937 there were 251 young people of Northern Minnesota District in higher 
Lutheran Schools and 437 in Non-Lutheran Schools, total 688. 

Due to incomplete records this number should perhaps have been nearer 1,000. 

Will the irreligion of our times and the modernistic tendencies threatening 
our youth at so many institutions, really awaken our Lutheran Church people 
to a livelier realization of the positive need for our own Lutheran colleges for 
our own Lutheran young people? 

The increasing attendance at Concordia College and many other colleges 
of our church seems to point that way. It is vital to the future of our church. 


Societies 
Men’s societies in 1937 numbered 45 with 378 meetings and 1,479 members, 
a slight gain over the five years. ‘ 
Women’s societies number 529 with 6,590 meetings and 14,508 members, a 
gain in 5 years of 39 societies and 2,428 members. When will we men catch up? 


Young People’s Luther League 


Number of Leagues—334, a gain in 5 years of 6 Leagues. This seemingly 
small gain may be due to the fact that our congregations were already quite 
thoroughly organized. 

Total membership—9,749, a gain of 1,522 in 5 years. 


Church Choirs 


Hitherto we have submitted no statistics regarding this activity in our district. 

In 1937 we had 265 choirs and 3,595 members. 

The increased and improved choral instruction in our public schools and the 
larger number of well qualified ditectors now available has opened a richer field 
of well trained material for our church choirs which the church should take 
advantage of. 

Our church choirs and directors have greatly enhanced the attractiveness 
and blessings of our church services, and our congregations surely appreciate 
their valuable contribution. 


Bible Camps 

The Bible Camp Movement, which has sprung up so rapidly during the last 
decade and spread so widely throughout the church, seems so far to be more 
than a mushroom plant. 

The first Y. P. Luther League Bible Camp of Northern Minnesota District 
was- begun at Tulaby Lake near Waubun in July, 1931, and continued the next 
year at Fair Hills near Detroit Lakes. This soon developed into four regional 
Luther League camps. Circuit and Parish camps followed. 

Now there is a tendency toward specializing, as for example the Lutheran 
Students Bible Camp held each year at Fair Hills and training for Christian 
campus leadership at our higher schools. There is also the Lutheran Sunday 
School Worker’s Institute Camp at Lake Geneva, Alexandria, training for more 
efficient and consecrated Sunday school activity. This camp is branching out 
this year. 


Conclusion 

In our last two reports we have noted a distinct advance and increase along 
almost the whole line in our district. In spite of the growing tenant situation 
in most of our rural communities and the indifference and worldliness of our 
times, the work of our district as a whole has not gone back. Naturally its 
advancement has not been so rapid as if economic and other conditions had been 
more favorable, but we do thank God that nevertheless, there has been progress 
and not retreat. Let us continue to work while it is day—and give God the glory.

“And whereas such attempts are made to give semblance that the political 
philosophy of said certain group is particularly Christian and approved by the 
INpp lore Ase 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved that the Southern Minnesota District of the 
N. L. C. A., in convention assembled, urge upon the Board of Publications of 
the N. L. C. A., that they instruct the editors, present and future, of the Lutheran 
Herald and the Lutheraneren that any article, bearing any direct reference to 
any political group or party, either in its title or any caption, or in the body 
of the article itself, be barred from the publications.”

5. That our district council select and disseminate reliable temperance infor- 
mation: 

6. That the church take cognizance of the wasteful expenditure of money for 
alcoholic beverages, statistics indicating that last year in Minnesota, $123.00 
were spent every minute for this harmful item, or a total of $64,648,000.00 for 
the year 1938.

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“And whereas the N. L. C. A. makes use of its publications, the Lutheran 
Herald and Lutheraneren, to better fulfill its mission in the world; 

“And whereas apparent attempts have been made, by certain individuals, to 
use the publications of the N. L. C. A., especially the Lutheran Herald, for the 
purpose of disseminating the political philosophy of a certain group; 

“And whereas such attempts are made to give semblance that the political 
Reon of said certain group is particularly Christian and approved by the 
Ne CAL 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved that the Southern Minnesota District of the 
N. L. C. A. in convention assembled urge the Board of Publications of the 
N. L. C. A., that they instruct the editors, present and future, of the Lutheran 
Herald and the Lutheraneren that any article, bearing any direct reference 
to any political group or party, either in its title or any caption, or in the body 
of the article itself, be barred from the publications.” Resolution adopted. 


3. We give thanks to God for the spiritual and faithful service rendered us 
by our beloved president, Dr, J. A. Aasgaard. We heartily commend Dr. J. A. 
Aasgaard for his conscientious labor in God’s kingdom. We heartily approve 
and commend his message and move its adoption.

REPORT OF CHILD WELFARE COMMITTEE 


The Committee on Social and Child Welfare authorized by the Southern 
Minnesota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and appointed 
by President Kleven consisting of Rev. O. S. Reigstad, Mr. O. C. Fijelstad, 
Mrs. E. O. Ringstad, Dr. C. C. A. Jensen and Dr. C. A. Mellby offers the 
following report: 


1. This committee was asked to ascertain the number of dependent and 
neglected Lutheran children in the state of Minnesota, under public or private 
care, who should, if possible, be cared for by Lutheran agencies. 

We have in the last annual report of the State Board of Control of Minnesota 
a fairly accurate and reliable statement concerning the number of dependent and 
neglected Lutheran and other children now being cared for by some public or 
private agency or institution. According to this report there were 978 Lutheran 
children so cared for in this state, not including children with serious physical 
and mental handicaps, nor the 18,000 Minnesota children cared for by their 
own mothers or relatives with the help of what was formerly called Mothers’ 
Pensions, now described in the Social Security Act as Aid to Dependent Children. 
Of the above number, 663, or 67% were cared for by private or church agencies 
or institutions. Judging by statistics from our various Lutheran agencies and 
institutions, it appears that a number of the 663 Lutheran children cared for 
by private agencies must be under the care of non-Lutheran or non-church 
agencies. 

Taking this fact into consideration the number of Lutheran children not cared 
for by our own agencies would be about 400, or about 40% of the total number 
under care. 

2. The above statement of fact does not involve any criticism of the efficiency 
or the policies of our public or private child welfare agencies. The state follows 
the policy, whenever possible, of placing children in homes of their own religious 
faith. The superintendent of our State School at Owatonna, Mr. M. R. Vevle, 
is an active member of our own church and deserves much commendation for 
his efforts to give Lutheran and other children under his control all possible 
opportunities for religious instruction and counsel by pastors and teachers of 
their own church. The various state agencies have shown cordial willingness 
to cooperate with our own aad other church agencies whenever they have an 
opportunity to do so. 

3. We believe, however, that it is the Christian duty of our church to assume 
the full responsibility of caring for all normal dependent and neglected children, 
who belong to ovr church by baptism and family tradition. We have pledged 
ourselves to bring up such children in the Christian faith into which they have 
been baptized and the general obligation under Christian love should be urging 
us to see to it that their needs, both spiritual and physical, are properly cared 
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for. We cannot, without shirking our duty, turn this responsibility over to any 
non-church agency, however kindly and efficient. 

Until we have taken over this full responsibility, we cannot say that our 
children’s program is satisfactory. 

4. The various reasons for our failure to care for at least 40 per cent of our 
dependent children can only be stated tentatively: 

One reason may be that our pastors and leading church men often take 
little interest in cases of this kind, because they are not posted as they should 
be on the state laws and regulations bearing on this field and fail to inform 
our own agencies who might be able to take charge. 

The chief reason, however, for our falling short of doing our full duty in 
this field is the lack of sufficient funds. 

The cheapest way of providing for dependent children is placing them in 
adoptive or free homes. That can easily be done with children who are attractive 
in appearance, physically fit and of good intelligence, but a large percentage 
of dependent and especially neglected children do not fit this description, and 
require long time and expensive care in institutions or boarding homes. Con- 
sequently our own agencies, with limited funds, have been compelled to refer 
many of these children to the public agencies. This policy, even if temporarily 
necessary, is far from being an ideal one. The handicapped and under privileged 
child should have a stronger claim to our help than those who are relatively 
more fortunate. 

The child placing for our synod is done by the Lutheran Welfare Society 
of Minnesota. For many years the majority of children cared for came from 
Minneapolis and Saint Paul. During the last few years this has been reversed, 
the majority of children cared for now are coming from outside the Twin Cities. 

For the support of Twin City children this society has an allotment from the 
city Community Chests of approximately $22,000 annually. For the children 
trom the rest of the state and for its hospital missions and other activities, 
contributions by all our Lutheran bodies including our own Twin City con- 
gregations, average $17,000 annually. 

[t can easily be seen that the support it gets from outside the Twin Cities 
is insufficient to finance any enlargement of its program or the caring for a 
more costly group of children. 

5. A large number of the dependent children in our care are illegitimate. 
This feature of our program involves, besides care for the children, also special 
planning and care for the unmarried mothers. Theirs is a very difficult and 
precarious situation which calls in a special way on our sympathy and _ aid. 
This type of welfare work needs to be extended and intensified. 

* * x 

On the basis of the foregoing facts may we suggest the following recom- 
mendations, which if adopted should be submitted to the Board of Charities 
for serious consideration: 

(1) Our church should formally place itself on record as willing to accept 
the responsibility of caring for all normal, dependent and neglected Lutheran 
children, requiring foster home care, who belong to our church by baptism and 
family tradition. 

(2) It should make a special effort to extend such care to the more under 
privileged and handicapped children irrespective of the prospect that this policy 
may be somewhat more expensive. 

(3) Our church should make a special effort, by publicity and appeal, to 
make its member congregations more interested in child welfare and it should 
urge them to contribute more liberally to this important activity. 

(4) Our church people and our pastors should be urged to cooperate with 
the county welfare boards, to familiarize themselves with our laws and regula- 
tions on this subject and to see to it that cases in their community are brought 
to the attention of our Lutheran agencies. : 

(5) It might be advisable for our agency to confer with the State Board 
of Control and the State Public School concerning the possibility of closer 
cooperation in planning for the Lutheran children committed to the State Public 
School at Owatonna.

(6) The problem of delinquent children as well as of subnormal children 
requiring long time institutional or specialized care is one of such difficulty 
that the church can probably not venture to undertake their care at this time. 
However, the church should take adequate measures to keep contact with them 
and to see that their spiritual needs are met and satisfied. 

(7) More emphasis should be given to social welfare work with unmarried 
mothers. 

The child of today is the man and woman of tomorrow. In caring for our 
needy children and keeping them under the influence of the mother church 
we are working for the best interest of the future church: 

(Adopted.)

The Committee on Clifton College gave its report and it was adopted in toto 
with minor changes. 

The Committee on Resolutions gave its report and it was adopted in toto 
with additions. 

Upon motion the business session was adjourned. 

After announcements the session adjourned with singing the Doxology, pray- 
ing the Lord’s Prayer in unison and the Benediction.

C. COMMITTEE REPORTS 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

The report of the committee was presented by the committee secretary, Rev. 
T. B. Thorson, and adopted as follows: 

The Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in annual 
convention assembled at Northwood, Iowa, May 31 to June 4, gives expression 
to the following resolutions in relation to the Centennial Appeal, as reported by 
President J. A. Aasgaard in his message to this convention: 

1. That this convention expresses its deep gratitude to God for thus far 
graciously guiding the men who have planned and carried on the Centennial 
Campaign, and for opening the hearts of the numerous donors throughout our 
Church so that the Appeal for funds has issued in a very successful beginning. 
It is to be hoped that under God the ingathering may continue until the objective 
is reached: the Church Debt fully paid, the Seminary Library built and paid for 
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and the Pension Fund replenished. To this end we pledge our continued loyal 
support. 

2. That this convention gives its whole-souled endorsement to the plan 
announced, for a second important step in the Centennial Program, namely to 
endeavor to make greater progress in our Church, spiritually and numerically, 
as well as financially. It is with a sense of grief and shame that we note that it 
can be shown, statistically, that our beloved Church is practically at a standstill, 
as far as growth in membership is concerned, and this in the face of the teeming 
thousands of unchurched at our very doors, including hundreds of thousands, 
who are of Norwegian and Lutheran extraction. We hereby heartily approve 
the four-point program suggested by our President to attain the desired spiritual 
and numerical progress, as set forth in the four headings: 


1) Increase in Church membership 
2) Adult confirmation 

3) Sunday School attendance 

4) Family Altar 


As to the manner, motive, and spirit of carrying out this four-point program, we 
may gather the intent from such words as these culled from the report: “First of 
all, our own hearts must be rekindled with a love and yearning for our fellowmen 
to bring them to Christ.” 

“Above all, may our love to our Lord and Savior for what He has done for 
us constrain us to be instant in prayer,.to be concerned in interest and in heart’s 
desire, as Paul says, that the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, whom to know 
is life eternal, shall reach many more both in our communities at home and in 
our mission fields in Africa, Madagascar and China.” 

“Tt means the winning of Sunday school teachers, parents, women’s organiza- 
tions, Luther League groups, as well as our Pastors, for a whole-hearted conse- 
cration ‘to bring them in,’ not to the glory of the Church as to membership, but 
that souls may be saved and kept for our Lord Jesus Christ, ‘Who loved us with 
that great love that would not let us go.’” 

“My prayer and chief interest is that the thought and the idea of the Centennial 
of the founding of our Church should bring to our people, not only certain material 
gains and historical knowledge, but, by the grace of the Holy Spirit, a new impe- 
tus, a new initiative, a new courage to go forward in the name of the Lord for the 
salvation of souls, and the glory of His Holy Name.” 

These sentiments this convention heartily endorses. We pledge ourselves, 
under God’s gracious guidance, to follow such a course, and to ask God to lead 
us to real spiritual progress in our beloved Church,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The report of the committee was presented by the committee secretary, Rev. 
_S. J. Fretheim, and adopted as follows: 

I. First of all as we look back upon the work done and plan for the work 
that is yet before us, it behooves us in all humility before God to acknowledge 
our sins and shortcomings, and render thanks unto the Lord of the Church who 
through grace first has made us members of His Kingdom and even received 
us as laborers in the extension of the same. We further pray that He will give 
us vision and willingness to serve Him as workmen that need not be ashamed 
when the final report is to be given, and the work judged and evaluated by Him 
who alone can rightly judge both the motives, efforts and results of our labors. 

In this same spirit we would also remember with thankfulness to God the 
service rendered in the vineyard by those of our co-workers whom He has 
removed by death from our ranks during the past year. We have reference to Dr. 
H. C. Holm and the others mentioned in the necrology of the President’s Mes- 
sage: That the Secretary of the District send greetings of sympathy to the 
bereaved in behalf of the District: That we speak a word of thanks for good 
fellowship also to those pastors mentioned in the report who have served together 
with us in the District, but who now have or are about to retire from active 
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service in the Church. And from them we turn with a word of welcome to the 
new servants of the Kingdom who have or are about to take up their work 
among us. 

II. Returning to the message of the report before us we commend and 
approve the warm missionary spirit of the report as exemplified in the words of 
the text, “Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains 
of thine habitations: spare not: lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes”’— 
in its application both to Home and Foreign Missions as well as to the other 
activities of the Church. We urge one another to a prayerful study of the prob- 
lems and possibilities that confront us in our day and age in order that we may 
render intelligent and devoted service to the Church in maintaining and extend- 
ing her lines under the many difficult circumstances referred to in the President’s 
Message, and that, not least as it pertains to the Home Missions program in our 
own rural districts in these times of transient tenancy. 

III. Certain matters in the President’s Message are so worked out that they 
require special action and we now turn to some of the most important of these 
matters: 

A. Country Parsonages. Though we may have our personal views and wishes 
in such matters, they are matters chiefly of local interest and should be left to the 
local parish which alone has any authority in deciding what should be done with 
its own property. 

C. The Circuits. We approve the suggestion in the President’s Message that 
the Circuits are important units of service in the Church whose possibilities for 
service should be enlarged. This can best be done by giving them greater respon- 
sibilities and not by depriving them of the responsibilities and the privileges they 
now have. Hence the following: 

1. The tenure of office for circuit officials is for the circuit itself to decide, 
but it has been found that the term may either be too long or too short for suc- 
cessful work. It is therefore recommended that either by re-election or otherwise 
the circuit officials be accorded at least a two year tenure of office in order to 
plan the program of their administration successfully. 

2. “The Circuit officers shall constitute a circuit council on circuit affairs,” 
with the understanding that this is to include such affairs as Home Missions and 
similar projects within the Circuit. 

3. Inasmuch as at least two opportunities are afforded for Circuit and District 
officials to meet each year at District meetings and Pastoral Conferences without 
expense or use of extra time to any one, no further stipulations in that matter 
should be necessary or advisable. On the other hand it is recommended that 
the Circuit President submit brief annual reports to the District President. 

4. Since the Circuits already have and possibly always have had circuit treas- 
uries with a treasurer in charge, this recommendation is also unnecessary. 

5. To deprive the Circuits of their just prerogatives of deciding how their 
offerings should be used would be most unwise and certain to decrease the value 
of such an offering. 

In Conclusion. Our people are urged to continue their loyal support of our 
Schools and Institutions of Mercy as well as other regular and special activities 
like Lutheran Welfare Work, Teacher Training, etc.

I. Bible Camps: 
a. We are pleased to hear uniformly good reports concerning the Bible Camps 
within the District, both as to attendance and as to the manner in which the 
camps are conducted. 
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__ b. We urge all pastors to show a definite interest in these Bible Camps and, 
if possible, to attend them together with the young people from their parishes. 

c. We heartily recommend continued participation in the American Lutheran 
Bible Camp at Clear Lake. 


II. Luther League and Choral Union: 

a. We appreciate the excellent work done by our Luther Leagues, and com- 
mend Circuit and District officers for their efforts. 

b. We urge all choirs to participate in our choral unions, taking note of the 
high level to which this organization has raised the choir standards in many 
congregations. 

c. With public schools giving increasing recognition to our chorals we must 
ask our choirs to consistently look to their heritage.

a. We recognize with genuine gratitude the continuing advance of the W. M. 
F. in its program of education, devotion and sacrifice. 

b. We also commend the work of the L. D. R. and recommend that our con- 
gregations give this organization increased attention. 


IV. The Brotherhood: 

a. The awakening interest in the Brotherhood is noted with genuine gratitude. 

b. We urge congregations to organize men’s societies and to affiliate these 
with the national Brotherhood. 

c. We consider regrettable the choice of name for our National Men’s Organ- 
ization which confuses it with the Lutheran Brotherhood Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and we definitely protest the present tie-up between these two organiza- 
tions which not only adds to the confusion but which we feel is not to the best 
interests of our Synodical Brotherhood. 

d. We urge our local Brotherhoods to pay particular attention to the national 
organization’s crusade of protest against immoral conditions, unrestrained tav- 
erns, obscene literature, and the like. 

V. District Evangelist: 

a. We heartily approve of Scriptural Evangelism in the District and look for 
its special emphasis in the Centennial Advance. 

b. We urge congregations to seek the services of the recognized evangelists 
of our Church, or to call in neighboring pastors for a series of meetings. 

c. We do not recommend calling a District Evangelist as such, for the time 
being, but we urge the Home Mission Board of our Synod to procure men as 
full time evangelists for the Church. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CLIFTON COLLEGE 


The report of the committee was presented by the committee secretary, Rev. 
Theo. Lerud, and adopted as follows: 


Resolutions 


Whereas Clifton College of Clifton, Texas, is separated from the rest of our 
Church by a distance of approximately 1000 miles, and whereas Clifton College 
as a missionary enterprise is of the greatest importance to the life of our Church 
in the South, and whereas it is of prime importance to our Church that this 
southern post be maintained, therefore, be it resolved that the congregations of 
the Texas Circuit be urged to take an active part in raising the budget allocated 
to them and to be remitted in full to Rev. H. O. Shurson, the Treasurer of the 
Church, with the understanding that an amount equal to 75 per cent of the 
remittance be returned to the Texas Circuit to be used for the current expenses 
of Clifton College.

A—to the Home Mission Committee, that help given this congregation be 
materially raised, and 

“B—that an effort be made to secure a loan from the Church Extension 
Fund, and 

C—that general help be given in our congregations to this loyal group in 
Pierre through a committee to be composed of one member from the South Da- 
kota District, one from the District Brotherhood, and one from the District 
Women’s Missionary Federation.” 

Vice President A. O. Storvick, was called on to preside as President Pierson 
was to address the Women’s Missionary Federation. 

Rev. M. J. Nilsen, District Financial Secretary, gave a report on the general 
budget ingathering. He stated that last year only 71.9 per cent of the budget had 
been collected. Of the budget for 1939-40 $23, 845. 72, or 24 per cent, had been 
received up to June 5, 1939. Sixty congregations in the District had done nothing 
for the budget. He advocated the use of the “Penny-a-Meal,” the Duplex envel- 
ope, or the quarterly system.

J. O. Vold, president, and A. M. Peterson, secretary. 

We beg to submit the following report: 

1. We humbly thank our God and Father through Jesus Christ that He has 
blessed us with every blessing and that He has bountifully spread the table for 
our people that they might eat and be satisfied in Christ. May we be true to the 
stewardship of the mysteries of God. 

2. We recognize the service rendered in the Church by officers, pastors, work- 
ers and people, and we are grateful for the spirit of service manifested. We are 
forcibly reminded that the work is ever challenging us to reward zeal and activity. 

3. In harmony with the Centennial program for winning a million souls for 
Christ, we earnestly endorse the suggestions to reach out in the manner out- 
lined, namely, in church membership increase, where the fields are white unto the 
harvest, and where souls are also found along the highways and hedges. The 
adult confirmation class work is heartily commended to pastors as a fruitful 
method of building the kingdom of God. The Sunday school as a missionary 
agency should be furthered and vitalized. We would remind our people of the 
need of the family altar as a fundamental factor in building the Kingdom. 

May our Lord kindle in us a new love for our fellowmen. We agree that our 
greatest and most urgent need is a quickening in the spirit that in the strength 
and power of the Spirit we may go forward in the name of the Lord. 
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1, We praise our God for the love and zeal shown by pastors and people of 
the Church in spite of great discouragements economically. 

2. The call to self-examination is timely and we urge our members to a life 
lived separate from the world. 

3. We are thankful for the financial response throughout the District both for 
the Centennial Appeal and for the budget.

As a District 
we heartily favor the Centennial Advance under the leadership of Dr. J. C. K. 
Preus for the winning of souls for the Church of Christ.

Pleasant Prairie Congregation from the Mitchell Circuit to the Yankton 
Circuit, and the Hartington Parish (Trinity and Paragon) from the Ver- 
milion Circuit to the Yankton Circuit. 

5. We commend the congregations for consolidations and cooperation where 
so accomplished, for their willingness to consolidate and, cooperate for greater 
effectiveness in the work of the Church.

That general help be given in our congregations to this loyal group in 
Pierre through a committee interested in the project, such committee to be com- 
posed of one member from the South Dakota District, one from the District 
Brotherhood, and one from the District Women’s Missionary Federation.

COMMITTEE NO. II—ON CHURCH ACTIVITIES 
Foreign Missions 

Read letter from Missionary Braaten of Madagascar. 

We receive with gratitude as well as joy the greeting sent to the churches of 
the District and received from the Rev. K. F. Braaten, missionary to Madagascar. 
We suggest that the District Secretary be instructed to send a return greeting 
from this convention to the Madagascar Mission. 

On the basis of a letter received from Rev. K. B. Vaaler, South Dakota Dis- 
trict member on the Board of Foreign Missions, we submit the following: 

' (1) That we note with concern the tribulations through which the Church in 
China has been passing as a result of the China-Japanese War, and urge that the 
people of the home base be reminded to be constant in prayer for our fellow 
Christians and co-laborers on the foreign mission field, especially do we urge 
that we do so now for our missionaries in China. 

(2) We urge that in every congregation information be given concerning the 
foreign mission publication, “The Missionary,” a very excellent medium of for- 
eign mission enlightenment. We urge that the congregations put forth special 
effort to support this publication by subscriptions. 

(3) We call the attention of the convention to the Gossner Mission of India 
and its present plight resulting from the monetary policy of the German Govern- 
ment. We urge that all congregations seek to do something, however little, for 
the benefit of this great mission. 


Home Missions 


A large portion of the South Dakota District is Home Mission territory in 
which is laboring a faithful group of Home Mission pastors in country, villages, 
and cities, many of whom are laboring under distressing circumstances because of 
financial need. To these men we extend our sincere gratitude and thanks, and we 
urge our self-supporting congregations to remember the Home Mission cause of 
our District not only in prayer but with financial aid without which the work 
must necessarily suffer. We wish also to remind every congregation of its own 
Home Mission responsibility in its own community in bringing the unchurched 
into the Church. 

Christian Education 

We wish to extend our special commendation to the District Educational Di- 
rector and the Circuit Directors for their fine work during the past year. 

It is an object of regret that so many of our pastors have not responded to 
requests for information from our District Educational Board and Circuit Direc- 
tors. We earnestly urge the pastors of every congregation to respond promptly 
to such requests for information in order that pastors by their neglect may not 
hinder so important a work as the Educational program of our Church. 

We urge that every effort be made in all congregations to continue the Ten 
Week Teachers’ Training Course and that in such congregations as have not as 
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yet cooperated that an earnest endeavor be made to put this training program into 
effect. : 

We urge that as many congregations as possible be represented by pastors 
and Sunday school teachers at the Sunday School Convention in Minneapolis 
November, 1939, and at the summer camp at Lake Geneva, Alexandria. 


Higher Education 


We rejoice in the position of leadership attained by Augustana College, so 
that today it enjoys the distinction of being the largest denominational institution 
in the District, with national leadership in the field of forensics and definite dis- 
tinction in the departments of athletics and music. Above all, we rejoice in the 
fact that it is very definitely a Christian college with constant emphasis on 
things spiritual. May that ideal never be obscured. We express our gratitude to 
Dr. Granskou for his able leadership as president of Augustana, and our apprecia- 
tion of his colleagues on the faculty for the evident spirit of cooperation given 
by them in the planning and building of a greater Augustana. 

Charities 

On the basis of the report submitted by Mr. J. O. Johnson, Superintendent of 
the Bethesda Homes at Beresford, S. D., we submit the following: 

(1) We note with gratitude the support given the Bethesda Homes at Beres- 
ford through donations in natura and through memorial gifts. We urge the con- 
gregations of the South Dakota District to continue to remember these homes 
likewise in the future, and we earnestly hope that such congregations as have not 
participated in this program heretofore will endeavor to do so in the days to 
come, as the Homes are dependent upon our gifts to supply the needs. We also 
urge our pastors to use every opportunity to encourage the custom of Memorial 
Gifts to these Homes. 

(2) Whereas the South Dakota District by resolution adopted at the District 
meetings in 1935 and 1937 has recognized the need of a new administration build- 
ing at the Bethesda Children’s Home, we recommend that this convention elect 
a survey committee of three to study the requirements of such building project, 
the approximate cost, the methods to be used in securing the necessary funds, 
as well as the most convenient time for such procedure. Such committee to report 
to the general meeting of the Church Body in 1940. 

We express our sincere gratitude to Miss Bertha Bragstad and to the Board 
of Directors of the Lutheran House of Mercy of Sioux Falls, S. D., for the blessed 
work done by that institution... We wish to remind our people to remember this 
gracious work in their prayers and with their gifts. 


Finance 


As a District we deplore the fact that 7 congregations failed to remit anything 
to the Synodical Budget for 1938. We implore our delegates and pastors to bring 
back to their respective congregations a full report of their budget contributions 
up to the present time and that they as authorized representatives of their con- 
gregations at this meeting endeavor to arouse a consciousness of the responsibility 
resting upon every congregation of the District to participate in the financial 
program of the Church.

HOME MISSION COMMITTEE

Another year has passed since the last District Convention. Opportunities 
for service in the Lord’s Kingdom have been many. The Home Mission Commit- 
tee has endeavored to keep a vigilant eye on the Mission congregations, assisting 
the Mission pastors in their work. In many sections this has been a trying year, 
owing to many adversities, in particular crop failures to a greater or lesser degree. 
Rey. Pierson, our District President, has faithfully kept watch over the field and 
kept us informed as to its needs. These needs we have tried to supply. There 
has been dire need in some sections and increases in Home Mission aid have been 
extended. In some sections there have been consolidations, not only as an econ- 
omy move, but because people have moved out and the number of people will not 
warrant us to continue as in the past. Your committee could give you the names 
of sections where this has taken place, but perhaps it is best not to enter into any 
detailed mention of this. Increases in size of Mission parishes have increased the 
mileage necessary for the Mission pastor to travel, and the salary has, in most 
cases, been increased accordingly. 

At this time practically every Mission parish has regular or permanent service. 
But rearrangements in some cases are pending.

ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The department of Elementary Christian Education is, in a certain sense, the 
most important department in the Christian Church. It is the work in this depart- 
ment that largely determines the kind of a Church we shall have in the future. 

We appreciate all the work that is being done in the entire department of 
Christian Education. We appreciate very much and value very highly the work 
that is being done among the unchurched adults, who have had no opportunity 
in the days of childhood and early youth to be instructed in the fundamentals of 
the Christian religion. But the work in the department of Elementary Christian 
Education is of primary importance because it takes the child and endeavors to 
educate him in the most important things in the world, at the most impressive 
age of his life. . 

This department has for its aim and purpose to teach the children the “truth 
in love,” so that they will grow up in all things into Him, who is the head, even 
Christ.” There is no other excuse for the continued existence of this department 
of the Church. That being the case, its appeals should strike a responsive chord 
in the hearts of all Christian people, clergy and laity, alike. 

The great handicap under which this department must labor is that it does 
not get such a response, and for that reason much of its effectiveness is impaired. 
If we could only get a 100 per cent response from our pastors when we write to 
them, how much more effectively we could function. At the present time our 
work is at a dead standstill. We have plans formulated, by which we hope to ren- 
der our District a real service, but the information we must have in order to 
function is so slow in coming in that we cannot function at all. 

Only 75 of our pastors, of whom there are 119, responded to the letters sent 
out to them regarding the Ten Week Teacher Training Course. That makes our 
report incomplete, and the best figures we are able to give at this time are as 
follows:

Plans have been formulated for next fall also. This will be the fourth term, 
and upon completion of it, a special-certificate will be awarded at the next 
National Convention which will be held in Minneapolis next November 17-19. 
We trust that a large army of Sunday school workers will be able to attend that 
convention. 

For the fall term of the Training Course the following subjects will be studied:

Ze ThenvStudies: on, themlioly Spirits: cee see ee Kildahl 

Both of these will be very interesting and profitable. The latter subject has 
been chosen to replace the subject, ‘““Ten Studies in Biblical History,” because two 
subjects in history would make the course top-heavy, and the studies on the 
Holy Spirit will better fit into the Centennial Advance program of our Church. 
We want the idea of the Centennial Advance to grip the hearts of all in the 
Sunday school, and as we are entirely dependent upon the Holy Spirit for any 
advance that we are able to make, it will be in order to get a better knowledge 
of who the Holy Spirit is, that we may learn to know Him better, and that He 
may get a more complete possession of the workers in His Kingdom. 
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In order to make the fall term a most successful one we are asking for the 
names of all the Sunday school superintendents in the entire District. The contact 
man in each Circuit is responsible for securing these names and forwarding the 
names to your executive secretary. It is advisable that the names be sent to the 
contact man, and when his list is complete then forward it to me. It is advisable 
to do it this way, as that is the only way it will be possible for the contact man 
to know whether or not the list from his circuit is complete. 

A series of letters will be sent to the superintendents. which we trust will be 
helpful in making it possible to get the most out of the Training Course. Will 
you kindly cooperate and make it possible for us to secure these names? 

During the fall and winter months we want to enlarge the program of this 
department. We want to cooperate with the Centennial Program of our Church. 
We want to make what our general president has chosen to call a Centennial 
Advance. In cooperation with our synod the Department of Elementary Chris- 
tian Education wants to do its part. We, too, want to be along and win souls 
for Jesus Christ. We are thankful for the opportunity that this program affords 
to our department. 

In the beginning of the new year it is our plan to introduce another course 
of study, a course in practical Christian work, emphasizing the winning of souls 
for Jesus Christ. The lessons are being prepared by Dr. J. C. K. Preus. These 
will deal with the art of winning souls, than which nothing is of more importance 
in the work of the Kingdom. 

Our Church has never had a systematic way of doing this before. Therefore 
the forthcoming course ought to be received and be put into practice throughout 
our entire church body. May this endeavor to teach our people to become 
soul-winners be given the prayerful support of us all. 

The Board of Elementary Education recommends that the week-end Sunday 
School Teachers’ Institutes be continued.. It was not intended that the Ten 
Week Teachers’ Training Course should put an end to the week-end institutes. 
The one is purely educational, and the other is purely inspirational; therefore 
the two should supplement each other. 

Our heavier program will involve a greater expense to this department. We 
would like to get more financial support, and we kindly ask that each circuit send 
in an annual contribution to our Treasurer, Rev. E. O. Munkvold, Vienna, S. D. 

May I sum up the plea of this department in these few words: 

Please let us have the names of all of the superintendents of our Sunday 
schools in the entire District, as soon as possible. Five circuit contact men 
have sent in complete lists for which we are thankful, but we would like to get 
a complete list from each district-circuit. 

Please let us have your financial support. 

Make the most of the Ten Week Teachers’ Training Course. 

Continue the week-end Sunday School Teachers’ Institutes. 

Prepare the way for the Ten Week Course in the study of soul-winning by 
remembering it in your prayers.

CONVENTION JOURNAL 


The North Dakota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America met at 
Trinity Lutheran Church, Bismarck, North Dakota, Rev. O. S. Rindahl, pastor, June 
12, 1939, at 2:30 p. m. 

Opening devotion: Hymn (L. H.) 374, 1-3. Rev. H. W. Sorenson conducted 
devotion, reading Acts 4:8-35, and offering prayer. Hymn 374, 7-8. 

President Davids Stoeve declared the meeting opened in the name of the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost.

thanks our heavenly Father for His many blessings during the past year. 
2. Whereas the Church has made good progress in the ingathering of the 
Centennial Thankoffering, and 
Whereas there are still many congregations in our district where no ingather- 
ing has been made, or, where the ingathering has not been completed, 
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Be it resolved, that this work be continued until all have been given the 
privilege of contributing to this worthy cause. 

e are grateful to all who have cooperated in making this Centennial Appeal 
a success. 

3. Whereas the first step of this Centennial Appeal is well under way, we 
urge, that, as a fitting and effective companion movement of this Appeal, we 
sponsor The Spiritual Forward Movement of gathering souls into God’s 
kingdom. We urge that pastors and members, in word and deed, bear witness 
for Christ in this soul winning campaign. 


Paragraph 2 

1. We are mindful of the scriptural injunction, “Train up a child in the way 
he should go, and even when he is old he will not depart from it,’ and we are 
thankful for the splendid efforts put forth by our Church to help improve our 
teaching staff, as well as by furnishing the splendid material to aid the work of 
instruction, 

2. We note with joy the great number of students frequenting Church colleges, 
and we plead that our church members may realize what these institutions of 
higher learning have done and are doing to furnish workers for our Church, as 
well as supplying Christian leadership in all walks of life. 

We most heartily urge that you remember these institutions in your prayers 
and give them your whole-hearted financial support. 


Paragraph 3 
In view of surveys made of our Home Mission field, and in view of the 
startling statistics of unchurched, both of people with Lutheran as well as with 
non-Lutheran background, we urge that the work of Home Missions in our 
great Lutheran state may become a labor of love both to pastors and members 
of our congregations, and that prayerful and systematic efforts be made to 
“constrain them to come in.” 
Paragraph 4 
We rejoice in the privilege of having a share in the great work of “making 
disciples of all the nations.” We note with grief that the ravages of war have 
made their inroads on our work in China. Let us pray that even in times such 
as these, there may be an open door to China’s war-stricken millions. Let us 
remember in our prayers both our missionaries as well as the Christians on all 
our mission fields, and, in particular, the work im China. 


Paragraph 5 
We rejoice in the service which our several church auxiliaries are giving for 
the cause of the Kingdom. The work of these organizations is as a city set on a 
hill that cannot be hid. We commend the work of the Women’s Missionary 
Federation, the Brotherhood, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, the 
Luther League, and the Bible Camps. We urge that through these organizations 
our entire membership may find a way of expressing their love for the Master 
and for His Kingdom.

REPORT OF TEMPORARY COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL TRENDS 


The Pastoral Conference of the North’ Dakota District of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America, at its annual Conference held in Fargo, N. Dak., 
on February 7-9, 1939, adopted the following Resolution: 

Res. No. 2. “Whereas repeated attention has been called to the destructive 
forces undermining the faith and life of our people, and the need of consolidated 
action to meet such destructive forces, be it resolved that the Pastoral Conference, 
of its own number, elect a preliminary committee of three: 
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(1) To investigate the need of a permanent committee on social trends that 
affect the people in the district; * 

(2) Outline the scope of its work, and submit to the District a plan of action; 

(3) Determine ways and means of financing and carrying on the work of a 
permanent committee. 

The committee elected on said committee were as follows: Rev. O. J. Lutness; 
Rev. R. A. Ofstedal, Rev. Selmer A. Berge. Said committee also to act as 
Publicity Committee for the conference.” 

This committee met at Valley City on March 6, 1939, and organized by 
electing Rev. O. J. Lutness as President and Rev. R. A. Ofstedal as secretary. 
The committee begs to submit the following report: 


Te 


We believe that a permanent Committee on Social Trends is desirable for 
the following reasons: 

1. The need of Temperance Education. 

The committee recognizes that the gigantic strides made by the wet forces 
in their propaganda to popularize the use of intoxicants by men, women, and 
youth, calls for action on the part of the church. This action should first of 
all be an intensive instruction through Sunday schools, Young People’s Luther 
League, Brotherhoods, Ladies’ Aids, etc., as to the menace of the liquor traffic 
and as to the dangers of drinking. 

2. The spread of materialistic teachings in schools. 

The committee recognizes that a materialistic teaching is being disseminated 
in our public schools in that attempts are made in text books and by teachers to 
impose the theory of evolution with all its connotations upon the plastic mind 
of youth as a fact to be received in child-like faith. To such lengths has this 
gone that Sir Charles Marston says “Absorption in the study of matter has 
been imposed upon education as a creed.” Such materialistic teaching flatly 
contradicts the teachings of the Bible which the church seeks to impart through 
Sunday school and Vacation Bible school and therefore calls for protest from 
the church together with a demand that the truth of the Bible, not the least as it 
is supported by the findings of archeology, be recognized in modern education. 

3. Action against common evils. 

The consciences of our people and of others like-minded ought to be aroused 
to the point of concerted protest and attack against the popular and growing 
evils which assail the morals and spiritual life of youth. 

Among such evils we list indecent films, books and magazines; the “horror 
adventure” type of radio programs for juveniles; the gambling craze; dancing. 

4. The disregard for the Lord’s Day. 

The growing tendency on the part of individuals and groups to use Sunday for 
business, for pleasure, for political rallies, for commercialized sports, and for 
government projects, in fact for every purpose except worship, and in competition 
with services of worship constitutes a clarion call to the church to cry aloud 
against such practices. 

5. Marriage. 

The attack on the sanctity of marriage made by those who encourage divorces 
on other than Scriptural grounds, and the practice of the Roman Catholic 
Church in making unjust demands upon those of other faiths in case of inter- 
marriage demand attention and a program of instruction among our own people. 

6. The Separation of Church and State. 

In view of the changing political scene in so many parts of the world and in 
view of the seeming attempt being made by the Vatican to establish diplomatic 
relations with our own country, we need to be on the alert that no such violation 
of the principle of the separation of Church and State be made. 

7. Social Welfare Work. ; 

In view of the rapid strides made in the field of Social Welfare, the attention 
of our church and of the young people should be called to the many opportunities 
for service found in that field. 

b. In view of the financial support being given social welfare agencies through 
Community Chests and otherwise, and in view of the overwhelming number of 
Lutherans in this state and the comparatively small amount allotted to the 
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Lutheran agencies, careful attention should be given to these matters by all 
Lutherans so that there be a more fair adjustment. 

8. Church Publicity. 

Publicity commensurate in extent and quality with the number and character 
of Lutherans in the state should be secured.

1. We propose that a Committee on Social, Moral, and Spiritual Trends shall 
be elected by the District. This Committee shall consist of three members. 


2. This Committee shall gather and disseminate information on vital issues 
and movements and whatever else may affect the social, moral and spiritual 
welfare of our people. 


3. This committee shall offer to pastors and congregations definite ways and 
means for carrying out policies that will support that which elevates and combat 
that which degrades.

The committee on the celebration of the Golden Anniversary of Statehood 
met with Rev. S. A. Berge as chairman, Opie S. Rindahl as secretary, and delegate 
Knut Boe. The committee has the following report to make: 

Whereas, North Dakota will celebrate the Fiftieth Anniversary of admission 
to statehood this year, be it resolved: 

First, that the North Dakota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America go on record as favoring recognition of that event within the church in 
keeping with the spirit and teachings of the church. 

Second, that there be such an observance in each congregation within the 
district as a part of our Reformation Festivals, October 29. 

Third, that we invite the members of the American Lutheran Conference to 
join with us in regional observances, possibly at Williston, Minot, Devils Lake, 
Grand Forks, Fargo, Valley City, Dickinson, and Bismarck, to be held on Friday, 
November 10, the anniversary of Luther’s birth, 

Fourth, that the observances of this anniversary shall be along the following 
lines: 

(a) That we stress the contribution that our church has made in North 
Dakota. 


(b) That we emphasize the future opportunity for our church in the state in 
the field of stronger spiritual life, of missions, of charities, of Christian education, 
and in the development of Christian citizenship. 

Fifth, we recommend that a committee of three be elected to direct the 
observance of the Fiftieth Anniversary as suggested in these resolutions and 
that the district president shall be an ex-officio member of this committee.

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B. CONVENTION JOURNAL 


The Rocky Mountain District met for its biennial convention in Great Falls, 
Mont., June 1-4, 1939, the sessions being held in the First Methodist Church. 


THURSDAY, JUNE 1—10:00 A.M. 


The meeting was called to order by District President A. M. Skindlov. The 
hymn, “The Church’s One Foundation,” was sung by the audience. The opening 
sermon, ‘“‘What Shall It Profit the Church to Gather a Million Dollars If It Loses 
a Million Souls?” was delivered by Rev. G. E. Frost. The hymn, “A Mighty 
Fortress,” was sung. 

The report of the Credential Committee showed an opening registration of 
15 pastors and 4 delegates for a total of 19. 

A greeting of welcome was brought by the local pastor, Rev. A. Lunde of 
Great Falls. He emphasized the shortage of rooms in Great Falls at this time, 
due to other conventions being held. 

President Skindlov responded to the greeting. 

Rey. Chr. S. Thompson gave an address on the work and needs of the Coeur 
d’Alene Homes. 

The chair appointed Delegate John Wigen of Lacrosse, Wash., as sergeant- 
at-arms and Rev. O. A. Anderson as director of music for convention. 

Rey. A. M. Skindlov read his District President’s Message. 

The message of the President of the Church, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, was read by 
Rev. C. S. Thompson. 

The chair read a greeting from the missionaries of Madagascar. 

These reports were accepted by unanimous vote. 

The report of the Home Mission Secretary was submitted by Mr. T. A. Mykle- 
bust. It was accepted. 

Announcements were made by the District President and by the Financial 
Secretary, O. A. A. Schmidt. The time schedule found in the program was 
adopted and the meeting adjourned with a hymn. 


THURSDAY—2:00 P. M. 


The session opened with the hymn, “O Word of God Incarnate.” Mr. Law- 
rence Olson of Cottonwood, Minn., led in devotion, reading John 21:15. 

The Credential Committee report was as follows: Previously reported, 15 
pastors and 4 delegates. Now 6 pastors and 5 delegates, making a total of 21 
pastors and 9 delegates. 

The following have asked to be excused from the convention: M. Trygstad, 
S. Almlie, O. J. Engh, H. B. Mathison, O. A. Norem, M. E. Ranheim, O. M.

It is recommended that the following congregations be received into the 
District: The Ronan English Lutheran Church, Ronan, Mont., E. S. Ede, pastor; 
Trinity Lutheran Church, Wibaux, Mont., E. E. Tollefson, pastor; the American 
Lutheran Church, White Sulphur Springs, Mont., Sylvan R. Moe, pastor; the 
Lutheran Church of Sunburst, Mont., E. Soiland, pastor. 

Candidates of Theology: Alf Romstad has accepted a call to become pastor 
of St. Luke’s American Lutheran Congregation, Shelby, Mont., Bethany, Devon, 
Galata, and St. Olaf Lutheran congregations. Douglas Jacobson has accepted 
‘a call to become pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran Congregation, Cut Bank, Mont., 
and associated congregations. Both these men are recommended for ordination 
and extended a welcome to the District, 

The above report was adopted by the convention. 

Mr. T. A. Myklebust was made an advisory member of the convention. 

The convention theme was “Our Quest, a Million Souls,’ based on Isaiah 
54:2b, “Spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes.” The first 
division, “Spare .Not,” was now presented by Rev. H. O. Belgum. Following 
a hymn, the second division, “Lengthen Thy Cords,” was introduced by Rev. 
H. Siqueland, speaking on the topic, “Lengthening the Cords Through Personal 
Pastoral Work.” The chair called for free discussion and Pastors C. O. Anderson 
and H. Obrestad took part. 
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The chair announced the following committees: 

Equalization Committee: Pastors T. T. Boe, B. B. Nielsen, H. B. Mathison. 
In the absence of the last two, Sylvan Moe and E. M. Bremmer were added to 
the committee.

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speak on behalf of Rev. A. J. Bergsaker and the budget. In the absence of Rev. 
Albert Iverson, he also spoke on the topic, “The Ministry of the Printed Word.” 

Rey. Gunnar Guldseth spoke on the work of the Book Mission. President 
Skindlovy further emphasized the distribution of tracts and Christian literature. 

Rev. G. Gabrielson was appointed to arrange a convention tour to the A. C. M. 
smelter at 1:00 p.m. today. 

District Secretary H. M. Engh gave a statistical survey showing the growth 
of the District.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION SECRETARY 


Someone has pointed out that for the most part the scenes of the Bible are laid 
in rural districts. It was likely in the country that God spoke to Abraham; it 
was at the back side of the desert that Moses saw the burning bush; it was in a 
lonely place that Jacob made his pillow of stones and had the glorious vision of 
the ladder reaching to heaven and the Lord at the top. 


But the Gospel is for all, even for dwellers in the great metropolitan centers. 
Through the department of Home Missions we have, as far as finances will 
permit, tried to reach out into the most remote section of our District, as well as 
spreading the Gospel in the larger cities, but there is much more to be done. In 
many centers of our District there are hundreds of Lutherans outside the Church, 
or being absorbed by the reformed churches. 

What a challenge we have in the world today! We shudder when we hear of 
the despair in the world that Christ only can relieve. Not very long ago it was 
reported that 55,000 boys and girls under sixteen years of age passed through 
the Chicago police court in a single year. Of these only one in seven ever had 
heard of the Ten Commandments. Think of it! Forty-eight thousand one hun- 
dred and forty-three out of fifty-five thousand in one American city alone never 
having heard of the law of God! And what is true in Chicago is true elsewhere. 
There are multitudes of sheep without a shepherd. To these needy multitudes we 
are called to teach and preach the things of Christ. 


I repeat what I said six years ago at the district convention in Kalispell. 
A more intense program of evangelization should be undertaken in many com- 
munities. A membership campaign and house-to-house canvass may be efficiently 
conducted by the pastor if aided by enthusiastic laymen, who will solicit the inter- 
est of the unchurched towards things spiritual. This could effectively be 
done through a local Brotherhood. 


During the past year the Home Mission Committee has held two regular 
meetings and the Executive Committee has convened frequently to consult: about 
ways and means in furthering the work. What has caused us the greatest difficulty 
is our limited budget. We cannot go beyond the sums allowed us by the General 
Home Mission Board, and yet there are many places within our District where 
we ought to take up new fields or where a better arrangement of calls might be 
made if only more assistance could be had from the Home Mission funds. 

During the past year 27 pastors and 3 internes received aid from Home Mis- 
sion funds in our District. Twenty-six pastors and four internes are receiving 
Home Mission aid at present, serving the following parishes:

The disbursements for the year ending January 31, 1939, amounted to $14,- 
429.61. From this amount $790.00 was paid to internes and one student, leaving 
a balance of $13,639.61 paid to pastors. This makes an average of $524.00 a year 
for each parish. 

For this year the pastors are being paid an average of $600.00 per year. 
Of course some are getting more and others less, according to the needs of the 
different congregations. 

The above mentioned parishes are all being served by good and faithful 
Christian pastors, doing good work, and willing to do more if we could only 
assist them with additional car expenses for making more calls into the country, 
where there are many unchurched souls. 

One thing that would be very beneficial to the work in our District would be 
to secure a district evangelist, to work under the direction of the Home Mission 
Committee and the District President. He could assist the pastors holding 
evangelistic meetings, serving the different charges during vacancies, and can- 
vassing new fields. 

The Home Mission Committee expresses its appreciation for the continued 
cooperation of all the pastors in the District, and the District President, Rev. 
A. M. Skindloy, for his faithful and efficient service as superintendent of the 
Home Mission of the Rocky Mountain District. 

We regret the loss of one of the members of our committee, Rev. Earl Soiland, 
Shelby, Mont., who has accepted a call to Bellingham, Wash., and is moving 
there June Ist. Rev. Soiland has served on this committee for several years, and 
his advice and counsel have been of much value to the committee. We wish him 
God’s richest blessings in his new field of labor.

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These figures are taken from the parochial reports. They can profitably be 
studied carefully. Theoretically,:the figure of “accessions over losses’? should be 
the same as that for “actual gain.” There are possibly several reasons for this 
discrepancy. There are likely many babies baptized and many children confirmed, 
listed as accessions and yet not added to the membership of the congregation. 
There are, no doubt, also some who have moved out of congregations that are not 
listed as losses .and yet are no longer counted in the membership. We can well 
strive for greater accuracy in these figures. In general these figures show an 
annual increase of about 4 per cent in the membership of our District. This is 
larger than the figure for the Church as a whole, and yet not as large as we 
should look for in such a mission district as ours.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR ELEMENTARY 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Recent activities of the Department of Elementary Christian Education of 
our Church have brought forward two very important enterprises. The first of 
these is a complete revision of our Graded Sunday School Series. The books for 
the first four grades have been published and in use during the past year. We have 
no record of what proportion of our Sunday schools are using them, but observa- 
tions indicate that they are generally supplanting the old series. Those with expe- 
rience in teaching children seem to be especially enthusiastic in their praise of the 
new books. We would urge all our Sunday schools to make use of these fine 
textbooks. 

The other enterprise of the department relates to the Ten Week Teachers’ 
Training Course. The past fall the third year of this course was held and 
participation in the District showed a slight increase over the year before. Of 
the sixty pastors in the District, thirty-five conducted training classes with a total 
enrollment of 472. Most of the classes were conducted by the pastors in their own 
individual parishes. Plans are now being made for the fourth year of the course 
to be held in the fall. The following is a tabulation showing the number of pastors 
participating and the enrollment in the classes in the various circuits of the Rocky 
Mountain District:

COMMITTEE NO. I 


Committee No. I organized by electing Rev. O. E. Heimdahl, chairman, and 
Rev. J. H. Berg, secretary. 

The committee makes the following recommendations: 

A. The Pacific district expresses gratitude to God for His abundant blessings 
during the past year and encourages the pastors, congregations and members 
of the district to go forward confidently in the service of our Lord with faith in. 
His abiding presence and continued blessings. 

B. The committee recommends that the application for membership in the 
district received from North Whidby Island Lutheran congregation served by 
Rev. O. Fosso be accepted with the suggestion that the constitution submitted 
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with the application be more carefully edited to bring it into closer conformity 
with the model constitution recommended by the N. L. C. A. 

C. The Pacific district expresses gratitude to the congregations and members 
of the district for their splendid response to the Centennial Appeal and urges 
that pastors and congregations give full support to the work of collecting on 
pledges made. The district reads that there are congregations within the district 
that have not yet found it possible to complete the campaign and urges that 
this be done at the earliest possible opportunity. 

The Pacific district expresses its approval of the second part of the Centennial 
Appeal program the “perpetuation of the faith of the fathers in the lives of our 
children,” and we urge participation of pastors and lay members in the ingath- 
ering of souls. The district pledges its support to the director of this part of the 
appeal program approved by President Aasgaard, Dr. J. C. K. Preus. 

The committee presents for consideration the following resolutions from the 
Board of Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College: 


RESOLUTION NO. I 


\Vhereas, the establishment of senior college status for Pacific Lutheran 
College is urgent for the following reasons: 1) All Normal Schools in the state 
of Washington, with the single exception of Pacific Lutheran College, have now 
become four-year colleges of education, under the pressure of higher certification 
requirements for teaching in the public schools of the state; the Washington 
State Board of Education resolved at its April, 1939, meeting that four years of 
training on the college level will be required after September 1, 1942, for 
certification. 2) It is already the attitude of superintendents in many cities to 
place emphasis on the four-year course of training in the placement of teachers. 
3) Graduates of Pacific Lutheran College, who must complete the fourth year 
before they will be eligible for the six-year certificate, naturally desire to return 
to Pacific Lutheran College for the added year. 4) Members of the Washington 
State Board of Education assume that Pacific Luther College will offer the 
fourth year. 5) Northwest Association authorities recommend the establish- 
ment of a four-year college of education as the next step in the development 
of Pacific Lutheran College. The development of a four-year Liberal Arts cur- 
riculum will follow in turn as a natural outgrowth. And whereas, a record of 
performance of about two years on a four-year basis is required hefore accredi- 
tation as a four-year institution can be sought; hence the desirability of begin- 
ning as soon as possible to establish such record of performance; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the Pacific district of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America concur in the recommendation of the administrative officers 
of Pacific Lutheran College that the following seven steps be taken in order: 
1) Submission of a four-year teacher-training curriculum for approval by the 
State Roard of Education this summer. 2) Introduction of minimum fourth- 
year offerings this fall. 3) Application for certification privilege on a four-year 
basis in March, 1940. 4) Introduction of permanent curriculum set-up with 
increased offerings in the fall of 1940. 5) Application for inspection for accredi- 
tation as a four-year college of education, January, 1941, and for such accredi- 
tation, April. 1941. 6) The granting of the B.A. degree with major in Education 
in 1941. 7) The granting of the B.A. degree with other majors in 1942. 


RESOLUTION NO. II 


Whereas, the Pacific district has found itself compelled to recognize the 
urgent need for the development of Pacific Lutheran College into a full senior 
college, and 

Whereas, that while senior college status has long been recognized as the 
eventual destiny of Pacific Lutheran College, the marked growth and other 
developments beyond the control of the college have brought about the need 
for this status sooner than anticipated by many, and 

Whereas, the support by which the college has operated is evidently inade- 
quate for the support of a senior college, and 

Whereas, the stage of development of cooperation from the Augustana 
Synod and the American Lutheran Church has not reached a point where they 
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can assume equal responsibility for the operation of Pacific Lutheran College, 
but have expressed willingness to follow the leadership of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church in developing the college, and 

Whereas, the people of the Pacific district have shown their interest in the 
college by congregational and personal contributions that compare favorably 
with such support given any of our colleges by the people of their respective 
territories, but that because of the small membership of the district such support 
needs to be supplemented by added income, and 

Whereas, the immediate constituency of the college needs to be kept mobilized 
for development of the college rather than for annual support, because of its 
rapid growth, 

Therefore, be it resolved by the Pacific district of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church that the district respectfully petitions the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America for: 

a. Approval of senior college status at Pacific Lutheran College. 

b. An adequate annual subsidy in an amount not less than that granted the 
other senior colleges of the church. (Or, in an amount sufficient to provide the 
college with a current income in harmony with that received by the other senior 
colleges of the church.) 

c. Approval of the initiation of a financial campaign in the district for the 
improvement of the financial stability of the college, at the discretion cf the 
college Board of Trustees. 


RESOLUTION NO. III 


Resolved that the Pacific district allocations for Pacific Lutheran College be 
continued for the present. 


RESOLUTION NO. IV 


Whereas, the key position of Pacific Lutheran College in the Pacific district 
calls for an ever increasing interest in the college on the part of the membership 
of the district, and 

Whereas, the Pacific Lutheran College Development Association has in a 
measure cultivated that interest, and has contributed important income for the 
college, and 

Whereas, because of the large number of people to be contacted and the 
comparatively small membership fees involved, it has been found difficult and 
expensive to solicit these memberships, 

Therefore, be it resolved by the Pacific district of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, 

a. That a roll call Sunday be designated by the district when the congrega- 
tions within the district shall cooperate in a general solicitation for memberships 
in the Pacific Lutheran College Development Association, and 

b. That the college authorities shall organize this roll call and furnish the 
necessary material, and 

c. That the Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod and the North- 


western district of the American Lutheran Church shall be asked to cooperate 
in this roll call, 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE NO. II 
A. Committee No. 2, consisting of Pastors Theo. Hokenstad, M. J. K. Fuhr, 
and Carl E. L. Lucky and Delegates S. M. Gangstad and T. C. Thompson 
organized by electing Rev. Hokenstad chairman and Rev. Lucky secretary. 
We thank God for His continued grace and love toward our church. 


Finances 


B. 1. The district is glad to note improvement over previous years in the 
matter of raising the allotted budget—87.2 per cent was raised during 1938. 
However, the goal must be 100 per cent and the district urges every congrega- 
tion to use its best efforts toward this goal. 

2. The district recommends that stewardship conferences be held in every 
circuit as early as possible each year. 
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Pensions 


C. The district urges congregations to remember the department of pensions 
and if the funds sent to the synodical budget are designated for particular 
departments that the amount allotted for pensions also be directed to that 
department. No apportionment can be considered paid in full until this depart- 
ment is also taken care of. 

Charities 


D. The Parkland Children’s Home, the Josephine Old People’s Home and 
the work of our city missionaries merits the continued support in prayers and 
gifts of individuals and congregations. 


Foreign Missions 
E. The district recognizes with gratitude the visits of many foreign mission- 
aries during the past year. We also recognize the value of Foreign Mission 
conferences and urge that these be arranged wherever possible. 


“Western Lutheran” 


F. 1. The district pledges itself to support aggressive subscription campaign 
to be conducted in each congregation in the district during some month prior 
to March 31, 1940. 

2. The district also directs that $30.00 per month be granted as a subsidy to 
the “Western Lutheran” for the ensuing year. 

3. The Pacific district of the N. L. C. A. recognizes its financial obligation 
in connection with the indebtedness of the “Western Lutheran” to the Daily 
Olympian, and expresses its confidence that within the coming year this debt 
may be substantially reduced or if possible eliminated by the increased revenues 
of the Western Lutheran.

The committee on church affairs recommends that the Advisory Board to 
the president be continued at least until the end of the six-year term for which 
the members have been elected, and that the nomination committee bring in 
nominations to fill.the vacancies in the Advisory Board. 

2. Admittance of congregation. 

The committee on church affairs recommends that the Antelope Creek Evan- 
gelical Lutheran congregation of Halvorgate, Saskatchewan be admitted into 
membership in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada. Because of the 
important place that an active and conscientious Board of Deacons has in the 
life of a congregation, the committee recommends that the Antelope Creek 
congregation seriously reconsider the question of electing deacons for the con- 
gregation. 

3. Instruction of members of congregations. : 

a. The committee on church affairs recommends that the pastor and deacons 
of the congregation make clear to prospective new members their duties and 
responsibilities as members before they are accepted as voting members in the 
congregation. 

b. The committee further recommends that all confirmed members, young 
and old, be instructed by the pastor and deacons in regard to their privileges, 
obligations, and responsibilities. 

4. Admittance of congregation. 

The committee on church affairs recommends that Christ Lutheran Church 
of Sexsmith, Alberta be admitted into membership in the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of Canada. 

5. a. The committee recommends that a week’s retreat for the intellectual.and 
spiritual advancement of pastors be held, both in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

b. The committee recommends that the retreat for pastors in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba be held in Saskatoon about the time of the opening of the Semi- 
nary there this fall; and that the retreat for Alberta be held at Camrose College 
during the month of September. 

c. The committee further recommends that the convention elect a dean in 
each of the two provinces to work in conjunction with the district president in 
making the necessary arrangements. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE NO. 2—MISSIONS AND CHARITY

5. In view of the important function of our church papers, we recommend 
that a man be selected in each congregation to take subscriptions for our church 
papers and especially the paper of our Canada district, The Hyrden. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE NO. 3—FINANCES AND EDUCATION 
1. Be it resolved that a Bible School be begun at Outlook College this fall. 
2. Inasmuch as the district has decided to open a Bible school at Outlook 
College we recommend that a Bible School Board of seven members be elected 
at this convention, this board to consist of one member from each circuit in 
Saskatchewan, one from Manitoba, and one member at large from Alberta. 
The District President shall be ex-officio member of this board. 
The duties of this board shall be: 
To supervise the school. 
To provide a Dean and teaching staff when necessary. 
To arrange the course of study under the supervision of the Dean. 
To secure students. 
To appoint solicitors and secure the necessary funds to operate the school. 
We further recommend that Rev. Odd Gornitzka be elected as temporary 
dean for one year, 
4. We, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada in convention assembled, 
express our sincere and heartfelt thanks to God for the manifold temporal 
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blessings which He has showered upon our church hitherto in our institutional ~~ 


and congregational activities. 

5. We also express our appreciation and thanks to our Stewardship Secretary 
Dr. Bergsaker, the district and circuit financial secretaries, and the pastors, for 
their efficient leadership in the ingathering of the budget. 

6. Be it resolved that the work of the 1939 ingathering be begun in every 
congregation at once and all possible effort made to have the ingathering com- 
pleted by December 1, 1939. 

7. Whereas the great work of soliciting pledges towards our Centennial gift 
is not yet completed in our district, be it resolved that every congregation make 
an earnest effort to complete the work in a thorough and careful manner by 
October 31, 1939. 

8. Whereas it is not only of importance to cover carefully every congrega- 
tion in soliciting pledges for the Centennial thank- offering, covering a period of 
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four or five years, but also that the payment of each installment be taken care 
of from year to year until fully paid: 

Therefore be it resolved that each congregation in the District be urged to 
observe a Centennial Sunday in the early part of October of each year at which 
. time every one who has pledged be given an opportunity to bring their annual 
payment to a committee of one or more appointed by the congregation. 

9. Whereas the publication of Lutheran Voice is a joint undertaking of the 
five synods of the American Lutheran Conference in Canada, and whereas the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada has accepted responsibility for its share 
in this undertaking, therefore Be it Resolved, that a key-man from each circuit 
be elected at this meeting to collect money to pay our share of the debt on 
“Lutheran Voice” and to get new subscriptions to the paper. 

10. Be it resolved that a committee be elected to investigate the possibility 
of opening a high school at Outlook College in the near future, and that this 
committee make definite recommendation to the 1940 district meeting concern- 
ing this matter. 

11. We are glad to hear of the progress that is being made at Camrose 
Lutheran College, and express our heartfelt gratitude to the professors and 
board of administration for the successful way in which the school has been 
conducted the past year. We further recommend to all the congregations in the 
district that they become more interested in the work at Camrose Lutheran 
College and support it with their gifts. We further recommend that all our 
congregations put forth greater efforts to urge young people to attend our church 
schools. 

_ 12. We recommend that the plan of securing a parochial school teacher for 
a number of congregations, as outlined by Miss Lingjerde, be commended to 


our congregations.

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION SECRETARY TO THE DISTRICT 
CONVENTION ASSEMBLED IN EDMONTON, ALBERTA, 


JUNE 28-JULY 2, 1939 


It is rather difficult to estimate the success and progress of any Home 
Mission field. However, there are some outward manifestations which give us 
reason to take on a spirit of optimism. New congregations are being organized 
and new churches built. Souls are being added to the fold. 

Geographically, Canada district is the largest Home Mission field in our 
church. Due to this fact the Home Mission work in our district becomes very 
difficult. Our people are scattered, and in many places :densely populated, 
and that involves two difficulties, namely, the cost of serving them and the 
problem of gathering them into a congregation. 

However, the real problem during these recent years has been the drought 
and adverse conditions. This has not only affected the congregations . supported 
by Home Missions, but has involved congregations who have been self-sustaining 
for many years. Consequently, the money that should be used to expand our 
Home Mission field, has been used to aid our stricken fields. 

Our real problem in the future will be.to gather the people who have moved

out from the drought areas to new territories. These people are looking to us 
for help. The Home Mission Board of our church has gone to the limit in 
granting extra appropriations in order that the work might continue in Canada. 
We cannot continue to ask for greater apportionments, hence the Home Mission 
committee has and will continue to urge Home Mission parishes to make an 
annual cut in their aid from Missions. This will enable the Home Mission 
committee to make further expansion. 

Our most promising Home Mission field is undoubtedly the Peace River 
district. More pastors are needed there. The field is ours, but we must give 
aid soon if the cause is not to be lost. This is true of many other parts of our 
district. 

During the year 1938 the Canada district received from the church in support 
of Home Missions the amount of $22,190.69. Vhis means that we received 
$6,538.68 more in 1938 than in 1937. Proportionately Canada district received 
more for Home Mission work than any other district of our church.

A. CANDIDATES’ VITAE 


ARTHUR A. ANDERSON, son of Edward and 
Christine, (nee Olsen), was born at Chicago, II- 
linois, November 2, 1894. He was baptized by 
Rev. Dyrness and confirmed by Rev. H. A. Hanson 
of Trinity Church. His elementary schooling was 
received in the public schools of Chicago and Nor- 
way, he having spent six years there. For 8 years, 
from the age of 14, he was employed at office work, 
as bank clerk, etc. After confirmation he drifted 
away from his church and his Savior but at the age 
of 22, through the prayers and interest of Chris- 
tians in Trinity Church, particularly in the Young 
People’s Luther League, he came under deep con- 
viction of sin and was brought into blessed conscious 
fellowship with his Lord and immediately exper- 
ienced the joy of serving Him.

For a time this marked the end of formal educa- 
tion, as the distance to any higher institution of 
learning was too great for convenience and funds 
were not available for staying in town. However, 
he spent seven-and-one-half enjoyable years on the 
farm in the company of his father and brothers, 
tilling the soil and taking part in activities of the 
church which was near by. Here he especially en- 
joyed musical activities of the Church Choir and 
the Grieg Mandskor. 

But although he enjoyed farm work, he felt that 
his calling lay elsewhere. Accordingly, he enrolled 
in the Academy department at Waldorf College in 
Forest City, Iowa, on January 21, 1929. The 
following fall he experienced the bereavement caused 
by the death of his father, who in days gone by 
had been companion, counsellor, and protector.

And, finally, he is thankful to 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America at large 
for the Christian training he has received, and to 
the members of the faculties at Park Region Col- 
lege, at Luther College, and especially at Luther 
Theological Seminary.
